ther Remarkable Accidents in thofe Parts, fince they were jirft known to 
Europeans, rill their Reduction under the-Crown of Spain. Jn Speaking of 
them he Occafionally runs out to give the fame Account of she Philippine 
Lands, and of feoeral others in thofe Eaftern Seas. This is frequent in 


Spanith Books, wherein we generally find much more than the Titles promife, - 


contrary to what is Practis’d with us, who frive to fill up a Title Page with 
abundance of Inviting Heads, the leaft part whereof is Treated of in the 
Body of the Work, or at beft fo Superficially, that Scarce any more can be 
made of them there, than was in. the Frontifpiece. : 


for the Compiling of this Work the Author, being Employ’d by the Au~ 
thority abovemention'd, had the Conmand of all Anthentick Manufeript 


Relations; which were either inthe Kings Cuftody, or ‘in Private Hands . 
hefides the Teftimony of fuch Perfons then Living, as had been Eye-Witneffes

The Preface. 


His Defceiption of them is very Exad ; That of the Cloves, their princi~ 
pal Commodity, no lefs Curious; aad that of the other Pradud and Animals, 
Inferior to neither. The Wars carrying him over from one Place to another ; 
he gives afnort Account of the Ifands Papuas, and that of Celebes. * The 
Spaniards, to avoid pafing through the Portuguele Sea, attempted to fettle 
Trade at the Moluccos, by the way of the Streights of Magellan, which gives 
occafion to Argenfola to entertain us with a particular Account of the Spa- 
nith Fleet fent into the faid Streight, under the Admiral Sarmiento, which 
Las been hitherto very Imperfefly Deliver’d in Englith, the’ very Reniar- 
kable, and full of Surprizing Accidents. In Joort, not to firetch out this 
Preface, with the Subject of the Work, we shall ind in it a brief Defeription 
of the Iland Sumatra; of the vaft Empire of China; of all the Philippine 
fands, and thofe of Ceylon, Banda, Java, and many others of lefs Nove. 
Nor does he omit to [peak of the Dutch Voyages; and Undertakings of Sir 
Francis Drake, and other Englith Adventurers; and Embelifoes the whole 
with fuch variety of pleafing Incidents, that few Books of Travels afford fo 
much Profitable Entertainment, with fuch good Authority. 


No Author ever bad a better Reputation, among all that Underftand, and 
have had the good Fortune.to Mect with him; for being fo Valuable, he.is 
extraordinary Scarce, rave tobe met with in Spain, and confequently much 
move in England. This may perbaps be the main Reafon shy he has not 
yet been Tranflated, and being fo Valuable, he cannot mifs of that Reception 
which he bas found in the Original, But it is mot intended to prepofefé 
the Reader, who is left to make his own Fudgment, and therefore a long 
Preface is defignedly avoided, that he may the Sooner enter upon fo Ufeful 
and Diverting a Work. It is not improper, neverthele/s, to Advife the 
Ateader not to take notice of fome Reflections in Point of Religion, and in 
other Cafes, confidering the Book was Writ by a Spaniard, and that it was 
not proper to Omit, or Alter any thing, where a Fair, and Entire Tran- 
flation is promifed. Bejides, That thefe are very few, and inconfiderable, 
and confequently not worth obferving, as indeed the generality of Fudicious 
Readers will be fuficiently fatisfy’d, and this Caution is given for their 
Sake, whom perhaps Pafion, or overmuch Zeal may move to condem a Work 
gn fuch an Occafian, when they can find no other matter to Carp aty

and the Inhabitants of our Colonies Trading among them. The Celerity 
With which the Expedition was concluded, does not in the leaft diminith 
the Glory of the Event; which, for that very Reafon, might rather deferve 


a place in a more ample Relation. I am fenfble of the Dangers I expofe:- 


my felf:to; butam no lefs fatisfy’d, that I fhall find fome to ftand by me, 
The moft famous Painters, and Carvers, have generally a great value for 
“Heads, Arms, and other Limbs, which have been drawn to perfection from 
the Life, by which they compofe all the Parts, when they defign fome ex- 
cellent Piece.

fland how Hiftory is Compil’d, will value this part drawn to the Life; 
whereas thofe, who, as they fay themfelves, Read only to divert the Time, 


will make little account of it, as being more fond of fome Romance, full of | | 


Monfterous Events; or of fome bulkey Work, bearing the Title of a Hi- 
ftory, treating of numerous Armies, and mighty. Slaughters,-and beftow- 
ing the Succefs, not where Providence gave, but where they would have. 
it. This is the Reafon why many Things, worthy to be known and pre~ 
ferv’d, remain bury’d.in Oblivion; becaufe being left for General Hiftories,. 
there are only flight Sketches of them Drawn at the Time when they hap- 
ned, by thofe who had a fhare in them, fo that when thefe Manufcripts are 
to be made ufe of, either they are not to be found, or elfe they reduce the 
Writer to a neceffity of fubfcribing to whatfoever either Self-Love, or any 
other Paffion diated to the Authors of fuch Memoirs, without any poffi- 
bility of examining into the Truth. To obviate this Inconveniency, in a 
matter of {uch moment as that of Ternate, the Capital of the Molucco 
Tflands, I was Commanded to write an Account of it, at a time when 
they were ftill living who aéted in and directed it: And I haye fuch 
full Information of all that is requifite for this purpofe, that I hope Truth. 
will make amends for my want of Ability. ‘This is°as much as T have 
thought fit to Advertife the Reader, without entering upon the Advantage 
he will reap by perufing this Relation; becaufe, if he is well affected, all 
Ican fay for it will be fuperfluous; and if otherwife inclin’d, tho’ I en- 
pe. deavour to fet him right, he will never conceive it, . 
Kings of _ Among the fourteen moft potent Princes, who Lord it over the drchipe- 
the Mo- Jago of the Molucco Ilands, under the Title of Kings, thofe of Teynate and 
luccos. . Iydove boaft of a Divine Original; fuch Liberty to be vain do Men take up 
‘en them, or fo much do they afcribe to obfcure Antiquity. There is an 
ancient Tradition among thofe People, look’d upon as Sacred, That they 
were once Govern’d by a moft Ancient Prince, called Bicocigara, who 
failing along the Coait of Bachian, petceiv’d that among fome craggy Rocks 
there were grown up abundance of Rotas, fo they calla fort of folid Canes, 
APG OF which, when fmail, they make ufe of inftead of Ropes. He lik’d them, and 
ye iy On order’d they fhould be cut down, and brought into his Veffel. His Sub~ 
2err “I~ jeéts going to fulfil his Orders, and having fearch’d all the place, return’d 
ginal, to their Matter, defiring he would look again, leaft his Eyes deceiv’d him, 
for they could meet with no fuch Canes. SBicocigara, who faw them di- 
Rin@ly from his Boat, was pofitive with his incredulous People, and or- 
der’d them again to be brought; but to decide the matter, went himfelf 
Afhere, where immediatly they appear’d to themall. He commanded 
them to be cut down, and as they went about it, Blood ran from the Canes 
that were cut. Being aftonifh’d at that Prodigy, he difcover’d clofe to the 
Roots of them four Eggs, which look’d like a Snakes Egys, and at the fame 
time heard a Voice, proceeding from the hollow of the Canes cut down,, 
which faid, Keep thofe Eggs; for from them shall come four excellent Go- 
weynours. He took up thote fatal Eggs, with Religious Refpe¢t, and car- 
ry’d them home, where they were kept in the beft place of his Houfe. In 
a fhort time, from the four Yolks proceeded four Rational Chickens, be- 
ing three Men, and one Woman, who afterwards Reign’d, the firft of 
them in Bachjan, the {gcond in Bufan, and the third over the [lands call’d 
Papuas,

Papuas, lying Eaft from the Moluccos, The Woman was Marry’d to Prince 
Loloda, who gaye Name to the Country of Batochina, not far from the 
great Boconora. This Fable has gain’d fuch Reputation, that they honour 
Bicotigata asa Hero, worfhip the Rocks, and adore the Eggs. The truth 
of it ts, that the cunning Man, by this prodigious Superitition, Sandrfy’d 
his own Race, and gain’d Kingdoms, and Refpect for his four Children. 
So Greece feign’d, ot beleiv’d, that Leda Conceiving of the Adulterous 
Swan brought forth the Fags from which came Cafor,Pollux,and Helena, 
_ Fortune, when fhe raifes Men to a high pitch, perfwades thofe the defigns 
to Crown, to lay the Foundation of their Majefty on Fables, refembling 
ttue Mifteries, fo to perfwade the Multitude that they are fomewhat Di- 
vine, and to diftinguifh the Royal Race by a peculiarity even in the Uni- 
--verfal Law of being Born into the World. Of this Race thirteen Idola- 
_ trous Kings fucceeded one another in Tydore, down to Sultan Tydore Bon- 
gue, the firft that receiv’d the Mahometan Alcoran, tho’ intermix’d with 
Idolatry, which lafted above Eighty Years, and being confounded among 
the Precepts of that abominable Sect, bred Divifions, and Diftractions a- 
tong the People. Afterwards, when the Commander Brifo arriv’d in 
that Ifland, as we fhall foon fee, he found a Caciz, or Prieft, taught them 
the new Superftition, and that many oppos’d him, on account of the old 
Fable of the Eggs, which the Perfian Morabout could never Decry ; fo great 
as the power of Error tranfmitted from our Fore-Fathers, 
~ King Tydore Bongue’s Succeflor, was his Son Cachil Boleyfe, no lefs 
Super{iicious than the Father, but.in another way. He pretending to the 
Spirit of Prophecy, gain’d fuch Reputation, by the Experience and Fore- 
fete of his Riper Years, that he came to be Honour’d by his Subjects as 
a Prophet; or by the leaft Credulous, as a Perfon of fingular Prudence, fo 
that all Men gave Ear to him, as to an Oracle. Puffed up with this Va» 
nity, he pretended to Fore-tell future Events; which when no particular 
Perfons, or fet Times. are appointed, is a fafe way of Predi@ing, without 
Danger of being found Falfe; either becaufe in procefs of Time fomething 
Accidentally happens, that may be adapted to the Prophecy, or in regard, 
that is always expected which will never come to pafs. For this Reafon, 
as in moft Countries there are fome current Notions of future Expectations, 
conceiv’d upon trivial Occafions, rather than any Obfervation of the Stars ; 
therefore Boleyfe us’d to tell thofe about him, That the time would come, 
when Iron Men fhould arrive at Ternate, from the remoteft parts of the 
World, and fettle'in its Territory ; by whofe Power the Glory, and Do- 
minion of the Molucco Ilands. fhould be far extended. 
| Inthe Reign of King Fobn the firft, of Portugal, his Son, Prince Henry, 
having employ’d feveral Perfons on Difcoveries, Fohn Gonzales, and 
friflan Vaz found the Ifland of Madera, in the Year 1419, and others 
foon after thofe of the Azores, and Cabo Verde, and ran along the Coatt 
of Guinea and Africk. Afterwards, in the Reigns of King Edward, and 
Alonfo the V.. thofe Difcoveries were continu’d, till under King Fobn the II. 
they, proceeded as far as the Cape of Good Hope, and a Hundred Leagues. 
beyond it, along the Coaft, call’d Rio de} Infante. The honour of this 
Difcovery is due to that famous Seaman Bartholomew Diaz, if we may 
believe the Manufcript Memoirs zi Duarte Refende, for the Hiftorian

Barros, This rais’d Emulation in the Spani/ Nation, already engag’d in 
{uch Voyages, as having Difcover’d the Weftern Iflands, call’d Antilles, 
or Caribbee Ilands. This Difcovery occafion’d a Controverly about. the 
Right to them, Portugal pretending to, and Spain defending its Pofieffion.. 


' After much Contention, the Difference was adjufted by Ruy de Soufa, and- 


Don Fobn his Son, and Arias de Almada, Commiffion’d by Portugal, who 


in the* Year 1404, agreed with the Spani/p Embafador, That,. fince this

inferior Globe, confifting of Earth and Water, anfwers to. the Degrees into 
which the Celeftial Sphere is divided, it fhould be equally parted between: 
the two Kings, by a Meridian Line drawn through the North and South 
Poles, and compaffing the Land and Sea, fo as to cut them into two-halves, 
Tt was appointed, That the Share to the Eaftward fhould belong to the 
Crown of Portugal, and the other tothe Weftward, to that of Caftile; and 
that it fhould be fo mark’d down on the Sea Charts; the Line pafling - 
through a fixt Point on the Earth, which was to be the Boundary of both 
Nations, This was by mutual Confent fettled 360 Leagues Weft from. . 
Cabo Verde, and fo the Line, or Meridian, fell upon the Country we call 
Srazil, about the moft Wefterly part of the Mouth of the River Maranhao, 
which difembogues there to the Northward. This Line cuts through 
that, Country, and to the Southward runs off beyond the River of Plate, 
from whence the Spaniards begin to reckon their Degrees of Longitude 
Weftward, and the Portuguefes Eaftward, 180 belonging to each of them, 
for as much as the whole Circumference of the Earth contains three hun- 
dred and fixty Degrees. i 

Vafco de Gama, employ’d by King Emanuel of Portugal, to Difcover 
and Conquer India, profecuted this Enterprize, look’d upon by Pzolomy,, 
as impracticable; he travers’d the main Ocean, within the Portuguefe Di- 
vifion, where he Difcover’d, and fince the Portuguefe Commanders have 
Conquer’d fo many Kingdoms, Nations, and Iflands, fo diftin@ in Cue 
ftoms, Manners, Laws, Languages, and Colours. They returning home 
admir’d what they had feen, and lay’d it down in Maps, but {tretching out 
the Longitude, that is the Diftance from Weft to Eaft, beyond what it 
really wass, thus Craftily providing for the Controverfy which might arife 
on this Occafion, as it foon happen’d, through the Falfhood of the Sea. 

arts. 

By virtue of this practice, and by the Pope’s fubfequent Authorizing of 
it, the Portuguefes pretend that the Molucco Iflands, and thofe of Banda, 
and Amboyna, are within their Bounds, as they were adjude’d, and fettled- 
by experienc’d Sailers, calculating the Extent of that Meridian, and they 
even firetch it 15 Degrees further, Refende complains, That Magalhaens, 
whom. the Englifh call Magellan, magnify’d the Opinion conceiv’d of the- 
Eaftern Seas, when in the Year 1319 he went away Difgufted into Spain. 
Magellan grew up in the fervice of Queen Ellenor, then ferv’d King 
Emanuel,’and went over into India with that dlonfo de Albuquerque, of 
whofe Bravery, and Condué, we have written Hiftories, befides. what 
Fame, and Tradition have deliver’d. This Man, not fatisfy’d with the 
firft Conquetts, fent Antony. de Abreu, Francis Serrano, and Ferdinand de 
Nagalhaens from Malaca, with three Ships, to Difcover the Molucco 
Tflands. All thefe three Commanders feer’d feveral Courfes. We pe

foon fpeak of Magellan again., Antony de Abveu atriv’d at Banda, and 
returning towards) Malaca; richly Laden with Spice of that Country, 
Servano was parted from him in a Storm, and Shipwrack’d on the Iflands 


of Lucopino, fignifying lands of Tortoifes, fo call’d fromthe Plenty and 
- Bignefs of thofe Creatures. 


There the Tempeft left the Portngue/es, only their Lives and Arms fav’d, Serrano: 
for their Funck, which isa fort of light Veflel, was Stavd. The Lucopine caft on the 
Iflands were Horrid, by reafon of their want of Water, and being Delert 5 Jfands of 
tor their Rocks lying under Water, and the many Sea Robbers that: fre- Lucupine. 


“quent them, and always keep Sentinels pofted todifcover any Sailing by, 
that they may fall upon, and plunder them. Had not Hunger and Thirft 
threatned the: Portugufes with ipeedy Death,. they had reafon to expect it 
at the Hands of thote Pyrats ; but that which had been the Deftrnction of 
others, at this time prov’d their Safety. Thofe Mifcreants had obferv’d 
the Shipwreck, and Rowing up ina Veffel call‘d a Caracoa, as it were to 
2 certait, Booty, drew near to thofe who had fo narrowly efcap’d perifhing 
in the Sea; but the Malaca Pilots, and Mariners were not ignorant of their 
defign. They acquainted their Captain with the Danger, defiring him to 
‘take fuch Meafures as might be for his. own, and their Safety. Serrano, 
like a Man of Valour and Difcretion, having view.’d the Shore, conceal‘d 
his Men in a hidden Place. The Pyrates landed to purfue them; but as fcona. 
as ever they were at fome diftance from the Shore, the Strangers rufh’d out, 
and poflels’d themfelves of the Caracca., The Barbarians thus furpris’d, 
reflecting on their .Mifmanagement,.and perceiving they were loft Men, 
gave over the thoughts of Robbing, and had recourfe to Intreaties, throw- 
. ing down their Bows and. Arrows, and-begging they would not leave 
them in that Ifland, but rather take pity, and pardon what they had done. 
and promifing, if he would carry them off, to conduct him to another place, 
where Strangers were well receiv‘d, and there was Trade. Seryano gran— 
ted their Requeft, and admitted them, and having’ repair’d the fhatter‘d 
Funck, and Embarking together, they directed their Courfe to the Ifland 
of Anleyna, where they were ‘well receiv’d, by the People of Rucutelo, 
who were ancient Enemies to thofe of Veranula,.a Neighboring City of 
Batochina, with whom thofe- of Rucutelo.coming to a Battle, they, ob- 
tain’d the Vidtory, through the A fliftance of the New-comers, The Fame 
of this Succefs flew over to’ the Molucco Iflands, at the Time when Boleyfe 
Reign’d in Ternate, and Alnianzor in Tydore, who were both not long be- 
- fore Idolaters, and then Mahometans. - Thefe.two were at Variance about 
the Limits of their Dominions, and underftanding that the Portuguefes were 
at Amboyna, each of them defiring te Strengthen himfelf again{ft his Enemy, 
- fent Embaffadors, and Ships, to invite,and bring over to them thofe For- 
reign Soldiers; thinking it alfo-convenient upon other accounts, to enter 
into Alliance with thofe People, whofe great Adions were then fo frefh in 
the Mouths of all Men. ; Boleyfe was quicker than d/manzor, and fent 
ten Ships for Serrano, witha Thoufland well Arm’d Soldiers for their 
Defence, the), whole. underithe Command of. his Kiniman Cachil Coliba. 
The Tydore Embafiadors return’d from Rucutels difappointed. It is but a 
fhort, Cut between.Amboyna, and Ternate, and therefore Boylefe’s Ships

his Hands to Heaven, blefs’d God, and gave hearty Thanks, for thar he 
had granted him. to fee that which had beea Predidted fo many Years bes 
fore. Thefe, faid he, my Friends, are the Warrier you have fo long wifh'd 
for, on account of my Prophecy. Honour them, and let us all vie in Enier~ 
taining thems; jince the Grandeur of our Country depends on their Arms: 
The Portuguefes, well pleas’d to be thought worthy of a Prophecy, the 
Beleif whereof was a Politick Invention, conducing to their Reputation, 
nade no. lefs Courteous Returns, expreffing their fingular Affection. They. 
fettled Amity, and Trade in the Moluecos; whence they {pread it to the 
adjacent, aud remoter Hflands, which it will be now requifite breifly to 
Defcribe, for the better Underitanding of this Hiftory. 

The Eaftern Archipelago, not to {peak of the Divifion of thofe Oriental 
Parts: into. Northern, and Southern, Contains fo many Iflands, that the 
certain. Number of them is not yet known, Hence Modern Authors di- 
‘tribute it into five Divifions, being fo many Archipelagos, under the names 
of Molucco, Moro, Papuas, Celebes, and Amboyna, The Name of the F irft, 
in their Language, is Moloc, fignifying, the Head, becaufe it is the Chief 
‘OF all about it. Others will have it to be Malucco, which, in 4rabick, im= 
ports, the Kingdom, as the Principal of them. It Contains five moft Re« 
markabie Iflands, all of them under the fame Meridian, one in fight of ano- 
ther, their whole Extent being 25 Leagues; the Equinodfial crofling them, - 
fo that the moft Northern of them has but half a Degree of Latitude that 
way, and the moft Southern, one Degree on the other fide. Near to them, 
on the Eaft, is the Ifland Gilolo, by the Portuguefes call’d Batochina de 
Moro, and by the Moluccos, Alemaera, Among all the others lying abour 
them, call’d alfo Molueccs, as we fay the Canaries, the Tercera’, or the. 
Oreades, thefe are the moft Remarkable, for their great Plenty of Spice; 
The Names of them, beginning with the N. orthermoft, are, Ternare, Vydore, 
Motiel, Machian, and Bachiaw; by the ancient Heathens call’d, Cape, 
Duco, Moutil, Mara, and Seque, This lait, which is Bachian, is divided 
anto many Iflands, feperated from one another by little Channels, Naviga- 
ble only in fall Veffels; for which reafon, as alfo becaufe it is. under 
‘one Soveraign, it has but one Name, and all the Afolucco Mlands are Sub- 
Ject to three Kings. They ave divided by {mall Arms of the Sea, and fome: 
Defert little Hlands, as alfo by their «Antient Enmity. The Coatt both: 
near the Shore, and farther off at Sea, full of Dangerous Shoals; among: . 
which there ave fome Inlets, where the Ships Ride in Safety. The Soil! 
of them all is generally Dry and Spungy, fucking up all the Water, tho” 
it Rains never fo much, and in many Places the Brooks that run down! 
from the Mountains do not reach the Sea, According to: that grave Hi-' 
ftonian Fohn de Barros, thefe Mlands afford an il Profpect, and are no way 
pleafant to-behold; becaufe the Sun-being always fo near them, fometimés 
paffing over towards the Northern, and fome times towards the Southern 
Solflace, the natural Damp of the Earth fillsthem fo full of sigs and 
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Subjects, to receive the new. Guetis ; 
went to feé the fulfilling of their fo 
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Plants, that it thickens the Air, and hinders the Sight; for by reafon of 
the Earthly Vapours, the Trees are never naked of Leaves ; but before one 
falls another has {prung eut; and the fame is among Herbs. Others af- 
firm, they are Pleafant to look to, burnot Healthy; efpecially for Stran- 
gers, who are all fubject to the Difeafe call’d. Berber, which is common in 
that Country... This Malady {wells the:Body, and difables the Limbs, but 
is cur’d with Cloves, the Wine of the Philippine Iflands, drank with Gin- 
ger, and the ufe of a certain Herb, known to the Natives; and the Dutch 
do it with the juyce of Lemmons, a Remedy. found by their own Appre- 
-henfion, and Experience. Zz 


Providence has ftor’d thafe Spice-Iflands with Bananas, Coco-Nuts, Produ 


of 


Oranges, LemmonspLignum-dloes, Sanders, Cinamon, Mace, Maftick-Trees, the Mo- 


but above all, with abundance of Cloves, and other Plants ; all of them va- Juccos. 


Juable for their Fruit, or delightful for their Ornaments:' They have neither 
Wheat nor Rice; but Nature gave them Induftry, and Matter to fupply this 
Defeé&. They beat a fort of Tree, like the Wild-Palm, with Mallets made 
of ftrong Canes ; and thofe dry Trunks, fo batter’d, yield an extraordinary 
white Flower, coming from the bruized Pith; which they mould up in 
{quare Pipkins, and this is the Sagu, or Landan, fo made into fquare Loaves, 
like the Ca/tile Sopes This Plant is about Fifteen Foot high, and from the 
Top of it {prout out fome Branches, like thofe which produce the Zama- 
vinds, Thefe bear a Fruit like the Cyprefs-Nuts, in which there are cer- 
tain fine Hairs, which if they touch a Man’s Flefh, burn it. From the 
tender Branches of the fame Piant cut, flows the Liquor which ferves them 


for Drink, putting the Ends ef the faid Branches fo cut into narrow | 


Mouth’d Veffels, which are filld ina Night, and the Liquor fo gather’d, is 
like Milk Whipped, and Frothy, which they call Tuac. When Drank new, 
it is Sweet and very Fat’ning; boil’d like new Wine it taftes like Wine, 
and after grows fharp.as Vinegar. The fame Advantage they reap from 
two other Plants call d Nipo, and Coco; the laft of them yields alfo Oy, 
Boards, and-Timber to build Houfes. © They alfo Drink another pleafant 
Liquor, which Nature has {hut up in the Hollow of the Canes they call 
Bambcoes, fo large that the Knots are a Yard a funder. They abound in 
Fleth ; but the People are more affected to Fith; - notwithflanding Hugo, 
the Dutchman,fays they want both. Providence afforded them no Mines, 
either of Gold, or Silver ; whether it was a Panifhment, or Mercy we do 
not decide. Neither have they found any, of other lefs precious Metals ; 


but not far from them is Lambueo, an Ifland abounding in Iron and Steel 2 


whence, and from the Mines of Sula and Butva, the People of the Maluccos 
bring them, to make their Caampilanes, which ate fharp heavy Cymizers, 
and their Crifes, being fmall Daggers. The Portugnefes and Dukes have 
now furnith’d thofe Hiands with {mall Fire-Arms, and Cannon of all forts 
known among us. cn ane uM ; 
Ternate #s the Capital City, and Court ef that King, near to which a 
dreadful burning Mountain Flames out, about the Equinoxes, becaufe at 
thofe Times the Winds blow 3 which kindle that natural Fire,on the Matter 
that has fed it fo many Ages, The Top of the Mountain, which exhales 
it,,1s Cold, and not cover’d with Afhes, but with’ afort of light ‘cloddy 
Earth, little different from the Pomice-Stone burnt in our ‘Fiery Mountains. 
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Defcending thence to the Foot of the Hill, which ftretches out like a Pira- 
anid, down to the Plain; it is all uncooth, being thick with Trees, whofe 
Verdure is fpar’d by the Flames, and-the very Fire, Waters and Moiftens 
them with Brooks, which it draws together in the Hollow of the Moun- 
tain, and forces it to Sweat,’and pour cute: 9). RSIS fig 
The Natives Differ from one another, as it were through .a Miraculous 
Bounty of Nature; for it has made the Women Fair and Beautifel,and the 
Men, of a darker Colour than a Quince; their! Hair lank, and many 9- 


hoint it-with {weet Oyls. Their Eyes are large, the. Eyebrows long, which, © 


and their Eye-lafhes, they colour Black. Of Rody they are Strong, much 
addicted to- War, and floathful for’all other Employmeéuts.. Thev aie long 
Liv’d;: grow greyiearlie; and areas AGive by Sea-asdgy Land ;. Officious, 
and Courteous to Suangers; but when they grow: Familiar, Importunate, 
and Troublefome in their Requefts; in their Dealings, all bent upon‘ Tnte- 


reit ; Jealous, Fraudulent, and Falfe,.. They are Poor, and therefore Proud; 


and to name:many Vices in‘one, Ungrateful. bs bie 
The Chinefes poflefs’d themfelves of thefe Iilands, when: they fubdu’d all 
thofe Eaftern Parts ; and after: them the Favenefes,and the Malayesjand laftly 
the Perfians, and Arabs; whichlaft, together with their Trade, Introduc’d 
- the Mahometan Superftition among the Worfhip of their Godss from whom 
fome Families boafted they were defcended.. Theit Laws are Barbarous’: 
they have no limited Number of .Wives.: - The King’s :chief Wife, call’d 
in their Language Putriz, enables and- gives the Right cf Succeffion to 
which her Sons are preferr’d, tho’ younger than thofe by other Mothers, 
Lheft is not pardon’d, tho? never:fo inconfiderable 3 but’ Aduizery’ eafily. 
When the Dawn. appears, Officers appointed by Law for that purpofe, beat 
a fort of broad, flat.Tabors about the Streets, to awake Marry’d People, 
who they think deferves this,Care from the Government, on account of Pro- 
creation. . Moft Crimes are punifh’d with Death; in-other Refpeds they 
Obey the Will, or Tyranny. of the ‘Conqueror. yshied rer 
The Men,on their Heads, wear’ Tur hifh Turbants of feveral Colours, with 
abundance. of Feathers,on them. The King’s ends above like a Miter, and 
ferves inftead.of a Crown... For ‘their other ‘Garb ‘they all wear Wafte- 


coats, which. they call Cheninas, and Blew, Crimfon, Green, and Purple 


Breeches,. Of the fame they make their Cloaks, or Mantles, which are 
thort, Soldier-like, thrown over, or knotted: on the Shoulder, after the An= 


cient Roman: manner, known by the written Defcriptions, Statues, and. 
other Monuments of thofe. Times. The Women are Proud of their Hair 3. 


‘fometimes they fpread, and fometimes they plat it, {ticking abundance of 
Flowers among the Ribbons, which hold ‘it together; fo *thatin their 
Drefs, they are not encumber’d with loofe Viels, Plumes, or Feathers. All 
thak variety adorns them without Art ; they wear Bracelets, Pendants, anid 
_ Necklaces of Diamonds and Rubies, and great Strings of Pearls, which are. 


_ Not: forbid even the meaneft, no more ‘than Silks, wherein the Women 


particularly are Clad after the Perfian and Turkifh Fafhion; and all this 
coftly Attire is the Produc: of the N eighbouring Lands and Seas.i Both’ 
Men and Women in.their Habit thow thei¥ natural Haughtinefs. : 


Language, . The variety of Languagesamong them is great, for fometimes one Town. 


does not underftand the People.of, the nest 5 the Malaye Tongue is. moft- 
Mt us’d, 
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us’d, as eafieft to pronounce. This Diverfity of Languages fhows, that 
thofe Hlands were Peopled by feveral Nations. In thofe Parts all Anti- 
quity, and the Art of Navigation are afcrib’d to the Chine/es. Some affirm, 
That the People of the Molucco Hlands are Defcended trom the Faos, who 
fettled there, being invited by the Fragrancy of the Spice. They loaded 
their Veffels with Cloves, till then unknown, and holding on that Trade, 
earry’d it to the Gulphs of Arabia, and Terfia, They Sail’d about all thofe 
Countries, tranfporting Silks, and Porcelance, the Produé, and Manufa- 
ture of China. The Cloves were by the Perfians, and -drabs tranfmitted 
to the Greeks, and Romans. Some Roman Emperors had a defign of Con- 
quering the Eaft, till they fhould come to the Spicy Countries ; fo covetous 
were they of that Commodity ; and believing they all came from China, 
call’d all thofe Pecple Chinefes. The Spaniards formerly brought them a- 
‘mong other Goods from the Red-Sea. The Kings of Egypt for fome time 
poffefs’d themfelves of all the Spice, which they Tranfmitted from the 
Hands of the: dfiaticks into Europe. This the Romans continu’d, when they 
reduc’d Egypt into the Form of a Province. Long after, the Genoefes, 
Transferring the Trade to Theodofia, now Caffa, handed them about to al 
Parts; and there the Venezians, and other Trading Nations, had their Con- 
fuls, and Fa&tors. They afterwards were -convey’d over the Ca/pian Sea 
and Trabifond; but this Trade fell with the Eaftern Empire; and then the 
Turks carry’d them in Caravans of Camels, and Dromedaries to Berytus, 
Aleppo, Damafeus, and feveral Ports on the Mediterranean. The Sultane 
of Egypt brought them back to the Red-Sea, and thence to Alexandria, down 
the Nile. The Portuguefes having Conquer’d the Eaft-Indies, took them 
from Egypt, and brought them in their Fleets by the Cape of Good Hope, 
finking and taking all Ships that attempted to carry any to Grand Cayro, 
For that purpofe they kept Squadrons on the Coafts of Arabia and Perfia, 
am at Cape Guardafu. By this means the Trade of Egypt was fupprets’d, 
_and all the Spice brought on the Kings account to India, and thence taking 
a prodigious compafs, to Lisbon. He who is Matter at Sea will be poffe- 
{s’d of this Wealth; by which, and other Commodities, we fee that is 
Made good, which fome write Themiftocles was wont to fay, That he has 
all things who has the Sea. ; hi 
The Kings, Boleyfe, of Ternate, and Almanzor, of Tydore, contended a- 
bout Entertaining Servano, and each of them courted him to build a Fort 
in his Ifland. It-is well worth Obfervation, To fee how eagerly thefe 
Kings fought after, and begg’d for that which they were foon afte’ to be 
averfe to, They writ about it to the King of Portugal; but Antony de 
Miranda coming to the Moluccos, befides a wooden Fort, or Houfe he buile 
at Lalangame, erected another at Machian, an land belonging to the twa 
Kings, by which means he fatisty’d the Requeft of both. Scon after 
Cachil Laudin, Kiang of Bachian,. made Application ta Don Triftan de 
Menefes, on the fame account. Don T; viflan was come to the Moluccos to 
Load Spice, and with a defign to carry away Francis Serrano, and to in- 
duce Boleyfe to confent to it, he perfwaded him, it was requifite that Ser~ 
7ano thould go to Portugal; to prevail upon King Emazuel to order the Fort 
he defir’d, to be: built ‘upon Teindate, and not elfewhere. Poleyfe <sprov’d 
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of his defign, and to that end, fent Cachilato, as his Embailador, with - 
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Serrano, Don Trifian fet out, and his Ships being difpers’d in, a Storm, 
was oblig’d to return tothe Moluccos, andto Winter in the Wooden Houfe 
above mention‘d; but as foon as the AMonfou blew, he put to Sea again, 
and touching at Bachian was inform’d, That they had kill’d fome Portu— 
guefes, of Simon Correa’s Veffel inthat Ifland. This troubled him, but he 
diflembled it, and proceeding on his Voyage, return’d to Malaca, by the 
way of Amboyna. 
Antony de Brito, appointed by the Governour of India to fucceed Serrano 
in that Poft, Sail’d from Cape Sincapura, through the Streights of Sabam, 
with 300 Men, and fome experienc’d Commanders. He touch‘d at Tudan, 
a City in the Mand of Jaua, and went over to another, call‘d dgazim,a 
Mart in thofe Parts, oppofite to the [land Madura. Its nearnefs inviting 
him, he fent a Roving Veffel thither to get fome Information what Courfe 
he was to Steer. Seventeen Men there were in the Veflel Landed on the 
Coait, and went up along the fide of a River, cover’d with beautiful Trees, 
whofe Fruit deceiv’d the Sailers; for they attracted with the pleafant fight, 
and unexpected fatisfadtion, forgot to fecure their Veffel. The Natives 
oblerving the Opportunity, firft took the Veffel, and then all the Men, 


~ whofe Ranfom prov’d afterwards difficult, tho’ the Lord of the-.City fa- 


vour’d it. Brito fail’d direGtly for the Moluccos, and touching at Bachian, 


fent Simon de Abreu in all hafte to burn a Village, and kill all the Inhabi- 


tants, in Revenge for Simon Correa’s Companions flain there; that King 
Laudin might underftand, they fhould not efcape unpunifh’d, who wrong’d 


the Portuguefe, and that fince his land was the firft that took up, Arms 


againit them, it fhould alfo be the firft that felt their Vengeance. He exe- 
cuted his feverity without any Lofs, tho’ that King did not forget the Obli- 
gation he laid onhim, Srito went onto Lydore, and was Inform’d by dl- 
manzor of the Diforders there were at Texnate, becaule Boleyfe was dead, 
and it was {uppos’d he had been Poyfon’d. He being near his Death o1- 
der’d, That during the Minority of his eldeft Son Cachil Bobat, or Boyane, 
the Queen his Wife, who. was Daughter to the King of Zydore, fhould 
Govern; and that Cachil Daroes, Natural Son to the faid Boleyfe, thould: 


A&G jointly with her, The Queen who was Crafty, fufpe@ing that her 


Father dlmanzor might under that colour aim at fome Advantage, to the 
Detriment of her Son, call’d her Subjects together and told them, That it 


was enough for her to take care of her Sons Education; and therefore fhe . 


Jaid the greateft ftrefs of Government on Cachil Daroes. 

The King, and the Governour Daroes, expecied the Commander Antony 
Brito, as the Kingdoms, and the young Kings Protector. They went out-to 
meet him in a Fleet of Carcoas,with the Noife of that Barbarous Mufick of 


Brafs Bafons, and Tabors. He Landed, fhewing State, and appearing wor-- 


thy of that Applaufe ; vifited the Queen, the King, and his Brothers; and 
after the Ceremony of Condoling the Death of Boleyfe, ordering Affairs in. 
Conjundtion with Daroes, he approv’d of that Form of Government, and: 
upon al] occafions Defended his Province againft that of Zydore. To do. 
this with the greateft Security, he pitch’d upon a proper fpot of Ground, 
according to the Rules of Fortification, which were not then very perfect, 
no moaye than Military Difcipline. The Foundation being dug, Brito, in 
the prefence of the King, and all the People, laid the firft Stone of the new 
Fort, with his own Hand, This happen’d on Midfummer Day,.and there~ 


fore 
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fore he gave the Fort the Name of St. Fohn Bapri/t; and tho’ it was 
built for the Defence of Ternate, yet in Brito’s mind it was Dedicated to 
the fervice of the Gofpel, and its Minifters. He us’d endeavours to fend 
away the Caciz he found there fpreading of Mabomet‘s falfe Do@rine, as 
an Obftacle to the True ; but the War which is there always fetiled and 
natural againft Tydore, ob{tru@ed thefe Defigns; tho’ at the fame time the 
Troubles of thofe two Revengeful Nations increas’d the Revenues of Por- 
tugal,by contributing of their Spice ; and the defire of Superiority brought 
them into Subjedtion. However, in Portugal Brito had a Succeflor 
appointed him, and he was inform’d, That the other was already failing 
forthe Moluccos; and there was “need enough of them both, and of dou-~ 
bling their Forces; becaufe Spazm fill infifted ‘upon taking thofe Countries 
ds its Right, and Brito began to be hated, on account of his offering Vio- 
lence to the Royal Family. 


At the fame time Magellan having Sail’d 600 Leagues towards Malaca, Magellan 
was in certain Iflands, whence he correfponded with Serrano; who having goes over 


thriv’d fo well in Ternaze, with Boleyfe, fent his Friend word what Kind- 
tiefs, and Wealth he had receiv’d from him; advifing him to return to his 
Company: Magellan confenting, refolv’d to go to the Moluccos ; but in 
cafe his Services were not Rewarded in Portugal, as he expected, he would 
_ take the way direétly for Ternare, under whole King Serrano grew fo Rich 
in Nine Years. He confider’d, that fince the Moluctos were 600 Leagues 
Eaft from Malaca, which make 30 Degrees, little more or lefs, they were 
out of the Portuguefe Limits, according to the antient Sea Chart. Retur- 
ning to Portugal, he found no Favour, but thought himfelf wrong’d, ‘and 


refenting it, went away into Caffile, carrying with him 4 Planifphere, 


drawn by Peter Reyne?; by which, and the Correfpondence he had held 
with Serrano, he perfwaded the Emperor, Charles V. that the Molucco 
Iflands belong’d to him: It is reported, That he Confirm‘d his Opinion’ 
with Writings, and the Authority of Ruy Faleyro, a Portuguefe Judiciary 
Aftrologer, and much moye with Serrano’s. 
- Hereupon the Emperor gave ‘him the Command of a Squadron, with 
which he fail’d from Saznlzcar, on the 21/?. of Sepiember, 1319. He ftay’d 
four days at the Canaries, where a Caravel overtcok him, with private 
Intelligence, that his Captains went with a Defign not to Obey him, par- 
ticularly John Cartagena, who had the fame Commiffion as Magellan. He 
bravely feem’d to take no notice, and failing away with a fair Wind, be~ 
ing pafstd Rio de Faneyro, in the Province of Senta Cruz, commonly callPd 
Brazil, the Sea growing very cold, and much more the River of Plate, 
which is in'35 Degrees of South Latitude, the Captains queftion’d him a- 
bout the Voyage; finte they could not: find the Cape, or Streight, they 
went in fearch of. He anfwer'd, as to Men that were entirely Subordinate 


to his Dire¢tion and args That they muff go on, for he knew what he 
Q 


was about, and thé Coafts of Norway and Ireland were in a greater Lati~ 


tude, and’ yet Ships fail'd along them. Thefe Coutefts lafted almoft all the 
Voyage, and increas‘d with the cold and dreadful Winds, andthe hideous 
fight of the Mountains of Snow and Ice, grown old, which they met in 
the Latitude’ of 52 and's53 Degrees. They magnify‘d thefe Difficulties, 
alledging,. That it requix’d’ fix, ey fever’ Months’ to. come frony Caffile, 
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crofs the Line, and run all along the Coaft of Brazil, through fuch diver- 
fity of Climates, in each of which the Weather vary’d. That this was - 
throwing away Men and Ships, which were more valuable than all the 
Cloves in the Molucco Mlands. 
The Aftrologer, Ruy Faleyro, being Diftracted, was left in‘the Mad- + 
He’ @ifeo- Houfe at Sevil; and in his Place went éndrew de San Martin, to whom 
: Magellan gave Ear, as to what he faid of the Weather; but not in other 
Cales, as fome lay to his Charge, and with fuch Moderation and Integrity, 
as becomes Chriftian Piety. Nor‘is it to be believ’d, That Magellan 
fhould confult fuch a Deceitful a Science as Judiciary Aftrology, upon fuch 
difficult Points, or fhould prefer it before Aftronomy, amidft fuch dread- 
ful Dangers, , The Hardfhips became intollerable; and Difcord fo far pre~ 
vail‘d with the Captains, John de Cartagena, Gafpar Quefada, and Lewis 
de Mendoza, that they refolved either to Kill, or Secure Magellan. . This 
Conf{piracy coming to his Ears, as he lay at the Mouth of the River of St. 
Julian, having contriv'd what was to be done, as Fohn de Barros writes, 
he caus‘d Lewis de Mendoza to be Stab‘d, which was done by Gonzalo de 
Lfpinofa. Next Gafpar de Quefada was Quarter‘d Alive; anda Servant 
of his, who was concern‘d,-had his Pardon. Cartagena he condemned to 
a lingering Death, leaving him in that Defert Country, with a Clergy 
Man, guilty of the fame Crime, which was High Treafon againft their 
King. So fay the Portuguefe Hiftories; but the Spavifp inform us, That 
they were privately proceeded againft, and the Judgment.was Read tothem. 
This done he made fome Speeches to Juftify the Fa@, and Comfort his 
Companions. Cartagena,and the Clergy-Man, who were left with fome 
Provifions, got away a few days after, in one of the Ships of the fame 
Squadron, which return‘d.to Spain. Magellan overcoming incredible Dif- 
ficulties, found the Streight, and Paffage, which makes the Communication 
between the two Seas, and preferves his Name to this Day. ‘He there took 
Giants above fifteen Spans high, who wanting raw Flefh, which they us‘d 
to feed on, foon Dy‘d; then he paffed the Streight fuccefsfully. . But tho’. 
he got under the Equinodtial, either by reafon of the Currents, or the Faul- 
tinefs of the Sea Charts, he Sail’d round about, and almoft in fight of the 
Molucco Wlands, yet could never come at them. He Touch’d at others, 
’ where he was oblig’d to Fight; and went on to thofe of Zebu, or the: Ma-' 
ailas, At this fame time his Friend Serrano was failing forIndia, and tho’, . 
it happen’d in feveral Places, yet they both Dy’d on the fame Day, and. 
much after the fame Manner. : de QS bee eae

was Ferdinand Magalhaens, himfelt. 
his Affiftance, thinking he could fhake off th 
- thofe Strangers might lay on him,he turn’d againft them. He contriv’d an 
Entertainment, in Honour of Magellan and T hirty five Spaniards being at 
it, he fell upon them at a time appointed, with a Multitude of Barbarians, 
and confounding the Feaft, murder’d his Guefts, who handled their Arms 
to defend themfelves, which only ferv’d to render their Deaths more Ho- 
nourable. The reft of the Spaniards, who efcap’d becaufe they were at Sea, 
for their better Government under that Misfortune, prefently chole Barbofa, 
a Kinfman of Magalhaens, for their General, and Lewis difonfo, a Portu- 
guefe to be Captain of the Ship, call’d the Victory. - The perfidious King, 
thinking to conceal his Treachery and Apoftacy, as if it were poffible to 
keep it fecret, fent to invite Barbofa, faying he would deliver him the 
Jewel he had promis’d for the King of Spain. John Serrano, thinking it a 
Rafhnefs, to truft a’ Man again, whofe Hands were ftill Bloody with the 
late Execution, diffwaded Barbofa from accepting of the Invitation; but 
was uct regarded. Barbofa went with the other Guetts, and Serrano 

imfélf, who, to fhow it was not Fear that mov’d him to give fuch Ad- 
vice, was the firft that got into the Boat. They were conducted into. 2 
Wood of Palm-Trees, where the King expected them, with a fmall Retinue, 
the Tables being fpread in the Shade, amidft the Mufick of Bag-Pipes. 
When they were feated, and began to Eat, a great number of Archers that 
lay in Ambufh, rufh’d out, and fhot our Men. They faved Serrano, whom 
they lov’d, not out of Kindnefs, for they fhew’d him bound to thofe that 
were at Sea, demanding fox his Ranfom, two Brafs Guns, and then he 
told them, the Slaughter that had been made. Our Men, not trufting to 
them, any. longer, fet Sail, and did not only fee the Indians carry Serrano 
back to their Town, but foon after heard mighty Shouts in it; and it was 
afterwards known that they gave them when they killed Serrano, and ran 
to throw down a great Crofs, fet up before the New-Church, which they 
could not perform. The Spaniards wanting Men, burnt the Ships, ‘call’d 
the Conception, and chofe Fobn Caravallo tor their General, and Gonzalo. 
Gomez de Efpinofa, Captain of the Ship the Vidory. . They came to Borneo, 
_ onthe Coaft whereof they found thofe Peoples Fleet of Carcoas, Painted, 
and the Prows of them like Serpents Heads gilt.

He order’d 2000 of his Guard to go out, and re- 
ceive them, before they reach’d the City. Thefe Men came brandifhing 
their Rows and poifon'd Arrows, Trunks, Cymitars, and Sheilds, and wore 
Breaft-plates made of Tort ois Shells, and encompafs‘d an Arm‘d Elephant, 
on whofe Back there was a wooden Caftle. Whenthe Spaniards came up 
the Elephant ftoop‘d down, and fix arm‘d Men coming out of the Caftle, 
put Gonzalo Gomez de Efpinofa, who was then General, into it, Thus at- 

tended, he went to Vifit the King, in whofe Prefence his Secretary {poke to 

him through a Trunk, and E/pinofa gave him an Account of the King of 

Zebu‘s Perfidioufnefs.

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; Not far from Borneo, they met 150 Sail, whereof they took two Funks, 
Spaniards jn which they found an Hundred Men, five Women, a: Son of the King of 
at Tydore. Luzon, and an Infant two Months Old. This they thought would be a 
fuflicient Ranfom.to recover their Companions; fo they let go the Prince 
upon his Parole, he promifing to fefture them the Captive Spaniards. They 
had fome Storms; but arriv‘d at Jydore, on the 8th of November 1521, 
When Almanzor heard the falute of the Canon, he fent to enguire what 
Peoplethey were, and prefently after he came to our Ships in a little Boat. 
His Shirt appear‘d woven with Gold and Silk, a white Cloth which 
trail‘d being girt over it. About his Head:a fine Veil of feveral Colours, 
made like a Perfian Miter: Being Aboard the Commodore, the Relations of 
that Voyage fay, he ftopp’d his Nofe with his Fingers, either at the Smell 
of our Meat, or of the Ship. Mahometanifm was newly come. into his 
I{land, and moft of his Subjects, efpecially thofe Inhabiting the Mountains, 
ador‘d Idols. He bid our Men wellcome, gave them good Words, and af- 
terwads was as kind in his A@ions; and being inform‘d of their paft Sufter~ 
ings, gave them leave to load Cloves. They prefented him with a Chair 
of Crimfon Velvet, a Robe of ¥ ellow V elvet, a great Loofe Coat of falfe 
Cloth of Gold, a ‘piece of Yellow Damafk, four Yards of Scarlet Cloth

Cachil Daroes endeavour‘d to obftruct this Peace, as Tutor, and Gover- 
nor, fearing the Trade of Cloves would be transferr‘d to Tydore, to the 
Deitrudtion of the Infant King’s Dominions. But. notwithitanding this 
Oppofition, the Peace ‘was concluded, upon certain ‘Conditions, as, That 
the King of Tydore fhould deliver a Ship he had taken, the Cazon, and fome 
runaway Portuguefe, Almanzor, who ftood in need of a Peace, and the 
' Friendthip of the Portuguefe, to gain the Affection of Cachil Daroes, pro- 
pos‘d to Marry him to one of his Daughters. Don Garcia believing that 
this Union among them would produce that of their Forces, and lels 
Submiffion to the Portuguefe’s: Dominion, to obftrud this dangerous Al- 
liance, fent to the King of Tydore to borrow the Canon. That King ex- 
cus‘d himfelf, alledging, that he had lent it a few davs-before, to the King 
of Bachian. Cachi] Daroes complying with him, agreed to all the Articles.. 
Don Garcia being diffatisfyd, waited an opportunity to break all that Con= 
trivance, and be Reveng‘d. -dlmanzor fell Sick, and defir'd Don Garcia to: 
fend him a Phyfician ; who fent an Apothecary, and he either not under-

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flanding Phyfick, or, as was believ‘d, by order of Don Garcia, kill‘d the. 


Patient. Manifeit tokens of Poyfon aiterwards appear‘d. The Funeral was 
order‘d, and at the fame time: the Commander,: Don Garcia, appear‘d in. 
the Morning, in a parcel of Carcoas, before Tydore.. He fent Baldaya, the 
Clerk of the Fort, to demand the Canon, threatning War, in cafe of denial..

Thofe who had fled 
return'd, with fome Apprehenfion, and found the City ruin‘d hideous, and 
almoft reduc‘d to Afhes; but recovering from their Fright; they proclaim‘d 
Cachil Raseamira, the Son of Almanzor, King, They committed the Edu~ 
cation of him to Cachil Rade, his Kinfman,the War being declared between 
Ternate and the New King of Tydore, who was feafonably fupported by 
the Spaniards that came to his Country. _ 
Spanith . The Ship V74ory returning into Spain, with the Letters from the King 
Ship firft OF the Molucco Ilands, which the Emperor receiv’d, he was more fully 
vound the convine’d, that thefe lands were within his Limits. Their Wealth, and

In the Philippine Ilands they give the Name of Carcoas toa fort of 
Veffels that ufe Oars, open, and bigger than our Barks, and are Steer’d by 
two Rudders, the one ahead, and the other aftern. The Fernates call'd 
them Fanguas, which differ from the Carcoas only in having two Half- 
Moons of Wood, Painted, or Guilt, rifing above the Keel at the Head and 
Poop. About 100 Men Row in each cf them, to the found of a Tabor, 
anda Bell. They carry twenty Soldiers, and fix Mufketiers. The reft are 
- employ‘d about four or five little Brafs Guns, Both the Men that Row, and 

the Soldiers are Arm‘d with Campilancs, that is Cymiters, and Shields, and 
abundance of Calabays, and Sagus, being long Canes burnt in the Fire, to 
harden them; which they throw, without tacking, as the Moors do their 
Darts. Their way of Fighting is to come within Gun-fhot, and as foon 
as they have Fir‘d, both fides Ay with all {peed, till they-have Loaded a- 
‘gain, and then return to the fame Pott. They fet three Men to each Gun, 
the one Levels, the other Charges, and the third Fires it. This is the way 
among the Iflanders; for when they have to do with Europeans, our Ex- 
ample has Improv‘d them in the Art of War. But in their Carcoas they 
are always expos‘d to be kill'd by our Cannon, becaufe they have no Fights

Some 
faid he ought to deliver him, others advis’d to appeafe Daroes by fair means. 
Bayaco, who hated him fo mortally, that he woul’d chufe any fort of Death, 
rather than fall into his Hands, being lock'd up in a Room of the Fort, 
under{tood that his Cafe was doubtful, for they Conlulted without any 
preat Privacy. This made him Refolve what to do, and going to a high 
Window, he threw himfelf out with fuch Fury, that he beat himfeli to 
Pieces.

¢blig’d to Revenge its; which he began upon finding a Sow kill’d, either 
to fpight him, or becaufe the Neighbours were Mahometans, and had done 
it as fhe graz’d, or went about the Courts of the Fort. This was a re- 
diculous Occafion, but of Moment enough among thofe People; Enquiry. 
was made who had kill’d her, and it appear’d, or Don George would have 
it, that the Fault belong’d to Cachi] ie ea a near Mint oan to Cachii 
’ Daroes, very Learned,aud Zealous in the Law of Mabomer,as alfo a Caciz, 
or Prieft, and of great Authority in the Kingdom. He was feiz’d by Don 
George, and carry’d into the Fort, without regard to the publick Peace, 
Daroes, in a great Confternation, went with the chief Men of the King- 
dom, to defire he would releafe that Sacred Perfon. Whilft they were 
difcourfing this Point, Peter Fernandez, a mean Fellow, Servant to the 
Commander in Chief, by his Mafters Order, or of his own Accord, in the 
Prefence of them all, went up to Cachil Baydua, and rubb’d his Mouth, 
and Face with a fat Collop of the fame Sow, neither the Oppofition he 
made, nor his Complaints to God, and the Commander in Chief availing 
him; but on the contrary, the Portuguefes Jaugh’d out aloud, approving 
the Action by their Applaufe. Daroes on his part, caft himfelf on the

~ Ground, and Weeping, prevail’d to have Baydua reftor’d to him, whom, ° 


Dou George being fattsfy’d, or appeas’d, and taking Security, fent to his 
Houfe. Daroes attended him, and all the Prime Men; and Baydua, by 
Reafon it is an Abomination among them to touch Swines-Flefh, prefently 


ufed their Purifications; and the more toexprefs his Concern, voluntarily. © 


left the Ifland for fome.Years, and. travel’d about all the others in the- 
Neighbourhood, preaching, and magnifying the Affront offer’d to one of 
Mahomets Prietts, thus ftrrring up-the Natives, and perfwading them to 
Unite. in Defence of their Honour. ot 

This Accident, which as a Difgrace to their Religion, exafperated th 
People, was. feconded by another much worfe, which quite render’d th 


that us’d to carry the Soldiers Pay, and their Wants.increafing, they be- 


gan to feek Relief, breaking into the Natives Shops, and Store-Houles,: x 


and taking away their Proviofins, without Paying for them.. Daroes, offen= 
ded.at it, order’d, That no Provifions fhauld be brought into the City to 
fell, and: that the Shops. which dealt in them, fhould be fhut up.. This was 
accordingly done, and. reduc’d thofe in the. Fort to fuch Diftrefs, that the 
Soldiers mutinying, tail’d at. their own Commander, and the Governor of. 
India, demanding Relief with their Arms in their Hands. “Don George 
being hard prefs’d, and blaming the Bie of his Country Men, fent fome

Goods in the adjacent [flands: for Provifions. They Landed on an Hand 


near by, where, being defperate with Hunger, they Plunder’d the Town of: 


Fabona, the Inhabitants whereof, no longer able to-endure fuch Affronts,. 


and Robberies, running to Arms, fell upon them, and kill’d the greateft . 


Number, and moft of the reft being Wounded, were Difarm’d. They em- 
bark’d for Ternate, where their Wounds: and Nakednefs fpoke what had: 
befallen them, as much as their Words.. Don George, who, befides hig 
being naturally Paffionate, was now quite enrag’d, threatned. Daroes, That: 
if he did not deliver up the principal Adors in this Mifchief, he would. 
feek his Revenge other ways. He was obey’d, and tho’ Cachil Daroes. 
knew that all the Fault belong‘d to the Portugue/es, yet he deliver’d up the 
Governor of Tabona, and two other Chiet Men of the Place;. to Dox. 
George, thinking he would be fatisfy’d with keeping them Prifoners for. 
fome Days. As foon as they were brought before him,. he order‘d the. 
Hands of the two to be cut off, and that they fhould be then fet:at liberty.. 
The Governors Punifhment was anfwerable to the Cruelty of him that was. 
his Judge; they ty‘d-his Hands behind his Back, and expofing him on the: 
Shore, fet two fierce Woolf-Dogs upon him, he having no way to with- 
ftand their Fury, made feveral vain attempts to flip afide from them, and’ 
endeavour'd to defend himfelf with what little: Power was left him in: 
thofe Limbs that were not. Bound. The Muliitude with Horror beheld the: 


_ Spedtacle, touch*d with Compaffion, and admiring the Inhumanity of the: 


Confpiracy 
to deftroy 


Punifhment. The wretched Man attempted to Fly,.but. perceiving that the. 
atm‘d Soldiers, had fut up every way, on the Land fide, he caft himfelf 


into the Sea, the only Refuge accidentally left him, to feek fome uncertain 
Hope of Safety. However the Dogs being already blooded, left him not; 
but barking and howling, bit and tore him, tho’ he ftill fwam with his 
Legs. At laft, being defperate, and almoft in the laft Agony, he took a. 
horrid Refolution and fell’ upon thofe fierce Creatures with his Teeth s. 
fuch was the Effeé of Painand Defpair. Thus the unhappy Man took ho'd: 
of one of the Dogs by the Ear, and holding faft, funk with him to the: 


Bottom. The lke Barbarity had never before been feen in any of thofe: 


Countries to:which the Portupuefes Traded; and by it they loft the Re-. 
putation they had before gain‘d, to their great Applaufe, that they infli-. 
cted Punifhments, as it were by Compulfon,. and Oblig‘d to it, and that. 
with Mildnefs, and Compafiion, to fhew their Generofity. . 

This Action brought them into general Hatred, and all the People of the: 
Mol cco Ulands being exited by Cachil Darves, contriv'd to kill Don George, 


the Portu~ with all the Portuguefes and Spaniards, and to deliver themfelves from their 


guefes. 


Yoke. Daroes undertook to Unite all’ the Kings of thofe Iflands in a 


League againft the Chriftians ; fent away trufty Perfons to ftir up tbe Con-- 


federates; and particularly to Cachil-Catabruno, Governor of Gilolo, during: 
ther Kings Minority, advifing him, at a Tine appointed, to rife in Arms a= 
gaint the Spaniards inhabiting his Dominions, and then to kilt the Infant. 
King, and Ufurp the Crown; for the compafling whereof he promis‘d his 


Affitiance, for they fhould both make that their common Caufe, becaufe he- 


defign’d the fame Slaughter upon the Portwguefes, and upon the Infant King: 
Saltan Dayalo, whom he would Succeed in the Throne, and never fubmit: 
i to

to any Spanifolyranny. At this time the Voice of the Goipel refounded in 
the Ears of the Barbarons Nations of the Archipelago, by the Preaching of 
the Religious Men of the Orders of St. Augujlin, St. Dominick, and St. 
Francs, and of Father Francis Naverius, a Fefuit, and his Companions ; 
Churches were built, and therefore God, who was taught by them, would 
not fuffer the Minifters of the Gofpel to be extirpated. Den George was 
_ inform’d of the Confpiracy, aud the Preparations that were making to put 
it in Execution, which he kept to himfelf. Daroes, the better to di- 
femble it, never abfeated himfelf, but reforted to the Fort, and paid Vifits 
to the Governour ; fometimes when fent for by him, and others, of his 
own Accord, He fent one Day defiring he would come to him, and bring 


Cachil Tamavano, Admiral of the land, and Cachil Boio, the chief Ju- Doroes 
fiice of the Kingdom,, to treat about fome important Affairs, Cachil Da~ and others 
roes knowing nothing of Don George’s Defign, took thofe two Cachils put to. 
with him, and went away to the Fort. Don George receiv’d them cour- Death, 


teoufly, and with achearful Countenance; but being come into a Room 
where all Things were prepar’d for the Purpofe, they were feiz’d and 
put to the Rack, on which they difcover’d the Confpiracy. Immediately, 

e pafs’d Sentence upon, them in Form, and at the fame time caus‘d 2 
Scaffold tobe eredted, adjoyning to. the Fort, on the Outfide, where the. 
People were already gather’d in a Crowd. Then Cach#l Daroes being 
Brought out, and plac’d high on the Scaffold,. a Cryer proclaim’d his. 
Crimes, and the Penalty he was condemn’d.to. His Head was cut off, 
and his Companions put to a lefs honourable Death ; but what that. was, 
no. Hiftory or Relations inform us. Hie ‘ 

_ The Queen.and all the Natives, were fo terrify’d by this.Action, that. 
- they fled out of the City, to. a craggy. ftrong Mountain at the Town of 
Toruto : Thence the Queen fentto demand her Son, whom the Governour 
kept as a Prifoner ; but he not anfwering her Letter, fhe was fo offended 
at, and jealous of his Silence, that fhe caus’d Proclamation to be made, 
forbidding all the People of the Hland, upon Pain of Death, to fell any. 
Provifions, or other. Neceflaries, to the Portuguefes. Her Orders were 
readily obey’d, and the Portuguefes prefs’d by Hunger,. found it amore 
powerful Enemy, than thofe they had wrong’d. Their Skins began to 
fhrivel, they grew Lank and Weak, and muft have perifh’d, had not Gon- 
zalo Pereyra arriv'd then with the. Trading Galeon. Gonzalo Pereyra 
came from Malaca to fucceed Don George de Menefesin the Poft of Zer~ 
_ nate; and.improving the Opporwnity, touch’d at Borneo, where he vifited 

the King, with whom, the Spaniards not obftrudting, he fettled. perpetual 
Peace and Amity ; thence he fet out immediately for Ternate,, where he 
arriv’d in Safety.. He prefently took Pofleffion of the Fort, and paid the 
weak Soldiers. The Queen fent to vifit him, and to complain of Dox 
_ George, and demand her Son Cachil Dayalo, which was her greatett 
Concern. Gonzalo Pereyra anfwer’d her veneroully, promis’d to do her 
Jufice ; andto begin, fecur’d Don George. in the Principal Tower, to ap- 
peafe the Queen, engaging his Word, That he would reftere her Son, as 
oon as the Fort was in.a good Pofture, He fent to intreat her to return 
tothe City, and former Amity ; that Juftice might be peaceably admini- © 
Berd. She feeing fome Effects of his Rromife, in the ippétionment. of 
sant ex, 
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her Enemy, and the Expectation of Releafing the King her Son, turn’d 

_ paft Sorrow into Joy, return’d to Court, and Gonzalo Pereyra retorm’d 
Abufes, repair’d the Fort, and built Baftions of Square Stone, which till 
then had been unhew’d, the Queen furnifhing Workmen and Materiats. 
Sull Cachil Dayalo was detain’d in the Fort, without being reftor’d to 
his Liberty ; and the Queen and People help’d to build the Fort, as the 

’ fure Means of obtaining their King’s Liberty. Gonzalo Pereyra, when he 
thought it a proper Time, refolv’d'to execute fome Orders he had brought 
from Goa, which were the fame that had before endanger’d ‘the Diftur- 
bance of thofe Kingdoms. “ , 
i ‘Some Governours, fays the Portuguefe Hiftorian, Couto, only fludy to 
Frefo @p- enrich themfelves, impoverifhing the Provinces, and their King ; for nd 
roars Prince can be rich, ii hisGrandeur depends upon poor Subjeéts.” The Go-= 
caustd by vernour now perceiving that al! Things were quiet, and he had little or 
the Gaver= no Dependance on thofe People, made Proclamation, that none fhould buy 
nour. Cloves in thofe Iflands, but the King, his Mafter’s Fa@ors, At the fame 
Time he order’d, thar his Officers fhould enter the Houfes of marry’d Men, 

which are the Richeft, and take away all their Cloves ; and this not only 

among the Natives, but in the Habitations, and Colonies of the Portugue~ 

Jes; paying for it after the Country Rate; and that they fhould break all 

their Weights, Scales and Meafures, and other Implements of this Sort, 

all which he caus’d to be publickly burnt. The [land was again in an 

Uproar, and the Portuguefes were for quitting it, becaufe it was to no 

Purpofe to live there, if they were depriv’d of that Trade. Moft of the 
Portuguefes repair'd to the Houfe of Ferdinand Lopez, a Prieft, who was 

the Bifhop’s Vicar in the Fort, and ought to have given them an Example 

of Modefty. There one Vincent Fonfeca, a feditious Fellow, heading the 

Mutiniers, they refolv’d to require the Governour to permit them to live 

in their former Liberty; and in cafe he fhould not Confent, they would 

_ depart the Fort, andthe Country, and go over to the Spaniards, or elfe to 

the Mahometans, and Idolaters Towns. Some there were, who bogvled 

: at the Crime of abandoning the Service of their King, together with the 
Portugue- Fort’; and voted it would be lefs Harm to procure the Governour’s Death, 
Les mutiny. by Means of the Natives. Whilft they were thus unrefolv’d, the Gover- 
nour fentto feize Vincent de Fonfeca, for fome difrefpe@ful Words he had 

fpoken upon this Occafion, to another Soldier who was viewing the 

Guards. The Multitude, who had already given themfelves up to the 

Bitton of Fonfeca, wete as much concern’d at his Imprifonment, as if 

‘every one of them had been put into Irons ; and as generally in fuch Mu~ 

tinies, they are not without fome fpecious Pretence, tho’ it be but fuper~ 

ficial, many of the Seditious, being incens’d, and refolute, repair’d to the 


_ 


Queen‘s Palace, where they were eafily admitted, and fome of them to 
more Privacy with certain Ceunfellors of her's. There they reprefented 
the Hardfhip of depriving them of the Trade of Clove, without any De- 
merit on their Side. Bur, faidthey, they may as well deprive us of this. 
common dir, of this Light, and of the Benefit of our Senfes. Our Kings 
Sive no fuch Orders; byt they proceed From the Avarice of the Governours 
and Conmanders, who tyrannize over us, and this Man more than all bis 
Predeceffors, being come to defroy, that which he was. fent te has 

é

- He bas no'Defien to’reftore your Majefty your Son ; but on the contrary we 
are fatsfy'd he contvives to déftroy both the Son and the Mother. Her he 
will fecure, as foon as he has brought his Works to perfedion, that he niay 
not beagain kept from Provifions. If you will fland up for your Country, 
and kill the Commander, we foall not obftrud it, but on the contrary fpall 
be as vigorow to af apainft him, as we are ready to promife it. 
The Queen and’ her® Councellors were well pleas’d, hoping by that 
means to get rid of Tyrants, as they call’d them, and therefore would not 
let flipfo favourable an opportunity to compafs their Ends. The Queen af- 
fembled the prime Men ofthe Ifland ; reprefented to them the Condition 
it was in; put them in mind, how King Boleyfe her Husband, protedted 
the Portuguefes, who came thither in Diftrefs ; how they had {worn A- 
mity, and folemnly given their Hands upon it ; the Honour and Kintnefs 
he fhow’d them ; and that for their fakes he forfeited the good will of 
the Neighbouring Princes ; that after he had receiv’d them, he maintain’d 
Wars, and fuftain’d loffes, even to the hazard of his life, to protedét them; 
that he treated them as affectionately as if they had been his own Chiles 
dren ; and how they, in return for his Entertainment and Favours, ar foon 
asthe Breath wir ont of lis Body, prefunt’d, Taid the, to lay violent Hands 
on me; from whofe Tyranny and Opprefion I efcaped, by abfconding long a’ 
mong the Rocks; and Brambles. My Childven, they fuatch d from their 
Nurfes Breafts, to confine them in Prifon, ih their own Kingdom, and a= 
mong. their Subjeds: When Cachil Bayano came to age to govern, they 
poyfow'd him. T. heynow defign after the fame manner to de roy his Brother, 
alawful King, asif he were fomerun-away Slave. See what regard a par- 
cel of intruding Strangers have’ for yout Fortunes, ~ your Houfes, -your 
Diughiers, and your Wives, in your cwn Country, and in my Prefence. ny 
one of thefe things ought to be a 'fuficient motive to caft of the Yoke we laid 
upon our Necks through cur own Credulity, What then will not they all 
together oblige wtodo? But befides all this, whgt ought we not to do, fee~ 
ing our’ Religion affvonted'?’ Our Temples polluted % Our Priefs trampled 
on? And all our feloes in’ general defpisd? Can you have a’ greater Tefti- 
mony of the juftice of your Canfe; than to’ fee the’ Portuguefes thenifeloes 
on your fide? Do not let [fp this Opportunity, my Friends, ftand by them, 
ince ce hel ‘to aff us. “Deliver by their means your King, your Coun- 
try, and your Religion: thav-all thefe maybe afcerwards refew d from them, 


and-wemay exclude fuch ungrateful Guefts. 


. Thefe and other Exhortatiéns made by the Queen, as Mafens writes in Confriracy 
his Latin Hiftory; were recéiv’d with Abundance of Tears, atid’they all again/t 
engag’d’to put'their helping hands to' the execution Of what had’ been con- the Go- 
certed ; and fit the’day and hour. Great'Diffimulation was us’d, and the vernor. 


Queen forwarded the' work’of the Fort “with much’application, without 
fparing any Coft, giving out, fo'as‘it might comé to the Governotr’s Ears, 
That the’ King her Sons Liberty depended ‘on ithe finifhing of the Fort. 
This was the effe& of Motherly Affection. The appointed Day being 
came, the Natives appéar’d in Arms,’ juft duting the feorching Heat’ of 
the Noon:day; Some hid’ themfelves in a Mofque, behitid the Fort ; *o+ 
thers in'a Wood, not far off; all of thém téady to-affault it, upon a Signal 
given, they being'te eter ata Breach; “which was ‘not yet made up. sat 
‘ 5 , © 
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Fonfeca 
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of the Arm’d Iflanders flily mixt themfelves among the Mafons, and La- 
bourers, and among the King’s Servants, who were going and coming 
with kind Meffages between the Son and the. Mother, and by this means 
convey’d him-his Arms,and being us’d to talk to him freely at other times, 
they had then the Opportunity of acquainting him, with the Defign, and 
advifing to be ina readinefs to fajl on. boldly in due.time. . Thence they 
went to the Governour’s Apartment, where he was taking his Afternoons 
Nap in all poffible Security, his whole Family being afleep. The Zernares 
burt the Doors apen with their Shoulders, and rufh’d upon the Governour, 
whom the noife had awak’d. He defended himfelf with his Sword and 
Buckler for a confiderable {pace ; but his Enemies being numerous, and all 
prefling forwards, they cut him in pieces. A Woman-flave of his hear- 
ing the Hubbub, fhreek’d out,which with the other Noife brought the [flan- 


“ders out of the Mofque, without expe@ting the Signal. They laid hola 


of a Portuguefe they met, but he broke loofe, and efcap’d their Fury by 
Might. The Slave continu'd crying out, Moors, Moors. With this the 
‘Governour’s Servants came running arm’d, and going up to the chief 
Tower, where their Mafter was wont to divert himfelf, found all the 
Murderers there, whom they laid hold of, and caft down headlong, and 
then fhut the Gates of the Fort.Then they rang the Bell, the found where- 
of, and their not hearing the Signal, difcourag’d the Zernates who lay in 
Ambna‘h, fo that they flunk away into the City. . 
. The Portugues Confpirators went flily diffembling into the Fort and 
finding the Governour dead, requir’d the reft in his place to admit 6F the 
Alcayde, or Conftableof the Fort, becaufe the King of Portugal had fo or= 
derd. They refus’d him, and particularly the Vicar, who taok upon him 
to head them all, and prevail’d fo far that they chofe Vincent de-Fonfeca 
for their Governour, who immediately took Poffeffion of the Fort, and 
beginning to go on in the Tyrannical Defign of Gonzalo Pereyra, left the 
Trade of Clove as it was before; but fecur’d King Dayalo. No notice 
was taken of the Governouf’s Death, as being executed by the confent-of 
them all. The Queen infifted to demand her Son, fince fhe had furnifh’d 


~all Neceflaries for that Work ; Vincent Fonfeca refes’d the Anfwer to the 


“Marry’d Men. All thofe Nations are of opinion that the difcreetett among 
them are the Marry’d Men, both on account of their Age, and as more 
faithful Councellors, becaufe they have a greater intereft in the publick 
Good, and therefore it is ufual to refer to them all Debates and Anf. wers 
in matters of Difficulty. They all voted, That the Queen fhould not have 
her Son deliver’d to her, becaufe it was convenient to keep him as an Ho- 
ftage, fearing the fecond part of what had been concerted, and that their 
Friendships would laft no longer than till it could be executed. But to pal- 
liate the true caufe of detaining him, they anfwered, That they mutt firft 
acquaint the Governour of Ixdia. In the mean while the Mother did nog 
ceafe to-weep, and to intreat. She fed upon thefe Hopes, grounded on the 
Hatred the Vortnguefes till retaintd for Pereyra, and on the Generofity fhe 
had us‘d in reftoring the Tradeot Clove, and other means. The moft pre- 
valent of thefe feem‘d to be the gaining the affections of the Marry‘d Por~ 
duguefes, to whem that Affair was referred, and under-hand of Vincent 
Fonfeca himlelf, by rich Prefents, and extraordinary Gifts.. But the was

that having already fent to confult 
the Governour of India about the King‘s Liberty, it was not in his power 
to come to any Refolution in thataffair,till the Anfwer came from Goa, for 


they would cut off his Head, fhould 
Queen perceiving that neither Gifts, 
her Son, fhe refolv‘d to ufe Force. . 
She flir‘d up all the Neighbouring Kingdoms againft the Portuguefes ; 
and order‘d the Provifions to be all remov‘d, that none might come to the 
Fort, either by Sea or Land. Thofe within began to feel the want of al] 
Neceflaries, to fuch a'degree, that they fu‘dto the Queen for Peace, which 
‘was concluded, and they gave up her Son, which was the only thing fhe 
aim‘dat, without regarding the inconveniency of lofing the Fort. The 
Queen having obtain‘d the King‘s Liberty, granted the Portuguefes all the 
“Conditions they demanded, and was fo throughly appeas‘d that the Chri- 
dlians continu‘d their Settlements and Colonies, and Trade, and Provifj- 
ons were reftor‘d. The Queen put the Government into the hands of her

Son, who at firft thew‘d fome Severity and Harfhnefs towards the prime. - 


Men, and difeover'd fome Weakneffes, which till then his Confinement 
had either conceal‘d, or fupprefs‘d. Thefe things rendex‘d him fo odious, 
that the cafe was-alter‘d, and they would have 
foner again. The Mother could not curb his ill Inclination, for the extra- 
vagant Youth‘s deprav‘d Nature would not allow of it. 
_ At this time three mean Fellows of the Portuguefes Colony, went to 
thofe of the Natives to rob; befides whichthey ravifh’d fome Women.The 
Iilanders would not bear with that Infolence 3 but thofe who had been 
 wrong‘d in revenge kill‘d the Offenders. Vincent de. Fonfeca hearing of 
it, magnify‘d the Heinoufnefs of the Faé, without mentioning his Coun- 
trymens Guilt, and-order‘d ftrid Enquiry to be made after the Slayers., 
What Care ought Princes to take to fecure the ‘AffeG@ion of their Subjects. 
The King was fo hated, that certain Natives went to the Governour, and 
being conduéted into a private part of the Fort, becaufe they were Men of 
Quality, they affurfd him that the King had been the Occafion of the kill- 
ing of thofe Portuguefes,erounding the Accufation on their own Surmifes, 
and aggravating the Offence with other Circumftances, in fuch manner, 
that had Fonfeca lov'd the King, he could not ‘but have believ‘d them. He 
prefently contriv‘d to feize him g but being impatient, and defpairing of 
fecuring him by Art, had recourfe to Force. The King did the like, tho 
fenfible how little Affiftance he could expect fram his People, however he 
arm‘d a few Veffels, 
Prifoners. The Governour on the other Hand, without fparing Ternare, 
attacked what Towns he could, fa that Cruelty and Rapine were again in 
ufe, even to affaulting of Cities, the very Sufferers approving of it, and 
pleas‘d with their Loffes, that fo they might be reveng‘d of their King. 
He fearing that the Hatred they bore him, might occafion his being feiz‘d 


and deliver‘d up to Fonfeca, went over to Tydorve, where that King for the 
prefent entertain‘d and affittled him, asa Friend and Relation.

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all the reft of the People, who were before no lefs diflatisty‘d, proclaim‘d 
him King, with all the Forms and Ceremonies. us‘d'in that cafe. Many 
approv‘d of it, yet fome were fcandaliz‘d. The fame-Divifion reign‘d a- . 
mong the Portuguefes, remembring the unjuft Election of Vincent, de Fon= 
feca, and that he was the firft and main inflrument of the Death of Gan- 
zalo Pereyra. Fonfeca himfelf was not at Peace with his own Confcience; 
but fo full of Apprehenfions and Dread, that he was never unarm‘d, dif- 
confolate, melancholy, and attended by all thofe ill Symptoms, the Me- 
mory of Guilt produces in the Minds; and he could wifh he were dif. 
charg‘d of the Burden he had taken upon him. The new King Tadarija 
began his Reign fhewing Kindnefs to. all Men, and cherifhing the Porzu- 
guefes, which offended his abfent Brother ; and adminifter‘d occafion to . 
irritate the Kings of Zydore.and Ternate againft him fo haftily, that he im- 
mediately broke the Peace, and declar‘d himfelf their Enemy. 
At this time Zviffan. de Atayde came to Ternate, whofe Prefence brought _ 
all Things into better Form, He appeas‘d the Queen, and commending 
Tabavija‘s Government, gain‘d, his Affection. Trade went on without 
any Obftruction.. Vincent de Fonfeca imbark‘d for India, and was:feiz‘d 
by the Viceroy of Goa. for the. heinous Crimes he had committed in the - 
Molucco Wands, whence a full Account of them was fent with him; yet 
he was not puniffifd, but. liv‘d quietly for the future. Ternate flourifh’d © 
under this mild. Government:; the King, his Subjects, andithe Portuguefe - 
Officers being united; but all.thofe Garrifons fo remote from the Head, 
being Receptacles of feditious Perfons, who are. contriving Innovations to 
difturb the Peace, and thrive by Difcord, there wanted not ‘fome Promo- 
ters of fuch Changes, who perverted Triftan de Atayde, and divefted him 
of his former Mildnefs.. About the.beginning of his Government two 
Carcoas of Barbarians plunder’d and. almoft deftroy’d the City Momoya, 
the Inhabitants whereof were Idolaters, in the Hland Moro, . The Lord of 
it 2 powerful Sangiack, and good Moral,Man, tho’ a Heathen, made his 
Efcape. Gonzalo Vellofo, a Portuguefe,was then not far from his City ,fol- 
lowing his Trade, and going thither, upon his paying a Vifit to the San- 
giack, he told him the. Havock that had. been made, complaining of the. 
dangerous Neighbourhood:of the other Iflanders, and asking his Advice, 
how he might be reveng’d.and fecur’d for the future. _ Vel/ofo, God diret- 
ing his Tongue, told him, “Phat the fureft. way. was to fue for Peace to 
the Commander in chief-of the Moluccos, and, entertain Amity with the 
Portugue/fesfor if his Enemies once faw he was fupported by their Power, _ 
no King nor Samgiack would dare to offend him. He affur’d him that the 
King of Portugal fent them for that End, being oblig’d to put down Ty- 
ganny and Oppreflion ; but that for. the obtaining that benefit more fully, it . 
was requifite he fhould become a Chriftian ; for by that means he would 
fave his Soul, and fecure his Efcape, which was the leaft important of the 
two. Vellofo faid fo much to this Point, and the Spirit which directed, 
fuggefted fuch important Truths, that the Sangiack at firft admiring them, 
approv'd and fubmitted to them, and grew very. earneft to be admitted to 
Baptifm. He defir’'d Gonzalo Vellofo to be affifting to him, and gathering 
fome of his Family and Friends, they fet out for Fermate, the Sangiack 
himfelf faying behind for their Anfwer,. The Heathens came with Vello— 
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fo to Ternate, where they were generoufly received, and entertain’d by. 
Irifian de Ataide. Having heard what they came about, he put them all 
into the Chriftian Habit, appointing Clergy-men to inftruG and Cate- 
chize them. Being thus prepar’d, they receiv’d Baptifm with extraordi- 
nary fatisfaétion, the Commander in chief being their God-father. Then 
he commended the Sangiack’s Refolution, fhewing héw advantageous it 
would be to him to become a Sonof the Church, and rejeé& the abominable 
and foul Ceremonies of Idolatry, in which he had liv’d. He fent him 
word, to appoint the Day and Place for being Baptiz’d, and he would fee 
all perform’d as he fhould direét,for which Reafon he left it to his Choice. 
The Meffengers returning to Momoya, were not only proud of having em- 
brac’d the Chriftian Faith, but of the good Ufage they receiv'd from the 
Governour and other Chriftians,telling the Sangiack all that had happen’d, 
and the Anfwer they brouglit him. The Sanpiack,led by his own inclina. 
tion, and encourag’d by their Account, imbark’d in fome Carcoas with the 
greateft Splendor of Mufick and Gayety he was able. Being come in Sight 
of Ternate, Triftan de Ataide went out to meet him with no lefs Pomp. 
He lodg’dand entertain’d himaccordingly, and order’d a Learned and Re- 
ligious Man to Catechize and inftrué: him. ‘Some Days after when the 
Cathecumens were fitted for it, they recciv’d Baptifm, with publick Re- 
joycings, and greater Solemnity than had ever been feenin Ternate. There 
Was not a Chriftian but. what brought Palm-Branches and Flowers from 
that natural Garden of the Ifland ; befides Mufick, Dancing, Firing of great 
Guns, and even the very Barbarians rejoye’d, The Sangiack in Baptifm 
took the Name of Don fob ; he ftay’d fome Days rejoycing and Feafting 
with the Portuguefes, and then return’d home, taking along with him the 
Prieft that inftru@ed him, call’d Simon Vaz, to improve him in the Knowa 
ledge of the Faith. That Prieft liv’d with him fome Years in his City, 
leading an Exemplar Lite, and exercifing himfelf in Works of Officious 
and pure Charity, by which means he converted great Numbers of Hea~ 
thens, and particularly the Inhabitants of Momoya. But being alone, and 
~the Number of thofe God was pleafed for his Glory, to bring to him in- 
creafing very faft, he fent to Triffan de Atayde for another Prieft to affitt 
him in that Funétion, and he accordingly feat F. Francis Alvarez. They 
both in a.fhort time converted the Infidels of that Part, throwing down all 
the Pagodes, fo they call’d their Idols, cleanfing thofe Places, and con- 
' verting the Houfes of Abomination and Darknefs into Churches of the li- 
ving God. Triftan de Atayde fo far favour’d the new Den John, as ta 
fend along with him fome Portuguefe Soldiers to defend his Perfon and 
Fort, and this Prince maintain’d very friendly Correfpondence with him, 
His End we thail foon fee and admire in the Sequel of this Hiflory. » 
The People of Ternate at the fame time took another Courfe, for they. 
hating Sultan Tabarija, and defiring his Death, talk’d with the Govern- 
our in private, and gave him to underftand that his Life was in Danger, 
for Tabavija contriv’d to kill him, as had been done by Gonzalo Pereyra, 
that fo he might feize the Fort, turning out the Portuguefes. The Go- 
vernour hearing his Life, and the Fort were both in Jeopardy,.and calling 
to mind the yet frefh Example of his Predeceffor,eafily believ’d the Defign,. 
but.cunningly diflembled. He contriv’d thar fome Portuguefes on aSEOUNE 
ior 2) © 
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of real or pretended Differences fhould have Recourtle to the King’s Favour,- 


as fometimes they us‘d to do, and fHould prevail upon him to ‘come to the 

Fott to {peak for them. He was apply‘d to by fome, and like an intnocent 

Man fufpecting nothing,. went to the Fort to intercede for them. He was 

immediately {eiz‘d and loaded: with Irons, and being brought to Trial, the. 
fame Perfons that contriv’d his Imprifonment, appeat‘d as Witneffes a- 
gainft him. After a tedious Examination, or fhow of it, the Refult was, 

that he fhould be fent to India tojuftifie himfelf. He imbark‘d with a fafe 

Confeience, and his Caufe being examin‘d before the Viceroy Antony Bar-- 
reto at Goa, he was clear‘d,. and confefling the Holy Spirit had taken that 

method to draw him to Salvation, was Baptiz‘d in that City with great: 
Satisfa@ion, by the Name of Don Emanuel. In his Return-homewards,. 
expecting the Mon/fon at- Malaca to put to Sea,. he dy‘d with extraordinary 

Tokens of a fincere Chriftian;.and having no lawful Heir, appointed King. 
Fobn the Third of Portugal tofucceed him in all his Kingdoms. The Will. 
was afterwards carry‘d to Ternate, where the great Ones and Commonalty’ 
accepted of it, owning King John for their Soveraign.. This was per~- 
form‘d with Acclamations-in the Streets and publick Places, as alfo in the 
Courts of Judicature, taking Poffeffion with the Royal Standard of Portu- 
gal difplay‘d, and all other ufual Solemnities and Ceremonies. In the 

Year 1549, Jordan de. Freyias carry‘d the publick Inftruments of the Pot-- 
feffion to Lishon.. : 

To'return to the Courfe of the Hiftory when Triffan de Atayde had Im-- 
bark*d King Tabarija for India, he fought out for a Baftard Brother of © 
his call‘d #erio, born of a Favanefe Mother. The Lad wasthen ten years. 
of Age, bred by his Mother in a retir‘d manner,. at a:Pleafure-Houfe en=- 
compafs‘d with perpetual Greens, the natural Difpofition being improv‘d 
by Art, which fo far prevail‘d that the Flower fo wonderful for its Fra- 
gancy and manner of growing call‘d Triffe, or melancholy ; found only in 
Malabar and Malaca, abounded in this Ladies Gardens., She ador‘d the 
Sun, and brought up-her Child in that Folly, that he: might forget the: 
Rudiments he learnt at Goa, when in the Colledge of the Fefuits. The 
Idolaters believe; or feign, that-a moft beautiful Daughter ot Parizataco, a. 
Satrapa, or Noblemat, fell in love with the Sun,. and that he alter com- 
plying with, and’ obliging her, fetled his Affections on another, and the 
firft not able to endure thar atiother fhould be preferr‘d before her, killtd. 
her felf.. From her Afhes, for in thofe parts they ftill retain the Cuftom 
of burriing dead Bodies, fprung that Melancholy Tree, fay they, whofe: 
Bloffoms or Flowérs {till preferving the Memory of their Original, have: 
fuch a Hatred fot the Sun, that they cannot bear his Light. - This Plant 
is call‘d inthe Canavine Tongue Parizataco, from the Indian Womans Fa- 


. ther, who was Metamorphos‘d like Daphne, tho’ on another Account. The 


Malayes call it Singadi ; the Arabs, Guart ; the Perfians and Turks, Gul 3 
the Decanines;’ Pul; and the Portuguefe, Arvore Trifle; that is, the Me- 
lancholy Tree. It fhoots out abundance of flender Branches, regularly di- 
vided by Knots, from each of which two Leaves fprout, oppofite to one 
anotlier like thofe of the Plum-Tree, but foft like Sage, and cover’d with 
a white Down: From each Leaf fprouts a Nib, or. Nipple, whence five 


‘Heads thoot ‘out fmall at the end, each of them adorn‘d with four tot 
rout 


round Leaves; from each little Head proceed five Flowers, the fifth in the 
midfl of the other four ; among them the white Flowers vifibly grow out, 
being bigger than Orange Flowers, and fo faft after Night fall, that the 
Motion of them is perceptible. This Fruitfulnefs lafts all the Night, till 
the Appearing of the Sun renders it barren, and caufes all the Flowers and 
Leaves to drop off, the Boughs remaining wither‘d. Ona fudden all that 
Fragrancy ceafes, which enrich’d the Air with all the {weet Odours of 
Afia, included in this alone ; till the Sun leaving the Horizon again, the 
Plant again flourifhes in its beloved Darknefs, as ifit then tetriev‘d the 
Wrong it receiv'd from the Light. The 4fiaticks are exceflively fond of 
Perfumes, which is an Argument of their Lafcivioufnefs. Great Taxes 
are laid in feveral Provinces, on all {weet Scents.

~ The Portuguefes came arm‘d to that Houfe, where the aforefaid Princefs Portugufes 


bred her Son, and demanded him in the Name of Triftan de Atayde ; 


fhe fent to 


would willingly have hid him, but could not, and therefore began to ex- ferch 
eufe her felf, and beg they would leave him. It avail‘d nothing, for the ‘Aerio, 


Meffengers had Orders not to return without him, and to gain her Con- 
fent, {wore they would carry himto reign in the ftead of Fabarija, and 
that as foon as he came to the Fort, he fhould be received as King, both 
by the Ternates and Portuguefes.- Some Relations tell us, that then the 
Mother, thedding Abundance of Tears, ftreightly embracing the Prince, 
ery‘d out, faying, Were Taffur'd that you took him away to reign peaceably, 
without any Oppofition, or Apprebenfion, well belov‘'d and obey‘d by his 
Subjeds, and in fettled Profperity, undifturb‘d by any Frights; yet would 
Irather fee him grow up and continue. in a private Life, without burdeg- 
ing himfelf with any publick Concern, than that he fhould reign to pleafe 
your Humour ; this was my Intention in retiring with him, and I would 
gladly conceal him from all humane Converfation. If fo, what can I think 
of what you now promife me? Will it be veafonable, ihat I deliver you 
my Son to receive the Crown, and that you atthe fame time defgn him for 
peace and Fetters, from which nothing foall, or can pofibly deliver 
him but Poifon and falfe Accufations, which have brought his Brothers and 
Parents to their End? What Security have I from Fortune, that foe will 
in this'Child be reconciled to that Family, which foe has condemned to im- 
mortal Ennity with the Enropeans, in Requital for having friendly enter~ 


tain'd them; and decreed that, inflead of the Protection it hop‘d to find in 


your Arms, you foould lay on it an intolerable Yoke? Leaveu then, hoth 
Mother and Son, to employ our felves about the Works of Nature, fince 
Coftly Experience has fo fully undeceived us as to the Effects of Fortune. 
Permit us todivert the Thoughts of them, with the Quiet, and Improve- 
ments of thefe Gardens. Let usbe allow‘d to want that which fo many feek 
after, Fames de Couto, in-his Decades relates this Fact, and the Mother’s 
Lamentation, and Words.. The Porttiguefes, no longer able to give Ear 
to thofe difmal Refle@ions, which did not favour of a barbarous Woman, 
ran up toher, and forc‘d away her Son, whom’ fhe ftruggled to defend. 
He, fays thie famé.Author, obferving his Mothers Tears, and the Rea- 
fons fhe alledg'd for not parting’ with him, and‘having: fome anticipated 
Notion of the Sweetnefs of Reigning, which he had not yet tafted, flood 
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of the Soldiers put an Endtoall; for thot they had no fuch Orders from 

their Commander, being deaf to, and weary of hearing the Complaints of 
The Por~ a Difconfolate Woman ; .they at the fame time feiz’d the Son, and laying 
tuguefe bold of the.Mother, caft her headlong out at the Window.:, The new 
snunder King was carry‘d'to the Fort, and at the.fame time that the Subje@s {wore 
her. Fidelity to him, they with general Lamentation celebrated his Mother’s 
Obfequies, which .were perform‘d with greater Solemnity, than even 
thofe of the Principal Queens, This Inhumanity exceeding even the Ca- 
nibals, and confequently unworthy the pretended Portugue/fes Bravery; 
being bruited Abroad.in the Neighbouring Provinces, produc’d. that jutt 
Hatred which was of Force to unite ;.and adtually drew into a Confedera< 
cy all the Kings of the 4rchipelago, againft the Porruguefes, They ailem- 


Confedera- bled in Counci], and in the Meeting concerted their Dedign, declaring 
A againft that the Oppreflion they. were under, was intollerable, the Portuguefes 
there 


making and depofing Kings.to thier awn Humour and Fancy, infulting 
thofe Crowns which had given them the Power they had abus‘d, contrary 
to all Laws of Humanity, without allowing the Natives fomuch.asa Vote 
in Elections. Having agreed upon the Enterprize, they provided all 
Things forthe Execution, whilft. the appointed Time came, which they 
diligently made as fhort as might be, and expected with Diflimulation, 
The Spanifh and Portuguefe Fleets.at this Time continu’d their Voyages 
Difference tO the Archipelago, their feveral known Ways ; the Spaniards from New 
Diferens Spain tothe Phillippine Mlands ; the Portuguefes along the Coafis of 
Africk, and fo to Malaca. Both Sides exerciled their Power, and carry’d 
on their Trade with Ambition, and, as fome fay, with Cruelty; but the 
q mott bloody Theatre of continual Tragedies, was Teraate .and alk the 
Molucco’s. “There both Nations of Ca/file and, Portugal decided their 
‘Quarrel by the Sword, whilft their Kings in £urope only contended by’ 
‘Dint.of Cunning, and Cofmography. At this. time. the Matter was not 
fo plain, as when ithe Cofmographers and Commiffioners on both Sides, 
lay’d down the Meridian, whereby to affign each of them one half of the 
‘World totheir King. For the Admiral Chriffopher. Columbus returning 
from his firft Dilcovery of the We/i-Indies, inthe Ycar 1493. Pope Alea- 
ander the:VIth, granted the Inveftiture.of them, for the Crown of Caftile, 
to their Catholick: Majefties, King Ferdinand, and Queen Jfabel, ‘or. Eli- 
zabeth ;.and to obviate the Differences that might arife between.the two 
Crowns, to the obftructing.the Propagation of the Gofpel, by. the fame 
Apoftolical Authority, which in that fpiritual Capacity is not limited to 
any part ofthe Globe, he divided it betwixt thofe two Crowns, ordering 
r 2 Line to.be drawn along the Heavens.to cut both. the Poles, . diftant 
on the Earth one hundred,.Leagues from the [lands of the Azores. and 
Cabo Verde. By Vertue,of, this Divifion, the, Emperor pretended that. the 
Moluccolflands were within his.Limits, ever fince Gonzalo Gomez de Ef- 
pinofa, his Commanderin chief, Sebaftian del Cano, and his Companions, 
who went with Magellan, took Poffeffion of them for his Crown. Pretend- 
ing at the fame Time, that they were the firft Chriftians that arrivdat the 
Moluccos, andthat then-he was own’d as.Sovereign by Sultan Corala, King 
pt Ternate, who reign‘d before Sultan Bongue ; by Sultan Almanzor, King 
ol dydore, by Luzuf, king of Gilolo, and other Princes, who all sige 
Hocehe waelss ealty 
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Fealiy by their Idols, andthe Alcoran; and that Gonzalo Gomez admitted 
them, and fwore to the Obfervance or what had been agreed on, in his 
~ King’s Name,, before an_Image of the Bleffed Virgin. He urg’d, that by 
Mathematical Demonttration, andthe Judgment of Men learned in that 
-Faculty, it appear‘d, that the Mfo/uccos were within the Limits of Ca/file, 


as were all others,-as far as Malaca, and-even beyond it. That it wasno 
eafy Undertaking for Portugal to go about to difprove the Writings of fo 
many Cofmographers, and fuch able Mariners; and particularly the 
Opinion of Magellan, who was himfelf a Portuguefe. And that in Cafe 
he might be thought partial, becaufe of his being difoblig’d in Portugal, 
that Exception did not lie againft Francis Serrano, who was alfoa DPortu- 
guefe, and had been favour‘d and cherith’d. That.to fay the Sea Charts 
had been malicioufly contriv'd, was a groundlefs Objection, and not pro-

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bable. Befidesthat, in Relation to the Article of Poffeflion, on which : 


the Controverfy depended, it was only requifite to fand by what. was. writ 
by, and receiv‘d among . Cofmographers. 

In Anfwer to. this, King Fohn.ot Portugal, deny‘d the Fact of the Dif- 
covery, as to its Precedency ; for Serrano‘s was in the Year. 1511, and 
that of Magellans Companions nine Years later, in 1520.. He declar‘d the 
Globes, Aitrolabes, and Sea Charts to be. partial,.and that in Cafe they 
were rectily‘d, drawing the aforefaid Meridian,. according to. Rules of 
Aftrology, his Limits would notonly comprehend the Moluccos, but reach 
far beyond the Philippine Wlands.. He offer’d King Tabarija’s laft Will on 
his Behalf; and faid, that if the Line were fairly drawn, obferving Eclip~ 
fes, ashad been done fometimes, the Truth of his A‘fertion. would .ap- 
pear. To this they added, the Papers of the Geographer and Aftrologer, 
Andrew deS.. Martin, by which it appear‘d, that he failing with Magel- 
lan, his before unattempted Voyage, had obferved feveral Eclipfes, and 
Oppofitions. Among the reft, on the 17th of Decembers; 1519. He in 
the River call‘d Rio de Faneyro, took an Obfervation of a Conjunétion of 
Jupiter and the Moon; onthe firft of February 1520, another of the Moon 
and Venus; foon after another of the Sux and Moon, after pafling the 
Streights, another Oppofition of the Suz and. Moon, and others at other 


times; all which, tho‘ calculated by him to the Meridian of Sevil, avail‘d . 


nothing to his Defign, which was to prove that the Molucco Mlands did 
not belong to Portugal s for which Reafon he found Fault with Fohu de 
Monteregio's Tables and Almanacks. _ All thefe Papers were preferv‘d by. 
Edward Refende Factor atthe Moluccos,.a learned and curious Man. They 
faid, that fince there was then a. Treaty about the Poffeffion of thofe 


Portuguefe: 
Anfwer. . 


Tilands ; in a Cafe of that Confequence it was not proper, to avoid al-~ 


ledging, and examining the Grounds of their Property, to prevent the De- 


cifion of the Sword, which was the Court where that Controverfy was. 


pleaded; and when once it comes to that pafs, there was no Poffibilftty of 
flanding.to fpeculative Writing, which not being made good by Experi- 
ence, muft at leaft be look‘d uponas uncertain. 

The Poffeffion of .the Molucco Ilands was of great Confequence to the 


King of Portugal, for carrying onthe Trade of Spice,and being inform‘d: . 
of the War {till maintain’d between his Subje€ts and the Emperor‘s, . 


inthofe Parts, he daily us‘d frefh Endeavours to bring that Bufinefs to 
fome Conclufion, that fothe War mightceafe. The Emperor had not fo 


much.., 
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much Intelligence of what his Commanders did in Afia ; becaufe the Por- 
tyguefe fuffer’d no Ships, but their own to pafs by the Cape of Good Hope; 
and the way of New-Spain, that Voyage was not much frequented, and 
therefore not fo well known ; and befides all this he then ftood in need of 
a great Sum of Money. In the Year 1525, there wasa Treaty at Segovia, 
by his Majefties Order, for compofing of this Difference, and in 1526 it 
was held at Sevil, where the Poringuefe Embaffador; and the Licenciate 
Azevedo of that Kings Council, were met by the Bifhops of Ofma, Prefident 
of the Council of the Indies, Do&tor Laurence Galindez, of the fame Coun- 
cil, and Don Garcia de Padilla, firft’Commendary of Calatrava, on the 
Emperot’s fide, as Commiffioners, and Plenipotentaries, befides the Lord- 
High-Chancellor, and the Popes Nuncio, Mercurio Gatnara. After many. 
Meetings, and much. Strife, to which there were alfo Civilians, Geogra- 
phers, and ‘Mariners admitted ; all which only puzzled the Caufe, whence 
enfu’d Law Suits, Arbitrations, and other Fruitlefs Negociations in Spain, 
and Wars in Afia between the Ships of both Crowns: After all this there 
was a Ceffation, and Quietnefs, the Emperor Mortgaging thofe controver~ 
ted Iflands tothe King of Portugal, for 350000 Ducats. This was con 
eluded at Zaragoza, on the 22d of Augu/t 1529, as his Imperial Maje- 
fty was going over to be Crown’d in Italy. The Line of Divifion was 
again examin’d, and what Parts of the Earth it is to run through; the 
Times of Payment were fix’d, with other Conditions, and Salvos of the 
Right on both fides, that fo neither Oblivion, nor the Kindred between the 
two Kings might confound it. _ 

~ By Relations Written in thofe Days it appears, that the Emperor con- 
fulting Peter Ruyz de Villegas, a grave and learned Gentleman, about this 
Mortgage; his Anfwer was condemning it,and declaring, That his Majeity 
had better to have Mortgaged any other of his Kingdoms, than that of the 
Moluccos, Trapobana, or Malaca, or any other in the Eaft; all which, in 
his Opinion, belong’d to his Majefty ; and he grounded his Opinion on 
Time’s cafting Treaties into Oblivion, and the great uncertainty of State 


: Affairs, Many others advifed the Emperor to repay that great Sum to 


the King of Portugal; and what is yet more, the Reprefentatives in the 
Cortes of Caftile, propos’d that the Emperor fhould make over to them the 
Molucco Wltands for fix Years, by way of Farm, and they would pay King 
Fohn the Mortgage Money, and bring the Trade of Spice to Coruna, and 
after the fix Years his Majefly fhould carry on that Trade. The Emperor 
hearing of this Innovation, order’d a ftop to it, and that no further Pro- 
grefs fhould be made in fitting out the Fleet defign’d for the Mo/uccos, ur- 

der Simon de Alcazova, and forwarded by the Bithop of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
Orders, and Letters Patents, were drawn and fealed, for both Nations 
to forbear Hoftilities, but the Emperor’s Subje&ts never receiv’d Commands 
from him to withdraw their Forces for any other Enterprize, nor did they 
know what had been agreed’ on in Spaim, any other way than by the Ac- 
count they had from the Portuguefes who had receiv’d Orders from their 
King, to'conclude a Peace, and to Ship off the Spaniards by the way of 
India for Spain, This Agreement put an End to all Judicial, and Military 
Contention. Since then the Viciflitude of Times has invefted. all the 
Right, and,Title in our King. So that, according to grave Civilians, ac 
- ? » : mig If, 
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might, as they fay, invert the Titles, or poffefs by them all, without con- 
founding the Right ; Heaven having defign’d -him to be Sovereign of fuch 
a vait Monarchy, and given him that Hereditary Zeal, which makes him 
offer his whole Power to oppofe Hereticks and Se@taries, and to fpread 
the Faith, and its peffe@ Politicks among fuch Multitudes of Souls as have 
received it, in fo many barbarous Provinces. For is. shes Reafon it will 
be fuperfluous to examine any further into the Limits aflign’d by that Law,

“regarding their Prince’s Example, which ufes to have the Force of 2 
Law, threw down their Idols,.and . confeerated| Profanenefs, dedicating 
their Templesto the Prue God. The Kings of Portugal built Garrifons > 
and Faétories for the Chriftians to inhabit; fending their Commanders 
and Officers, who curbed the Kings, and the Sangiacks their Subje@s: 
‘Some Governours there were, who befides the Care they took of propa- 
gating the Golpel, and maintaining Peace in thofe Parts, endeavout’d by 
‘endearing. Means to attract the Barbariansto Jove our Habits, to affe@ our 
Ways‘of Entertainment, and the European Affability and Converfation, 
and gently inclin‘d them to our Cuftoms and Manners, which in fome 
Places made them look ne that as a Sort of Equality, when it’ was no 
better than Seryitude. The powerful Union of Juftice and Religion was 
showever the moft prevalent; but the Commanders and Governours being 
‘defective inthe firft of thefe Virtues,“on which inward Felicity and Go- 
vernment depend ; the Subjects loft the fecond, and return‘d to their for 
mer Blindnets, as appears by what has been already faid, and: more fully by 
- What isto follow, fince we are now come to the Election of Sultan Aerio, 


in whofe Days. Ternate was utterly loft, and could never be recovered 


either by Force or Art, tillthe Reign of our Sovereign Lord the King ; 
ajuft Reward of his Piety and Zeal. The lawful Queen, by thofe People 
eall’d Putviz, was as much concern’d for Acrio’s Mother's Death, as for 
any of her own Sons, She was prefent at her Funeral, and lamenting ime 
moderately, curs'd the Domination of the Portuguefes, calling it Tyranny, 
Ail the Machinations of thofe who ftudy‘d Revenge were known to her, 
and fte forwarded them with her Advice; for as they’ faid, nothing now 
remain’d of the former Moderation of the Governours fent thither out of 


Europe, nor of that Regard and Refpect they ufed to have for them, 


The End of the Firj? Book. 
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HE Alliance concluded betwixt the Kings of the Archipelago,. 
and particularly Vaygamano, Vaigeo, Quibibio, and Mincimbio, 
reigning in the Iflands Papuar,. was follow’d by fuch an Ac~ 
wt cident, that tho’ the Minds of the Confederates had. not. been. 
=m already fo well difpos’d, nor the Blood of. thofe Innocent Kings. 
fo newly fpilt, it. would have confummated the Hatred they had conceived 
againft the Portuguefe Nation.. All the Ports of the Molucco Ilands were 
fo well fecur’d, and the Paffage for Provifions fo wholly ftopp’d up, that 
Triftan de. Atayde defpairing of. Relief, fent. Captain. Pinto to. Mindanao, © 
Pinto fent and the Neighbouring Iflands, to.furnifh fuch. things as were abfolutly ne-— 
for Relief. ceffary for the Support of Life, there being nothing to be had within his _ 
Liberties.. Pinto failing ina good Ship, arriv’d at Mindanao, vifited the. 
King, by whom he. was well receiv’d ; and he having feen his Credentials, ” 
and confulted the Sangiacks of his Council, eftablifh’d Peace and Amity © 
with him. .He fold the Commodities he carry’d at his own Rates, and — 
buying and larterring, loaded with Provifions to his own. Content s. 
thence he went over to the Ifland Sesiago, where he was no lefs fuccefsful, 
with the King. In this Ifland, that their Friendfhip might laft forever, — 
they concluded the Peace with a barbarous Ceremony, which when pra- — 
étis’d in thofe Parts, they never break the Articles. The Parties being met, 
certain Officers appointed for that Purpofe, draw a Quantity of Blood from. — 
their Arms, and each drinks the other’s, as a Gage of AffeGtion ; believing 
Barbavous they convey it into their Souls, by that horrid Draught. This Contraé |

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Ports, and ours to theirs, with all poffible Security, without any Let or 
Prohibition. Pinto perceiving what a Multitude of the Natives reforted 
- tohis Ship, refolved to make a Prey of them ; and the laft Day, Foriy of 
- them coming Aboard» to Trade, he perf{waded them to go down into the: 


Hold, on Preténce of fhowing them its Bulk and Conveniencies, and as Villany of 
foon as they were down, fhut the Hatches upon them ; this he pradtifed {e~ Pinto. 


veral times, till at aft, tho’ he obferv’d them clofe, one of them forcing 
his Way out, leap’d into the Sea, and fwam afhoie. He went dire@ly to 
the King, whom he acquainted with the villanous Practice: The King 
juftly enrag’d, to fee Friendfhip fo newly contracted, and confirm'd by the 
the moft facred of Tyes, in his Opinion, fo perfidioufly: violated by the 
Portuguefes, thinking Religion affronted, immediately order‘d all the 
Ships that were afloat to be brought together, and fuch as were finith‘d in 
the Docks, to be launch‘d ;_ all which being well equipp’d, ftor’d with 
Guns, and full of thofe furious Barbarians, encompats’d the Portuguefe 
Ship, attacking her on all Sides. Pinto was beginning to weigh his An- 
chors, having feen the Ships in Motion, and the Men hafting Aboard Ms 
he defended himfelf with only 25 Soldiers, who had farce time to handle 
their Arms 3 for the Natives of Seriago began already to Board, and thofe 
who were Prifoners under Deck had prevaild, but that the Mariners loos’d 
their Sails, At this time there fell a dreadful Storm of Rain, with fuch 
amazing Thunder and Lightning, as if the Heavens had been rent afunder. |. 
The Seriagos quitted the Portuguefe Ship, endeavouring: to recover the 

Shore in their own Veffels, with their Sails rent, the Hulls fhatter’d, and 

the Rigging difabled 5 and to get off the better, they threw over-board their 

Cannon and Arms, ‘being in danger of finking. This Tempeft lafted two 

Days, during which Time, Pinto’s Ship. could not efcape, his Men and he 
being fo far fpent, that they had neither Strength nor Courage to ftand by. 
their ‘Tackle ; they let the Ship drive with the Sea, and threw over-board 
their Provifions, Merchandize, Guns, Arms, Cloaths, and all they could 
come at; and being convinc‘d of the Jufticc of the Judgment, for having 

broken their Faith, and folemn Engagement they had made, arriv'd at 
Yernate aftonifitd, dumb, and out of Countenance, thinking they were ftill 
in the Storm. Such are the Effects of a guilty Confcience, which pre-. 
fently provekes God’s Wrath. 

All the Kings of the adjacent Tflands were foon acquainted with 
Perfidioufnefs of thofe few. Portuguefes, that they had tranfgrefs’d the 
ered Laws of Hofpitality, and always made a mifchievous Ufe of Benefits : 

whereupon they immediately concluded their League, to be exercifed like 
defperate Men. They prefently made Proclamation, forbidding, under moit 
fevere Penalties, the conveying of any Provifions to the Portuguefes, either 
‘by Sea or Land, that fo they mightbe reduc*d to quit all thofe Provinces 

and fly into India, and fince they could ‘not batter the Fort, for Want of 
great Guns, they fhould flarve it out ; enjoyning all Perfons of all Aces 

and both Sexes, to be vigilant in obferving this fatal Decree, that fo the 
Trading Galeon might not afford them the Comfort of hoping for Relief, 
Then confidering that the main Motive of their exercifing fuch Tyranny, 


was the Spice of Cloves, wherewith Ternate, and all the Molluccos 


e Trees, endeavouring 
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that the Conflagration fhould be fo Univerfal,.as that the Mo/uecos might 
ever after remain barren. They well knew that this was contriving their 
own Ruin; but they look’d upon it as a pleafing-and advantageous De~ 
ftruction, fo they might but be reveng’d of their Enemies. ) 

The Crop of Cloves makes the Wealeh of the Molucco Kings, much. — 
more than the Taxés their Subjeéts pay; and tho’ Rage,.and Defpair put: 
Fire into their Hands, to-burn their: Country, 1t might happen, as. fome- 
times Miftakes prove advantageous, that what they defign’d to tender their 
Fields Barren, might make them more Fruitful. It is well known that. 
courfe Afhes mix’d, and fcatter’d on the Face of the Earth often Fertilize 
it. Nothing is more frequent in Europe than to burn the Stubble, and. 
Straw upon barren Lands; becaufe, either the burnt. Earth gathers. fome. 
unknown Strength, and produces good Pafture, or elfe the Fire confumes its. 
Ranknefs, and exhales the fuperfluous Moifture.. Perhaps the intenfe Heat. 
opens feveral Paflages, and dilates the clofe Pores, and hidden Veins, thro’ 
which the. Nourifhment flows, and thence the Earth receives it inall Parts,, . 
to make it capable of a new Product; orelfe it. hardens, and clofes the 
Vents. which were open‘d, that fo the thin Waters, or_the continual In-. 
tenfenefs of the Sun, er the piereing Cold of the North-Eaft Wind, which: 
is chilling, may do it no.Harm.. Befides, Nature having chofen that only 
Part of the World to produce this fort of Fruit, in which there has never 
been obferv’d any Failure, or Intermiffion, it cou'd not be belaeving that a. 
Momentary Violence fhould utterly caufe it to.ceale.. However the Defign. 
of thofe People was not to. renew thofe Spicy Groves, but entirely to de- 
ftroy them. . This thows how milchievouily they were bent againit them- 
felves, and againft all Nations. It wall be. therefore convenient: in this: 
Place to treat of the Cloves at large... ‘ 

The firft that made any Account: of it, were the Chine/es, who attracted: 
by the Scent, began to load their Fanks with it. for the Gulphs of Perfa: 
and drabia. Pliny was acquainted with, and defines it, faying, Itis a long. 
Pepper; and calls it Garyophilhun.. The Perfians gave it fince the Name of 
Calafur, it does nat belong to us to decide which of thele Words was de-- 
tived from the other. The Spaniards formerly cali‘d it.Girofe,, and after- 


' wards Clavos, becaufe they are, like Nails, which bear the fame Name.. 


The Head of the Clove, having four {mall'Teeth that crofs it, refembles a 
Star. The Natives of the Moluccos call the Tree Siger, the Leaf Varaqua,, 
and the Fruit Chamgue. The Plant is not unlike our Bay-Tree, but bears. 
a gteater Head. When it begins to bloffom, it fpreads a moft delicious. 
Fragrancy,and on the very Top like the Myrtle, from one fingle. Stock 
produces an infinite Number of Clufters, like thofe of Elder, or the Honey-. 
Suckle. At firft coming out they are White, as they grow up Green, and. 
the third Seafon, when Ripe, makes them. Red ; this Variety of Colours, 
by inward Virtue, fhowing the feveral Terms that bring it to Perfedtion,. 
Thofe that remain on the Clufters, which they call Mother Cloves, continue: 
there a year, growing larger and ftronger. They either threfhthe Branches. 
to gather them, or elfe fhake them with Cords they have made fait. above, 
drawing from below, after the Ground about is clean’d 3 but it is natural- 
ty clear from Weeds, for this Sovereign Tree fuffers no fort of Herb to. 
grow about it, It draws all the moifture fo powerfully to it felf, oy all. 
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Roots about are deftroy ’d, or ftarv’d. It bears at eight Years ftanding, 


and lafts an hundred. Some fay it would hold longer, were it not ftrip’d 
with fuch Violence, which it avenges by growing Barren; but they are 
. miftaken, for in the Iflands of Bachian, they lop the Branches, that they 
may produce ore Cloves, and the low Branches bear leaft. From thefe 
_ they gather the Cloves with their Hands, and they only bear when the 
Monfon blows... They yield theit Fruit trom Seprember to February every 
»two Years, Others fay once in three; becaufe when they gather the Clove, 
befides that ¢he Plant is much impair’d, they break off thofe Buds, which 
produce the Bloffoms of the Cloves; bat then they afford certain hopes of 
another Crop. The Truth of it is, that Nature allows them a. Year’s re- 
fpit, daring which they reft like the Olive-Trees in Europe. They are 
gathered when Ripe, and their Ripenefs appears by being Red. Being 
{pread in the Sun, in three Days they dry up, and contra a blackith Afh- 


colour. Avicen, by his leave, was deceiv’d, when he faid that the Gum of Miftake of 
the Clove Tree is anfwerable in its Virtue to one for Experience Avicen. 
i 


has prov’d the contrary: Befides, that Trees éxceflive hot. or cold, yeild 
nmoGum, but only thofe which are temperate between both. Sea-Water 
Feeds, and Freth does them Harm. A certain Hiftorian Writes, that they 
yield Fruit twice a Year; if by it he means the middle Crop, which is very 
fmall, we grant it; but if he {peaks of the moft Fruitful, as the Triennial, 
which with general Amazement produces enough to ferve all N ations, the 
Belief of his Affertion will remain inthe Author: himfelf, | Thefé Plants: 
make amends for their delay in the Abundance of their Produ@ 3 which is 
fuch; that‘after enriching all Nations with it, the K, of Spain’s Revenue out 
of it, Yearly amounts to two Millions of pieces of Right,little over or under, 
It is generally reckon’d that only the five Molucco Mlands produce all the 
Clove, becaufe of the prodigious: Quantity they yield. They always amount. 
to Four Thoufand Bars, each Bar of Ternate being four hundred Weight,. 
and three quarters, and this for that-Ifland 3; but the third of the whole 
taken for the King amounts to fix thoufand Bars, and every common Bar 
1s better than five hundred Weight of ours. Perhaps the Word Bar might 
come from the Greek Baros, fignifying a Load. The Cloves grow alfo in 
the {mall Ilands of Ives.and Meyrarana, about Ti ernate; thofe of Pulo and 
Cavali near Tydore, and in Gilolo, Sabugo and Gamoconora, Towns of Ras 
tachina as alfo inthe lands of Amboyna and Veranula, more in this laft 
than in all the others, but they are ‘weak, and fmailer.. The Clove Trees 
grow up without any Help of Art, like all-Trees coming from Rocks, andy, 
they made the only Woods ‘in thefe Iflands, which fucking in all the moi- 
tture Heaven affords, it is a wonder to fee any other. Plant. near. When. 
they havea mind to: Tranfplant-a Clove Tree, they fet it where many 
Weeds grow, that it may thtive the fooner, by the help of the Moifture, 
and Virtue it fucks from them, and as the Tree thrives thofe Plants perifh.. 
For the fame reafon Cloves are ill Neighhours to full Veffels,. The Ring 
Doves, whereof there are great numbers in Gilolo, eat: many of thofe 
Cloves which grow Old upon the Tree, then flying they purge in the Air 
‘with the Motion, and from their Excreiments dropping on the Ground 
Clove Trees grow up.’ Heaven has given them fo plentfully only to thefe 
lands, abfirady from all the World befides “being at firft not ia: or. 
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known by the Natives. This is. what they would have deftroy’d by Fire, 
that it might be totally annihilated; becaufe the Flames gather more 
Strength among combuftible Matter, than other Violences, to. which’ 
fublunary things are fubject. < self 
Since we are now upon the Defcription of the Moluccos, and in regard: 
that thofe delightitul Provinces are fo. remote from us, we wili go on with 
what is remarkable inthem, to fhow the defperate Fury of thofe People, 
who had condemn’d them to the Flames, All the five Molucco Ulands are: 
almoft round, and of the fame Shape. The compafs of the -biggeft is not 
feven Leagues. They. have all Crags, of a wonderful Height, cover’d 
with an odoriferous Fragrancy. of wild Cloves; and about them feveral: 
Cities, Towns and Fotts. Their exact Roundnefs is the Reafon they have 
no good Harbours fer both the Monfons of Norweft and South. Only Ter- 
mate forms the Port they call Talangame, and a League from it, that of 
Toloco, where Ships ride fafe, and with their Boats clofe to the Shores: 
The Forts were not erected in either of them, becaufe they fhould not be 
remote from the King’s Court. Both thefe Ports look to the Eaftward, and. 
have ridges of Rocks that -break off the Sea, and fecure the Veflels... That: 
of Ternate, oppofite tothe Fort admits of Caravels; at high Water and ~ 
{pring-Tides,. which being unloaded ride where they will. This Ridge of 
Rocks is of a fort of Stone, that turns into Coral, which when old har- 
dens, and fhooting out many Branches, knits together, and turns again into: 
Stone, whereof excellent Lime is made. Jt is fo contriv’d that thofe who 
come to it by Sea, think they fee noble Structures erected: for the- Defence: 
of the Harbour. The Mountain, which rifes in the midft of Ternate, two 
Leagues in Height, and cover’d with Palm, and other rare Trees, has on 
op of it a Mouth or Cave, that feems to,reach down to.the pes Cen- 
ithin 
it is a Square Spot, like a Threfhing-Floor, made of Stones and loofe Earth, ° 
Some curious Perfons have view’d it,.and among them one Gabriel Rebelo 
Fador,and Alcayde of the Fort; who having founded it,tying together feve~: 
ral long Fifhing-Lines, found it was soo Fath. deep. At the Bottom gufhes 
out a beautiful Spring, tho’ no Man has.dard to Taft of it, or try whether 
it is Sweet or Sower.. The loofe Floor fhakes with the Fire in the Bowels 
of the Mountain; whereof the firft Account was given by Anthony Galvam, 
who Obferv’d it in the Year 1538, when he was Commander in Chief o- 
ver thefe Iflands. He went up to fee that Wonder in Nature, at a-fafe: 
Time, for he could. not have done it in April, or, September, when the Sun 
“moves from one Hemifphere.to the other, and croffes the Equinodtial, . 
which cuts half a Degree of Zernate, becaufe of the Winds then kindling ~ 
the Flames. Had Pliny, when he went out.of Curiofity to fee the Burning; 
of Mount Vefwvius, in IJtaly,-taken another opportunity, he had not been 
Burnt to Death, as his Nephew writ to Cornelius Tacitus. It ftinks, and 
cafts out Smoke, Sulphur, and Red~Stones, as it were out of the Mouth of 
a Canon; fhewing the Mountain to be hollow at the Foundation. It caufes 
Earthquakes, and Noile; and the Flames, and burnt Stones, have reach’d: 
to the City, and Fort, and even to the Iflands of the Meaos and Cafures, 
twenty Leagues from Ternate. . The Smoke is of feveral Colours, becaufe 
zhe Moifture and Corruption of the Earth exhales it thick, and aireiGhed. 
whic 
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which is help’d by the ill Quality of the Air, and that, with the falling of 
the Excrements the Fire caits out upon the Springs, corrupts the Waters, 
and deftrcys Health. Going up this Mountain two thirds of the Height, it 
is all Greenand Fruitful; but the Top is exceffive Cold, without any fort 
of Fowl, or Birds, but abundance of Flyes. Thence is defcry’d a fpacious 
Sea, and an infinite Number of Iflands; becaufe the Purity of the Air, free 
from Exhalations, as is faid of the Top of Mount Olympus, reprefents curi- 
ous Objects to. the Sight, and favours it without any Let, the greater part 


of the Year. Where the Thicknefs of the Trees Terminates, a Spring of 


frefh Water gufhes out, fo very cold that there is no Drinking of it, but; by 
Sips. At the Top, fome diftance from the Mouth, which caits out the 
Flames, they at this time tore away a:piece of the. Mountain, whence for 
two Days abundance of Water flow‘d; great pieces of Rocks roul’d down 


the fide of the Hill, to the Sea; forming Concavities, and bearing down: 


Trees, and Ruins. The fame Mountain, on the Top, has a {pacious {weet 
Pool, encompafs’d with Trees, wherein there are blew, and gold-Colour 
Alligators, above a Fadom long, who, as foonas they hear People ftirring, 
plunge down to the Bottom. 


,_ Thefe Iflands know no Difference of Summer and Winter $ nor is there Seafons, 


any fettled Rainy Seafon, but. it generally Rains more with the North-Eaft, 


than with the South Wind. The Molucco Iflands breed Snakes above 30 Snakes, 


Foot long, and proportionably thick ; but. they are neither Quick of Mo~ 
tion, nor Venomous. Thofe who have feen them affirm, That when they 
want Suftenance, they chew a certain Herb Nature has fhown them, and 
climbing the Trees by the Sea-fide, caff into it what they have chew’d ; 
many Fifhes come to Eate it, and being made Drunk, lye helplefs upon the 
Water; then.the Snakes launch out upon them, and fatisfy their Hunger, 


~ till they are full of thofe ftupify‘d Fifhes,. The Crocodils on the Land are Crocodils, 


the fierceft of Monfters; the Ancients write almoft the contrary of. thofe 
of the Nile. Thefe in the Sea are fo Timorous, that they fuffer themfelves 
to be bound under. Water.” A Crocodile has been taken that had four.Eyes, 


and a very little Heart. Here are alfo found certain Infeéts, which they Jn/e?. 


call Cuzos, living on Trees, on whofe Fruit.they feed: They are like Rab- 
bits, their Hair thick, harfh, and curl‘d, of a brightifh Brown; their Eyes 
round and fprighrly ;. thei: Feet final; and a very long Tail, by which they 
hang, the better to reach ihe Fruit; and they ftink like Foxes. 

In the Defert Parts there are Wild-Fowl; fome of. the Tame are the 


fame we have in Europe. The Parots, in their Tongue call’d Noves, of fe- Parots. 


veral Colours. intermixt, Cry exceflively, but Talk.well. An Iflander af- 
firms, That at this time, when the People were Confpiring, a Parrot in the 
Air cry’d, J Dye, I Die’; and beating his Wings, fell down Dead. A Rela- 
_tion tells us of another, that came from Amboyna, on the Maft of a fmall.

black Geefe, with Parrots Feet; Martins, Swallows, Feldefares, Thruthes, Zifes,: 


and Sparrow-Hawks.. The variety of Fifh is infinite; the Sea-Cow, like 
that of Brazil; a fort of Crab, one part whereof Eaten, kills in 24 Hours ; 
this is on the Sea-fhore, under certain Trees, whofe thade fuffers no Grafs 
or Herb to grow; thofe who Sleep in it Sicken, and it dries and parches Le 
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the very Ground. There is another fort of Crabs, not unlike Lobflers, bue 
with lefs Claws; they have flrong white Teeth, with which they break 
the Skels, to eat the Almonds; they breed among Rocks, are taken at 
Night with Light; their Body, Claws, and all the Flefh, is like that of 
a Lobfter.’ Near the Tail they havea Bag, full of a certain Subftance de- 
licious to the Taft, for which they are as much valu’d as Pullets. 
All over the Moluccos there grows a fort of reddifh Sticks, which burn 
in the Fire, raife a Flame, and are like a burning Cole, without wafting: 
They look to be of a Stony Nature, moulder away betwixt the Fingers, and 
are eafily broken by the Teeth. -Not far from the Fort of Fernate, is to. 
be feen the Plant call’d Catopa, from which there drep Leaves lefs than 
the common fort; the Stem whereof, on a fudden, is form’d into the Head 
‘of a Worm, or Butter-Fly ; the Body and Fibers coming from it, make 
Feet, and the Leafy Part, Wangs; fo that it foon becoms a perfect Butter 
Fly, and at the fame time a Leaf. This Tree buds out every Year, like a 
Cheftnut-Tree, and from the Buds proceed thefe Worms, which run upon 
Threads faftened to the Leaves. Nature was profufe with thofe People ; 
efpecially as tothe Cloves, which I diftinguith from the Long-Peper Fizny 
‘perhaps fpoke of} when he nam’d the Garyophillum. But fince the Profit of: 
that fo highly valu,d Product, was to occafion fuch bloody Wars, fuch in= ° 
credible Voiages, from all Parts of the World, that the real Dangers, are 
even beyond human Belief; it may well be controverted, whether it were 
moft for the publick Tranquility, that this Spice fhould be known, or ever 
eonceal’d; for its Plenty and Virtue, which awaken’d the Avarice of the 
aemoteft Nations, has glutted thofe Seas with the Wracks of Ships, and 
Fleets, and call’d thither Armies of Rebels, making their paffage through 
Streights before unknown, in the Sight of Mountains cover’d with blew Ice 
and Snow, as never reach’d by the Suns bright Beams; and yet they ven- 


ture at all, not out-of any Zeal of promoting Religion, or Civility, Lut 


-only to load with that Spice, which has occafion’d Difobedience and Su- 
iperftition, This is the precious Commodity, which gives Power and 
Wealth to thofe Kings, and caufes their Wars. A Wonder of Nature, 
‘which plainly fhows it hascreated nothing fo harmlefs, but what is abus’d’ 
‘by humar Malice. This is the true Fruit of Difcerd: rather than the fabulous 
Apple of the three Godefles, fince for it there has been, and ftiH is, more 
Fighting, than for the Mines of Gold. Had this happen’d in the Days of 
the ‘Greek, or Latin Poets, how much more would thay have fpoken of our 
Moluccos, than they did of the Iflands Gorgones inthe Erhiopick Ocean? 
Let us ftop a little to refleét on the Dangers Mortals expofe themfelves to, 
i perhaps, to pleafetheir wanton Appetites, than to confirm their 

€aith. ’ 

The People of Fernare, Tydore, Bachian, and all the Neighbouring Princes, 
being impatient to put in Execution their defperate Defign, chofe the King 
“of Tydore for their Head, to joyn with him of Fernaze, that had been ex= 
pell’d on account of the Death of ‘Gonzalo Pereyra. Among the Relations 
ufually collected by the Chriftian Curiofity of the Religious Men of the 
Society, we find that thefe Kings met in the little Ifland, which divides 
Ternate from Tydore, betore they went each of them to his proper Poft for 


yperforming what was fiipulated in the Confederacy, and there the King of 
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Tydore, as Chief of the League, fpoke to them in this Manner. Icannort 
mention the Occafion of this our Union, without fhedding Tears, for the Foy 
of the Succefs, which we look upon as prefent, produces the fame Effeds it 
would do, were we already Vidorious. Our Forces are affembledto deliver 
us from the Spanith Yoke, punifhing thofe Men with the Hazard of our 
— Lotal Ruin, whom neither our Benefits could oblige, nor our Threats cor- 
ved. They ave the great Robbers of the World, who ufurp it, by frrowding 
their Avavice under [pecious and godly Pretences. In vain have we endea- 
wour'd to moderate their Pride by Means of our Modeffy and Submifion, 
Lf they meet with Wealthy Enemies, the Portugefes fhow themfeives Cove- 
tous, if with Needy, they are Ambitious; this is the only Nation that 
equally feeks after others Wealth and Miferies. Theyrob, kill, and fubdue, 
taking away our Dominions under falfe Titles, and think they have no fer- 
tled Feace, till they have redue‘d the Provinces into Defarts. We poffe/s 
the moft fruitful Ifands in Afia, only to purchafe Servitude and bafe Sub- 
jetion with their Produ, converting this bleffed Bounty of Heaven into 
Tribute paid tothe Ambition of Intruding Tyrants. Experience bas fhow'd 
ww, how odiow our Valour hasbeen tothe Chriftian Commanders, whom, for 
the fame Reafon, we muft never hope to find more modeft, or lefs our Ene- 
mies, Affure your felves then, and remember, both Kings and Subjeds, 
hoth you who feek Glory, and you who provide for your Safety, that nei~ 
ther of thefe is to be had without Liberty, nor this without War ; nor is 
the War to be maintain’d without Courage and Unanimity. The Power of 
the Portuguefes is increafed, and on it their Reputation depends. Having 
then difcover'd the Myftery, and Caufe of this Tyranny, who is there that 
will not prepare to try the utmoft of Fortune, to purchafe the greateft of 
human Felicitiesswhich is Liberty. Other Nations, which when they bear of 
our Kefolution, willcall it Defpair and Savagenefs; if they weigh ir with 
the Occafion, will rather Commend than go about to find Excufes for us. 
Befides, every Man knows what is fit fov his Religion, his Honour and bis 
Country, better than thofe who judge of thefe Things at a Diftance. In 
foort, What i Life worth without Liberty ? 
Thofe incenfed Kings, made fuitable Returns to thefe Words, and ha- 
ving taken proper Meafures to commence and carry on ithe Vi ar, went: 


away in their Veffels, without lofing’ Time, or admitting of Delay ; as- 


well knowing the many Dangers agreat Undertaking is expos’d to, which 
depends on Secrecy, and is imparted to many. 
On the Day appointed, allthe Natives departed the City of 7 ernate 


in Confufion, .and loaded with their Children, and 


Portuguefes of their Dekign, and thatthe People of Ternate abandon‘d the 
Country, they fet Fire to the City in feveral Places ; the Flames began to 
take hold and fpread, till they met, and of many fmall ones became one 
general Conflagration, with hideous Noife and Cries; for not only the 
oufes were burnt, which had for fo many Ages belong‘d to their Fore- 
father, and Anceftors, but all that attraéts the Affection to our Native 
Country, the Temples, all their worldly Treafure, and the Bounty of Na+ 
ture; for the open Country began new to feel the Defolation, the ie 
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Lakes and Springs, the Rocks, and the very Sea it felf fhin‘d, boil‘d up» 
and crack'd, and the Fire receiv‘d into. the fubterraneous Caverns, lying in. 
the hollow Mountains, pierc‘d into the deepeft Receffes,. roaring and over-- 
turning Stones and Treess. In the mean while, the People travell‘d to-- 
wards the Defarts, looking back to view the Effects of their Revenge.. 
Triftan de Atayde, amaz‘d to behold that dreadful Practice, having arm‘d 
fome Soldiers, fent Meflages to the Queen and Governours, to propofe 
fome Accommodation, and appeafe that inhumane Rage. He promis’d to.. 
make Satistaction, and that all Things fhould be fet right, but it avail‘d 


nothing ; for they rather grew more furious, and would not hearken to. | 


any Propofal, oradmit of Treaty, that mightmake them flacken in their- 
Refolution. Being come. to thofe Places which. Nature has made ftrong. 
among the Rocks, they arm‘d, and in Parties fell upon the Chriftians, . 
lying in wait for them when they went out for Wood or Water, and killing, 
or wounding them by Surprize:. The Edict was put.in Execution through- 
outall the lands at the fame Time; deftroying all the Portuguefés that 
were inthem.. Inthe City Momoya, they: kill’d eighte:thatwere with F,. 
Francis: Alvarez, buthe fled to a Ship, after receiving feveral Wounds. 
IntheIfland of Chion, the Head of Moratay; they alfo flew the Prieft,. 
Simon: Vaz.3 an. Infidel. rufhing into his Chamber, broke in Pieces the. 
Pidure of the Bleffed Virgin, he found there painted ona Board but Hea- 
ven fuffer’d him not to go unpunifh‘d, for his Hands -drop‘d off on the- 
Spot, and he dy’d a. few Days after.. It was further obferv‘d, that wizh-. 
in a Year there was. not one left alive of all his Race, which was deftroy’d. 
in War, and: by other Misfortunes and Calamities ; as the laft of them 
was fifhing, a Needle Fifh fprung out.of the Water, and ftruck him with. 
the Snout in the Eye, whereof hedyed. The whole Town perifh'd mife~. 
gably within afew Years. Triffan de Atayde foon receiv’d the News of 
this Slaughter of the Portuguefes, and fo fucceffively of the others, 
throughout all the Iflands. Heencourag’d his Men,.and labour’d to hide 
his Concern for being fhut up-among fo many Enemies ; he regulated the 
Diftribution of Provifions ; fent out feveral Spies, to get Information of 
the Enemies Motions and Defigns ; and order’d the Guard: upon’ King. 
Acrio, who was in the Fort, to be always watchful, for the more Securi- 
ty, leaving only the Nurfes, and other Women that attended him. Then. 
heagain employ‘d other Perfons to propofe a-Peace to the Queen, and the- 
King of Zydore, with ample Commiffion to offer advantageous Conditions, 
which. were to be immediately perform‘d:; but all prov‘d ineffectual, for 
an Accident. which foon happen’d'confirm‘d the Enemies Obftinacy.. 
. Catabruno, Governour of Gilolo, and Tutor. to the Infant King, finding _ 
his Ufurpation.eftablifi‘d by Time, and a good’ Difpofition in the Minds 
of his Accomplices, poifon'd the King ; and’ pofleffing himfelf of the — 
Palace and: Forts, afcended_the Throne, making the Subjects fwear Alle~ 
giance to him, Tho’ no Man in all thofe Eaftern Parts expected any. 
other Event, yet was it look‘d upon as moft certain, that Triffan de 
Atayde: was confenting to the Poifoning, and his Ufurpation; befides: 
ether Circumftances produe’dito prove his Guilt, it was notorious, that 
Atayde tent Catabruno a Robe of blew Velvet, which he wore the Day | - 
dae rebell’d, and was fworn King. God foorder‘d it, that as foonas he’ _ 
was 
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was poffefs'd of the Kingdom, he broke his Faith with Zriftan de Atayde, 
and confederared with the other United Princes, proving the greateft Ene- 
my the Portyguefes had; tor he fitted out numerous Fleets wherewith he 
wair’donall the Chriftians of thofe Iflands, threatning and tormenting 
them that they might renounce their Faith. 9 
_Atthis time the Governour of India, tho’ there were fome Troubles at 
‘Goa, and in other Places, fent Succours toTernate, becaufe it was towards 
the End of Summer, and one muft of Neceflity go to fucceed the Govers 
— mour., Autony Galvam was the Man appointed, who laid out above too00 
Ducats of his own towards reftoring the Places that had been burnt, by 
which it may be truly {aid, he redeem‘d the Moluccos. He was defirous, 
not only to People, but even to enlarge Ternate, and to this Purpofe he 
treated with fome poor marry’d Men, and needy Families, to go over with 
him and their Wives and Children to thofe Iflands ; the fame he did with 
Men and Women, who were-léwd Livers, that they might mend their 
Lives.inanother Country, and embrace the legal State of Matrimony ; to 
which End, he jent them Money, and’ provided Neceflaries for their Voy- 
age. Inthe meanwhile, the Tyrant Careabruno, affembled his Forces, and 
mov'd againit the City AMomoya, where the Sangiack of it liv‘’d, who had 
been before anignorant Idolater, but then a Chriftian Prince. He finding 
himfelfinferiour in Power, retired into a F ort, with his Wife, Children 
and Family. Some Rortuguefes fent him by Lriftan de Atayde, not daring 
to truft themfelves {hut up there with him, withdrew into the Moun~ 
tains, where they were foon kill’d, purfuant to the Edi@ of the League. 
Catabruno enter‘d the City, without any Oppofition, where he exercis‘a 
his Cruelty, becaufe the wretched Inhabitants would not quit it ; and ma- 
bY new converted Chriftians recanted for Fear, or thro’ the Violence of 
Torments, Being Maiter of the City, he laid Seige to the Fort, giving 
it feveral furious Affaults, which Don Fobn withitood, making a refolute 
Detence, aid in fome Sallies return'd V ictorious ; yet his Example pre- 
vail‘dnot on his People, as it ufually does where it meets with generous 
Souls ; fo that this Prince foon difcover'd how faint-hearted moft of them 
were ; he fufpected that fervile Fear would dégenerate to fuch Bafenefs, 
that they would deliver him up to his Enemy, and therefore like a brave 
Man, he prefently bent his Thoughts to fecure the Salvation of his Soul. 
dle knew Catabruno valu’d himfelf upon his Zeal forthe Law of Maho- 
met, and therefore {par'd the Lives of all Chriftians that Apoftatiz‘d, put- 
tng to Death fuch as prov'd ftanch and conftant ; hefear‘d his Wife and 
_ Children, being pufilanimous, would fail in the Confeffion of their Faith, 
and being fill‘d with this Spirit, drew his Cimiter, ran tothem, and 
dthecding Tears, which were not the Effect of Cowardice, flew them one 
after another, firft telling them his Reafons for fa doing, and that tho‘ in 
the Eyes of the World he might appear inhumane, yet confidering the 
Salvation of their Souls, what he did was a Religious Magnanimity, 
and therefore they ought rather to thank him forit. This was a miftaken 
Notion; and to go through ftitcH with it, he would, {till perfifting in 
the fame Error, have kill'd himfelf, bur that he was hinder'd by his own 
Servants, who to purchafe the Tyrant‘s Pardon, deliver‘d up to him that 
Chriftian Prince, who had been fo ill advisd by his Zeal. Ae brought 
G2 ‘ ’ before 
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before Catabruno, who was inform’d how cruelly he had flain his Wife 


and Children, he ask’d, hin, Why he had undertaken: fo barbarous and © 


inhumane an Action? Don Fohn anfwer’d him with great Courage and 
Undauntednefs, dt that Time, and in my Thoughts, I had more regard to 
the Salvation of their Souls, than to the preferving of their Lives. I mii~ 
Sirufted the Sex, their Age, andyour Torments,. and would not hazard their 
perfifting in the true Faith. Souls are Immortal, and I took nothing from 


gry Children that they can feel the want. of, or which Time, or your Sword: 


would not have depriv‘d them of , the latter.we fhould all have been thank~ 
fulto, asthe Inflrument of the Divine Will. But I much more dreaded 
your Pardon and Mercy, by which you might have perverted their Minds, 


with thofe Soothings which pleafe frail Mortality. I being more refolute, 


tho’ expos'd to all your Fury, am:fo far. from fearing the Effeds, either of 
your Torments or Intreaties, that I fhall look wpon you as God's. Executioner, 


and.were it his Will, that you fhould take away-my Life, I foould receive a | 
greater Benefit from your Sword, than from your Mercy. Catabruno; en-— 


rag’d at his Anfwer, order’d him to be kill’d ; but the Tyrant’s own 
Friends, who.lov’d Don Fabn, the Sangiack,, carry’d him: out: of. the 
Room, and contriv’d he fhould have his Liberty, and be reftor’d. Their 
Intreaties prevail’d on Catabruno,. and he liv’d many: Years after in his 


own Dominions, with a,.Chriftian Conftancy, confeffing his indifcreet, — 


Zeal, which had caufed his own Sword to deprive him of Wife and Chil- 
dren. A Mind truly. worthy the beft Part of Europe, and not to be the 


Product of the moft remote barbarous Nations; and highly cammendable,. P 


had it been directed by more folid Rules, to curb that Fiercenefs, fo oppo- 
fite to all natural and divine Laws, which Jooks upon fuch, horrid Mur- 
ders, as a Piece of Piety. 


Triftan de Atayde was troubl’d at thefe Misfortunes, which were almoft — 
under his Eyes; tho’ he wanted nor for others nearer, for the People of’ 
Lernate being naw Mafters of the Iland, burnt all the new and old Towns,. 


belonging either to themfelves, or the Chriftians, and amongift othersg thofe 
of Trutupalate, Calamata, and Ifico, yet they met with brave Oppofition in 


them all, and they coft much Blood. Twice our Men went, out to Fight 
the Tydore Fleet, which came within fight of the Fort, and tho’ they both 
times retir’d Shatter’d, and well. Beaten, the Barbarians had not much _ 


caufe to Boaft of their Vidtory, for Abundance of them were kild, and. 
The Confederates fitted out-other numerous _ 


fearce any went off unhurt. 


Fleets, wherewith they much Streightened the Chriftians in the Fort, till. 
Antony Galvam arriv’d, who was at this time Sailing. But Relief came 


before, Don stephen de Gama, fending a Galeon laden with Provifiens and _ 


4immunition to Lernaze, under the Command of Simon Sodre. The Galeon 
arriv’d fafe, and with it the-Support of 
took Heart, and ventur’d to go abroad, {preading themfelves about the 
ifland, and going into the Woods, met with ruin’d Buildings, the remains. 
whereof itill fmoked, and when it was Dark, they obferv’d the high Flames 
on the Mountains. However they made Incurfions upon the Barbarians, 
and throughout all'the Mlands there were hourly Engagements, either with 
the Chriftian Inhabitants, or the Soldiers of the Forts; and at Sea they 
heard the Martial Mufick, which Sounded whilft th 


AManfully, and at that time was dreadful. In 
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In the mean while Captain 4/varado, a Spanifo Gentleman, fent by Fer- 
dinand Cortes to Ternate, that the Valour he had fhown in thofe Parts, fer- 
ving God and his King, might not lie idle, difcover’d the Iflands of the 
Papuas, and fought thofe Barbarians with Refolvtion, tho’ the Portugue/e 
Hiftories affign the Honour of this Difcovery to Don George de Menefes 
- who arriv’d at them in the Year 1526, as we have feen. The great Com- 
mander Alvarado alfo Difcover’d other Iflands, call’d Gelles, in one De- 
. gree of North Latitude,and Eaft from Ternate, 125 Leagues from Batochina. 
The Natives of thofe Iflands are like thofe of the Moluccos in Colour, Ha~ 
and Cuftoms,. differing only in Language, which is peculiar to them-- 
felves. 

Antony Galvam fail’d from Malaca with the proper Monfon, with 
the Men, and all Neceffaries to fight, and fettle Colonies. When he was 
pat the Ifland Borneo, and the ridges of Rocks which lie under Water, in 
fight of that Coaft, as F. Marta, the fefuit, writes to the Governor Gomez 
Perez, and appears by his Papers, in Sight of Malaca he Difcover’d a great 
Fleet of Carcoas, and other Chinefe Ships, with Sails made of Cahes,.and 
Palm-Tree Leaves wove together. He was foon fatisfy’d, that they were 
the Auxiliaries which had joyn’d the Fanguas of Tydore and Catabruno, 
whe, with the expell’d King of Ternate, were Cruzing to meet the Portz. 
guefes, or Spaniards, that thould-come into their Seas. Galvam -order’d his 
Men to be in a Readinefs, to clear his Guns, and prepare all Things, doing 
the Duty of a Commander, and of a Soldier. The Enemy drew up in three 
Lines, each of its particular Nation, as if the Portuguefes had.many Ships. 
He was himfelf in the Trading Galeon, and with it 4 Pink, and another 
{mall Veflel, wherein, among the Marry’d Men, and Families unfit -for that 
Service, there were fome few that could take up Arms, The Infidels drew 
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near, but without Artillery, the Gilolo Archers let fly‘a great number cf” 


Arrows upor.our Men, and then one Line fhearing off, the other difcharg‘d, . 


the Air refounding, being peire’d by the Darts, and Calabays, or Staves 
- hardned at the Fire. Galvam not regarding the Danger, tho’ at firft he de- 
fended himfelf with Fights and Planks; when he-thought-they had {pent 
moft of thofe flying-Weapons, among which they fir’d fome Muskets, he 
began to play his great Guns, tearing their Veffels, and deftroying the Men. 
He Sunk a confiderable number, and Took feveral, becaufe they fought dif- 


orderly, ‘relying, as it were a Land-fight; on the Multitude of ‘their Sol-- 


diers, as ours did on their Valour, and Experience, But Galvam, whofe 


Bufinefs it was to get to Ternate; held’ om his Voyage, and arriv’d Arrives as 
~ there as he defir’d. His Men landed in that: difmal: Solitude, among Ternate. 


Smoke and Ruins. The Joy. of thofe who were in the Fort, and the extra~ 
ordinary Relief, coming quite unhop’d for; were an Encouragement to 
them all. The Clergy came out to: receive him, the Soldiers fhouting 
amidft the Divine Hymns, confounding the Proceffion, and their Satis- 
faction. It was a Pleafure to behold,and they gazed on him as a Deliver- 
 erfent from Heaven, Triftan de Atayde refign’d his Pott, and Antony Gal- 

vam took Poffeffion, enquir’d into the Nature of the Confederacy, and the 
Fame of his Arrival being fpread Abroad, Things began to’ mend. To this 


Furpofe he arrefled Tviffan de. drayde, and afterwards fent him to God. 


He had before fent. Meffengers x0. the Queen, to acquaint her with his At- 


rivals, 
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Strength 


rival, and the End of it, which was to ferve her, and retrieve all the Mif= 
chiefs an mordinate Defire of Revenge had occafion’d. . In the mean while 
he began to repair the City, the Colonies, Churches, Keys, and Houfes, 
diftribuung thofe Families he had brought with him. Nor did he negle@ 
Husbandry, but planted Vines brought from Portugal, which he foon faw 
grown up into fubftantial Vinyards. He deliver’d to the Clergy the new 
Conftitutions drawn up by Cardinal Hen) ,afterwards the lait K. of the Houfe 
of Portugal. He offer’d Peace to all that would comply, fent Religious Men. 
to inculcate to thofe who liv’d like Outlaws, the Love of their Country, 
its re-eflablifhment, and how difhonourable it was to them to make choice 
of a Life like that of wild Beafts, onlv for a cruel Satisfadtion. 
The Queen, who not to fpeak-of her natural Fiercenefs, expected to fee 


of the Na- her Son reftor’d, and fet at Liberty, and to drive away the Portngnefes,

would not give Ear to any Accommodation. The greateft Burden of the 
§ 


War lay then upon Zydore, where the Confederate Kings, with the depo~ 
fed Dayalo, a moft Fierce Man, gather’d above bifty Thoufand Fighting 
Men ; but they had not yet enclofed that City with a Wall and Ditch, be- 
ing fatisfy’d with having built a Fortupon high Rocks, whence they {pread 
abroad to pick up the Fithermen, and other Portuguefes that went out from 
Lernate to get Provifions,.and thence they infefted that dangerous Coaft. 
Galvam fearing left the Prolonging of the War fhould reduce him to the 
former difficulties, fent other Meffengers to treat of Peace, and perfwade 
thofe obftinate Kings, to Publifh an Oblivion of all paft Wrongs, without 
taking Notice of the late engagement, offering them mighty Prefents, to 
purchafeCommerce at the Price of them. They being puffed up with fome 
good Succefs, and their mighty Power; would not hearken to any Propofals 
Peace; but on the contrary, as Majfaus Writes, they return’d an Anfwer 
very abufive to the Portuguefes. -Galvam imploring the Affiftance of Hea- 
ven, fo managed the Affair, that it was look’d upon as amazing, even by 
{uch as view Things impartially. Nor would it be credible, unlefs con- 
firm’d by other Enterprizes of his fuitable ta this. He had only four Tall 


fails over Ships, and a few fmaller Veffelsin the Port; thefe he fpeedily form’d into 
to Attack # Squadron, putting in 4oo Men, 170 of them Portuguefes, the reft to make 


Shem, 


up the Number, Slaves, and the common fort of Ternate. He left Triffan 
de Acayde with fome Men to defend the Fort, and fecure Sultan Aerio, and 
fail’d away himfelf for Zydore, without meeting any Enemy, the reafon of 
it not known, and lay by in a fafe Place, about a Musket-fhot from that 
Ifland. Being come to an Anchor, he took a full View of the Multitude 
that guarded the Shores, confidering the Nature of the Country, and Situa- 
tion of the City. Having called a Council of War, he refolv’d to Storm 
‘the Fort on the high Rock, then little regarded, the Confederates thinking 
‘themfelves fafe. He madea Speech to them in plain Terms, without any 
Rhetorlcal Ornaments. Thefe are the fame People, {aid he, we have fonew- 
‘dy Vanguify'd, to reftore whom to the Liberty they defire, would be a matter 
of fmall moment did they when poffeffed of it allow the Freedom of preaching 
the Gofpel. This is the Caufe we are imbark’d in, Whothen can doubt of 
Vidory, or not wifh to Die for the obtaining of it? As thefe Enemies ave the 
fame we Defeated, fo ave we the fame Vidors ; fo that Ineed not have Re- 
courfe to Foreign Examples, to encourage you. Their Difokedience and 
eefileffne/s is of along flanding, it will be but reafonable that our Aims 
ade 
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add one Vidorious Day to fo many Turbulent Years, that fo we may lay the 
Ax to the Root of Rebellion, They call us Tyrants; that does not at all 
trouble me; becaufe after the Vifory, we foall have the Opportunity of 
@ifpelling that Slander by our Moderation. 


They would not fuffer Galvam to put an end to his Speech, all of them The man- 
_ prefiing earneftly to Fight, and he refolving to make himfelf Mafter ner of tle 
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of the Rock, as he had contriv’d, picked out 120-Portuguefes, and made out Attack. 


300 from among the Reft, leaving the’ Remainder to fecure the Ships, and 
keep the: Enemy in Play, if they fhould attack them; making fhow of a 
teater Number, by appearing in feveral Places, and fhouting, by which 

uch as fear areeafily impofed upon. Inthe mean while, Galvam having 

taken-a Native of Tydore, and oblig’d him to ferve for a Guide, fet out at 
the fourth Watch in the Night with his Men, through by-ways remote 

from the City, over-grown with Brambles, and fcarce practicable, and with 
the greateft filence he could came to the Top of the Mountain. The Por- 
tuguefes had march’d the greateft Part of the Way by the firft Dawn of 
Day, and refting them. a little trom the Fatigue, defcry’d the Enemy’s fhi- 

ning» Helmets and their Feathers on them. Ga/vam then beginning, all the 

reft raifed the Cry, Zo Arms, to Avms, The Confederates, with Horrid. 
Shouts, which refounded on the Rocks, and in the Woods, made ready for 
their Defence, notwithftanding the furprize ; but foon perceived they fhould. 
falla Prey to our Men. The Fight began, and King Dayalo, entag’d for: 
that he had been depos’d, appear‘d the foremoft with fome Troops, to fecure- 
the Paffes, and advanced to meet rhe Portuguefes ina Plain. They avoid- 
ed him not, and both Parties mixing, much Blood was fpilt. Dayalo was: 


vifible by his bright Helmet, adorn’d with Variety of ftanding high Fea- Ring off 


thers, and his Body cover’d with a Steel Coatof Mail, brandifhing with 
both Hands a. Lance, as like a fmall Yard of a Ship, and charging with 
defperate Fury; bur happ’ning to rufh in among our Pikes and Musketiers, 
unadvifedly, he receiv’d feveral Wounds on all Sides, and fell down raging, 
He was wenderful ftrong, and flarted up immediately ;. concealing his 
Wounds and Pain, and beginning a frefh Charge in the firft Ranks, for 
- fear of difcouraging his Men. He Fought a.confiderable Time; but not. 
__ being Drefs’d, and the Action caufing the Blood to run the fafter, his Eye 
_ fight fail’d him, and he dropt a fecond Time, faying to. his Guards, Move 
hence as faft asyou can, and carry me carefully that the Dozs, fo he call’d: 
the Portuguefes, may not have the, Satisfadion of cutting my Body in Pieces. + 
His Soldiers. did fo, net without great Danger ;. and he foon after he had 
been carry’d off, ‘gave up his haughty Soul. His Forces daunted by this 


_ Accident, turn’d their Backs, hiding themfelves among the Rocks and Bram-= The-Indi= 
bles, throwing down their Arms, and getting off through almoft inaccefli- ans routed 


ble Ways. Others return’d to the City, and meeting fome Troops that 
march’d to their Affiftance, made them return another: Way. The Portu- 
guefes follow’d the Chace, killmg fuch as Add, and Galvam came to the 
Fort, with the Lofs of only one Slave. This Vidtory, which happen’d on 
the Feaft of St. Thomas, the Apotftle, in the Vear 4537, humbled the Pride 
of the Confederates; was afcrib'd to the Interceflion of that Apoftle, and 
they obferv’d a folemn Thankfgiving. The Fort was fired with good 
_ Advice, for the Citizens and Traders, teeing the Flames fa near, Hemcus 

' + theiz: 
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their Houfes, and departed the City with the flying Multitude. Galvan 
was now coming down from the Hill, having drawn together his Men, 
and form’d them into {mall Bodies, with found of Trumpets and Singing, 
‘to make his Victorious Entry into that City, now void of Defendants, and 
full of Wealth. 
fpur‘d them on to take Poffeffion of that ineftimable Booty, for all the 
Merchants had brought their Effects to Zydore, as the fafeft Place. Galvam 
order’d to fet Fire to the Houfes, all which were confum’d with their 
harmlefs Treafure, in Sight of thofe who had hop‘d to be Mafters .of 
ir; only the Provifions being :providentially fav‘d. 

‘Of the People of Zydore as many were taken -as did not in Time faye 
themfelves by Flight.; asalfo a Junk inthe Port, and feveral other fmall 
Veffels. The Enemies afterwards perifh’d in other fmaller A@ions, 
The daunted King, hafted Home’ to fecure their own Lands, difolving 
the Confederacy, and ‘being fufficiently warn’d, gave Ear to, and 
Peace con- embrac’d Propofals’ of Peace ; taking leave of him of Iydore, and agreeing 
cluded, ‘with -Galvam, whofe Vertue and Difcretion gain’d fo much upon 

‘Cachil Rade, that King’s Brother, that he came toa Conference with 
him and concluded a Peace upon certain Conditions. The King of Tydovre 
oblig’d himfelf to reftore Galvan the Cannon ; notto affift the Enemies of 
Portugal; not to permit the Clove to be difpos’d of into any other Hands 
than the Portuguefe Officers; and to fell it as was ufual at Ternate. Gaj- 
vam went over next to fubdue Gilo/o, and the other Kings, all which he 
compafs’d fuccefsfully.. The Queen aifo fubmitted, either on Account of 
the King of Tydore‘s Falfhood, or that, as fhe faid, {he grew <weary.of the 
War, or elfe becaufe the depostd King was kill‘d. .Catahruno was ap~ 
peas‘d by-Galvams good Behaviour, and accepted of Conditions, among 
which the chieteft was, that Galvam fhould fet Sultan derio at Liberty. 
Thus the Confederacy was diffolv’d, and the Maluccos laying -down 


Arms, fubmitted again, Provifions were furnith’d.as before, and the Crops 
and Trade -of Spice were reftor’d. ; Q

burnt. 


Sultan Sultan Aerio attended by the Chriftians and Gentiles, Dancing, and ma. 
‘Actio king other demonftrations of Joy, went from the Foit to his Palace, where 
King of ~he remain’d with his Guard, and Family. Before he Marry’d, tho” he ne- 
Ternate, Ver wanted for Concubines, he in Perfon took a Progrefs to the principal 
places in his Dominions of Ternate, Moutil, and Machian. Thofe in the 

_ ‘Fort attended and affifted him, together with the Sangiacks, who went all 

about that Archipelago, firft on that fide they call Del Moro, that is towards 

Batochina, and is diftant from the Moluccos 60 Leagues Northward begin- 

ning at the Iles of Doe, two Leagues to the Point of Bicoe, All thefe are 

‘Inhabited by “Wild People. - 
Batachina, Barochina is 250 Leagues in Compafs, and Subject to two Kings, which 


that is Gi-. aF€ thofe of Gylolo, and Lolada. This laft is Ancienter than all thofe of 
lolo de- the Moluccos, or in thofe Seas, and formerly was the moft Powerful; but 
gferib® 7, now the Weakett. The Inhabitants of the North part of Batochina are 
‘Savage, without any King, Laws, ot Towns, living in Deferts. Thofe on 
the Eaft-fide have populous Towns, on the Sea Shore; and tho’ they fpeak 
feveral Languages, yet they underfland one another. This Coaft they call’d 


Mor otia, that is, Land Moor. The other Iflands oppofite are call'd Morotay, 
thar 


Confidering that the Avarice of the Victorious Soldiers ~ 
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‘that is, Sea-Moor, and all thofe Ifles breed deceitful, brutal and daftardly 

Men. Only the City Moncoya is Warlike. It ever wanted Laws, Weights, 
»Meafures, Coin, Gold, Silver, and all other Metals, anda King; but it . 

is overftock‘d with Provifions, Arms, Idols, and Devils {peaking in them. 

The Women Till the Land. Each of thefe Towns is Govern‘d by a Magi-~ 

dirate chofen by the People ; they pay him no Taxes, but have Regard to 

his Defcent.. The Moluceo Kings conquer‘d them, ‘and every one kept what 

he could get ; the better. part belongs to him of Ternate, and lefs to the 

King of. Lydore, whofe Dominions were enlarg‘d by the Power of Spain. 

They went on to eftablith their Poffeflions among the Papuas, or Papous, 

Eaft from the Moluecos, being Ilands little reforted to, becaufe many of 

them are all encompafs‘d with Flatsand Shoals. The Natives of them are 

Black, like the Cafres ; they wear their Hair wound about in large curl‘d 

Locks, their Vifages lean andugly. The Name of Papuas in their Lan: Papuas, o¥ 
guage fignifies Blacks, being a tiern People, enur‘d to Labour, and fit for Papous. 
any piece of Treachery. All their Ilands are fubjeét to Kings, and abound 

in Gold, which they do not Tranfport, becaufe no Man lays up any more 

of it than is us‘d in their Ornaments. Among thefe Black-men there are 
fome as White and fair as the Germans; if thefe go out in the Sun, they 

are ftruck blind, tho they do not luok at it. .Thofe in Spain are call‘d 
Altinos ; yet fome of them are ftrong, and can behold any Objea. Among 
thefe Papwas there are many deaf. As tothe Extent of this Country, if we 

may believe the Accounts of Spanifh Pilots, who have fail‘d that way, 
thefe Iflands runalong’a vaft Continent, which terminates at the Streights 

of Magellan. Thefe Kings entertain Friendfhip with Ternate, whither 

they fent Embaffadors, and as much as was here fubje@ to the Moluccos, 

had no’ Share inthe defperate Fury of the League. So did thofe of Cele- 

tes to the Weftward, being many notable Iflands, the great Ifland Celeses 

it felf, as allo Mindanas ; fo thofe of Bifaya, abounding in Iron ; Maf- 
caga, and Masbate, which have much Gold, as well as Mindanas ; that | 
af Sologo, and others producing Provifions, Spice, Sanders, Eaglewood, 
Cinnamon, Camphire, Tortothell, Ginger, and. Long Pepper. Some of Other 
thefe Ilands are fubje€t to the King of Borneo, others to thofe of Tydore Ifands, 

and Bachian, but the moft to him of Ternate. The People are generally © 

treacherous ; many of them go naked, painting their Bodies in Falcage, 
and other Figures; their Hair long, hanging on their Backs, or elfe knot= 
ted, and cut {hort over the Forehead,like our Peafants ; their Faces large; 

their Teeth well thap’d and black; and their Ears bor’d. The Natives of 

Celebes axe filthy, and vile in their Behaviour ; the Aquino@ial paffes Calebes 
over their Ifland, which is full of little Towns ; a whole Race living in’ “°"°*** 
every Houfe. On their Walls they hang the Hair of thofe they have kill’d 

in War; and the greateft number of them is moft Honourable. There are . 
among them feveral forts of. Monftrous Produétions. One of thefe isa 

Tree bearinga vaft Head, the thade whereof kills any Man that lyes down 

under it on the Weft-fide, unle(s he immediately lye down on the Eaft- 
fide; the fame fhade at only‘a Yard diftance being an Antidote againtt its 
‘oppefite Malignity.. In thefe Towns there are horrid Stews of Sodomy ; 

tho there ate no fuch at Ternate 3 but they have’ gone as far as Auboyna : 

which lyes South of it, Among the Moluccos there are many Iflands a 
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ject to their own Chiefs, full of excellent Waters, and delightf@] Banks- 


Formerly they were free, aiterwards conquer’d by the Kings of Ternate 


and Tydore ; againft whom they alfo rebell’d, and fubmitted to the Queen 
of Fapara, and many Chriftian Towns were fubje& to the Portugue/fes. 
They yield above 20c0 Hundred Weight of Cloves Yearly ; which the 


Faos are Mafters of, none being to obftrud them ; they goover and Bar~. 


ter, and carry it away in their Junks.. We {peak elfewhere of their Fer- 


tility. Our Relations tell us, they producea fort of Reeds,-or Canes, av | 


bove fifty fathom long, and no thicker than.a mans little finger. South 


from. Amboyna lye the Ilands of Banda ; and about 300 Leagues’ to the 4 


Eaftward;fome affirm,there is one which isall ever anentire Mine of Gold, 


and the Natives not above a Yard high. If this be fo, and thefe the true — 


Pigmies, who will look upon the Battels mention’d in Homer’s 3d Iliad, 


betwixt them and the Cranes, as Fabulous. .Thofe fcatter’d Dominions 
Were again united and fubmitted to Sultan derio, whofe Marriage Solem- 


nities, Building of Mafques, Publick -Feftivals, and. other’ Works of 


Peace, we muft pafs over in filence, as not proper for our purpole, they 
being only a pleafiag fort of Digreflions. 


The Kings. of Portugal fent feveral Commanders in Chief to Ternate, - 
and Jaftin.the Year 1570, Fames Lopez de Mezquita, who had command- 


ed on the Molucco. Seas, took Poffeffion of the Fort. In his Time Sultan: 
Aerio, a courteous and affable Man, continu‘d in Subje&tion to Portugal; 
valuing himfelf upon being true to his Word in all his A@ions. Never- 
thelefs, there wanted: not fome ill-meaning Perfons, who miflik‘d his Go- 
vernment, and pretended that he did not exercife his Power legally. They 
faid, he had given, way to. thofe Vices, into.which luxurious Princes are 


wont to fall ; thofe being generally the Fruits of a long Peace. They fan- 


cy‘d, he retain‘d the Memory of paft Tragedies ; and particularly his Mo- 
ther‘s inhuman End, and therefore perfecuted our Religion; tho at the 
fame Time the Memories of thefe Days do not charge him with any Tem- 
poral Difobedience, or wantof Fidelity ; but they rather compar‘d him ta 
Mafiniffa, King of Numidia; and fay the Portuguefes ought to have refpe- 
cted him, as the Romans did the other... The Commander hearing of thofe 
Abufes, and fearing greater might enfue, fome Religious Men encreafing 
his Jealoufie, he endeavour‘d to redrefs them by Friendly Admonitions, 


and other Contrivances. Thofe Methods had no effect on him, for he an= — 
fwer‘d, he was in his, own Dominions, where, without. offence to the _ 
Portuguese Soveraignty, he might live as he pleastd. « Mezquita refolving — 
to try harfher means, fince the others did not at) all move the King, nor 
make him uneafie, as relying on his Innocéncy.; began to deprive him of ~ 
his Revenue, and the Income of the Spice ; threatning alfo, that he would, — 


in all other Refpects, execute the laft Will made by his Brother Tabarija, 
wherein he appointed the King of Portugal for his Heir; or at left would 


treat him fo. like an inferior Perfon, that he fhould fcarce be able to-affume hs 
the Name of King; for fuch isthe Punifhment they are lyable to, whodo _ 


not obferve that. Decorum which was' inviolable in their Anceftors. 


Cachil Babu, Son to Sultan Aerio, taking a Progrefs about this Time, 
through his Father’s Iflands, a Subject came to complain to him againft — 
eertain Portnguefes, who had taken away his Daughter ; for which fault a 
hex

ae 
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he order’d them all to be kill’d, as if they had been accefiary to the ravi- 
fhing of the Maid. He had no Dire@tions, nor fo much as the confent of 
King Aerio for this exorbitant Command, which took no effeét. On the 
contrary he afterwards fo generoufly refented 1t, that he order’d the Prince P 
‘to be feiz’d, and would have punifh’d him feverely, had he not been hin- 
‘dred by thofe the wrong was offer’d to. This plain Demonftration was The Por- 


not fufficient to divert the Portuguefe Commander from imputing the Sons Pence 


Fault to the Father, contrary to all Reafoh and Likelihood. All difcreet Wie and 


Methods us’d by well-meaning Perfons to reconcile them two, failing ; fad hi 
Fames Lopez by his fangs Authority, which generally is moft unreafona~ Se. 
Die, the farther it is fron? the Prince, from whom it is deriv’d, prefum’d . 
‘to imprifon the Sultan ; being drage’d away from a Pleafure-Houfe, 
‘where he was paffing the Heat of the Day, among his Women. His Sub- 
jects lov’d him, and their Refentment for this wrong. was proportionable 
to their Affection ; nor did the Poriuguefes approve of the Fad. The 
Commander perceiving that al] Men were againtft him, and that after all 
Enquiries and Examinations, the King’s Caufe ftill appear’d the better, 
_and his Fidelity was more vifibly made out, he gave him his Liberty, to 
the great Satisfaction of his Kingdoms,which were.attentive to the Evenr; 
but upon Condition he fhould go to Goa to clear himfelf, where he expeét- 
ed they would cut off his Head, upon the Informations he would fend a- 


gainft him. The King fet out, and before he came to Malaga, the Vice- The Vice. 


roy writ to him, begging he would return to his Kingdom, for he was roy ac~ 


fully convinc’d of his Innocence, and promis‘d to punifh the Caufer of quits hints 


thofe Troubles ; but at that Time, for fome Confiderations, was fatisfy‘d 
swith reproving him. The K. returning toZernare, the; Commander}was fent 
Prifoner toGoa, and had been more feverely punifh’d; but that Fortune pre~ 
ferv‘d him, to bean Inftrument ofthe lofs which has lafted rill our Days. - 
- Within a Year after his Imprifonment he was reftor‘d to his Command 
in Ternate, where he again pradtic‘d againft that King ; for there are fome 
Difpofitions which never part with the Jealoufies they have once conceiv‘d. 


vio had never offer’d any Affront to us either in Spirituals or Temporals, atione 
for which Reafon there never wanted fome grave Perfons in his Court, 
Thefe Zealoufly reconcil‘d them two, and that perfeétlly, as to outward 
Appearance, and that their renew’d Amity might be lafting, the King af- 
fur’d the Commander upon Oath, according to his Sect, that he would 
never privately harbour the leaft Jealoufie of him ; but before he admitted 
of any, would difcover it to him, that fo he might either receive, or make 
Satisfaction; to the end no Accidents might revive any Miftrufts. The 


Pretended 
Ternate was as it were the Metropolis in Religious matters, and King 4e- Reconcili~ 


- Commander made the King the fame folemn Promife, both of them being Fal/hond of 


thus pacify’d, and in the Opinion of all thofe who mediated betwixt them, Mezquita» 


fo Friendly, that none could imagine fuch perfect Amity could ever be dif- 
foly’d. But! there being nothing lefs permanent among Men than Recon- 
ciliations, the Partuguefe Commander reaffuming the‘Hatred which never 
was extinct, or perhaps fo much as lay’d afide, refolv’d to deftroy Sultan 
dervio, when only five Days were elaps’d fince the Re-eftablifhment of their 
Friendfhip {worn toon both fides. This could not be kept fo private, as 
Not to come tothe Sultan’s Ears; but the pan aie that he was a etd 
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his own Sincerity, and the freth Reconciliation, made him think he was. 
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fecure. But if the Nature of Man be fuch as notte: forgive when. it has 
done a Wrong, what can be lefs fecure than injur’d Innocence ? The Com-= 
mander feigns himfelf Sick, and fends to defire the King, that fince he is not: 
able to wait on him in his Palace, he will be pleas’d to honour him with a 
Vifit in the Fort, there to confer with his Highnefs about fome imporiant 
Affairs which concern the King of Portugal, his Mafter, and are not fit to 
be communicated. to any other. * All the Anfwer the King return’d, was to - 
go himfelf to Vifit the Sick Man, thot he had: Information better groun- 
ded than on bear Surmifes, that Martin Antonio Pimentel; the Commanders 
Nephew, had Orders to murder him, as foon as ewer he came into the Forrt.. 
He could not prevail upon himfelf tobelieve a Treacherous Defign; fo far ° 
does Innocence prevail over a generous Soul. But.when-he faw that at 
the Gate, they flopp‘d his Guards, the Sangiacks and Cachiles, that attended. 
bim,he then beganto be convine‘d of theVillany,yet went on without being 
diforder‘d,and {howing an undaunted Countenance. And tho* he could not 
forbear dropping fome Tears, when he took leave of his Sons,. however. 
he prefently compos‘d his Countenance, fo that he was not at all difmay‘d, 
tho‘ in the Commanders Nephew‘s Looks he faw vifible Tokens of his 
Unkles Commiffion. He would have complain‘d to the Commander of the 
Difrefpect of thofe who flopp‘d his Attendance, but they would not fuffer 
him to.goon. The Mask being now laid afide, and the true Defign ap~ 
* pearing, in Violence he call‘d out. to the Sangiacks, but the Gate was thue 
againft him and them. Jimentel came up to. him with a Naked Ponyard, 
and bege‘d his Pardon like an Executioner. The King, without fhowing 
any Surprize, or Diforder, Bid him confider what he was going to dos. 
for there were many left to revenge his Death , befides his Sons and Sub-. 
jects, all the Kings of the Archipelago, as well the Sovereigns. who were in 
Alliance, as thofe who ow‘d Fealty to the Crown of Portugal. This In~ 
fiance, {aid he, will make them dread every Capricious Humour of a Com= 
mander in chief. If fill that Fealoufie furvies, which has fo often been 
Prov'd groundlefs, 1 will deliver my felf up to the King of Portugal; and 
if my Death be of fuch Confequence to you, yet refpite the Execution but a 
little, for at my Age,Time will foon performwbat your Swords are to do. They 
now began to fall upon him, and he feeing a Brafs Cannon, on which were 
the Arms of Portugal, clafping his Arms about it, faid, Chrifians, at leaft 
Siow fome Refpe& to thefe Arms; for you killa King that. has paid the 
greateft Deference to your Crown. This laft Teftimony of his Innocence: 
was of no.Force to appeafe thofe Murderers ; though formerly in Rome, 
the embracing the Statues of the Emperors was fufficient to-deliver Slaves 
from being punifh’d by their Mafters. It may be a Queftion whether his. 
Soul was fav’d; for there are thofe who affirm, he intreated the Murderer 
to permit him to be Baptiz’d; who anfwering, It was then too late, withs 
out granting his Requeft, or any Refpite, ran furioufly upon that Antient 
Prince, who made no Refiftance, and ftabb’d him in.{everal Places, They 
eary’d the Body intoa Vault. The King’s Kindred and Servants heard 
' the Noife, and fufpecting the worft ;_-went away in great Diforder, to the: 
City, where there was already a confufed Rumour of what had happen’d,. 
and being Diftracted, ran fhrieking about the Streets, where nothing was 
‘ to

zo be heard but Weeping, Threats, Complaints and Diforder. 
«The Principal Queen, with the Kings other Wives, and Slaves, his Sons, 
and Prothers, laying a fide all State’ came out of the Palace, already fur- 
rounded by the Multitude, in Confufion and Difpair, and being follow’d by 
moft of the Portuguefes, who no lefs abhorr’d the Fact, ran to: rhe Fort, 
erying out to let them fee their King, as itil] doubting of what they heard. 


The Commander appear’d in Armour on the Wall, and faid, Dhey foould Mezqui- 
Jee him immediatly; and then came upa Soldier, bringing the Kings Head tas; jaye 
with the. Royal Turbant on it. After him came others, wth his Arms, yanizy, 


Legs, and Body cut into {mall pieces, all which they hung upon the Bat- 
tlements in the fight of his People. Afterwards they Salted them, as if 
the perpetuating of the Wrong had been requifite. This was what mott 

rovok'd the. injur‘d People, who no longer able to behold fo inhumane a 
Spectacle, and being befide themfelves, and fearing more Mifchief, return‘d 
with their Family, The Sons out of Refpect to their Fathers Body, went 
away from Ternate to feveral Iflands, tho‘ in Reality they departed to ex- 
cite others by their Prefence, reprefenting the Hideoufnefs, and Horror of 
the Fad ; and to difpofe their Revenge. For the prefent they were fatis- 
fie with fending to complain of the Commander in Chief, _ . 


_ Their Embaflador atriv’d at Goa clad in White, which is the Mourning Com- 
of the Molucco Iflands, and upon the Faith of his. Credentials, acquainted plain‘d of 
the Viceroy with the whole matter; proving the Innocency of the Mur- at Goa.

Power and Authority of the Portugue/e Arms,bad Violated the publick Faith 
and the Lawsof Nature. The Viceroy gave him a favourable hearing,thos 
- By that Time the matter was otherwife reprefented at Goa, at leaft amon 

the Portuguefe Nation. They {aid,That King 4erio going to-vifit the Com- 


mander in Chief, Martin Antonio Pimentel went in with him, and they Falfe pre- 
contended in Words upon fome Point,when the Portugue/e an{wering him ?ences of 
angrily, they fell to their Weapons, and the King was kill’d. in the Quar- #4¢ Portu~ 
rel. They added, That he was Advis’d fo to do, by fome of our Religious guefes. 


Men, who were offended at the Perfecution of the Chriftians, and the Ob- 
Aruding of the King of Portugal's Service. Pimentel. made his Defence 
with the Original Letters, of thof$ who perf{waded. him to. commit the: 
Fad, and whoafterwards fav’d him, However the Viceroy did not Reject 
the Plaintifssbut promis’d to Right them; and to fféw that he defign‘d them 
farther fatisfaction than.a bare. Promife, he fent away the neceflary Sup- 
plies for the Security of the Fort of Tesnaze, and Nuuno Pereyra dela Cerda, 
a Gentleman of Courage, andthe neceflary Sagacity to fucceed the other 
in a Poft where all things were in Confufion. He alfo writ to King Sebaftian: 
of Portugal, acquainting him with the Death of King derio; how Cruelly 
and Unjuftly he had been kill’d; -what a Revolution there was caufe to fear 
it might produces whom he had fent to fucceed Mezquitas, the Orders he 
had to Secure him, as alfo Pimeniel, if he could find him.

robb‘d, and obftruéted Trade. When he had fettled thefe Affairs, he feiz‘d 
the late Commander in Chief, Fames Lopez; but did not punnifh him there, 
in the fight of thofe who had been wrdong‘d, which would have appeas‘d 
them. The new Commander follicited the Kings Sons to return to Ternate, 
and endeavour‘d to give them, and the Kingdom SatisfaGion. He eafily 
convinc‘d them, that the Publick was no way guilty of their Fathers Death, 
but only the Commander Mezquita, who ftould be feverely punifh‘d. That 
he deliver‘d them the Kings Body, to be Bury‘d with dué Honour. That 
they fhould fettle the Succeffion, offering it to Cachil Guarate, derio’s 
Eldeft Son. He told them, the King of Portugal did not fend his Comman- 
ders to be Enemies, but Protectors of the RoyalFamily and State of T ernate, 
and therefore they fhould make ufe of his Arms, as their own.They return‘d 
apparent Thanks for what Pereyna did, and being indifferently fatisfy‘d with 
his Promifes, took the Kings Body. A few Months after, on the Day ap- 
pointed for the Barbarous Obfequies, Embaffadors from the neighbouring 
Kings, and Kingdoms landed at the City, who all repair‘d to the Palace, 
clad in White, with the dead Kings Sons, and: Brothers, the Sangiacks and 
Soldiers, and the Chiefeit of them, going into the Room where the Coffin 
was before the Mourners, who are Officers of the Grave, began their La- 
mentations and Cryes, they all fwo1e upon the dead Body, to take a Re- 
venge fuitable to the Wrong; but becaufe this Refolution recuir‘d a more 
deliberate Preparation, they fufpended it for a Year. It is reported, that 
Heaven anticipated them within that time, punifhing Pimentel, ttriking 
him tothe Heart with the Difeafe call“d Berber, whereof he dy‘d {welling 
up, and raving. 

The Funeral Rites being perform’d, the Prince took leave of Nunno Pes 
reyra, to go over to the Ifland Jves, where they have a.moft ftately Coun- 
try-Houfe, and the principal Mofque. There they all met on pretence of 


_ Diverting themfelves after their Sorrow, tho it was now almoit two Years 
. fince the occafion of it happened. The Cachilas and Sangiacks repaix‘d thi- 


ther under the fame Colour, and without loofing any Time, they propofed 
the Uniting the Forces of their Kingdoms, and thaking off the Portuguefe 
Yoke. What fall we, faid they, value the Portuguefes, if once we come to 
be fenfible of our own Strength ? What can we Fear, or not Dave to attempt ? 
fhe Portuguefes value him who Robs moft, and is guilty of the greateft 
Crimes and Enormities. The forcing away of our Produd, their one lewd 
Pleafures, and our Wrongs, ave Occafion for them to make Wars ours ave 


our Country, and the Defence of our Parents, our Wives. our Children and 
Ys 5 3 ry 


our Liberty, Jt is neceffary to expedite the Execution, becaufe a Secret is 
not lafting among many, and in Affairs of this Nature, there is more Dan- 
&er in Confulting, than even in Execution, We have been already too long 
in Confufion, without a Head. No Man contradi@ed; but neither Cachil 
Guarace, the Eldeft of the Brothers, nor the Second, durft take upon them 
fo difficult an Enterprize. Cachile Babre, the Third, undertok it, with the 
ufual Ingagement, either to Conquer, or to Dye. They prefently lifted him 
up, with general Applaufe,and his Eleétion being made publick, the King- 
dom eafily fubmitted to him, through the defire of Revenge; tho’ accor- 
ding to the Cuftom of the Molucco Hlands, as foon as the King has any Son 


born, they {wear him his Succeffor, in-his turn , and there was then no need’

of any othet Oath, yet they again {wore to Cochil Babu, This done, they 
went out to their Mofque, in Praceffion, to offer Sacrifice. A Boy went 
foremott with a naked Sword on his Shoulder, and withthe other Hand 
leading a Kid, which was to be the Victim, with the Jitle Horns Gilt. 
‘The Alcoran forbids Sacrififing; but thefe [landers receive the Rites of 
Mahometanifm fo contfus‘dly that with them they alfo retain thofe of their 
ancient Idolatry, and intermix the Ceremonies. He that conducts the Sa- 
crifize, is,according to their Cuftom, follow’d by part of the Kings Soldiers, 
with their Pikes advane’d, and after them goes one holding up on high a 
{mall Gold Veffel, or Pan, with burning Coals ia-it, the Frankincenfe they 
throw in Smoking. Next to him was the new King, over whofe Head 
they always carry an Umbrello, made of Feathers of feveral Colours, in 
fhape of a large Semicircle. The King was encompafs’d by thofe Soldiers, 
that are given him by his Subjeéts by way of Acknowledgement, like the 
Turkifo Fanizaries, In this Order they,came to the Mofque, at whofe Gates, 
whenfoever they are to enter, they find Kettles and Pots full of Water, to 
wath their Hands and Feet before they goin. As foon,as the King was up- 
on the Threfhold the Mufick play’d, and they fpread Milk-white Carpets, 
as is the Cuftome: Kneeling on them, they mutter out their vain Prayers, 
bowing their Heads down to the Ground. In the pect of the Mofque 
ftands a Pulpit, cover’d with white Cloth. Inftead of a Bell, there hangs 
up the holy great flat Drum, which they beat with Sticks ; tho each Mofque 
has a great Bell, without a Clapper, which they ftrike witha Stone, or 
“piece of Iron, when requifite. All that hear it, of what Condition foever, 
repair to the Temple, with Pikes, Shields, Cymitars, and Muskets. The 
profane Sacrifice being ended, they condudted the new King to the Harbour ; 
“he. went into his Carcoa, with his Family, and the other Sangiacks , and 
great Men,into many others, The King‘s is fo contriv’d, that there is a 
Gang-way all round it, made of Canes. There are two Slaves to each Oar; 
_ others do the Service of the*Veffel, and near every one lies a Number of 
Arrows, Inftead of Oars they ufe a fort of great Paddles, like Spoons, with 
which they alfo lade out the Water the Vefiel takes in. On the upper part 
they make Mufick-with their Tabors, and Sounding-Bafons of Metal, ac- 
cording to which they Row fafter or flower, as we Dance to our Mufick. 
In the fame. Place there are feven Brafs Guns; a confiderable number of 
Pikes advanc’d, longer than ours, and a Bed adorn’d with Quilts inter- 
woven with Gold, and by it hung the King‘s Helmet, Breaft, and Back 
Plates. He fat, or lay on that rich Bed, the Servants of his Bed-Chamber 
Fanning him with a large Wing, made of various colour’d Feathers of the 
Birds that fty about his [lands ; thus he Coafted about, the Sea and Shore 
refounding with Guns, Shouts, and Barbarous Initruments. 

At the fame time that they feem’d to be wholly taken up with Sports 
and Diverfions, in the Ifland Ives, they Vow’d an irreconciliable Enmity 
to the Portuguefe Nation, with the fame Solemnity as they had fworn Al- 
legiance to their King;, and this Secret having been inviolably obferv’d, 
when the new K. thought convenient he. canfed it to be Publifh’d through- 
out all his Dominions, which confifts.of feventy two Iflands in that 4rchi- 

~ pelago, betwixt thofe of Mindanao, on the North; Bima and Corca on the 
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Guinea on the Eaft: The Inhabitants whereof pay him their Tribute in 
Gold, Amber, and Birds of Paradife; all which Provinces have been Ufur- 
ped from other Kings, on whofe Ruins his Pride is fwollen fo high, that 
he files himfelf in his own Language, Emperor of the Archipelago. In 
moft of them there were at that Time fome Chriftian Towns, Churches, 
and Preachers, and the Gofpel was receiv’d in the eight principal Nations. 
Idolater and Mahometan Embaffadours came from thein all to acknow- 
ledge, and {wear Fealty to Cachil Rabu. In this great Affembly the Defiré 
of Revenge was made the Caufe of Religion, and in it began the longeit 
Perfecution the true Faith has undergone in our Days. It will be there- 
fore requifite, diftin@ly to deferibe the remote, and neighbouring Countries 
and Nations that carry’d it on; and the Strength, and flanding Forces, 
they have ready at all times upon any Occafion. ; 

The fixteen greater Towns of Ternave furnifh their K. with 3000 Arm’d

fifty Leagues Eaft from Ternate, fend no certain, but numerous Forces ; 
that of Ires,. where the King then was, 4003 and pays Tribute in Amber, 
and Birds of Paradife. Thofe of Meaos and Iafure, on the North, 400. 
Thofe of Doe, diftant thirty Leagues fome way, 900. Thofe of Rao and 
Saquita, feventy Leagues North, rooo. The great Batochina, or Gilolo, 
four Leagnes from Ternate, tooco. The large diland Mazheo, contains fe- 
veral Kingdoms, thirty Leagues to the Weftward, each of them fubjet 
to its own King, and all of them’to him of Ternaze ; fend him Arméd 
Troops, orole end Bool 6oo0c Mens Guayduda 7000 ; Gorontano and Tli- 
Boto, 10900 ; Tomine, 120c03 Manado, 20003 Dondo, 700; Labague, tooo; 
Pulo, and Faqua, 10000; Gape, Tobuquo, and Butw are all fubjeét to him, 
and the number of their fupplies is uncertain; but Sanguien and its King, 
4 Leagues from Ternare, ferve him with 3000 Men. . This was the ftane 
ding Force, which without adding to it the uncertain number, nor the 
multitude of flaves, amounts to 1260300 Men. This particular F. Martin 
fet ta the Governor Gamez Parez, and the original was deliver*d to me.

It was afterwards built to defend them- 


felves againft great Fleets; not fatisfy’d with that they had before on the Plain,

Fifteen in Height ; Forty in Length next the Sea, with a round Tower at each 
Angle, like the ancient Spanifh Fortrefles. Nwnno Pereyra endeavour'd with all 
-poffible Diligence, to fhut up in ic the greateft Number he could of all the Chri- 
ftian Families, and to be ina Readinefs to ftand the Siege, which foon enfu'd.

The Apprehenfion of thefe Mifchiefs, had much perplex’d_ all the Governours 
of thofe Provinces, becaufe it was daily confirm’d by vifible Proofs of an open In- 


furreftion. fames Lopez de Marquita was already kept Prifoner in the Fort of 


Benaftarim at Goa, thofe confin’d, and the Viceroy expeéted Orders from Spain 
to difpofe of him, and the Forces; becaufe it was fear’d the King of Ternate 
might make ufe of the great Supplies which cou'd be fent him from China; ef- 
pecially if that were certain which was then difcourfed in Spain. It was reported, 
That the Council of State, obferving that the Philippine Iflands were rather 
_ an Expence, than an Advantage to the Crown, being many, and hard to be main- 
tain’d, had propos’d to King Philip, to quit them, and withdraw the Court of 
Juftice, and the Garrifons that defend them. They added the Example of the 
Chinefes, who abandon’d them, tho’ they are fuch near Neighbours, and can re- 
‘lieve them with as much Eafe, as if they were joyning to their Continent. That 
as Spain governs them, the Lofs they occafion is confiderable, without any Hopes 
that it can ever bealrer’d for the better ; a vaft Quantity of Silver being fent 
thither from New Spain, both for the ufual Expences, and to buy Commodities ; 
~ that fo all that Treafure is convey’d by the Hands of the Chinefes into the Heart 
of thofe Dominions, render’d “intraétable by the Severity of their Laws, by 
which they are trench‘d in, as it were with Fortification, againft all Commerce 


with Strangers. 


They alledg’d that a Monarchy difpers’d, and divided by fo 


‘many Seas, and different Climates, could fcarce be united; nor could hymane 
Wifdom, by fettled Correfpondence, tye together Provinces {0 remov’d from one 
another by Nature. That thefe Arguments are not the Ofspring of Wir, but of 
Experience, and Truths obvious to the Senfes, That all fuch as might be urg’d 
againft them, were only grounded upon Honour, and full of a generous-Sound, but 
- difficult in the Execution ; and therefore the beft Expedient, was for the King 
to ftrengthen himfelf in Evrope, where his Forces can be ready to meet all Dan- 
gers, without being expos’d to the Hazards of the Sea, and the Dominions of 
others. Each of thefe Arguments was fo fully reprefented by the Officers of the 
Revenue. that the Propofal was thought worthy to be debated and confider’d ; 
and had God permitted the King to exclude the ‘Philippine Iflands his Monarchy, 
leaving them expos’d ro the firft that would take Poffeffion, the Molwecos had {6 


far been ftrengthen’d, as to become unconquerable. 
The fame Thing has been propos’d at other Times, an 
Philip the llld. who fticking to his Paice Anfwer, has always re 
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mifchievous Advice. That mof prudent Monarch anfwer’d, That the Philippines 
fhould be maintain’d, in the fame Manner they were, and the Court fhould be 
invefted with more Authority, that Juftice might prevail, for he laid the Strefs of 
Government, on its being upright, and impartially adminifter’d. That in the 
fame manner the Troops fhould be kept up there, and maintain‘d out of the Re- 
venues of New-Spain, or any other of his Kingdoms, fiuce all the Treafures dif-’ 
cover'd, or till hid in the Bowels of the Mines, ought to be apply’d to the Proe- 
pagation of the Gofpel. For what would the Enemies of Chriff fay, if they per- 
ceived that the Philippine Lands were left diftitute of the crue Light, and its 
Minifters to propagate it, becanfe they did not produce rich Metals, and other 
Wealth, like the Reft of the fruitful Iflands in Aja and America? That all the 
Power of Kings, ought to be fubfervient to this Sovereign End, as becomes Sons of 
the Church, and Promoters of the Apoftolical preaching, which is continu‘d by- 
Succeftion. That fince he had refufed to mitigate the leaft Point of his Severity 
towards his’ Northern Subje€ts, or to grant them Liberty of Confcience; why: 
fhould he remit any thing amcng Heathens, and AMahometans, which were the 
Harveft God had affign’d him,to enrich the Church with thofe Children, fo re- 
mote? Thus the Project was put down, and. this has always been the glorious Re- 
folution, when miftaken Zeal, or worldly Interefts have propos’d the quitting of 
thofe Dominions.. This: feems to have been a peculiar Providence of Heaven,. 
which knew how foon they were all like to belong to the fame Mafter,. and that 
the Right and Conqnefts fhould be all United. im his Perfon,.the one being the 
Means to recover the other, as has been feen in our Days. : 
King Philip was govern’d by this Religious Motive ; but there were others urg’d 
by fuch as were acquainted with the Riches of 4f4, which are chiefly Diamonds, 
Rubies, large and.Seed Pearl, Amber-Greece, Musk, Civet,Camphir of Borneo and: 
China, Vermillion, Coral, Quick-Silver, Copper, fine Muflins, and Calicoes of Cam- 
baya and Benga!a, Carpets, Coverlets, and fine Quilts. Perfian Silks, Brocard, lvo- 
ry, Rheubarb, Cardamome, Caffa Fiffula, Frankincenfe, Benjamin, Wax, China- 
Ware, Lake for dying, and Phfiyck, Cloves, Mace, Gold, Silver, Medicinal Plants, 


Aloes,.Eagle Wood, Calamba;Ebony, and very many more rare Trees,Drugs,Spices, . 


and-Ornaments. All this-they faid, Venice loft, when the Trade was remov’d to 
Portyal , and this fame ftir’d up the Sultan of Egypt, as well knowing therein: 
confifted all fubftantial Wealth, to enter into a C«nfederacy with all the Kings of 
Indias who were already alarm’d by the Portwguefe Fleets; fo thae they at the: 
common charge fitred out a Navy of Galleys, and other Veffels, inthe Port of Suez 
furnifh’d it with Cannon, and put aboard 3020 Mamelucks, befides a great Number 
of Venetian and Genoefe Renegadoes. With this Power the Sultan enter’d India, 
in the Year 1408, and tho’ the King of Cambaya aflifted him, he was vanquifh’d by 
the Portugwefes in the Port of Chast. They urg‘d, That at prefent thefe Riches 
are {till more valuable, and that. if the Trade ot them were once breughtinto the 
Way of the Philippine Mlands, it would fave all the Dangers met with, by the 
way of Amboyna, Banda, Borneo, and the many Shoals about them,.asalfo the 
many Storms ‘thofe narrow Seas are fubjeét to. For the Clove particularly was 
brought by the Portuguefes, in their. Trading Galeon, which goes from Goa to rhe 
Moluccos, to pay their Garrifons. In this Ship they every year carry’d away to Ma>- 
faca and Goa, 24000 Quintals, or Hundred Weight of Cloves, little more or lefs. - 
fac thofe Ports it was dealt to Perftans, Turks, Chinefes, and Africans, fo thatiicarce 
the third Part-came to Ewrope. The King of Achera, in Sumatra. f{ecur’d another. 


Part, whence it was fent to dlexandria: AU thefe Commoditie:, when they come . 


to Malaca, pay eight per Cent. The Spice that comes into Spatu is diftribuced in- 
to all the Kingdoms of Ewropes and it might be eafily contriv’d, fay thefe People, 
to ‘bring the greateft Part to Spain from the Philippine Mlands;. which would be: 
one of the nobleft Projects, that will be thought of-for the improving of the Re- 
venue, confidering what a great Price Clove bears in Spain, and how.cheap it is- 
in the Molucco, This was the Opinien when*thofe Iflands-belongd to another 


Mafter, and it was no eafie Matter to divert the Trade of Spice, and other Goods, , 


from. the ufual Jedia. Voyage. Befides the Religious Men of the Orders of Sr. 
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Auguftin and St. Dominick, bad already propagated the Faith in thofe and other 
Pfiends, whence that which flourifh’d, and advanced im Ternate and Tydore was 


Cachil Baby fail'd with his Brothers, and a great'Number of Veffels from Ires 
for Ternate, with much Joy, and forebodings of Vittory; greater Forces continn- 
ally joyning him, through the earneft Defire they had all of delivering thofe Parts 
‘from the Portwguefe Domination. As foon as.ever they arriv’d at Ternate, they 
Janded, and immediately invefted the Fort, which they call’d the Seat of Servitude, 
They ‘affaulted the Houfes of the Portwruefes, and that fo tuddenly, that though 
they ‘had Notice ‘before, and lived in Fear,they fearce ftood wpon their Defence. 
Rage and Succefs made a more than Barbarous Havock. Whey fet Fire to the 
Honfes with Fury, and popular Tumule; fo that whacfoever was not within a 
Wall and Ditch, perifh‘d that Day. Thofe in the» Fore attempted to fuccour 
their People, but greater Nuatbers’of Terwates coming on, kill’d fome of thofe, 
who had -fally’d out, not only with Darts of folid Canes, which they caft moft 
dexterioufly, with Arrows, Cymiters and Shields, which they us’d when Idolaters : 
- but wich Muskets and other Fire Arms. The reft of the Portuguefes routed, fled 
to their Fort; for thofe who had gain’d Reputation by fo: many brave Exploits,. 
were that Day depriv‘d of their Courage, by the Injuftice of the A€tien they had 
been concern’d in. They fent again to Goa to defire Relief,and to reprefent the 
Diftrefs, not only of the Fort of .Ternate, ‘but ot all the others the King of Por- 
twral held in thofe Raftern Parts; for they had caft off SubjeG@tion to him in moft 
of them. They forgot not to mention the perfecution of the Religion, andthe {car- 
city of Arms and Provifions, of both which the Teruareshad deprived them. 
Thefe News were flown into India and Spain by other Ways; and all the while 
the Siege lafted Go« fent Succouzs to the Moluccos, in. their trading Galeons; but 
. the vait Difiance, the many Shoals, and the violent Storms thofe Seas are fubjett 
to, occafion’d the Lofs of thofe Ships, or put them by their intended Voyage, 

The Commanders in thofe Eaftern Ports, who follow’d the Example of thofe 
of Ternate were rot Idle; for the Portwgnefes, tho’ the reducing of thofe Rebels 
fuceeeded not at thar’ Time, did not mifs of obtaining other Vi€tories, which 
-fhould we relate them here,would make this look more like a Hiftory of all India 
than of one {mall part of it; befides that the ‘Pertwguefes ‘Nation has not wanted 
Learned Authors, who have tranfmitted them to us, where they may be feen at, 
large. The Spaniards have alfo done the like, in a much more loftier Stile than 

mine. We muft therefore circumfcribe our felves, and return to the Mo/uccos, 
where the Befieged, as it were forfaken, and abandon’d by all the Earth, endure 
the Hardfhips and Perils of Places fo ftreightned. ; 
__ Thus all their Hopes, under Heaven, depended on their own Valour, and the 
inviolable Friendfhip of the King of Tydore, fo implacable an Enemy to him of 
Térnate, that neither the Neighbourhood of the Kingdoms, divided only by an 
Arm of the Sea, a League and half over, in the midft whereof isa fmall Defare 
fland, which almoft joyns them, nor the ancient and reiterated Alliances, do in 
the lea? abate of their Hatred, which feems to be fatal, and confequently una- 
Voidable betwixt thofe two Kings and Nations. ‘ 
However, the Ternates being always intent pon War, and thinking no Prattice 
unlawful, that may fecure their Succefs, they ply’d their Weapons on one Hand, 
and on the Other, .carry’d on their Intrigues, for a Pacification with the King of 
J4ore: not fo much outiof any Defire of coming toa Conclufion with him, as to 
the End that being amaz’d with the Hopes of Peace, he might grow flack’ in Re- 
i eving and Affifting the Beficged. They offer’d to reftore him fome Places, 
taken from him during the late Wars; and to, give him thole and others; as a 
*ortion with a Daughter tothe King. of Ternate ; befides other Advantages, of 
which Accommodation the King of Bachiaw was the chief Manager. ‘To thefe 
fair Offers, thy added Threats ; and both the Kings and their Nations agreeing 
in Religion, and it being eafy to cover any Occafion of War under fair:Tretences 5 
it happen’d that the Tydores, at leaft while this Politick Game was playing, did 
Sot afford their Suecours withthe tame Zeal asthey had done at firft; Aree 
. Mi$5 
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King, who till then had been a conftant Friend, upon another Confideration, de- 
ferr’d his coming to a Refolution. He waited, aswell asthe Befieged, the Arri- 
val of the Portuguefe Succours, and feveral of his Carcoas often touch’d at the 
Iflands of ‘Borneo, to-enquire whatShips pafs d that Way from India. They ex- 
amin’d every Vetfel they met, and every flight Intelligence puff’d them up, ‘or 

nite caft them down. ‘In fhort, both Partiesprotraéted the. Time, with fo little 


egard to any other Principles, that all their Courage and Fidelity, depended on __ 


ic alone. 

This is fo certain, that the King of Tydore being juft at the Point of accepting 
the Wife, and Lands offer’d him by the Enemy, fell off upon the News’ brought 
him, that a Galleon was feen failing for the Moducco Iflands, and he rejected all 
the Propofals. It was afterwards known te be bound for the Philippine Iflands, 
and belong’d neither to the Portuguefe nor Spaniards ; but to Venetian Met- 
chants, who traded between Manila and China, with feveral Commodities of 
their own Country, and other Parts-of the Levant; fo that the King of Tydore, 
and the Befieged them{elves began to make frefh Reparations, like-Men that fhar- 
pen their Weapons, and fic their Armour. 

Thefe Succours encourag’d them to feveral bold Attempts. The Befieged made 
a Salley, to nail upthe-Enemies:Cannen, and tho’ few in Number, feveral Times 
affault-d their Camp, ftill returning Vi€torious, without any confiderable Lofs. 
They difmounted all their‘Cannon from the Walls, their Works nothing availing 
them, becaufe they were not made according to Art. The Siege lafted five Years, 
the Portuguefes fuftaining it with notable Refolution, and the Indians prefling with 
no lefs Obftinacy ; ‘nor would the Hunger, Thurft, Nakednefs, and the Hard- 


‘hips of the Seafons: have been tollerable, had not they been common to both Par- 


ties. Extream Want, -was the Occafion of feveral fignal Exploits of that Valour, 


-wherewith they defended their Lives, and the Fort. This produc’d Rage and 


Admiration inthe Enemy ; and an affe€tionate Compaflion in the Women of the 
‘IMand ; among whom they found Advice, Secrecy, Intelligence and known Fa- 
vour. So great is the Power of. Perfecuted Virtue, that it prevails, even upon 
Wrong, to convert it, firft into a - 
Defire of forgetting it, and without long Interpofition of Time, produces a Zeal

OTH Sides now took the Breathing of a fhort Ceffation; ad- 
i, vantagious to Ternate for the Liberty of Trade, and tothe Por. 
tuguefes, becaule it gain’d Time to their Hope of Relief, 
: f) which they concluded muft be near atHand, by Reafon it had 
arg been long expected. They were not difcouraged by Events, 
thofe having prov’d alternatively Succefsful and Unfortunate, and ViGory 
was tofs’d to and fro ; befides that the Interruption of Commerce had knit 
fome the clofer together in Friendfhip.. I could mention feveral Inftances 
of this Sort, contain’d in Letters, and other Spanifp and Portuguefe Re- 
lations, fent by Religious Men from the Moluccos, to the Governours of 
the Philippine Mlands, whofe Papers have, upon this Occafion, been lay’d 
before me, for my better Information, for which Reafon we mav make Ufe 
of fome of them, without departing from the main Subject. The graveft 
of the Greek and Latin Hiftorians fometimes intermix private Adventures, 
as it were fhort Epifodesto divert the Reader. The Example of great 
Mafters is a fufficient Authority for Learners, for which ReafonI may 
well be allow’d this Freedom. : : : 

One Duarte, a brave Enfign, had contracted ftriG@ Friendthip with Cachil 
Tudura, which was no way ob{truéed by the Difticulties of the Seige, nor 4 Love 
© much as interrupted. . Duarte was wont in the dead of the Night, to go S¥077- 

fafely into the City in the Habit of the Country, and by the Help of the 

Language, being Mafter of it, where he was privately admitted into his 

Friend‘s Houfe, and well receiv’d there on another Account by Ludurifa, 
KOs on pis 
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his only Daughter, who, being prevail’d on by the Love fhe bore Duarte, 


imbrac‘d the Chriftian Religion, The Father was not unacquainted. 


wth their Love, but he alloknew that it was attended by Modeity 
in Tudurifa, and true Courtefy.in Duarte. Returning to the Fort, he 
ufed to be taken inthe fame dangerous way, by thofe Perfons who had 
let him down with a Rope. He brought with, him. fome. Intelligence 
and Provifions; but he came not fo entire himfelf, for the Indian Wo- 
man, who was to“be his Wife, had robb’d him of his Heart... Nino Pereyra 
going the Rounds mifs’d the Enfign at his Poft, and enquiring into it, un- 
derftood the Caufe of his Abfence; in Refped&t to which, confidering 
the mighty Power it often has over great Souls, he conniv’d at the 


Breach of Martial Difcipline, afligning that to the Paffion, without 


reproving the Lover. Whether he follow’d the Example we read of 
Quintus Fabius Maxtmusy in the like Cafe, or on’ Account that’ Expe- 
rience fhows, there is Nothing can hold a Lover fo faft as the Pre- 
fence of the lov’d Object ;_ Pereyra enjoining all Perfons to keep the Se- 
cret, contriv’d, without offending Tudwra, that his Daughter ffould come 
privately into the Fort, which fhe confented to, without many Perfwafi- 
ons.. Having fo done, the Commander in Chief, calling his Enfign, faid 
to him, I am inform’d, that at certain Times, and that when the Danger 
is greateft, you forfake w 3 but that it w not for want of Affection, or not 
knowing the Duty of your Poft ; tho’ we 
Walls, Lwould not punifh your Failure, ,becaufe Mildne[s has ever been 
more eficacious for correding of Generous Souls, than-Rigour. I will not 
be convenient for the Future, thar we he left without you, and in Fear for 
what may befall you: Here ws your Wife, and then fhe appear'd, brought 
hither without any Force, or Oppojition from her Father. Lake hea to-gou 
lovingly, and donot fuffer the Honour of Portugal, depending on thefe few

neroufly out of Countenance, tull of Love, and knew not what to 
‘but was excus’d by his Friends, and even by Nunno Pereyra. 

It was now» the Year 1575, when the Befieged began to conceive 
fome Hopes of their Deliverance; becaufe the Sangiacks and Cachils of 
the King of Ternate’s Race were divided imto Factions, and there wanted 
not fome among them, who endeavour’d to draw the Portupuefes over to 
their Party. Thefe Mifunderflandings made them act lefs vigoroufly ; and 
did not they look ‘on theirs as the Common Caufe, the Defign had fuc- 
ceeded. The Portugwefes in this Condition, defpairing of all Relief, the 
Natives of Ternate cn the other Side of the IMand, next thole of the 
Menos, difcover’d a Galeon coming from Malaca, having coafted about 
Borneo ; they concluded it was that which brought the Succours from 
Portugal, and being affur’d it was fo, they became unanimous again, and 
prefs‘d onthe Seige ; but Force little prevailing againft the Relolution of 
the Befieged, Cachil Tulo, by Permiffion, propos’d fome Terms, which 
the Commander in Chief had long liften’d to’ from the Wall. One Day 
makiig feveral Overtures, Tuio told him, That the King, his Brother, 


was willing’to pute an End to that tedious Seige, upon any Conditions,’ 


That to this Effet he had concluded a Peace with the King of Zydore, that 
he might not relieve themfor the Future. Thatthe King of Bachian had 
sf joyn’d 


were not confin'd to thefe narrow 
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joyn’d him for the fame Purpofe; tothe End, that fince they were all con- 
vine’d that was.their common Caule,. they might with their joynt Power 
make their utmoft Efforts. That the Ceflation which had Jafted till then, 
the’ advantages to the King, ae encouraging the Trade with the Favane/es, 
and umes, who came to Load Clove, mult of Neceflity ceafe. He afk’d 
hhow long they would expofe their Lives to the urmoft Dangers, only to 
gain an empty Name of Loyal Subjeds, which, perhaps, would. never be 
Known to him that-was to reward it. _ He bid them confider the Villany 
of his Father, King 4erio’s Death, and that by their Obftinate holding out 
they made the Murderers Caufe more Criminal. That they thus fhow’d 
they approv'’d of anothers Treachery, whofe Punifhment they would com- 
pafs by other Means. That they ought to be very thankfull, that the King 


would net involve them in the Guilt of that Wretch, who contrary to his — 


folemn Oath, tothe Laws of Friendhip, and the Honour of the Portuguefe 
Nation, or rather to Nature it felf, had Murder’d that King, who mott in- 
violably obferv’d the Faith he had engag’d to him. Bedides, that they were 
fenfible how little Comfort uncertain Hopes could afford amidft real Wants ; 
and how impracticable it was for Relief to come from fo great a diftance, 
through fuch boifterous Seas, caufing fo. many Shipwrecks, and . which 
feem’d to have confpir’d again{t thofe who had opprefs’d and injur’d Ternate, 

He concluded his Difcourfe requiring the Commander in Chief, to deliver 
tip the Fort, or expedt the utmoft Rigour; for if he once refus’d the Terms 
offer’d, and proyok’d them, they would {pare neither Sex, nor Age.. The 


Befieg’d were not free from Jealoufie, that there was Fraud in theie Offers; 


yet, perceiving that the Succours never came from India, either becaufe re- 
tarded by the dfrican War, in which King Sebaftian had engag’d himfelf, 
or by the Difficulties of that dangerous Voyage; and believing that the 
two Kings of Tydore and Ternate were reconcil’d, as Tulo told them, thinks 
ing he of Zydore, without whofe fwpport they could not fubfift, had for- 
faken their Friend fhip, the Propofals were accepted by unanimous Confent, 
after Nuno Pereyra had return’d a refolute Antwer, fuirable to that Part of 
Cachil Tulo’s Words, which.centain’d any Threats, fignifying to him, how 
little they mov’d himfelf, or his Men; and that he would hearken to no 
Conditions to the differvice of his God, or his King, or to difparage the 
Bravery of his Soldiers, which. had been fo often try’d to the coft of the 
Natives of Ternates neverthelefs upon fome other Confiderations, he would 
furrender the Fort, provided that all the Portuguefes might march out in a 
Body, Colours Flying, with their Wives, Children, Slaves, and all their 
Goods, having firft Hoftages given them to their content,’ that no Harm, 
or Injury fhould be done them. That the King fhould fecure them their 
Paflage 10 Amboyna, and find them Veffels; and that fuch as fhould happen 
to be left in his Dominions for want of them, fhould have no Ranfome de- 
manded of them, ¢ither then, or at the time of their departure. That the 
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Fost and Guss fhould be deliver’d to King abu, upon exprefs Condition, © ~ 


‘That hhe fhould hold it for the King of Portugal, and in his.Name, to whom 
he fhould reftore it, whenfoever be effectually punifh’d the Murder of King 
fervio. The King eafily Granted, and Swore ro perform all thofe Condit: 
ons, being eager to poflefs:hinifelf of the Fort, betore the Succours siriv’d; 
which were iow near at hand. On the Day appointed, which was Saint 

K 2 Stephen's , 
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Stephen's, the Ternates took up all the advantageous Pofts to view the Por- 
tuguefes, who march‘d out as if they had been Conquerors; and no fooner 
were they out of the Fert, than the Natives running in, poffefs’d them- 
felves of the Guns, with loud Laughter and Shouts, Scoffing at thofe thar 
Jeft it; for the third Day after the Galeon arriv’d, well Mann’d, and fur- 
nifh’d with Guns, and all Neceffaries, and Fames de Azambuja in it, as 
Commander in Chief. They had thoughts of Recovering the Fort, but it 
was too late, becaufe the Enemy was poffefs’d of all Things, without any 
Oppofition. Pereyrathen perceiv’d how great an Obftacle Precipitation is 
to the chufing of the fafeft Advice, and how infallibly it is follow’d by 
fruitlefs Repentance; fince had he delay’d but never fo little longer, tho’ 
it were only to weigh the Enemies Propofals, who ought never to be 
fuppos’d Sincere, he. might have fav’d himfelf and Deftroy’d them: Kor 


this Reafon, tho’ he wanted not an honourable Excufe, he refolv’d not to. 


return to Gea, having private Intelligence that the Viceroy would not fail 
to fecure him, in Order tocut off his Head. Azambuja prote@ed him in 
his Galeon, and he went over with many others to Amboyna. The reft 
{pread themfelves throughout the Neighbouring Iflands, in Veffels they 
begg’d. Some return’d to Malaca, and only fixteen Portuguefe Families 
remain’d in Zernate for want of Shipping; who at fir fubmitted to the 
change of their Fortune; but could not afterwards comply with the Dif- 
Portugue- ference there is betwixt Domination and Servitude. The King of Tydore 2 
fes fettle mott trufty Friend to the Spaniards in their greateft Affliction, offer’d them 
atTydore. his Mlands, Houfes, and Trade of Spice. He fent them a good Number of 
Carcoas, which carry’d them over to his Dominions, and foon after afiign’d 
them a convenient Place to build their Houfesand Churches. This Co« 
Jony was increafed, and the Number of its Inhabitants augmented by San= 
cho de Vafconfelos, who fent others from Malaca being Commander in 
Chief of Goa, and afterwards of Amboyna, in the Year 1 $78. At lait he 
came thither himfelf, and erected a Fort, a quarter of a League from the 
City of Tydore, which gives its Name to the Ifland. 
Tydore Fy dove, in the Language of thofe Parts, which was formerly fpoken, fig= 
deferib’d. nifies, Fertility and Beauty. Europeans generally give it this Names but 
its King, as appears by his Arabick and Perfian Subfcriptions, Writes Tu~ 
dura, and not Iydore. It is not inferior to Ternate for Fruitfulnefs, and 
c Delight, bur far exceeds it ia Magnitude and Populoufnefs; and yields the 
- ir fame Aromatick Produ@. Curious’ Perfons have there try’d to improve 
the Clove, watering and pruning the Tree at proper Seafons, and it ap- 
pears to embrace the Helps of Art, by growing bigger, more ative in its 
Vertue, and the Scent ftronger. The white Sanders here come to more 
Perfe@tion, than in any other of the Eaftern Parts. In this, as well as the 
other Molucco Iilands are found thofe Birds, they, in their Language, cal} 
Manucodiatas, fignifying Birds of Paradife, trom a Fable, credited by thofe 
fuperftitious People, that they came down from Heaven. The Fart here

was aiterwards enlarg’d by Nuno Tereyra, not far from the Port, and then. 
The latter did not only contribute with his In- 


our, carrying the Materials himfelf, when it was 
requifite to fet the Soldiers an Examp'e, and forward ’the Works; which 


the King often view’d, and was well pleas’d to fee the Fortifications. He 
difcours’d.

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difcours’d familiarly with the Officers, advis’d with them in his Wars, 
and comforted the Chriftians, and they far’d beft, for from that Time for- 

“award, there being none in Ternaze, and that Fort in the Hands of the Na- 
tives, the Heathens and Mahbometans feem’d to be Superior and Conquer- 
ors throughout all thofe Provinces. They ftrengthen’d themfelves with 
“Works and other Preparations, erected Forts on high Places, and bending 
their Minds againft the Chriftians, put many to cruel Martyrdoms; that 
fo the Foundation of our Faith ‘may be in.all Parts cemented with the 


Blood of the Faithful. They difmember’d the Bodies, and burnt the Legs Perfecu- 


and Arms in the fight of the ftill Living Trunks. They impal’d the rion, 


Women, tore out their Bowels, and they furving themfelves, beheld their 
ftill moving Fleth in the Hands of their Executioners. Children were 
pull’d Piecemeal before their Mothers Eyes, and Infants ftill in Embrio 
were rent from their Wombs. It has been made out, that above 6ooco 
Chriftians fell by the Sword in only the King of Ternate’s Dominions. 
- This is afferted in the Annual Relations of the Fathers of the Society, 
who preach’d in thofe Parts. They give an Account of this difmal Per- 
fecution, with-all the Circumftances of the Cruelties ;_as how the perfecu- 
ted Perfons fled to the Mountains, feeking for Compaflion among the wild 
Beafts, others caft themfelves into the Sea, where they perifh‘d, either de- 
vour‘d by its Monfters, or fwallow‘d by the Waves themfelves, not being 
able to reach the other Iflands. A confiderable Number of thefe religious 
Fugitives, as they fwam met a Portuguefe Ship, coming to the Relief of 
thofe at Amboyna, and with difmal Voices cry’d out, Help, Reheve us, for 
we are Chriftans.. They carefully took them up in their Boats, and having 
view‘d them at Leafure, found that none of them were above 12 Years of 
Age. Yet at this fame Time, when cruelty advane'd God‘s Glory, Provi- 
dence feem‘d to aét Counter in the very Cities, and Deferts. Idolaters and 
Mahomet ans were converted, and our Religious Men preachd and catechis‘d, 
without any Fear of Punifhment, which they rather coveted, and thought 
themfelves unworthy of it; encouraging one another with the Examples 
the Tyrant made, for feyeral Purpofes. But all thofe People looking upon 

it as their Duty to feek Revenge, their Cruelty gaining Applaufe underthat 
Name, and Europe being involv’d in Difmal Troubles, they met with no 
Oppofition in the Execution of their Vengeance, and the Calamity ran fo. 
high, that in the fpace of thirty Years, they either quite obliterated, or 
much obfeured the “ae of Chriftianity in thofe Eaftern Parts, deftroy‘d 

our Churches, and, like thofe who prepare to hunt wild Beafts, arm‘d 

themfelves againft the Faithful who-liv‘d in more fecurity among, thofe 

favage Creatures, or in Deferts never penetrated by. Men, feeding on Herbs, 

and gaining Time, by that lawful Retreat for the fake of the Gofpel, for the 

Wrath of Heav‘n, whofe Executioners thofe Men were, to pals over.. 


Above 36 Towns, of each 800 Inhabitants in Gilolo and Celeses, a {pacious Many Apo~ 


and populous Country, and in thofe of the two Kings of Stan and Sanguil, 
who pro‘efsd Chriftianity, with moft of their Subjects, in the Kingdom of 
Cauripanas in that of Bachian, whofe King and his People were Sons af” 
the Church; in the Iflands of Amboyna, where Forty Towns-worfhipped 


CHRIST, in the Bofom of his Faith, and in thole of Jydore, which were 
| not 
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not without this Light ; in all thofe Places they fell off from Chriftianity, _ 
and were utterly loft; firft through the Infolency of the Portuguefe Com- . 
manders, and laftly on Account.of the Death of Sultan Aerio; who, as was 
prov‘d, had given no real, nor fo much as a likely Token of Falfhood, for 
which chey might be provok‘d to deftroy him. - However the Chriftians 
dy‘d with fuch Refolution, that the Perfecuters took not away any Life but - 
what became a frefh Example of Magnanimity, and perhaps Providence 
might permit that Accident of derio, with a Defign to advance the Churches 
Glory.

In Noveme 
her, this fame Year, a Galeon came to -Malaca from India, to car- 
ry Succours for the Moluccos, commanded by Captain Avguffin Nunez, 
the Pldeft and Braveft Commander in thofe Days, as he made it ap- 
pear in the Expedition of Chand, when it. was befieged by Niza Molucs 
co, when Don Luys de Atayde- was Viceroy. of Indiz, in the year 
1§78. The Galeon was. ftor’d. with alt Neceffaries, and init: James 
James Lo- Lopez de Mezquita, the Murderer of Aerio, defign‘d for Punithment, in Sa« 
pezdeMez tisfaction for the Wrong done. He was fo ftrony, and fierce, that to fe- 
quita fent cure him,he was fetter’d with a great Chain,the End whereof was made fat 
Prifoner to to a heavy Piece of Brafs Cannon. sAuguftin Nunez had Orders ‘to convey 
Ternate. him to the new King of Ternate, to be deliver’d to him bolted, like a Cri-+ 
minal, that he might pafs fuch a fentence ef Death on him ‘as he thought 
fit, whtich fhould be executed in his Prefence, purfuant to the Orders fent 
by the King of Portugal. They put him on double Fetters, Manacles, and 
Chains, and kept him-in the Steeridge. 4ucuftin Nunez went to fucceed 
Sancho de Vafeoncelos, inthe Fort of Anboyna ; but a ftorm rifing, he was 
fore’d into the Port of Fapara, of Sunda, inthe greater Fava. The Galeon 
wanting water, and Retrefhment, he. there fent forst s which the Native 
Favanefes brought him in 40 Veffels.. Among them came reo Soldiers in 
the Habit-of Peafants, and Fifhermen; who making many:words as is ufual — 
among Buyers and Sellers, drew the Ponyards they brought conceal’d, and:

Readers, fo to blot out the Hatred they have conceiv’d againft him.cn Ac- 
~ gount of Sultan Azrio’s Death. It is to be obfeiv’d, for hig Juftification that 
it does not appear, nor is it reported, he was incens‘d to perform that Ad 
through Intereft, Ambition, or any other private Motives; but was mov’d 
toit by Informations which perfwaded him it was convenient, for the 
Eftablithing and Advancement of Religion, and the publick Peace. Very 
brave: men mutt alfo be allow’d fome Exceffes of Fiercenefs, which: proceed 
from an extraordinary Force inthe irafcible Part of the mind, and wherein 
Valour is fubdu’d. When thefe Perfons find themfelves encompafs’d by 
great Numbers, and ftreightned by wrongful Violence; if they are not to be 
daunted and overcome, it comes to pafs that Patience often provok’d turns 
that Courage into Fury and Rage, which canfes them to make mighty Slaugh- 
ters, and Examples of Cruelty; led to it not only by Paffion, but alfo by 
judgment and Thought, which direéts them to caufe themfelves to be drea~ 
ded even to’ Aftonifhment, to fave themfelves and their People from other 
great Cruelties which ufually mean Souls attempt and practice upon thofe 
they ftand much in Fear of. Let this Refieétion ferve tor a general Excufe 
to other Offences of this fort mention’d, or blam’d in our Hiftory. 

This Accident, inas muchas related to the Death of James Lopez de 
Mezxquita, was forgot, or at leaf not known for many Years, for in 1603 
the King of Ternate demanded Juftice of our King, againit. that Man not 
knowing that God had fummon’d him before a more upright Tribunal. 
The News being brought to Malaca, the Commander Avias de Saldana im- 
mediately fent away another Galeon, he call’d §. Peter and S. Pazl, for the 
Moluscosunder command of Peter Lopéz de Sonfa, and a Galley with 150 
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Soldiers to relieve Santho de Vafconceles at Amboyna, where he wanted ~ 


Provifions, and was ftreightned. They faild in May. 1579, to touch at 
Borneo, there to take in all Neceffaries for the Defign. He arriv’d on 
that Mland in Fune, and found it in an Uproar, cocafion’d by the Spaniards 
who came thither with Doctor Sandi, Governour of the Philippine Iflands 
in 30 rowing Veffels.. He took the City, and put the King to flight, who 
was a Lover of the Portuguefes, and from that time Manila began to be 
look’d uponasa place of Arms, forthe recovering of the Molucco Iflands; 
and if Sandi had then.employ’d thofe, he carry’d to this other Expedition 
againtt them, he would have found the Tyrant lefs fettled, and confequently 
his Revenge more eafy. Vafconcelos died at Amboyna, and Fames de Azam- 
buja fucceeded him, fo that nothing came now from Jndia but fair Promi- 
fes, In the Philippine Iflands they had no Orders at that Time .to intermed- 
dle in thofe Wars, becanfe they then. belong’d to another Sovereign, and 
therefore they were only Lookerson to thofe Martyrdoms, and Revolutions 
and employ’d themfeives as they us’d in Camboxa, Mindanao, Fapan and 
China,and then particulatly inBorneo,without regarding thofe other Succeffes. 

Borneo lies between Malaca and the Moluccos, and according to the Opi- 
fion of Gerard Mercator, is that: which Prolomy calls, the Itland of Good 
Fortune. A Point of it lies under the Equinoctial, and the greater Part 
flretches out to 6 Degrees of North Latitude, taking up the two firft Paral~ 
Jels, Thus it appears to be above 4co Leagues in Compafs. It abounds

Kine: There is a general Refort of Trade in all its Populous Cities and 
Ports. The Capital is Borneo, which gives Name to the Ifland, built 
on a Spacious Lake the Sea Forms, like Venice, and faid to contain 
23000° Houfes: The King is a Mahometan ; no man fpeaks to him 
but by the Interpofition of an Interpreter. 
They are White, good Natur’d and fharp Witted. They have no certain Fa- 
fhion of Cloaths. Many of them wear Cotton Shirts, and others of white. 
common fingle Tabby, with red Lifts. 

Sirelela, Brother io this King, came to Manila, where Doftor Sindi be~ 
ing then Governour,he laid before him his Pretenfions, and fome Means 
he had for bringing his Defigns to bear ; but he put the main Strefs upon 
his having a greater Party there, than the King his Brother. He promifed 
which would be no difficult Matter, in Regard of the Hatred the People 
bore the King, that he would’ make the Kingdom Tributary to the Kings 
of Spain. The Governour having taken fufficient Precautions, condefcended 
to his Requeft, and arming as many Spaniards, 
theught convenient, with all Neceffaries for a great Enterprize, fhip’d 
them, and arriv’d happily at Borneo. He attack’d it in feveral Places; the 
beft of the People immediately declar’d for the Brother. The King think- 
ing himfelf weakeft at Sea, referv’d his Forces for the Land, and being de- 
ceiv’din his Expectation, was forc’d to fly, his Army being routed, with- 


out any Remains to attend him in the Deferts, and Retreats of the Mour-, 


tains, where he liv’d miferably. Sirelela afcended the Throne ; the Vidcto- 
rious Spaniards return’d to the Philippine Miands loaded with Booty’; and 
among other Things, if we may believe Relations, brought 600 Pieces of 
Astillery. 
again. No Man ought to Defpairin Adverfity, 
the Will of God. Thus the King, with the Affiftance of the Portugufes, 
recover’d his Throne, cafting down his Brother, and defeating him, till he 
was utterly deitroy’d. Hatred is frequently no lefs intenfe than Love 
among thofe whom Nature has moft clofly link*d. In the Molucco [lands 
the War did not ceafe, nor the general Malice againft Chriftians. 

The News of what had happened there was not known in Europe where, 
and in dfrick greater Dangers were apprehended; of the Event whereot 
Providence thought fit to inform our tree Wills, by ftupendious Prodigies, 
Onthe rsth of Fune 1580, about the declining of the Day, there appear’d to 
certain Sailers a Large Crucifix in the Body of the Sun the Foot of the

The Lofs 
or the Recovery of Zernate andthe neighbouring Moluccos concern’d him 
alone; but he referr’d that to the Governour of India; whilft he himfelf, 
folicited by the Xerif Muley Mahomet, whom he defign’d to fet upon the 
Throne of Morocco, tho’ with a good Defign, joyn’d the® African Army, 
with another of Catholicks, confifting of the Portuguefe Gentry, of Spani- 
ards, Italians, and Germans. And, it we may believe thofe who commit-

and brought Trouble to all its Princes, who began ferioufly to-difcourfé 
about the Succeffor to the Crown of Portugal. Thieré they.prefently {wore 
Henry, the Prince Cardinal, Unkle to the late King, then. Kighty Years of 
Age, and the laft Lawful Male of that Royal Houfe, which began in ano- 
ther of his Name. Antony, Prior of Crato, Son to-Prince Lewis, pretended 
to fucceed him, and the’ declar’d illegitimate, there was a Party that.fol~ 
low’d him, This Revolution, and the Hurry. in fuch difficult Exigences, 
were the Occafion, that'Care was hot taken to fupply other Places, much 
nearer than Ternate. - Befides that difmal. Accounts brought s000 Leagues; 
tho’ they were reprefented by Demo/thenes, would cotne coldfrom his Mouth 
and fcarce move the beft difpos’d Prince, when never fo much at Leafuré; 
- and King 2enry, had no Power, but only his Zeal for Religion, to oppofe 
the Tyranny practis’d inthe Archipelago of the Moluccos. \ The Cardinal 
King thought all his Forces little. enough, and neceffary confidering the ex- 
traordinary Jealoufie he had conceiv’d, upon .our’ King’ Philip’s declaring 
himfelf a Pretender. to tole Kipegoms,: and, having order’d. 3 eae 
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Army to make up to the Frontiers, which he had drawn together during 
the faid Cardinal’s Life. The Generals were the Duke of lca, and the 
Marquefs de Santa Cruz, the firft at Land, the other at Sea; and in the 
mean while the ableft Divines and Civilians of Euroge, in all the Schools, 

and Parliaments writ concerning his Right. 
FR Eng The Year before, being 1579, about the Beginning of it, Q. Elizabeth — 
ye 1B” of England, feeing the Princes of Europe, particularly thofe in the Weftern © 
Ue I bi: Parts, make Warlike Preparations,as being divided in Opinions; form Lea- 
int bebe gues, and direct all their Defigns towards the Kingdom of Portugal, the to 
fuccos. make fome Diverfion with Security, had on a fudden fitted out four Ships, 
“of eighteen Brafs Guns each, and in them two hundred Men, and ten young 
Gentlemen, who befides employing their Valour, on fuch Occafions as it 
fhould offer, were to be very intent upon the Bufinefs of Navigation for 
greater Ends. She appointed Francis Drake of the County of Devon their 
Commander in Chief; who at his own, or at the Charge of Fohu Hawkins, 
from whom he ftole a great Quantity of Gold and Silver at S. ohn de Ul- 
SirFrancis v4, inthe Year 1566, added fome more Ships. He fet fail from the Pore 
Drake bis of Plymouth, tor the South Sea, and to find out that Streight of Magellan, 
Poyage, Scarce believed by the Vulgar, and declar’d by feveral Cofmographers. He 
‘promis’d.to fail as much as might be to the Northward, and to take rich 
Prizes, infefting all thofe remote Seas, and to return Viétorious into Eng- 
dand, through the fame Streight. This prefumptuous Hope he grounded 
-on his own, Valour, on the Negligence of the Spaniavds, who ate intrufted 
~with the Places of Strength; on our want of Ships; and above all on that 
‘Opportunity, or Seafon fo full of fundry and extraordinary Commotions, 
He touch’d on the Coaft of Africk, and refitted all his Ships:at Cape Boja- 
dor. The Moors took two of his Men, and a Portuguefe Ship pay'd for 
it, he robbing her at Cabo Blaxco of an hundred Quintals, or hundred 


Weight of Bitket,befides much Fifh, and many Arms. He touch’dat the 


Tilands, of Cabo Verde, where-he took another {mall Portuguefe V effel, richly 
Laden with Wine, Cloth, Holland, and feveral other Commodities, with 
Sylva, the Pilot in it, who was well acquainted with thofe Seas, and better 
‘on the Coaft of Brazi/. But fix or feven Days after the Veffel funk, and 
‘not a Man was lav’d except only the faid Pilot. Drake went on to the River 
Of Plate, and Winter’d for fome Months in S. Fulians Bay, which is not 
well fhelter’d, but expos’d to exceflive cold Winds, in so Degrees of South 
Latitude, where he loft fome Men. 
One Thomas Haughton rais’d a Mutiny there, in order to Debauch the 
Squadron, Drake laid hold of him, and ftruck off his Head. Here they 
‘Giants, faw eight Indian Giants: to whom the talleft. Englifbman look'd like a 
Dwarf. They thow‘d their Bows and Arrows, and an Englifiman, who 
valu‘d bimfelf upon his Dexterity at thofe Weapons, breaking the Peace 
eftablith'd. with thofe People, let fly an Arrow at one of them, which pier- 
ced him through, and hedropt; the others in Revenge difcharged theirs, 


and kill'd two of the Englifh. The reft then affaild the Indians, but they 
‘Hed fo (wiftly that they feear'd not, to thofe Engliff who faw and writ this, 
tofet their Feet on the Ground, They departed thence, as foon ag the 
North Winds they had expefted began to blow, and holding on their 
‘Coutfe:to.the Southward, in fifteen Days came to the Mouth ‘of the Streight.

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From thence to the fecond Narrowing they {pent five Days, by reafon of the 
Currents and Shoals; at a {mall diftance from them they found. no Bottom. 
They met with fome Calms and Storms, and being come into the South- 
Sea had one which lafted forty Days, and in it loft fome Ships. The Vice- 
Admiral return’d through the fame Streight into England, where the Queen 
order‘d him to be Hang‘d for having forfaken his Admiral; but he was 
repriev‘d till Drakes Return, and then Pardon‘d, at his Requeft, He went 
on with only his own and fome other Ships, but wanted not Men, Provi- 
fions, nor Ammunition, he took fome belonging to private Perfons, and the 
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Kings, loaded with the Plate they were bringing for Spain, a Robbery of Drake 
great Confequence, not fo much for the Quantity of the Treafure, as for takes the 
the Ufe it is apply‘d to in our Monarchy, which is the Advancement of Aings .

Channel of Zy- 
dove, but either durft not, or thought not fit to attack her, whether it was 
for being Inferior in Strength, or out of a Defire of fecuring the new ac- 
quird Wealth. Scarce was he got clear of Ternate, before the Winds be- 


gan to tofs him, in that Sea full of Flats, whence they forc’d him, in order Is in @ 
to deliver him quite up to Tempefts. He was oblig’d to lighten his Ships, Storm, 


aud among other Things of Value, threw over-Board a Cannon, of an ex~ 
vie Lee traordinary 
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‘traordinary Bignefs, which the King of Ternate, hearing afterwaids.of the 
Storm, caufed to be taken out of the deep Sea. Then he built a Houfe be~ 
fore his Palace, on the Roof whereof he planted it openly, and pointing 
-over, either on Account of its Magnitude, or by way of Oftentation, and in 
Memory of the firft Englifoman, that.came into his Kingdoms, from whom 
cand the Sea he had taken that new offenfive Booty. Drake went on to the 
-greater Fava, where he laid in Provifions of Cazahi, Plantans,.and Floul, 


in exchange for Cloth. Next he put into another Ifland, in four Degrees

kill'd, and recover the great Booty he had taken upon the King‘s Lands Hus Infirue 
and Ships, whatfoever the Hazard might be, fince they had fufficient Men, @ions. - 
Arms and Ammunition to overcome the Enemy. That they fhould fail 
into 50 or 54 Degrees of South Latitude, as might be moft Advantage- 

ous, about the Mouth of the Streights of Magellan. That both Ships 
fhould have Lights out at Night, that fo they might not lofe Sight of 
one another in the Dark,. but always keep together. . He charg‘d them ta 
be unanimous in their Confultations, patticularly the two Commanders ; 
which Direction was not fo well obferv’d, as it ought to have been, thro® 
the Vice-Admiral’s Fault. They were commanded to lay down the Ports, 
and Seas in exaét Dravghts. To take Pofleffion of any Country they landed 
on for his Majefty. When they met with any Towns of Indians, to mol- 

_ dify and endear them by difcreet Courtefy, and gain their Affections with 

 fuch Gifts, as fhould for that Purpofe be deliver’d to the Commodore, be- 
ing Siffars, Combs, Knives, F ifhing-Hooks, Buttons of fevera] Colours, 

- Looking-Glaffes,. Hawks-Bells, Glafs-Beads, €5'¢. To carry with them 
fome Indians to ferve for Interpreters 3 - and fo provided difcreetly for all 
-other material Roints. Then to encourage them he made a Speech, inter~ 
mixing it with Hopes andExhortations. The Commodore having conferr’a 
with his Vice-Admiral and Pilots, concerning the Defign of their Voy- 

-age.; they agreed, That if any Strefsof Weather fhould happen to part the 
vy = one 
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one Ship from. the other, they fhould carefully feek one another out, or 
make the Mouth of the Streizht in the South-Sea to the Wettward, there 
to wait for one another. The next Day being Sunday, the 11th of Of ober, 
1579. when they had all confefs’d and receiy‘d the Holy Eucharift, they 
embark‘d in order to introduce the Faith into thofe Nations void of all 
Worfhip. On Board the Capitana, or greater Ship, the General, or Com- 
modore Sarmiento, F, Antony de Guadramiro, of the Order of S. Franexs, 
and Vicar-General of this Expedition 3 the Enfign Fobn Gutierrez de Gue- 
vara, Antony Pablos,-and Ferdinand Alonfo, Pilots, with 54 Soldiers, 
In the other Ship, with Fobn de Villalobos, F. Chriftopher de Merida, of 


the faid Order of S. Francs, Ferdinand Lamero, chief Pilot of that Ship, 

Fis with whom, and the Seamen and Soldiers, they made 54; and the whole 
Svength. Number in both Veffels as was faid above. 

They fail‘d from the Port of Callao, belonging to the City of Lima, and 

} that Night came to an Anchor at the Ifland, two Leagues from Callao, in 

HisVoyage 13 Degrees and a half of South Latitude. On the firft of November they 


pafs‘d 1 Sight of thofe they call Unfortunate, in 25 Degrees, 20 Minutes, 
which were accidentally difcover‘d by “the Pilot Fobn Fernandez, being 
bound for Chile the fecond Time, immediately after Magellan's Difcovery, 
fince the Year 1520. They are now call‘d, the Iflands of 8. Felix, and S. 
“Ambor, Here Sarmiento obferv‘d the Difference, betwixt this Courfe, 
which he calls the True one, and the Imaginary. This he noted down 


Care With extraordinary Curiofity, employing all the Care and Art of his Pi- 


and Capa- lots, and his own, which was not inferior to theirs, nor to others in any 
Cit. 


Martial Knowledge, as will appear by his Treatifes, if publith‘d, of Na- 
vigation, cafiing great Guns and Bullets, Fortification, and Knowledge in 
Aitronomy, for failing in all Seas. They never quitted the Lead, the 


Aitrolabe, and the Charts, either inthe Deep, in Ports, Bays, or among. 


Mountains, and Currents, which produc‘d-a very ample Relation he fenr- 
t0 King Philip, whence we took this Abridgement.’ There he {ets down, 
the Points in the Heaven anfwering to the Earth, the Dangers, Ilands, 
Promontories and Gulphs, Geographically and Corographically.” He jays 
down the Rumbs that are to be follow‘d, and thofe to be avoided 3 and 
thus diftin@ly leads us intoand thro* the Streight, giving vifible Signs, 
and alfo invifible of the Winds for all Ports. At the firft unknown Land 
where he anchor‘d, they found the Latitude to be 49 Degrees anda half

Mouth Feet, Datts, Oars, and little Nets. They climb‘d up vaft high Moun- 
tains, above two Leagues in the Afcent, over Stones, fome of them fo

Way onthe Boughsof Trees. From the Top they difcover'd great Chan- 
nels, Inlets, Rivers and Harbours, and all the Land.as far as their Sight 
could reach, feem'd to them cut and rent afunder. They judg‘d it tobe an 
Archipelago. It is to be obferv‘d, that our Difcoverers give the Name 
of Archipelagos, to Seas in the New Word, which ate firew‘d thick with

The Religious Men fang the 
Hymn Te Deum laudamus, and. he with a loud Voice, faid, That in the 
Name of his Majefty Philip the Second, our Lord, King of Coffile and 
Aragon, and their Dependencies, whom our Lord God long preferve, 
with the Addition of greater Kingdoms and Dominions, for the Glory 
of God, and Good and Profperity of his Subjects; and inthe Name of 
the moit Potent Kings his Heirs and Succeffors for the Time being ; he, 
as his Commander in chief, and Admiral of this fame Navy,, and by 
Virtue of the Order and Inftrutions given him in his Majefty's Royal

guivel, Royal Secretary to this Navy:and Admiral Ship, do give Affida~ 
“Cyt and true Teftimony, that it-was fodone as is faid. . Then follows . 
S- Efguivel’s Subfcription. 
Four Days afier, Sarmiento, in the Vice-Admiral‘s: Boat; with the Pi+ 
lots, Pablos and Lamero, and ten Sailors and Soldiers, with Muskets, 
Bucklers and Swords, and four Days Provifion, fet out of this Port to 
“difcover the Channels they faw, that they might not endanger the Ships. 
Going out by the Ridges of Rocks, he run along the Gulph, clofe to 
the Shore, all which he obferv‘d, and founded the-Harbours, giving Names 
tothem and the Mountains, according to their Shapes, fuch as Sugar- — — 
Loaves, Pitchers, Guinea Peppersy and the like. .He obferv‘d the Trees, @ 
the Blants and the Birds. At one-Place on ‘the Shore he found feveral 
‘Tracts of People, and two Poniards or fuch Weapons made of Bone, with 
'@ Crofs on the Handles, near.a {mall Stream of freth. Water, whole 
t .

Sands are Red, and therefore he call’d it the Hed-River, which falls into 
‘a Darbour, and that alfo took the fame Name. They faw abundance of 
Fifh, and among the Shells thrown up by the Sea, vaft Quantities of 
Oyfters and Muffels, and in thofe that were left upon the Rocks above the 


‘Water, great and {mall Pearls, fome Grey, others White. This Sort of , 
 Fifh, atcertain Times, the Shells being firft open, gape with.their Mouths 


Bel 


Pearls de= 
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- and receive the pure and fubftantial Dew, which, as it were, impregnates ee labegt 


_.quitted his Admiral, as he did afterwards. From Red-Port they he'd on 


them with Pearls, which are in Colour anfwerable to the Nature of the 
‘Dew. “If they receive it pure, they produce them white; if diflurb’d, 


‘they are of a Darkyor other Muddy Colours. Sarmiento defcribes the Ver- 


‘ation that tormented him and his Men-; for being eager to fatisfy their 
Hunger with Oyfters and Muffels, and they being unfit to Eat, becau‘e of 
the Hardnefs of thofe Pearls they found in them, they threw them away, 
curfing the Inventors of putting a Value on thofe Productions, or Horny- 
neffes of Fifhes, which Nature had trebly hid in the Waters of the Sea, 
in Shells, and in the Fifh it felf. They faid, that true Wealth confifted 
in tame Cattle, Fruit, and Corn brought up’ by Tillage, as they had in 
Spain ; for that precious Obftacle’ to feeding, then not valu’d, depriving 
them of the Suftenance of the Shell-Fifh, and being fore’d to live’ ten 
Days on the Provifion they brought for four, the Fait made them all Phi- 
lofophers. From this Red Harbour, he was obliged to return to the Ships 
deft in that of the Rofary, no Day paffing without violent Storms; when 


they had run backward, and forward, above 70 Leagues, landing on Iflands, . 


and taking Poffeflion of them. ‘They were Fruitful and Habitable, but till 
then Untill’d and Defart. Froma very high Hill, he difcover'd the main 


_ . Chane!, which runs out into the great Ocean, and fo many other Chan- 
“nels and {mal) [lands, that they could not be reekon’d up ina long Time. 


Whilft he ftaid; he founded Harbours, Deeps, Channels, Creeks, Inlets, 
Flats, Roads and Bays, making Draughts of, and giving them Names, 
He fettled the Latitude, and certain Courfe to be fteer’d, in the Prefence, 
and with the Opinion of the Pilots, Seamen; and Soldiers, inorder to re-. 
concile thofe difagreeing Perfons by examining all that were prefent. 

Here the Vice- Admiral began to caivl, faying, They were imbay’d, and» 
that it was impoflible to hold on their Voyage that Way ; and would have 


their Courfe, trying thofe in other Tands. Sarmiento came toa Bayy 
which he call’d S. Francis’s, where, as they were taking their Station, a 
Soldier fired a Piece at fome Birds, and in Anfwer to the Gun, certain 
Indians, near a Mountain, on the other Side of the Bay, gave horrid 
Shouts. By the firft Noife, the Spaniards thought it had been made by Sea- 
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Wolves, till they difcover’d the naked Red Bodies. They afterwards Pijnteg 
found the Reafon of that Colour, for they daub’d themfelves from the Indians 


_ Head to the Feet with a glutinous Red-Earth.. Sarmiento took fome of 


his Company into a Boat, and coming to a Thicket, found them in the 


clofeit of the Trees, without any other Cloathing but that Clay as Red as 
Blood. Only one old Man, who talk’d to, and commanded, and was 
obey’d by them, appear’d cover’d with a Cloak of the Skins of Sea 
Wolves. Fifteen’ Youths came’ out upon the open Shore, near the Sea~ 
and drawing near, with peaceable Demonftrations, very earneftly pointed, 

: M . litting 
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lifting up their Hands towards the Place where the Ships remain’d., Tie 
Spaniards did the lame. The Indians came clofe, and Sazmienzo giving 
thentwo Towelsand a Night-cap, /or-he had nothing elle then, and the 
Pilots fome o:her-Trifles, they were well pieas’d. They gave them Wine, 
which they tafted and then threw away. They eat of the Bisket, but all. 
this did not fatisfy them ; for which Reafon, and becaufe they were on an: 
open Shore, in Danger of lofing the Boat, they return’d to their Station,. 
making Signs to the Indians to goto-the Boat. They did fo, and Sarmien- 


to pofted two Sentinels for the more Security, then. forcibly fe1zd one of 


the Indians for an Interpreter; put bim into his Boat, embrac’d him loving- 
ly, cloath’d and fed him, This Place he call’d, The Point of People, as 
being the firft where he found any, Thence he proceeded to Three {mail 
Iflands, lying in a Triangle, and lay there. They went on, taking 


Draughts of the Lands, and being betore a very craggy Country, the Jn-- 


dian who had never ceas’d fhedding Tears, throwing cffa Shirt they had 
put him on, leap‘d over-board, and fwam away.. They held on. their Way,. 
guite weary of {eeing fo many Iflands, containing trange Productions of 
Nature, but without any Inhabitants. Only in one of them, which they 
call‘d, The Cleft Rock, neara deep Cave, they found much Tract of Men‘s. 
Feet, andthe whole Skeleton of a Man or Woman. They went.on thence: 
with Storms through incredible Solitudes, which it would be too much to: 
defcribe, thot our Defign were to treat only of this Voyage. At another 
Land, where they arriv’d full of Uncertainty, as it were by Accident, 
in the Bay they call‘d, Our Lady of Guadalupe, thinking to: difcover whe~ 
ther one Channel ran to the Eaft, and another to the North; they faw a. 
Piragua, being a Veffel made of Planks put together, without any Sides,. 
and fometimes of Rufhes, and of Calahafbes, and properly a Float, coming 
along onthe Water, and in it five Indians, who getting to the Shore, lett 
the Piragua, and ran up a Mountain ina Confternation, The Pilot went. 
into the Piragua,, with four Soldiers, and the Boat proceeded further. 
Coming to another Point, where they thought there were more People,. 
they only found a low round Cottage, made of Poles, and cover’d with 
broad Barks of Trees, and the Skins. of Sea~-Wolves, In it were little 
Baskets, Shell-Fith, {mall Nets, and Bones for Sticking of Fith, like Harp 
ing Irons, and Scrips full of that Red Earth wherewith they dye their 
Bodies, inftead of Cloaths. This is all the Gayity and Habit they ufe,. 
inftead of the Gold and Silks worn in the Courts of Princes. Sarmiento 
left the Piragua,-and return’d to the Ships with only the Boat, becaufe his 
Provifions were fpent. In this {mall Veffel, and a Brigantine, he found 
newly built by his Company, whilft they were viewing thole moft defart 
Tflands, with the Advice of the Vice-Admiral, he went from the Red 
Harbour, and finding no other fafe for the Ships, return’d to the fame. 
Then in the Boatcali’d Nueffra Senora de Guia, or Our Lady of the Guide, 
he went} away to make Tryal of the Mouth which appear’d to the Eaft= 


ward under a mighty long Ridge of Snowy Mountains, {o various, that 


they faw fome Tops cover’d with white, others with blew, and others. 
with black Snow. Sarmientocalls that the Continent. There is no Num- 
ber of the [lands he took Poffeffion of, and thofe he difcover’d, being in- 


acceflible in other Archipelagos, from the Top of @ Mountain rifing nae 
a) ' thofe: 
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thofe about it, and cover’d with blew Snow, which he compares to the 
Colour of the Turky Stones, This Height he call’d 4nno Nuevo, that is, New 
Year, becaule he found it on the firft Day of the Year, 1580. He left no 
Saints Name, or the Refemblance of any natural Thing, but what he ap- 
ply’d todiflinguifh thofe Iflands he touch’d at, ere@ing Croffes on them all, 
and writing as hedidinthe firft. He faw Men, only in thefe here mention’d, 

He ran again in his Boat through thofe Seas, where Nature feem’d to fet

up new Iflands every Day ; and Anchor’din a Harbour, where, among’ Surmien- 


other Precautions for Navigation, he drew a Meridian Line on tl 


ne Earth, to’s Inds 


and mark’d the Magnetick Needles, refrefhing them by touching again, firy. 


becaule they had receiv‘d fome Damage by the Storms and Damps. How 
weak a Guide have Men for mighty Enterprizes! He profecuted his Dif- 
covery of little [flands, and taking Poffeffion and obferv’d an Eclipfe for the 
Benefit of Navigation, in the Port of Mifericordiaor Merey,as he nam’d ‘it, 
The Vice-Admiral not:coming to him, he fuppos’d he “was teturn’d to 
Lima, however he waited for himten Days, and five more in another newly 
difcover’d,and call‘d, Nueftra Senora de ia Candelaria, or Our Lady of Can- 
dlemas,three Leagues from the other. This Time having been agreed upon 
between them to expect one another, which when expir’d,each was to make 
the beft of his Way into Spain; Sarmiento being pofitive, contrary to the 
Opinion of the Pilats, that there was the Streight of Magellan, 

On St. Agnes’s Day he Anchor’d at the 
for which Reafon he gave it that Saint's Name. From -the Ridge of a 
Hill, which hangs bending like a Bow over a River, he perceiv’d five Na- 
tive Indians, who with Cries and Signs defired htm to come to them : 
the Spaniards anfwering them in the fame Manner,

Shore, they feem‘d to requeft they would draw near. Sarmiento fent 


them his Enfign, and the Pilot Ferdinand Alonfo, with only four M 

they might not fear; however they durft not come near the Boat. O 
of our Men went afhore, and yet they would not truft him, yet drawing 
nearer becaufe he was alone, he gave them Chaquivas, that is, Glafs-Beads, 
Hawks-Bells, Combs, Ear-Rings, and Hempen-Cloth. Obferve what 
mighty Defigns were couch’d under thofe Childith Gifts, Then the En- 
fign and Pilot came afhore, cherifhing and giving them other Toys, and 
thow’d them what every Thing was for, by applying itto the Ufe be- 
forethem: This Ree them extreamly, as did fome liftle Linnen Flags, 
or Bannors, our Men carry’d, made of narrow Slips of French Linnen, 
Canvas, and Silefia Cloth. This made Sarmiento judge that they had be= 
fore feen Europeans, and they, without being ask’d, fignify’d by intelli- 
gible Tokens, that two Ships like ours had pafs’d thar Way, or were 
fill thereabouts, pointing to the South Eaft, and inthem bearded Men, 
Clad and arm’d after the fame Manner. This was the firtt Intelligence 
they found of the Englifp Ships under Drake. The Indians with {miling 
Countenances promis’d to come again. They went up the Land, and our 
Men aboard the Ship, which not being far off, Sarmiento came athore to 
take Poffeffion, with the ufval Religious and Civil Ceremony . 

The next Day the Enfign and Ferdinand ch were with fix Soldiers by 
break of Day in the Harbour, Mabon confiderable Quantity of Toys, ta 
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gain the Afiedtions of the: Natives, who came allo; but would not-draw 
near our Men. They-made the fame Signs they had the Day before. The 
Spaniards to be better inform’d of-what Courfe the Engli/b Steer’d, ran ‘at 
the Indians, and took three of them,every two Soldiers holding one of them, 

and tho’ they gave our Men many Blows and Bangs, flruggling to get loofe, 

they could not prevail, and yet were very firopg. The Spaniards put up alb 
that they might get them to the Ship, where Sarmiento receiv‘d, and treat- 

edthem Courteo xfly:. . They Eat and Drank, aad: Kindnefs fo: far prevail’d) 
that they laid afide all Fear; and Laugh’d. Being fhow’d the narrow Slips 
of Liunen, they pointed with their Hands to a Bay, where the Ships had: 
Anchor’d, with the bearded People, who had Arrows, and Partelans. One: 
of them fhow‘d two, and another one Wound they. had receiv’d fighting 
againft the Men of that Fleet. ; 

The Vice-Admiral was now gone back to Chile, and among other Acci-- 
dents which happen’d in his Return,he was wont to tell,that being-come to.

take. About 30 of the Prime Cacigues accepted of the Invitation, and came 
very Joyfully, in a Canoe, to our, Ship. No fooner were they Aboard, than: 
the Vice-Admiral, not regarding their, Complaints, gave arder to loofe the- 
Sails, which were ready, and carry’d them away Prifoners to Chile. Some: 
things that befell him, might juitify his deferting his Superior, but they:

‘To rseturn to Sarmiento... In the aforefaid Port; of, Candelaria, or Candle= 
mafs, the Pilots prefs’d him-hard, with Intreaties and: Proteftations, to do. 
as his Vice-Admiral had done, reprefenting ‘how much his Men were har= 
rafs’d, and-his Ship difabled, and,that he had done more than all the Dif 


coverers before him. That they wanted.Anchors, Cables, and Rigging; _ 


that the Winds oppos’d him, without which it was impoflible to proceed. 
This was.a Dangerous: Tryal, becaufe amidit the Complaints, and almoft: 
Threats of the Filots, there was a mixture of Flattery, commending him, 
for that no other Dilcoverer had ventur’d.fo.far; fo that Sarmiento was no. 
lefs mov’d by their Praifes than by their Anger; However: he bore up. 
againft both, and. feverely check’d the Pilots:. Who knows but he might 
conceal the fame Fears they urg’d? And in, fhort, he: appear’d \fo Refolute: 
againft all they could fay, that he brought them to:his. Beck... He fail’d thence, 
keeping the Channel,and abouta League to the South-Eaft,the Indians thow’d: 
Him the way the Bearded. Men took, of whom, after killing many, they, as 


was afterwards known, fav’d one Catherine, and a Boy, both Engli/h, who ik 


Account of (ill liv’d among thofe wild Beafts, which they. were more like than Ratio- 
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faid was call’d Puchachaileua, full of extraordinary high grey Rocks, the 
bearded. 


Somewhat farther in another Ifland, which the Indians 
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‘bearded Men again fought the Natives without Succefs. They went on to 
‘another Iland Nam’d Capitloilgua, on the Coaft call’d Cayrayxaniilgua.. 
Sarmiento did not change the Ancient Names of Countries, when he could 
learn them. They were fufficiently difmay’d in the next they came ar, 
thinking they were Imbay’d ; but prefently after they took Heart again, at 
the Sight of the Channel, which Legins at the Mouth call’d Kaultegua, and 
it widen’d, bringing them out to» a moft {pacious Sea, full of thoulands of 

‘Tiands. Paffing by, in Sight of one of them, they perceiv’d high Smokes; 
and the Captive Indions began to Weep, and they faw it was for. Fear of 
the Natives, expreffing that they were Giants, and fought de!perately. Our 
Men encourag’d them, giving them to uuderftand that they thould be able 
to deal’ with thofe People. “They went afhore on that-Country, which is 
call’d Tinguichifeua. Sarmiento alrer’d it, in Honour of the Crofs he 
erected there, calling it, the [land of the Crofs. There he faw Abundance 
of Whales, Wolves, and other Sea-Monfters, and great Clods of Snow, on 
the Waves. He made ready his Cannon, and fmall Arms, providing 
acainft both Pirates and Natives, for he expected to find the Eng/i/p poffet- 
fed of the Land. From that Time he ftcod upon his Guard, and no Man 
quitted his Arms. They went on to a third Hland, which is the biggeft, 
heard Humane Voices; and faw fome Piraguas, with the People that cry‘d 
aut, wHo were crofling from’ one Iiland to another. Our Men drew near 
in the Boat totake a View, and all-of them put into a clean Harbour, 
whence they difcover’d a Town, not Barbarous, but Decent and Lofty, like 


ours in Europe, and abundance of People, who having funk the Piraguas, Populous

and flanding on the Mountains, with their Arms in their Hands, call’d to [fands. 


our Men from a Wood, -to Land, as ours did them to draw. near the Sea, : 
Among the Trees appear’d many more of thofe Iflanders, with Bows and 
“Arrows, as if they intended to fall on, This made our Men difcharge fome 
Muskets at them, rhe Noife- whereot fo terrify’d the Indian Women, that 
they fet up hideous Shrieks, and-therefore the Spaniards forbore Firing, 
for fear of lofing all hopes of gaining their Affections, By this time the 


Ship which had been Cruizing up and down, came into: the Harbour, - 


Sarmiento made a Gun ready, and the Boat came Aboard, Towing a Pira- 
ua after it, Having writ the Inftrument of Pofleffion, tho’ he had not 
inguir’d into the Government of the Inhabitants of that great Town, he 
Landéd on the Shore, whence is difcover’d a vaft high Mountain, all white 
with-aged Snow, and encompafs’d with Rocks. Ancient Relations call’d: 
it Orlanro’s Bell, he being one of Magellan’s Companions, He Sail’d on 
“to 54 Degrees Latitude, at the Point-he call’d-of S. I/idorus.. Near to it the: 
Natives call’d out to him,’and coming up: to our Men, Embrac’d them fa~-

miliarly. Sarmiento, befides Hawks-Bels, and other Toys, fent them Bisket. Indians. 


and Fleth from the Ships. They fat down to Converle, by Signs, with the 
Enfign, the Pilot; and Eight other Chriftians, fignifying, that they were 
pleas’d with their Friendfhip, and thofe rich Gifts ;.and gave fuch confufe 
okens of the-Englifp having pafs’d that. way, as the others had done. 
‘Phen they return’d to their Huts, and the Admiral having taken Poffeflicn, 
and found the Latitude to be 33 Degrees, and 40 Minutes, advanc’d in fight 
of the Coaft, which‘eizht Leagues from thence lies flat-with the Sea, and 
férms a Shore of white Sand. Before he came to it he Difcover’d a pro- 
digious high burning Mountain, cover’d with Snow ; where the Fire and. 


on; | 
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the Snow feem, out of natural Courtefy, to Refpect one another, and to 
confine within themfelves their Force, and Effects; for neither is the one 
Queneh’d, nor the other Melted by their near Neighbourhood. The Chan- 
nel carry’d him to the Point he call’d of S. dune, in 53 Degrees and a half 
of Latitude. He took poffeffion, and rais’d a heap of Stones, at the Foot of 
a Crofs, and left a Letter written with Charcole-Duft, which he thought 
incorruptible, in the Shards of an Earthen Veffel, well Pitch’d, among thofe 
Stones. In it he declared to all Nations, That thofe Lands and Seas be- 
‘ long‘d to the King of Spain, and by what Title he held them. In the fame 
Letter, he left Orders for his Vice-Admiral, to return to Peru, and give 
the Viceroy an Account of all that happen‘d,till they difcovertd the Streighe. 
Indiane- The Ship feer‘d off with the Ebb, and the Jndians when it was gone caine 
fents. down with their Wives and Children, and a Prefent of great pieces of Sea 
Wolves, ftinking Meat, Sea Foul, call‘d Minnos, which are White and 
Yellowith, Murtina, a fort of Fruit like Cherries, and bits of Flint, bor‘d 
through and Painted, in a fmall Box of Gold and Silver. Being ask‘d, 
what that was for, and they anfwering, Zo jfrike Fire, one of them took 
fome Feathers he brought, and with them lighted it, as if it were Tinder. 
A little before, when our Men made a Fire to melt the Pitch, for fecuring 
the Veflel the Letter was in, which was left fopp’d at the Foot of the 
Crofs, the Flame fpread upon the Mountain, and rais'd a Smoke, The Jn~ 
dians believing they were Fires made by thofe fo much dreaded Enemies of 
theirs, went away and could not be ftopp’d by any means; nor was their - 
Fear groundlefs, for they anfwer'd immediatly in the oppofite Iland, with 
great Smokes. The River which falls into the Sea at the Point Sarmiento 
eall’d S. Fobn’s; and the Streight dividing thefe Iflands, which is the ve~ 
ry Old one of Magellan, look’d and fought after with fo much Danger, he 
nam’d of The Mother of God, changing its firft Appellation, that through - 
‘this Devotion fhe may obtain of her Son the Salvation of thofe numberlefs 
Provinces, extending the Voice of his Gofpel to them, that it might reach 
the Ears of fo many Souls,moft of which are Ignorant of their own Immor+ 
tality, without knowing any more than commen Nature has taught them. — 
Poffefion Sarmiento was fo well pleas‘d with having thus exprefs‘d his Devotion, 
taken. that when he return‘d to Spain,he intreated the King, to direct that Streight 
to be generally fo call‘d,.and his Majefties Orders,, The Poffeffion of this 
{> remarkable Place was taken with extraordinary Joy, inferting in the 
Inftrument the Claufe of Pope dlexander the 6th’s Bull, the Title that gives 
the Kings of Caftile, and the Limits affigned by the Line he drew through 
“both the Poles of the World, as Gods Vicar. ¥. Guadramiro faid Mals, 
and they all heard it devoutly, contidering it was the firft offer‘d up in 
that Place by Man tohisCreator. It was intended asa Thank(giving, and 
they all took Courage to undertake any difficult Enterprize. They faw the 
Track of Tigers, and Lions, and alfo White and Grey Parrots, with Red 
Heads ; and they heard the fweet Notes of Goldfinches, and other Birds. 
Holding on their Courfe along the Channel, with exceilive hot Weather, 
they came into a Bay, that’ was cover‘d with white Weeds, and Anchor‘d 
at the Point, on which a Company of Giants immediatly appear‘d, whe 
-call‘d out to’ them, lifting up their Hands Unarm‘d ; our Men imitated 
their A@ions, which-denoted Peace on.both fides. They being come ta. 
the Boat, which was Guarded by ten Musketeers, the Enfign Jeap*d Athore, 
with 
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with tour others. The Giants made Signs to him to lay down his Leading- 
Staif, and then they withdrew, to the place where they had hid their 
Bows and Arrows, The Enfigndid as they direfted, and then fhew‘d them 
the Toys and Gifts he defign‘d for them. This withZeld them, but {hill 
they were jealous, wherefore our Men fuppofing their jealoufy proceeded 
from what they had fuffer‘d before, and gueffing they had receiv‘d fome 
dammageé from the Engli/b Pyrate, to be the better enform’d of it, ten of 
ozr Men fell vpon one of the Giants, whom they took; Lut had enough to 
da to fecure- him. “The“others running to their Arms, return’d fo quick 
upon the Spaniards, that they had fcarce time to get into their Boat. They 
fhot their Arrows, which flying thick, and our Men taking care to avoid 
~ them, they dropt two Muskets. The Steward of the Ship was fhot in the 
Pye with an Arrow. The dndian they took was a Giant even among the 
other Giants, and the Relation fays, he. look’d to them like one of the Cy- 
clops.- Other Relations affure us, each of thefe Giants is above three 
Yards high, and they are proportionably {pread and brawny. Being 
brought into the Ship, he was extraordinary melancholy, and tho’ they 
offer’d him the beft they had to,Eat, he would take nothing all that Day.. 
They fet Sail, croffing Channels, and pafling by Hlands, in moft of which 
they faluted them with Smokes, In the narroweft Patt, which they call’d 
of Oxr_Lady of Grace, through which they muft pafs of Neceflity, and is 
in 53 Degrees and a half Latitude, Savmiento was of Opinion, Forts might 
be ere&ted on the two Capes to fecure the Pafflage. They made hafte thro’ 
it, and again faw the Natives on another Point of Land, calling out, and 
fhaking their Cloaks, or Woolly Blankets. Sarmzento went to them with 
eighteen Soldiers, Only four Indians appear’d with Bows and Arrows, and 
making Signs of Peace with their Hands, faid, Xiitote, which, as wasafter- 
wards known, fignifies Brothers. They poited themfelves on a. rifing. 
Ground, and when the Spaniards were landed, made Signs to them for one 
of our Men to come to them. One went unarm’d, with fome Gifts, as 
Glafs-Beads, Hawks-Bels andCombs,which they receiv’d pointing to him to: 

odownagain. He did fo, and the Enfign went up in his ftead, obliging 
them with other Prefents. They accepted of them, and yet neither they, 
nor any Courtefie could difpel their Jealoufie. Sarmiento left them, to 
avoid provoking them, and going up the Mountain another way, to view 
the Ridge, Plains, and Channels, the four Archers appear’d before him, 
and without any Provocation receiv'd, bur on the contrary after receiving 
the aforefaic Gifts, they furioufly affaulted our Men, wounding the Gene- 
ral with twe Arrows inthe Side; and betwixt his Eyes; and another Sol- 
dier had an Eye put out. The reft of the Spaniards covering themfelves. 
with their Bucklers ran at them, but the Giants fled up the Country fo 
fwiftly, that a Mufker Ball would fcare over-take them.. This Adtion 
feems to verifie the Cowardice the Authors of Fabulous Books, commonly 
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call'd Romances, afcribe to their Giants. Sarmiento view‘d the Land, call’d _ 


it Nueftra Senora del Valle, or Our Lady: of the Vale, difcovering betwixt 
two f{pacious Ridges, fome delightful Plains, numerous Towns, lofty Build- 
ings, Towers and Pinacles, and to his Thought fumptuous Temples of fo 
Majeftick an Appearance, that he fearce believ‘d his own Eyes, and judg’d 
it an Imaginary City.

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_ Sarmiento did not go up to the great City he dilcover‘d at a Diftance, — : 
_ -becaufe he would not depart from his Ship, to which he return’d, leaving 
us fill defirous io be throughly fatisfi‘d of fo firangea Thing. By the 
Way he-found two extraordinary long Cloaks, or Barbarian Biankets, 
made of Sheep-Skins with the Wooll on, anda pair of Shoes nade of raw 
Hides to bind about the Feet, which the Zndians could not carry off, thro‘ Saag 
the fearful Precipitation of their Flight. They continu’d their Difcovery, (, if 
and the Wind oblig’d them to firike over to the Southern Coait, five “7%: 
Leagues diftant from Our Lady of the Vale 3; and tho‘ the cold \ inds blew, . 
they found this Country more Temperate than the others. It is inhabited 
by proper People, has wild and tame Cattel, and Game, as was declar‘d 
by Philip, fo they call’d an Indian they brought over, in Honour to King 
fhilip. Yt produces Cotton, a certain Sign of its being Temperate ; and 
Cinnamon, by them call’d Cahea. The Air is very ferene, and the Siars 
appear bright, fo that they are plainly to be obfery’d, lay‘d down, and 
deferib’d. Sarmiento fays it is ufeful in thofe Parts to obferve the Crozier, 
which is 30 Degrees above the Antartick Pole, and that he made ule of it, | ; 
for taking of Latitudes, as we do in our Hemilphere of the Norzh Star, Obfervati- 
tho’ with another Sort of Computation. And in Regard that the Crozicy 075 for 
dees not ferve all the Year, he fought out another Polar Star, nearer to Sailors. 
the Pole, of a fhorter Computation, but general and perpetual; and he 
us’d fuch Induftry, that he difcover’d, and afcertain’d it by Obfervations, 
and Experiments of feveral clear Nights. He fettled the Stars in the Crozi- 
er, and two other Croziers, and two other Polar Stays, which take a very 
{mall Compafs; this he did for the common Benefit of curious Sailors. 
Netwithftanding all thefe Tokens, and the Incouragement of humane Cu- 
tiofity, no Man has ever gone to thofe Towns, which had fuch promifing 
Signs of Civility 3 tho’ thofe rude Giants did not feem to confirm thole 
Appearances of a well-fettled Country. Sarmiento ran along the Streight, : 
never ceafing to found, and Jay it down till he came toa Cape, he call’d, Sarmiento 
Of the Holy Ghoft, from which to that of the Virgin Mary, there are 119 60"E€S into 
Leagues from: the South to the North Sea. Here they began to order their *2¢ North 
Courfe with due Difference. They faw Whales, and on the Shoies, 5¢4- 
Thickets of feveral unknown Plants, They ran thro‘ Storms and Dan- 
gers, furprizing even to fuch experienced Sailors as they were. They all 
vow‘d Offerings to Churches, Alms, and Pi'grimages to Places of Devo- 
ton in Spain, with other folemn Engagements, on which fearful Mortals 
in Danger, devoutly ground and encourage their Hopes. The Tempeft 
ceas‘d, and on the 25th of March, about Midnight, Sarmiento faw alow 
white Rainbow, orpofite to the Moon, which was moving againft it; 
andit was occalion‘d by Repercuffion of her Rays, which fel] by Refraéti- 
on on the oppofite Clouds. He fays, That neither he nor any other Per- 
fon, ever faw, heard, or read of the like; but by his good Leave, in 4/~ 
vicus Vefpufiusss Epitome of V oyages, we read that the fame happen‘d in 
thé Year Tyor, in that fame Place, where both of them taking the Sun‘s 
Altitude, they found him in 23 Degrees large, which is.as good as 15 
Leagues. This. Day they were within the Tropick of Capricorn. Pro- 
ceeding forward, they loft their Reckoning, and the Hopes of recovering 
it, for Want of Mathematical gp freiehs but on the firit of apis 
F it T56Q. 
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- tho’ on our Side never a Man was 
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aud obfery’d the Polar-Star of the 
Triangle in21 Degrees 5 and on the roth of the fame Month, they faw the 
Mand of the Afeention, av eight Leagues Diftance. » They anchor’d there, 
found Water, and faw feveral Crofies, erected by.fome Portugucfes,: who 
in their, Way toLndia, werecait away there by a Storm, and the Living, 
out of Devotion, fet them up onthe Graves of thofe that dy’d. ; Onone' of 
them they found a Board nail’d, with this Infcription, Don Johnde Caftel 
Rodrigro, Commodore, arriv’d here with five India Ships, on the 13th of 
May, 1576. Near to it, Sarmiento fet up another, as a Memorial, that 
the firt Ship coming from Perm, touch'd there, having pals’d thro’ the 
Sireight from the South to the North-Sea, on the King’s Account, with 
the Occafion of his Voyage. This Ifland abounds in Sharks, which are 
Sea-Montters, Fifh, and a Sort of fuch greedy and troublefome Fowl, that 
they make at whatioever they fee. They took the Enfigns ‘Hat off: his. 
Head, to {natch away a Letter he had ftuck in it. He lav 'd his Hat, by 
clapping up his Hand immediately, but loft the Letter, which they pull’d. 
away by Force anc‘afterwards they fawa Fray in the Air, the others 
endeavouring to take it from: that Harpy, which firft {match’d it away. 
This [land lies in 7 Degrees and a half of South Latitude, andi 1t is ve~ 
ry obferveable, that tho* the Spaniards, were very attentive to their Com- 
pafs, and took fo many Precautions for their Security, yet {uch was’ the 
Force of the feveral Currents, that when they thought they were 60 
Leagues from Pernambuco Eaft and Weft, at the River of Virtues, on the: - 
Coaft of Brazil, they found themfelves. 400 Leagues to the Eaftward; fo 
that the Currents deceiv’d, and drove them 340 Leagues from the’ Point 
they had fettled by the Degree of Latitude. Sarmiento -diicourles largely 
apomthis Effedt, charging the Sea-Charts with Falfhovd, and. being igno= 
yantly laid down. Dreadful Tempeftsenfu‘a, tilk onthe 28th of Apri/, on 
the Coaft of Guinea he difcover’d Sierra Liona, abounding in Gold, and 
Blacks. ‘Then the Iflands they call of Idols, and beyond»‘them thofe of 
Viwagaos, inhabited by flout Black Archers, who fhoot poifon’d Arrows, 
wherewith, fuch as are wounded, prefently. dye taving. On the 8th of 
May they all fell fick’on the Coatt of Guinea, of Fevers, Lamenets, Swel- 
lings, and Impofthuinations in their Gums, which in that Country prove 
‘Mortal, by Reafon of ‘the Exceflive Heat, and then for, Want of Warer 5 
but’ Heaven wreliev'd them with feafonable Rain. When they. labour’d 
vo make the Iflands of Cabo Verde for fome Refrefhment, the Winds drove’ 
them off. They bore up without finding Land, of any Ship, till. on the — ; 
z2dof May, being ins Degrees 40 Minutes of North Latitude, they 
defery’d two Sail. Sarmiento believ‘d they had been Portuguefes, and was 
defirous to make up to hale them; but upon better Obfervation. perceiv‘d, 
the one wasa Tall Ship, the other a Sloop, both of them French, who » . 
purfu'd and endeavour’d to get to Windward: of:him. Fhe Sloopcame 
foremoft to viéw'our Ship; which made good’ its Advantage. When they: 
were come in Sight of the Ifland of Santiago, the French held up a Naked. 
Sword, and then fir’d fome Shot. The Spaniards anfwer’d with their 
Muskets, which was thendone by both Sides, and feveral French Men. felly, 7 
kill‘d, but fome wounded, and then 
’d, Thofe on the Iiland be ae 
ee 


1580, at Night, they difcover’d, 


they fled more {wiftly than they bad purfu 
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the [ngagement, and thinking it had been Counterfeit, and both the Ships 
French, they. flirr’d not out to Succour either. When the Pirate was 
quite fled, a Cavavel of Algarve arriv’d coming from Portugal, which dif- 
eover’d the Pirate's Name, and Strength ; declaring he had 85 Men in the 
Ship, and 25 in the Sloop, and among them a Portuguefe Pilot. That he 
had plunder‘d four other Ships, and the faid Caravel, at Cape Blanco, on 
the Coattof A/rick ; and at the [land of May, not far from Santiago, had 
funk another Caravel, belonging to the Royal Navy, which was failing 
for Brazil, in order to People Paraguay ; where the Englifh had of iate 
Years buile Towns, intermarrying with, and being attracted by the Love, 
and Children-they had by the Zapuyer Indian Women. ~ 


Sarmiento Landed at Cabo Verde, the Cuftom-Houfe of which City yearly ¢. niento 
is worth to the King 100000 Ducats. There are always in it 20000 Blacks, a ants 
becaufe of the fettled Trade for them. Before he Anchor’d,there came Boats yore. 


from the Shore, to view his Ship, and he telling them, he came from Peru, _ 
through the Streights of Magellan, they were amaz’d. They return’d to 
give an Account to their Governor Ga/par de Andrade, and told him, That 
thofe that came in the Ship, were Men of feveral Shapes, Deform’d, and 
Ill-look’d, and others with long tangled Hair and Locks. Thele were fome

"Arms, the gnathing of his Teeth, and lofing of his Senfes, which attend 
_ the Falling-Sicknefs, and are Simptoms of Apoplexies, could not.naturally 
proceed from his Temperate way of Living; but are always caufed by 
much Excefs, which Occafions this violent Diftemper. He came to him~ 
felf after that firft Fit, but his Vigour wafted, and he linger’d on to the 
erid of his Life. Cachil Cotta thould have Succeeded him, but they were 
-fufpicious of his Correfpondence with the Fernates; and they all fo openly 
favour’d his Brother Caehil Mole, that there was not the leaft Dificuley 
made about the Succeffion, He often remember’d his Fathers unfortunate 
Death, and in Regard that this raging Defire of Revenge, might p:ave in- 
firumental for the Recovery of Ternaze3 as toon as his Unkle Dy’d, which 
was on the 24th of April 1599, the Portuguefe Commander in Chief, Ruy 
Gonzalez de Sequeyrao repair’d to his Palace, and by Means of the Portu- 
guefe Powet and Arms, caufed Cachil Mole to be {worn King, as being a 
moft faithful Friend to his Nation, and no lefs an Enemy to the Zernates.

There is almoft an inifinite Number of inferiout Magiftrates, who | 
exercife the Regal Power and Authority, even in the moit inconfiderable 
Cafes, Inevery Town there are five, that have the greateft Power, and 
thefe are Strangers in the Place, that they may be free from Partiality.: 
The Head of them all, is call’d Tutan, being the fame as a Viceroy in 
Europe. The next in Dignity is the Poncafio, who has Charge of the King’s 
Taxes, and ae Trealure, with a great Number of Clerks, and other 
Officers 5 ahd he pays all Salaries and Penfions. Next follows the Ancafio, 
who is chief Juftice, in Criminal Cafes of Confequence. The Aitan has 
the Infpection of all Martial Affairs, he muiflers the Armies, builds the 
Ships, and his principal Duty is to obferve the Guards, that no Stranger 
may pafs into the Inland Country. The Luitifo is next to the 4itan in 
Dignity, and is to be expert in War, in which he is employ'd by the 
Aitan. I know there are other Magiftrates, and their Names and Digni-+ 
ties, which I muft pats over in Silence. All of them except the Luizifo, 
keep great State.

Thefe go Circuits thro’ the Provinces, and reform Abufes, and all of them 


. weat the King’s Badge on their Shoulders, and Breafts, being a Golden 


pee wove inthe Cloth. When they go thefe Progrefles, they fave, or 
jeffen the Charge by circumfcribing the State.. When firft eledted, at their 
taking Poffeffion of their Pofts, they generally go out attended by Troops of 
Horfe and Foot, with all Sorts of Mufick, and Splendour, Their Pomp 
appears in the Hanging, and other Ornaments otf “the Streets and Houfes, 
All the expence of Law Suits,Courts, and other Perquifites is allow’d out 
of the King’s Exchequer. The Mandarines are Governors, and Viceroys. 
In China there are no. Dukes, Marqueffes, or Earls, nor do they own any 


_ Dignity, but what is deriv’d from the King’s Authority. Though in the 


Patts next to. Scythia, or Tartary, fome People are Mahometans 5 yet in all 
others they are either Idolaters, or look upon the Notion of a Gad-as a 
meer Jeft. They believe the Life and Death of Men and Beatfts are alike. 
There is nothing they are more attentive to, than the obftructing of any 
foreign Religion, and this under the politick Pretence, thatthey are jealous 
of Innovation. But above all they oppofe the true Religion, hating that they 
know nothing of ; and are as much afraid of it, as if its Minifters went 


_arm’d to preach it, and with the Noife of Drums, and Trumpets, and regu-- 


Jar Armies. They are frighted at a few bare-foot, and almoft naked Men. 
who profefs Poverty, and preach up Morality, and fupernatural Virtues, 
grounded on Humility and Peace. They have fuch an Averfion for them,. 
that were it proper to our Subject, or. were there not printed Relations 
thereof already, we. would recount feveral Inftances, to {how their unreafon-- 
able Hatred... Hence may be inferr’d, how muehmore Need-of the fpeciat: 
Grace of Heaven thefe Nations ftand in, withthofein the Neighbourhood,. 
which are expos’d to the Infection and Danger of their Obftinacy.. The: 
Reader ought alfo to confider, that tho fometimes, the. Avarice, and other: 
Crimes of our Commanders, and Soldiers interfere with the Preaching. 
of the Gofpel, yet their Offences do not leffen-the Iuftice of the Caufe. He: 
is alfo to reflect, that, allowing hi$ Majefty, for weighty Reafons of State 
fhould, as we have faid was propos’d, refolve to abandon thofe Parts of 4/a, - 


_ asthe Chinefes did, and ciicumfcribe the Compafs of his Monarchy ; yet: 


the Caufe of Religion would not-permitit. Our Kings are its Miniiters, . 
and Sons of the Catholick Church, and any War made for the Propagation: 
of the Gofpel, is of the greateft Confequence, and highly gainful, tho’ it: 
be to acquire, or recover defert Provinces. Befides that the Philippine Ifl-- 
ands have fhown us how tractable their Natives are, and. how. much they’ 
improve with the Example, and Society of the Spaniards, and how affeétio- - 
nately they have imbrac’d the Faith, and affift the Religious Men, who 
dilate, and carry it over into China, Fapan, Camboxa, Mindanao, the Mo-

This is the Principal End of keeping thofe Provinces; and the Revenues

Riots curity of the Minifters of the Church, Befides, that as Times have alter’d, 

of Chinefe [0 they have often in China chang’d their Opinion, and fhow’d they re- 

invafons, Pented their having diminifh’d their Empire. No Year pafles over with 
MOORS: out Threats of Chinefe Armies 5 of their Lifting Men; of building Ships ; 
: of their folemn confecrating, or dedicating them to their carv’d Gods, or 
to the Sun, Moon, and Stars, which are ador‘d in fome Parts, begginz Suc- 
cefs in their vain Prayers againft the Spaniards, who are poffefs‘d of thofe 
Countries they abandofi‘d, thro’ their own Indifcretion. This fhort Ac 
count of the Chinefes, or Sangleys,is here inferted, for the better underftand- 
ing of thofe Actions we fhall foon treat of. They not only oppofe the 
Truth; but tho’ they are wholly addi@ed to thejr Intereft, and Slavesto 
Gain, and tho’ it be fo abfolutely requifite for the attaining of thofe Ends 
through their Induftry and Trade, ta maintain Amity with their Neigh- 
hours, yet there is nothing le{s to be reliy’d on than their Faith, or to 
give ita more proper Name, their Diffimulation.. Happy thofe People, if 
when China withdrew its Dominion, it had alfo withdrawn the Errarg 
of its Worthip.

HE Iflands Luzones, or Manilas, which are both of them anti- 
ent Names, having been difcover’d by Magellan; after his A 
~ Death, and various Accidents befallen his Companions, Sebaftian Sebaftian 
_ Cano return’d to Spain in that renowned Ship, call‘d the Viory, aaa ry: 
as it were to exprefs her Voyage, whichis not fo likely as true. irk th : 
Sebaflian €ano, was born in the Town.of Guetaria, on the Pyrenean Muun- fail'd 
tains, as we are told by Maffeus, in his Latin Hiftory, where he extols ood Se 
Cano‘s mighty Refolution, and skill in the Art of Navigation. He tells us Bid 
with what Refpect and Admiration all Men look‘d on him, as the firft that ‘ 
went round this Globe, which is the Habitation of Mortals. And in Truth 
what value fhall we henceforward put upon the Fabulous Argonauts, Tiphys, 
Fafon, and all other Sailers, fo much celebrated by the Greek Eloquence, 
or Vanity, if compar‘d with our Cano? He was the firft Witnefs of the 
Communication of the two Seas, towhom Nature difclos‘d what fhe had 
till then referv‘d for his Difcovery, fuffering herfelf to be entirely lay‘d 
open, as a Beginning of fuch Bold Enterprizes of that Law which ferves, 
' and renders us Immortal... + ay 
. Magellan being dead, the Iflands Lufones, which ought to have inherited Ilands Lu- 
his Name for being his Place of Burial, as the Streight did for his difco- 
vering and pafling it, in the year 1565, chang‘d theirs for that of Philip- 
pines, tho’ thofe of that Eaftern 4rchipelago bear the. fame. The Adelan- 
tado, or Lord Lieutenant Michael de Legafpe, fent from peed, by the 
Viceroy Don Lewis de Velafco, with a Spani/p Fleet arriv‘d at thefe Iflands. Faults 
He firft conquer‘d that of Zebu, and its. Neighbours, where he {pent fix 57 Ie aE ‘ 
Yeats, Thefe Iflands, as there are feveral Names‘ given to divers of thofe 
Parts, are call‘d Pintados, becaufe then the Indians went naked, and their 
Podies wrought and painted of feyeral Colours. He left a Garrifon vers

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*®Tuzon and went over to poflefs himfelf of Luzon, 150 Leagues from Zebu. He 
Ifland fub- fought the Barbarians, who aftér the firft Surprize, caus’d by our Arms, 
dad: Ships, and Countenances, differing from theirs, was over, were encourag’d 


by that very’ Noyeltys" Lega/pewan intoa Bay, four Leagguesgovervat the. 
Mouth, ye Men ilan now call’d Marivelezs The Bay suns thirty 
Leagues up to the City Manila, and is eight Leagues over, lying North- 
Weft, and South-Eaft.. The Inhabitants of this City eppos’d him with | 
more Bravery than the Piutados ;_becaufe they had Cannon, and a Fort, + 
but as foon as they faw that taken by the Spaniards, they fubmitted. This 
was done fo expeditioufly that the Country had not time to come in; and 
thus hé enter’d Manila, a Place ftrong by Nature. Ar aPoint of-at, wich 
is fhut in by the Waters of the Bay, a con idetable'River empties it felt, 
which rifes inthe Great Lake call’ Vay, five Leagues Diftant. This Point 
which at’firft is narrow and harp, prefently widens, becaufe the Sea-coait 
Manila Tums away to thé South’Sonth-Eaft, and the River Weft, leaviig %a moft 
City. fpacious-Spot forthe City, which 3s alfencompafs’d with “Water, -éxeept 
that part which lyesto the South-Weft: Legafpe then built it of Wood, 
whereof there is great plenty-in thofe parts.”

At that Time, only the Englifb Natior difturb‘'d the Spani/p Sovereign- 
ty in thofe Eaftern Parts ; for this Reafon, King Philip. was defirous, not 
only for the prefent to. curb them by Force of Arms, but to. make them 
an Example to all other Nations, that they might not {pread themfelves 
abroad to attempt fuch Invafions,as we are Eye-Witneflesto.. This Worsk 
was undertaken inthe Year 1588, but firft happen’d what we are now to 
relate. - Queen Elizabeth of England, after a tedious Imprifonment, be- 
headed Mary Stuart, Queen of Scotland, for fome Politick Reafons, or 
Fi@ions. The then King of Scotland, and fince of England alfo, Son to 
_ the Martyr, arm’d his People, ftrengthen’d his Garrifons, .and invaded the 
Deminions of the Enemy, who had caus’d him io be Motherlefs; and 
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more particularly the Marches about the River Tweed, and thofe’ of Anan- 
dale, water'd by the River Solway, “The Queen call’d Home the Earl of 
Leicefter, who was in Holland, appointed‘him General, aud War broke out 
inal} thofe Northern Provinces, with appréhenfions of gtedter to enfué, 
‘After many Events,’ which do not belong to this Place, Queen Elizabeth 
flrengthned her Alliance with the Dutch, encouraging thofe Provinces to 
perfit in their Difobedience to the Chureh, and to’ King Philip, and advi- 
fing them, fince the King Had torbid them trading in all the Reft of his

yearly brought from the North and South Seas, “for Spain, the Robbing of 
which had already made an Addition to her Power ; as alfo of the Fa@o= 
ties erected for Trade in the Molnccos, Banda, Sumatra, Ceylon, and the two 
Savas ; where fhe kept Garrifons, in order to convert the F riendihip into ~ 
Sovereignty. a 
King Philip, whoté great Soul ever entertain’d both Forbearance, and 
Counfel, refolv’d to cut off the Heads of this Hydra at the Neck they all 
{prung from. He gather’d, for the Conqueft of England, ‘the mightieft 
Fleet that has been feén.on the Ocean in our Days. Twenty Thoufand 
fighting Men were put aboard tall Ships, befides 000 Sailors, with 1730 
Pieces of Cannon, Abundance of Ammunition, and Pikes and Firé-Arms 
for the Catholicks, who it was hop’d, as foon as they faw the Panifh 
Colours, would joyn our Army. Don Alonfo Perez de Guzman, Duke of 
Medina Sidonia commanded in Chief, and was to joyn the Prince of Parma, 
then Governour of Flanders, who had Commiffion to 'raife another Army 
of 30000 Horfe and Foot, with the Nec2zflary Provifions and Ammuniti- 
on, which he was to tranfport at a fit Seafon to that Point of England, 
where the Thames falls into the Sea, to march thence to London, and 
there’ Arm the Catholicks. But it was firft requifite to beat the Englifp at 
‘Sea, where they were then powerful, and well acquainted with the proper. 
Times to fail and keep at Home, At the leaft they were to be terrify’d, 
that they might not dare to obftrué the Paffage of the Troops, the Prince 
of Parma had in. readinefs at Dunkirk and Newport, or hinder theirem— 
barking, when the Spanifp Fleet fhould come thither to waft them over, ~@ 
‘this Fleet fail’d from Lisbon on the 29th of May, x 588, and as foon as out 
{uffer’d much bythe Weatlier, fo that three Gallies were caft away, on 
the Coatt.of Bayoune. Abundance of the Powder blew up; and the Gene- 
ral wasoblig’d to return to Coramua, ta refit; whence he could not get 
out til) the 2d of Fuly. . wr ; 
Being come inte 48 Degrees of Latitude, he fent away Don Lewis de 
‘Guzman to givé Advice to the Prince of Parma, and on the laft of the fame 
Month artivd himfelf at the Lizard, in Corn'rall, where he Jay by, and 
‘was certainly inform’d, that all the Enemy’s Ships, being fifty in number, 
day in Plymouth, The Enelifh Admifal at Break of Day difcover’d ours, 


and thot he wanted neither Strength, nor Experience in Sea Affairs, he re« 

folved to draw off and avoid ingaging, but his Ships being lighter incom-

About 4co Spaniards 
were kill'd, and taken. On the 2d and 4th of Auguft,the Lord Howard, and 
Drake joyn'd their Squadrons, fome write they had an hundred €ail, all 
well Mann‘d, and light, with which they infefted ours, which were heavy,

- ¥ng the greateit in the Fleet, and in it were Foln Martinez de Recalde, the 
Count de Paredes, the Margues de la Favara, and other Commanders of Note. 
However they got to the Ifle of Wight, whence the Duke fent away two 
Meffengers to the Prince of Parma, who was then at Bruffels, defiring he 
would furnifh him with Powder and Ball, for the Defence of the Fleet, and 
imbark what Troops-he had ready. But he, either prevented by invincible 
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Obftacles, or for other Reafons, which have left that Princes Reputation D:/ap- 
expos‘d' to Cenfures, mov‘d fo flowly, that what had been fo maturely con- pointment 


eerted ‘took no Effeét. The Enemy boafting, that the Sea and Winds had ofthe Fleet 


fought againftus, in Vindication, as they faid of their Caufe, made pub- 
lick Rejoycings, firing their Cannon; and foon after the Queen put forth a 
Proclamation to the fame Effedt, againft which a certain Englifh Religious 
Man writ learnedly, by the Name of dadrew Philopator. 

The Dutch who were in Confederacy with Queen Elizabeth, feeing this

ae and their Sovereign, attempting to ufurp the Treafures of the Ea 
Aines, Spice, Drugs, and Silks, as appears by their bold Voyages, wherein 
they have endeavour‘d to follow the frefh Examples of the Englifh, and the 
ancient fet them by Columbus, Albuquerque, Magellan, Gama, and Cortes, 
as we fhallfee hereafter. But, both they and the English, if they try the 
hae of their Canfe by the Succefs of that Fleet, muft be oblig‘d to pre- 
er the Caule of the Gentiles, when God for his Secret Judgments. permit= 
ted his own chofen’ People to be over-thrown. Deftruction is more glori- 
ous than Profperity; “and a religious Soul will rather chufe to be caft down: 
than Victorious, if an angry God is to give it the Vidtory. 


” After this Santiago de Vera govern’d the Philippine Iflands, and by fpe- tuoi hey 
ial Order, arm’d againft Ternate, where the eed from that-Time tra- Expedi- 


ded with all poffible Security. All Nations had fettled Factories except 
the Favanefesand Lafcarines. Above 2509 Makometans from Mecca pteach’d 
their Abominations, They fear’d nothing from Portugal, all' their Ap- 
prehenfion was from the Spaniards, who were newly ingag’d to feek Re- 
venge. The King of Ternate well knew that Sarmiento and Ronquillo 
would have taken it, had not Difeafes prevented them. When the News 
of freth Preparations came to Tydore, it was carty’d over by Spies to Ter- 
nate. That King prefently call’d together his Subjects, efpecially the

fudden fet Fireno the Funks, in) which a great Namber of Favanefe Indi- 

Yans had come thither. ‘The Veffels, which were old blaz’d up, without any 
Obflsuction from thole: who;guarded them, but they, referr’d the Remedy to 
theiryWeapons,. They were in all about 3000 fighting Men, 1g00 of them 
had Muskets, whereof 209 were expert at them ; the reft neither Pikes,nor- 

Lances, norany other Jong fort,of Arms, but only thofe. they call Toranas, 
about ia Fathom=in Length, like Darts, and fome like Arrows, which: 
they caft by main Strength, with Canes and Strings, wherewith. they un.- 
expectedly wound junarm‘d: Men, in- Fight; becaufe they Ay not out ofa 
Bow, but are-thrownm: ftrait forward, or over their Heads. Others had on-, 
ly their Campilanes, or Cymiters,.and Shields. . Many of them fought the 
more obftinately; confiding in their Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces, 
bought of the Portuguefes; but as foon as they clos‘d with our Men, they 
broke their Order, and-Jo{t. Courage... This Accident prov‘d a very great 
Obftacle, becaufe it diverted our Men from their double Defign of preffing 
both Forts at the fame Time, fo that the very Commanders were forc‘d to 
“‘Ingage. - Morones-knew how to behave himfelf upon all Occafions, and the Bloody 
Spaniards made fuch a Slaughter, that almoft all the, Favane/es lay upon Vidory 
the Spot. Thofe in the Forts had not the Courage to fall in upon the Rear, gain’d by 
tho they pour‘da Volley upon the Forces of Tydore and Bachian, but with the Spani- 
little Harm, This ViGory was not gain’d without Effufion of Blood, yet ards. 
they. took Heart to hope for one more compleat, at the Arrival of the Ga- 

deon from India, and believ‘d that Addition of Strength wou'd make amends 

for what they loftin the Storm... 

* The Galeon arriv‘d at Tydore, better provided to carry on the Trade, The Siege 

than the War..For this Reafon, and becaule many_of our Men were Sick, or rais’d.

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lik‘d among Politicians. Cachil Mandraxawas defperately in love with 
Filola, his Niece, Daughter to the King his Brother 5 and that: Princes did 
not refufe her Unkles Courtthip. The Father one Day found theny talk+ 
ing together, in the Apartment referv’d only for himfelf; and tho‘ he was. 
fatisfied their Converfation was within the Bounds of Decency, took fach 
an Averfion, that he depriv‘d him of the Succeffion..- The illegitimate Ne- 
phew Reign‘d, againft the Will of all the Unkles, who were near confpi+ 
ring to kill him ; but the fubtle King knew how to difappoint their Defigns,, 
and fecure himfelf without difcovering. the Contrivance. He call‘d Cachift — 
Mandraxva to him, and repeating all paft Diftates,told him,how defirous he 
was to remove all manner of fealoufies by a perfedt Reconciliation, which. 
he thought might be done by means of the Princefs Fr/ola, and fince there 
was fuch a good Cortefpondence between them, all the Reft would: beeafie.

withthe King of Ternatets:'Complaints, He magnify'd the Affrontjand every 
Man, fpoke-ofsit, according to hisown Notion. The King who had cons 
triv'd itand by whofeBreath all the Machines of that Tragédy were mov'd 
affembled the prime Men of: his Kingdom, moft of them Enemies to the 
deluded Mandraxay and afktd their Affiftance and Advice in fo notorious 4 
Violence,and pretending extraordinary Concern. They all Voted to a Man, 
_ ‘that it was abfolutely neceffaty to make fuch an Bxatiple as might deter 
others from the like. »When the Confultation’ was over, the King dif. 
patch‘d Meflengers tovhis Unkle, intreating him to repair to Court to ftop 
ul Mouths by tair Means, and appeafe the Neighbouring Princes. Cacdiz 
Mandraxa made no difficulty to obey, as well knowing that nohe of his 
Adtions had been cofitrary to the Kine*s Orders. © Only the Princefs ad= 
vis‘d the Contrary; fot tho® young, ‘as little above 20 Years of Age, fhe 
was. better:acquainted with her Brother, and well knew he never kept his 
Faith, particularly with his own Family, and that he could not have any 
Kindnefs for them as being jealous of the Crown.

. The Governour receiv’d this Difpatch, and he would willingly have 
put icin Execution immediately ; but as it went on flowly, and the Death 
‘of Cachil Tulo happened in the meanwhile, it was requifite to. delay the De- 
fign, and attend to the Prefervation of the Philippine Iflands, againit the 
Machinations of the Chinefes and Faponefes, againft whofe Robberies and 
Burnings they are never fecure.

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~ Thefe and other no lefs notable Adtions, he perform‘d in the {pace of four 
Months; but as Envy feldom fails to oppofe Valour, when he came to 
Cochin, and was there ready to fet out for the Conqueft of the Moluccos, 
and particularly of Ternare, he received Letters from the Viceroy, Matthias. 
de Alluquerque commanding him to déliver up the Fleet to Nunno Vella 
Pereyra. He obey‘d, and when he came to Goa, was Imprifoned, and put to 
Trouble. As ‘oon as it was in his Power, he refolv‘d to depart Jndia, and 
remove himfelf from the ill-will of thofe he thought were not his Friends ; 
Dut the City of Goa conjur‘d him not to forfake it, and in vain endeavour'd 
to procure a Reconciliation betwixt thofe Commanders. This happened in 
the Year 1592, when, and fome Years after, Teruate might have been re- 
fiev‘d, as Furtado defir’d, had not the Animofities reigning obftruéed it.

© At this Time Santiago de Vera was difcharged of his Command of the 
Philippine Wlands. He had fignified his Intentions to Andrew Furtado, and 
received his Anfwer, That he would comply with his Defires; but For~. 
tune difappointed thefe good Beginnings, embroiling Furtado with thofe 
who did net love hih, and removing Santiago from his Government. His 
Succeffor was Gomez Perez de las Marinnas, Knight of the Order of Sxy- 
fiago, or St. Fames the Apofile,a Perfon of high Reputation, born at Be- 
tanz0s,in the Kingdom of Galicia. He arriy‘d at the Philippines in the 
Year 1590, and brought with him his Son Don. Lewis, Knight of the Order 
of dicantara, The new Gavernor found Manil¢ open, without any Form 
ofa City, and without Wealth to Improve it. Above 200000 Pieces of 
Eight were wanting for this Purpofe; yet he compafs‘d the Work by Pro- 
jects, and Contrivance without any Dammage to the Publick, orsto private 


erfons, He Monopoliz‘d the Cards; he laid Penalties on exceflive Ga- 
ming, and punifh‘d fuch as Foreflal‘d the Markets, and on Victuallers, and: 


other Retailers of that Sort that were guilty of Frauds; with thefe Fines he 
built the Walls of Manila, which are 12849 Geometrical Foot inCompafs, 
each Foot being the third part. of a Yard. He apply’d himfelf diligently to 
this Work, and the Inhabitants attended it, being willing to forward it on 
Account of the Intreaties and Example of their Chief, The City had but 
one Fort, and that ill built, wheretore he Erected anether at the Mouth of 
the River, calling it Santiago, and enclofed the old one. . He finith’d the 
Cathedral, and built from the Ground the Church of St. Potenciana, Patro- 
nef of the Ifland, for Women that have retir’d from the World. Then he 
apply‘dhimfelf to cafting, and brought able Artifts, who furnith'd the Place 
with heavy and final] Cannon; built Galleys to Cruize and Trade, whereon

and Mace, which will afford his Majefly a Yearly Income of 200000 Crufados,. 
which is about 27000 Pounds Sterling, then a confiderable Sum,77 India 
alone; befides that of other Iflands, which produce no Clove. Nor will it 
require any Expence, becaufe the Country it felf will freely afford it on its 
very Mountains; and what is yet much more, your Lordfhip will gain above-

This fo far Encouraged them, that they dust 
afterwards daily Cruize in fight of the Fort, took the Fifbermen that 
went out in the Morning zo follow their Trade, and laid a Ground foie 
Carcoas on the Shore: hey ereded a Mofque oppojite to the Fort, as in a 
Safe Place, and thus they kept the Fort Befieged with Contempt, for the 
Space of a Month, At the end thereof, the Galley going out; with one Galiot 
we had left, made them fly, every one to his own Country, giving cut, and 
threatning, That they would Recnrn the next Year with a greater Fleer, 
which will be about September. We are certainly affured that the People of 
Banda, left 50 of their prime Men at Amboyna, as Hoftages fer the perfor~ 
mance of their Engagement. This is alfo known by a Man of our own, who 
fied from Banda, having been carry‘d thither Prifoner from Amboyna. We 
are informed, that 23 Carcoas would fet out, fo many being Launch'd, and 
they were to Sail after their Lent, which is at the End of this Month of 
July, and to goyn the Seyrves, and the reft of the Confederates, in order to 
return again before the Fort of Amboyna. If they come with fuch a Force, 
Z am very fufpitious that the Fort will be loft; becaufe the Enemies method 
as to take in all the Towns that ave Subje® to it; and when this is lefe 
alone, wanting the Support of its Neighbours, it muft of necefity Surrender.

occur’d before, till his Majefty was put in Poffeffion of that Crown, Lafily, 

When he commanded the Spani/p Galleys he fought thofe of the Moors’and 

Turks, with the Galiots, and Erigantines of the Levant,and Englifp Ships, 


and took and funk feveral of both Sorts. He took agreat Number of Slaves in 


Barbary. particularly at Zangazon, Benegicar, and Alcazar. He defended 


Cadiz from the Invafion, and Rapine of Drake, the Englifo Admiral, 
‘who attempted it with a mighty Fleet. This wasdoneby only four Gal- 


~ leys, but two of which were clean, yet the Bravery of the Commander made 


amends for all, How great an Action this was, and what Reputation Don. 
Pedro gain’d by it, appear’d afterwards, when the Englzfh again poffets’d 
themfelves of Cadiz, at the Time that-all the Galleys in Spain: were in the 
Bay, and the Fleet then: preparing to fail to. the Judies. In each of thefe . 
Aédions, moft whereof were victorious, there are many remarkable Particu- 
Jars, and they all deferve large Encomiums 3 but fincethey do not belong to. 
‘the Subje& of this Hiftory, it would be blameable to infert them here. 

“The King for thefe Reafons conftituted Dox Pedro ae Acunna, his Cap- 
tain General,in the Province of Cartagena and Tierra Firme, and Comman- 
der of the Galleys on that Coaft; which Commiflions had never before been 
united in that Government. He gave hima Galley, and Orders to receive 
the Royal Fifths of the Pearl-Fifhery, at the Ifland Margarita. He fet out 
from the Port of Sanlucar, on the 27th of September,in a Pink, with 12 Sol- HisVoyage 
diers, fome Religious Men, and his Servants, the Galley, and another Ship 
following. The Winds foon rofe, and the Sea fwell’d, andthe Veflels were 
difpers’d. In one of them there were 20 Soldiers, and 4o Slaves at the Oar, 
this was fo far drove away, that they faw itno more, till five Days after 
they came to Cartagena. The Storm ceas’d, and Dow Pedro arriv’d.at Gran 
Canaria, but would not go into the City.. He took in two hundred Cask 
of Water. ‘The Governour:Dox.Lewis dela Cueva was not in the Ifland ; 
but. it: being known in his Family that Don Pedro-was come, they fent 
to welcome him. The Vifit was follow’d by.fome Horfes loaded. with A- 
bundance of Fowl, Game, Sheep, Wine, Pears, and moft ftately Quinces, 
befjdes Abundance of other Provifions. He fail’d thence with a favoura- 
ble Wind, which foon turn’d againft him, and tho’ he was ar enough off, 


drove back th? Ships in Sight of Teneriffe. After being: tots’d praies for 
ty . Ome. - 
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fome Days, there happened fucha tedious Calm between two Iflands, as 


made Amends for the Violence of the Storms, and yet he kad others after- 
wards as violent.as thofe before. Many Days after, when they had loft 
their reckning, they arriv’d at the Ifland Metalinon, inhabited by unconque- 
red Indians, where they took in Water without Oppofition, for the Reft of 
the Voyage. Thence he had fair Weather to the {land Margarita. As 
foon as he landed in the Harbour, Don Fohn Sarmiento de Villaudy ando, the 
Governour of the Ifland came to meet him, having hourly expeded him, 
fince he knew he was to come, The rejoycing, and Entertainment was fuch 
as became Friends, and Friends of that Quality. 


An Englifh Ship of above four hundred Tun Burthen,with thirty Pieces of 


Cannon of five thoufand Weight each, and Abundance of Men, had been 30. 
days ina Harbour but two Leagues from the Ifland Margarita. Don Fohy 
Sarmiento telling Don Pedro, what Infolences that Ship committed, and how 
much to hisDifreputation fhe opprefs’d the Iflanders under his Government, 
defir‘d he might attack her with his Galley. Don Pedro yerfwaded him to 
defift from that Enterprize, fince it did not belong to him, and-it was anun- 
pardonable Fault to ateack her, without an equal Force. Don Fohn perfifted 
fo long, that he carry‘d it againft Don Pedro‘s Opinion. They made tothe 
Place where the Ship Jay, paffing by dangerous Rocks, and being come: in. 
Sight of it, perceiv‘d it was ftronger, and better provided than they had 
been told. Our Men, in Order to fight, turn‘d out allthe Women, moft of 
them Wives to thofe that came in the Galleys: Twenty Soldiers came 
from the Ifland Margarita, by their Governours Order, who being thip‘d 
they appear‘d by Break of Day in Sight of the Enemy. The Wind then 
blowing frefh Don Pedro advifing with the Natives of the Ifland Margarita 
and their Governour told them, it was requifite to expect a Calm, in Ore 
der to take the Ship, fince the Galley could wait for it under Shelter, with- 
‘out any Danger. The Iflanders being provok‘d by the Dammage they had 
receiv‘d, and to flatter Don Fohnu Sarmiento,an{wer‘'d, That they had two of 
the Prime Men of that Ship Prifoners in the City, by whofe Account they 
were inform‘ of the Diftrefs the was in,and that fhe muft furrender,as foon 
as attack‘d. This Opinion being bandy‘d about with Obilinacy, came to be 
Pofitivene{s in Don Fohn. Don Pedro looking upon it as fuch, and concer- 
ned to fee his Friend engag‘d in fuch a Piece of Madnefs, with thofe Hor, 
but unexperienc’d Men, faidtothem, By my long Experience in feveral 
Seas, I know it is the worft of Conduct to attack a Ship, when fhe has the - 
Wind; but let us fall on ; that the People of the Ifland Alargarita may 


“ndt have it to fay that I deferr‘d engaging out of Fear, and not out of Dif= 


cretion. This faid, he order‘d his Galley to weigh Anchor. He arm‘d 
himfelf, and Don Fobn, and juft-as the Sun appear’d they attack’d the Ship 
with Fury and Violence, The Exglifs were not backward ; — they fpeedi- 
ly cut the Cables of three Anchors they had out, and leaving them in the 
Sea, fet their Sails. The Wind was fair andfoon fill’d them, The Men 
were brisk and ply’d their Cannon without ceafing. Our Galley did the 
fame, and fir’d five Shotybefore it receiv’d any Harm. Then fhe ran her 
Beak againft the Poop of the Ship, but could not grapple, nor board. Some 
‘Men went down to the Boats which were tow’d by the Ship, and cut the 
Ropes. The Ship, and Galley fell a firing again, ee 
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Don Pedro receiv’d a Mufquet Shot on 
in Pieces a Board of the Stern Lockers, and wounded thofe that were next 
it. A Cannon Ball took off the Head of one of our Slaves,and fcatter’d his 
Brains in Don Pedro’s Face; but another Ball touch’d him nearer, ‘when 
it threw Don John Sarmiento into rhe Sea, who being funk by the Weight 
of his Armour, was never feen again. Fourteen Soldiers of the Ifland 
Margarita, and nine Spaniards were kill’d, and many wounded, of all 
whom Don Pedro took Care, without negleéting the other Duties of a Com- 
mander. _ Some Perfons of Note were alfo kill’d, as dlonfo de Anduxar, 4 
Youth about twenty Years of Age, of the Order of Chrift, and Antonio 
Santifo, who. had been a Captain in Flanders, The Ship holding on her 
Courfe, made the beft of the fair Wind, and was feen to fly, as if fhe had 
been vidtorious ; tho’ fhe threw many dead Bodies over Board, in Sight of 
our Men. Don Pedro’ return'd to the Ifland Margarita, lamenting the 
Death of his Friend, and his Wifes Widow-Hood, amidft the Tears of 
_other Widows, and Fathers left Childlefs. He comforted the affiiGed the 
beft he could, received the King’s Boxes of Peals, and went on much 
-gtiev’d at the Event, and to fee how little his Precaution had avail'd. 

Don Pedro had a profperons Paffage thence, to the land Curazao, to Kio 
de la Hacha, and fo in Gi aht of Cartagena. Being defcry‘d from the City 
the Galleys went out to meet him, whofe Mufick and Guns, with thole of 
the Fort made a Mixture of Harmony and Noife.. He enter‘d upon the 
Government and immediately took a View of the Galleys, Warlike Prepa-~ 
tions being of the greateft Confequence in thofe Parts. He found them fhat- 
ter‘d, and almoft gone to Ruin, refitted one, and furnifh‘d another with 


Slaves, and allother Neceffaries. All things were before in fuch Difor-- 


der, and Confufion, that it’ was hard to diftinguifh betwixt the Galley 
Slaves and the Soldiers, the former going about.as free, and gay as the lat- 
ter. He blam‘d this Liberty, and order‘d the Heads and Beards of the 
Slaves to be fhav‘d, and that they fhould be chain‘d.. Next he took in 
hand the Divifions, Manners, and civil Government of the City, and there 
was foon a Reformation of Abufes,and publick Crimes, all this he perform‘d 
by his Valour, and Example. He alfo review‘d the Horfe and Foot; re- 
pair‘d the Fortifications; attended al! Martial Affairs ; 
ways opento decide Controverfies, without Diftin@ion of Perfons; and 
tho‘ he had here confiderable Opportunities offer‘d him, and much Matter 
to difcover his Capacity, and the Greatnefs of his Soul, yet he found in him~ 


felf greater pions and Defires, above what was prefent, and exciting him: 


to advance farther, and to make known to the World that generous Reft-

lef{nefs, which was afterwards ferviceable to the Church, 


former. Honour, in the remoteft Provinces, 
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N the mean while Gomez Perez, fill carrying on his Preparations,. 
conceal’d the Defign, without {paring any charge for Shippmg, Pro- 
vifions, or Men. Among other Neceffaries, he built four choice 
Galleys,and for the manning of them,taok a Methcd which was lack’d 
upon as fevere. He Order’d, That as many Judians who were Slaves’ 

to other Indians of Quality, as would ferve to Man the Galleys, thould be 
bought up, and: Paid for by the Spanéards, who were Proprietors, out of 
their own Money, fetting the Price of each Slave at two Taes in Gold, each. 
Tae being little above an Ounce, which was the Price Slaves had in former 
Times been valu’d at among them, He promis‘d, that the Proprietors 
fhould afterwards be Refunded what they laid aut, trom the Kings Revenue, 
Yet this did not feem.to mollify the Rigour of the Order; becaufe he im~ 


properly call‘d thofe Zndians Slaves, for their Lords ule and love them like. 


Childien, fet them at theit own Tables, and Marry them to their Daughters 5 
befides that, Slaves then were worth more Money. The Concern of thofe 
that were to be Sold, was attended by thatof the Proprietors, who were ta 
contribute out of their Eftates, to defray Charges they look‘d upon as not 


very Neceffary, and to Difguft their Vaffals, by taking them away forci<_ 


bly, being never Hkely to recover the Money they laid dawn, which they 


were well affur'd of, The Governour gave out, That thofle Galleys were’. 


to fecure the. Country, and defend it fram the Danger that threatned; be= 
caufe he knew the Emperor of Japan was coming to Invade it, with a nu- 
merous Fleets and that it could not be Defended without Galleys, and 
therefore it was abfélurely Neceilary..to Man them with Slaves, fince they 
had no wthers tao Row, 
nor Treated like Slaves, but fo kindly ufed, that they themfelves theuld 
prefer their Entertainment, before that of their Lords,whom they look’d upon 
as Parents, oy Fathers-in-Law. . Thefe 
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filenctd both Parties; but could not itop the Mouth of Fame, for it was The Defign

That he 
otight to remember the frefh Inflance of what they did, when his Prede- 
ceffor employ‘d them, and confequently fhould be watchiul. over them,

The Chinefes fet fail, and the fecond Day after, when the Spani+ 
ards were alleep, as believing themfelves fafe among trufty Friends, they 
fellupon them fo unexpectedly, that they had not Time to ftand upon their 
Guard, but were all murder’d and caft into the Sea, They plunder‘d all 
they carry’d, and dividing the Spoil, fail’d for their own Country. They

took her along with them,

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Whilft thefe Things were in Agitation, Brother Gafpar Gomez came ‘ 
to Manila, full of Intelligence, whereof he gave the Governour an Acs — 
count, at feveral private Conferences. He faid, the King of Ternate‘s Afs 
fairs were in no ill Pofture ;. tho’ fomewhat weak’ned, by not agreeing” 
withthe Prime Men of his Kingdom ; and that many of them threatned,, 
they would Rebel, on Account of his Tyranny, and becaufe he raisd in= 
tolerable Taxes.

They thought this hard, and contrary to 
“what the Governour had affur’d them, which was, that they fhould be 

kindly treated ; but neither the Lath, nor the Threats, nor the ftemming 

of the Currents, with the Vigour and Sweat of their Bodies, feem’d fo 

intollerable, and injurious to them, as to hear the angry and ftern Go- The Go- 

vernour himfelf bid them row manfully, for if they.did- not, he would vernour 

put them in Chains, and cut off their Hair, This to the Chinefes is an? hreatens 

Affront that deferves Death, for they place their Honour in their Hair, them. 

which they cherifh and preferve very fair, and value themfelves upon it, 
as the Ladies in Europe us’d to do, ali their Delight and Reputation being 

in keeping it curioufly comb’d. Hereupon they refolv’d to mutiny, to The Chi- 
prevent fuch an Affront and Contempt. The next Night, which was the nefes rebel 

25th of Ofober, being appointed for the Execution, when the tir’d Spani- and killthe- 

ards laid themfelves down upon the Benches, and other convenient Places: Spaniards, 
‘in the Veffel, the Chine/es did fo too, but cunningly dividing themfelves, 
every one lay down by a Spaniard, pretending to be afleep. In the dead 
of the laft Watch, which they thought the propereft and fafeft Time,. 
feeing the Spaniards found afleep, the Chinefes, upon hearing of a fhrill 
Whittle, which was the Signal agreed upon between them, ftarted up all 
together, and every Man with wonderful Celerity put on a white Veit, or 
Shirt, that they might know one another in the Height of their Fury, and 
the Darknefs of the Night, and fo diftinguifh where to make the Slaugh- 
ter, tho” for the more Security, they alfo lighted abundance of Wax- 
Candles, which they had:conceal‘d wrap‘d up*in thofe white Vefts. Then: 
they drew their Catanas, which are keener, and more crooked than our 
Cymiters, and began without any Noife every Man to hew his next Spani-- 
ard ; fo proceeding in their Fury, and killing all thofe that flept. Above 
6o Perfons had imbark’d in the Admiral-Galley,. fome of them being the 
Governour‘s Servants, and other old Soldiers, who fuffer’d Inconvenien~ 
eies to oblige and divert him. “They had play’d all the Night, and being 
tir’d, and the Heat very violet; they lay naked, fome on the Gang- Way’ 
in the middle of the Galley, others on the Benches, and the greateft Fa- 
vourites, who had more Room allow’d them, inthe Poop, and to that 
Purpofe the Governour retired into the.Cabin.. The Chinefes continu’d 
the Execution, on thofe who flept, without any Miftruit, which was 
done fo.expeditioufly, that when iome of thofe who flept in the Poop’ 
awak’d, the other Spaniards were all kill’d.. The Watch heard nothing of 


it, tho‘ their could be no Excufe for that Neglect, becaufe there had been - 
Inftances and Warnings enough before, Others awak’d, and feeling . :

The Chinefes now grown bold, drew eut the Pikes they had hid under 
the Benches, and finifh‘d their Treacherous Work with Noife. The Go~ 
vernor, who was under Deck, Sleeping, with a Candle and Lantharn b 
him, Awak‘d; and that he might do fo, they made the greater Naifes and 
the Chinefes themfelves cry‘d out to him, defiring he would come up to 


pacify a Quarrel there was among the Ca/fillar, fo they call the Spaniards, 


He, for this Reafon, or believing the Galley dragg‘d, as it had done at o- 
ther times, getting up in his Shirt, and opening the Scuttle, look‘d out, 
lifting half his Body above it: Atthe fame time the Chinefes tell upon him 
with their Cymiters, and wounded him Mortally, clutting his Head, and 
running him through with their Pikes in more than barbarous manner, 
Seeing his Death near he drew back, and took up. the Prayer Book of 
his Order, which he always carry’d about him, and an Image of our Bleffed. 
Lady, and ended his Life between thofe two Advocates, which were after= 
wards feen bathed in his Blood: Yet he dy‘d not prefently, for they after- 
wards found him in his Bed, imbracing the Image, where he Bled to Death, 
and about him the Bodies of Daniel Gomez de Leon, his Valet de Chamber, 
Lantaleon de Brito, Swerve Diaz, Fohn ce Chavez, Peter Mafeda, Fobn de &, 
Fuan, Carrion Ponce, and Francis Caftillo, all of them his Servants, and four 
brave Slaves, who had the fame End. This was not known till it was Day; 
becayfe none of the Chinefes durft go down where the Governor was that 
Night, fearing leat fome of the 80 Spaniards that were in the Gallcy, had 
retir’d thither; fuch was the Dread of their own Guilt. None were lef¢ 
alive in the Galley, but F, Francis Montilla, of the Barefoot Order of & 
Francis, and Fohn de Cuellar, the Governors Secretary, who lay under Deck, 
whether the fainthearted Chinefes durit not go down in three Days, when 
their firft Fury was over. Then they afterwards fet Athore, on the Coaft 
of Mocos, in the fame Iland of Luzon, that the Natives might {uffer them 
to Water; and becaufe the Frier and the Secretary had Capitulated, having 
their promife that they would do them no hurt, before they furrendered, 
The Chinefes being fatisfy’d that there were no more ancient Chriftians 
Jeft,began to Shout and Roar for Joy that they had gone through with their 
Work, and had no Man more to fland in Awe of, 

The Spaniards, who were in the other Veflels, near the Shore, tho’ they 


faw the Lights, and heard a canfus’d Noife aboard the Admiral, thought ir.

Galley had fet her Shoulder-of-Mutton-Sail, and was ftanding for China, 
but they could nor follow her: The Wind favouring, the fail’d all along 
the Coatt of the Ifland, till they got clear of it, the Chine/es all the way 
Celebrating their Vidory. a 
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The Frier and the Secretary, who were among them, being fully per- 
{waded they would foon kill them, and fearing it would be after fome of 
their cruel Methods, holding up their Hands, bege’d they would allow ] 
them fome Time to'make their Peace with God; and in cafe they would Cone Ke 
put them to Death, that it might be by Beheading, and not any other In- 71 Piers 
human Way. .. One of the Chinefes bid them not Fear, for they fhould not “” AS 
Dye. They all lay‘d down their bloody Weapons, and proftrating them- peas : 
felves, return‘d Thanks to Heaven in moft humble manner, beating Drums, Lik ie 
and ringing Bells they carry‘d, according to their Cuftom. The two Chri- ~’ eer 
ftians being then bolted to a Bench in the Galley, during 15 Days their 
Captivity lafted, were fed with a {mall Proportion of Rice, boi\‘d in Water, 
without Salt, continually looking upon the Blood of their Companions that 
had been fpilt, wherewith all the Deck was Stain‘d. They fhed Abundance 
of Tears on it, befides thofe they hourly let fall with the Apprehenfion of 
Death, thofe Chinefes, like faithlefs falfe Men, defigning to take away 
their Lives, in fome ftrange manner. They weigh‘d, and failed between 
the Iflands of Mindanao and Luban, towards China, and Coafting along 

Manila towards Cagayan, fome contrary Winds happening to blow, and 
Calms fucceeding, they were much concern‘d, fearing, that if the News of 
their Treachery reach‘d the Philippines, they would fend after and over- Tye Chi_ 
take them. This Dread made them have recourfe to their Gods, and call eves Ce 
upon them, offering feveral forts of Sacrifices, Perfumes, and Prayers, which ,,oh¢ heir 
the Devil often anfwer‘d in formal Words, by the Mouths of fuch as were Gog; 
_ Poffeffed , whom he Enter’d to that Purpofe, for there never wanted two : 

-or three fuch, all the time thofe Chriftians were in the Galley. What they 
faw was, that when leaft they thought of it, and on a fudden, the Perfon 
poffeffed began to quake, from Head to Foot. The others feeing him in that 
Condition, faid, Some God was coming to Speak to them. Then coming up 
to him, with Tekens of Refpect, they unty‘d, and {pread abroad his Hair; Some of 
and ftripping him quite naked fet him on his Feet, and he prefently fell a 74 pof- 
Dancing to the Noife of fome Drum, or Bell, they beat or rung. They put /@/5‘4 
a Cymiter, or Spear into his Hand, and as he danc‘d he brandifh‘d it over 
all their Heads, with no.fmall danger of hurting them, which they were 
not the leaft apprehenfive of; alledging, that their God, tho’ he did fo, 
would never hurt them, without they were guilty of fome Sin againft him. 

Before the Devil had poffefs’d any in the Galley, the Chinefés were con- 
certing to murder the Chriftians, believing they were the Occafion, why Chrifians 
God did not give them a fair Wind for their Voyage; but that watchful prefero‘d 
fovereign Providence,without whofe Direction the leaft Accident does not by Means 
happen, making Ufe of the Devil himfelf as an Inftrument, prevented it of the De- 
_ by Means of thofe very Perfons who offended it. The Perfon poffefs’d 5;7, 
ask’d for Ink and Paper, which being prefently brought him, he made cer- ~~ 

tain Characters and confus’d Scrawls, which being expounded by the 

others in the Galley, they found fignify’d, that thofe two Men were harm- 

lefs, therefore they fhould not kill them, which was no {mall Incourage- 
_ ment to the Prifoners. However this lafted not long, for fome others who 

were poffefs’d after the firft, tormented them cruelly, efpecially one of them, 

who was the maddeft. He told the Chinefes, that if he fhould happen to 

hurt thofe Men, as he brandifh’d the Weapon he had in hig Hand over 


them, 
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them, making Eflays, as if he cut and flafh d, then they muff kill them im- 
mediately ; becaule it would be a certain Sign, that their Gods requir’d it, 
and that their being in the Ship was the Occafion, why.they gave them nota 
fair Gale. All the Men in the Galley affembled, ta behold that Spedta- 
cle, andthe Perfon poffefs’d having for a confiderable Space walk’d about 
the Gane-Way, with extravagant Geftures, went then tothe Place. where 
the Religious Man and his Companion were; there growing hellifhly ins 


rag’d, he commanded all the reft to ftand afide, and being left with only | 


the two Prifoners, began to make hideous Faces and Grimaces at them, 
when getting upon the Table in the mid Part of the Galley, he thence 
threw his Cymiter at them, with fuch Fury, that it ftuck in the Deck, be- 
tween their Feet. Seeing he had not hurt nor touch’d them, he ask‘d for 
it againto make a-fecond and third Tryal, fticking it every Time fo deep, 
that the others could fcarce draw it out from the Planks, This done, he bid 
them give him a Partefan, with which he hack’d, hew’d, and thurit, in fuck 
frighttul and dangerous Manner, that the Chinefes themfelves were afto: 
nifh’d. He kept them above an hour in that Dread and Affliction, without 
daring to ftir,or beg for Mercy ; believing it would not avail them,but that 
on the contrary, whatfoever they could fay might be prejudicial. Thus has 
ving plac’d all their Hopes,and Confidence on that foveteign Lord,who even 
when he delays dées not fail to give Aflifance, they call’d upon him, and 


offer’d themfelves up to him in fervent Prayers ; particularly the Religious 


Man, repeating fome Pfalms and Verfes, which his former Devotion, excia 
ted by the prefent Danger, brought into his Mind , and were fuitble to 
that Oecafion, and fuch like Exigencies; by which, as he afterwards faid, 
he receiv’d great Comfort, and Addition of Courage. This fort of mife- 
rable Life, and thefe Torments lafted all or moft Days during therein Cape 
tivity. 

AY length, the C2ine/es perceiving they could not poffibly perform the 
Voyage they defir’d, by Reafon the Wind was contrary 5 they refolv‘d to 
land on the Tfland of Ilocos, not far from Luzon, at the Port they call Stuay. 


They being there afhore to Water, the Natives knowing they had murder’d _ 


the Governour, laid an Ambufh and kill'd twenty of them, and might have 
deftroyed above eighty that had landed, if they had not wanted Courage ; 
becaufe at the very Shout the Men gave, when falling on, they were fo 
daunted, that they all fled feveral Ways in Confufion,throwing down their 
Aris, endeavouring to fave their Lives, by leaping into the Sea, foto get 
off in the Boat. The Chinefes meeting with this Difafter, and thinking 


one of their own Men had been the Occafion of it, becanfe he advi+, 


fed them to put into that Port, they refolv‘d to feize and put him 
to Death,. They did as had been tefolv‘d, and at Night, by unanimous 
Confent, threw him into the Sea, then weighing their Anchors, they got 
out-of that Harbour, and put into another, three Leagues off, on the fame 
Coat. There the Devil eutering into one of them, as he us‘d to do, com- 


inanded them immediately to return to the Port, where they had fuftain‘d 


thatLofs of their Friends and Companions, and that they fhould not depart 
thence, till. chey had facrifie‘d a Man to him, without appainting which 
he would have. They immediately obey‘d the Command, one of the 
Chief Chinefes making Choice ofone of the Chriftian Indians of the Pailipe 


pines 
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pines they had Prifoners, to be Sacrifiz’d, and ty’d his Hands and Feet, 

ftretching them on a Crofs, which they rais’d up, and the Chriftian being 

bound againit the fore-Maift, one of thofe poflefs’d by the Devil came up ' 

_ to him in Sight of them all, and playing the part of an Executioner, ripp’d. An Indian 
up his Breafi, with one of thofe Daggers they ufe, making a wound {o large, © rues Yy Sa~ 
that he thruft in his Hand with eafe, and pluck’d ont part of his Entrals, crifiz'd. 
whereof, with horrid Fury, he bit 2 Mouthful, and cafting the reft up into 

the Air, eat what he had in his Mouth, and lick’d his Hands, pleafing him- 

felf with the Blood that ftuck to them. 

Having committed the Murder, they took the Crofs, and him that was on They café 
it, and caft it and the Martyr into the Sea, which receiv’d that Body, Jin into 
ofier’d in Sacrifize to the Devil, then to be cloath’d in Glory, by him that +Je Sea.

The City Camboxa, which gives its Name to all the Country, is alfo “call’d- 
Champay. 
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Champa, abounding inthe Odoriferous Calambuco Woed, whofe Tree call’d 
“Calamba, grows in unknown Regions, and therefore has not been feen ftan- 
“ding. The Floods upon thofe great Rivers bring down Trunks of it, and Lignum 
this is the precious Lignum dices. Camboxa produces Corn, Rice, Peafe, oes, 
Butter, and Oyl, There are made in it various Sorts of Cotton Wels, , 
Muflins, Buckrams, Calicoes, white and painted, Dimities, and other cu- Manufac- 
‘fious Pieces exceeding the fineft in Holand. They alfo adorn their Rooms tures 
“with Carpets; tho’ they are not like thofe brought out of Perfia to Ormuz. 
‘They weave others for the cominon Sort, which they call Bancales, not un- 
like the Scotch Plads. Nor do they want the Art of Silk-Weaving, for 
they both weave, and work with the Needle, rich Hangings, Coverings for 
the low Chairs us’d by the Women of Quality, and for the Indian Litters, 
or Palanquines, which are made of Ivory, and Tortoife-Shell, and of the _ 
fame they make Chefs-Boards, and Tables to Play, Seal-Rings, and other | 
portable Things.

and other fierce Beafts. It is in Ten Degrees of North Latitude. The River 
Mecon waters all the Kingdom, and in it falls into the Sea 5 being look’d 
“upon as the greateft in India, carrying fo much water in Summer, that it Mecon 
floods; and covers the Fields, like the Nile in Egypt. It joyns another of lefs River.

Thofe Battlements all differ one from another, re- nificences 
“prefenting fundsy Creattires, one reprefents the Head of an Elephant, ano~ 
thet of a Lion, 'a third of a Tiger, and fo proceed in continual Variety. 
The Ditch, whichis alfo of hew‘d Stones, is capable of receiving Ships. 
“Over it is'a magnificent ‘Bridgé, rhe Arches of it being fuipported St 
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Giants of a prodigious Heighr. The Aguedudts, thos dry, fhow no lefs 
Grandeur. There are Remains of Gardens, and delightful Places, where 
the Aqueducts terminate. On one Side of the Town is a Lake above 
thirty Leagues in Compafs. There are Epitaphs,Inferiptions,and Characters 
not underftood. Many Buildings are more {umptuous than the reff, moft of _ 
them of Alabafter, and Jafper Stone. In all this City, when fisft difcover- 
red by the Natives, they found no People, nor Beafts, nor any living Crea~ 
tures, except fuch as Natuie produces out of the Breaches of Ruins. Iowa 
I was unwilling to write this, and that [have look’d upon it as an imagi- _ 
nary City of Plato’s Atlantis,and of that his Common~Wealth ; but there is 
no wonderful Thing, or Accident, that is not {ubject to much Doubt. . It 
is now Inhabited, and our Religious Men, of the Orderof St. duguflin and 
St. Dominick, who have Preach’d in thofe Parts, do teflify the Truth of it.

the depos’d King Langara, and reftore him to his Throne. They found he 
was dead, but had a Son living, who being told how they had kill’d the 
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Ufarper, his Uncle and Enemy 5 he fet forward immediately for his King- 
dom with Vellofoand Ruiz, and 10000 Men, the King ofthe Laos,contrary to 
all Expedtation turnifh‘d him. .He attack’d Camboxa, where Ruiz and 
Fellofo faithfully ftuck to him during the War, and afterwards in his Gon 
vernment, ‘Then he fent another Embafly to the Philippine Iland, asking 
Supplies of Men to quell the Troubles in his Country, and that he and his 
Subjects might receive the Faith of FESUS CHRIST 5. promifing a 
confiderable Part of his Dominions to the Spaniards, to fubfitt them. This 
Embaffy came to Manila, when Don Lewis had quitted the Government, 
aid refign‘d it up to Don Francis Tello, which gave Occafion to Ternate 
to grow more fettled in its Tyranny. 

Don Pedro de Acunna, who govern’d Carthagena in the Weft-Indies, in 
this Year ‘1595, either ‘becaufe it was his natural Inclination, or the 
Neceflity of the Times requiring it, fortify‘d the Place with Fafcines, 
Planks, Piles, and Ditches, working at it himfelf in Perfon.

tififd it; therefore'making a Compliment of Neceffity, he fent Dox Pedvo 
a Meffage by the Men of the Frigot, whom he therefore fet at Liberty, 
faying, He did not attack his Works and City out of Refpedé to him, 
and becaufe he honour’d his Valour. The Truth of the Matter was, That 
Drake call’d together his Captains to confult what was to. be done, and 


they all advis‘d him to attack the City, promifing to do their utmoft, and _ 
be anfwerable for the Succefs ; alledging it ought to be attempted, for be- 


ing a Place of vaft ‘Wealth and Confequence. Only Drake oppos’d it,

They inform’d them, that the Enemies, 
for they were fo to thofe of Buyahen, had retir’d into the Fort they had 
there. Stephen Rodriguez hearing the News, and having made mich of 
thofe Princes, order’d the Fleet to weigh Anchor, and continue the Purfuit,

him ; James Chaves Cannizares, Collonel ; Garcia Guerrero, Major; and 
Chriftopher Villagra and Cervan Gutierrez, Captains of Foot. Don john 
Ronquillo came with his Recruit to prefs upon the Enemy, and did it fo ef~ 
fe@tually, that being diftrefs‘d, they crav‘d Aid of the King of Ternaie, to 
whom the People of Mindanao pay an Acknowledgement, which is little lefs, Terhiates 
orthe fame as Tribute. Buizan, Brother to Silonga, went on this Embafly ; ¢/- 0... 
and fucceeded fo well, that the King of Ternate fent with him feven Car- Min ee 
coas, x heavy Pieces of Cannon, two fmaller, fome alconets, and fix hun- ig 
dred Men. They failing up the River of Mindanao, defign‘d to pafs on as far 
as Buyahen; but met with great Difficulties at the Reaches; becaufe at 
one of them they were threatned by the Spaniards chief Fort, the Galleys, 
' and other Veffels; and the other was a narrow Channel], with a Point run-. 
ning out into it, on which was erected a Baftion, defended by forty Men. 
From thence our Men had artificially laid a ftrong wooden Bridge over 
to the other Side of the River, clofe to which a Galliot ply‘d up and 
down. 
The Ternates feeing both Sides fo well Guarded, refolv‘d to fortify : 
-themfelves at the Mouth of the River. They accordingly ereéted a fmal] Dey build 
Fort, and put themfelves into it, with an equal Number of Mindanao Sol-% Port on 
diers. The News hereof mov’d the General Ronquillo to diflodge them; the River. 
and in Order to it, came down with the Galleys and other Veffels, and 140 
_ Men well appointed. He landed with 116, and the Captains Ruy Gomez 
Arellano, Garcia Guerrero, Chriftopher Villagra, and Alonfo de Palma, fa- 
cing the Enemy, at about eighty Paces Diftance, on the Bank of the River, 
The Ternates and Mindanaos bad levell‘d all the Front of their Fort, and de 
fignedly left a Spot of Buthés and Brambles on one Side, where 300 Terna- 
zes lay in Ambufh, the reft being inthe Fort. Both their Parties percet- 
ving how few of our Men came to attack them, were afham’d to be fhut up 
within Fortifications, and lye in Ambufh, and accordingly making Show 
of haughty Threats, came out and met the Spaniards. They found fuch Op- 
pofition, that without the Help of any Stratagem, or other Caufe but their y 
natural Valour, at the very firft onfet, almoft all the Ternates were kill’d, Slaughter 
and the reft fled. Our Men follow’d the Chace, till they made an End of of Terna~ 
them. The people of Tampaca, who till then had beea Neuters, to fee '°* 
which Side Fortune would favour, perceiving fhe declar’d for us, took u 
_Armsfor our Part. Only feventy feven efcap’d dangeroufly wounded, 
whereof fifty were drown’d in the River leaping,into it in Defpair : Of Daly idrec 
the other twenty feven, only three furviv’d, who carry‘d the News to their eat : 
King, The Spaniards poflets’d themfelves of the Shipping, Cannon, and ay 
Plunder ofthe vanquifh’d, and were encourag‘d to profecute the War. 
~ Don Francis Tello did not neglec& other Affais of this Nature. He under- 
flood by his Spyes, and it was bruited abroad, that the Emperor of Fapan pyyy]jbe 
was gathering a mighty Army, and fitted out a Fleet for it, with Arms 
and Provifions. It was alfo known, that he was in Treaty to fecure him-}jons jn 
telfagainit the Chinefes, of whom the Japonefes are naturally Jealous. Japan 
Hence it was inferr‘d, that he arm‘d to carry the War out of his own Do- on 
minions. He had already enter‘d into Allyance with the King of Ternate, 
and other-Neighbours, who were Pie to the Crown of Spain, — All 
eft thefe 
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rhefe Particulars gave vehement Caufe to conjecture, thai the Storm threat- 
ned the Philippine Ulands, and more efpecially Manila, the Head of tliem,. 
The Governour ftrengthned himfelf, and fent Captain Alderete to difcover 
the whole Truth, under Colour of complimenting that Emperour, and car- 
rying him a Prefent. The Embaflador fet out for Japan in Fuly,.and at 
the fame Time Don Francifco difpatch‘d the Galeon 8: Philip torNew Spain, 
with Advice of thofe Reports, _Thefe two Ships, viz. that didereze went 
in, and the S. Philip, were together in Japan, which the Natives were jea- 
lousof. Alderete got full Information of the Strength and Defigns of the 
Japonefes, and his Induftry was of Ufe, for the taking of right Meafures 
in Manila, and to prevent their fearing without Caufe. He brought back 
another noble Prefent to the Governour ; and both Sides ftood upon. their 
Guard, to be ready upon all Occafions. . 
In the Year 1598, the fovereign Court was again erected at Manila, King 
Philip prudently conferring Dignity on that Province. It wascompos‘d of — 
the Iudges Zambrano, Mezcoa, Tellez de. Almazan, and the Kings Attorney 
Ferome Salazar, y Salcedo. That great King never allow‘d of any Intermiffi- 
on in his weighty Cares, which extended to all the known Parts of the — 
World ; having a watchful Eye upon the Defigns of other Princes, whe 
ther well, or ill affected to the Propagation of the Gofpel, which was his 
main Defign, Therefore, about this Time, he made Hafle to rid himfelf of 
his neighbouring Enemies, that he might have Leafure to attend the remo~ 
Peace be- teft Rebels againft the Church and his Monarchy. And in Refpe& that ag — 
tween Age came on, its Diftempers grew heavier, he concluded a Peace with — 
France & France, which.was proclaim’d at Madrid,-with Martial Solemnity, after _ 
Spain. he had withdrawn himfelf to the Monaftery of S. Laurence, at the E/curial, — 
a Work of his Piety and Magnificence, where He dy’d on the thirteenth of. 
K. Philip SePtemPer 1598, with fingular Tokens of Sanctity.. He frequented the Sacra= 
ae of ape ment of Confeffion, receiv’d the divine Viaticum, and extreme Unétion, — 
nee * the Jaft Remedy for temporal, and @ternal Health. His Death was in all 
Refpedcts anfwerable to the wonderful Courfe of his Life. 
King Philip the Third, our fovereign Lord, fucceeded him, having — 
been before {worn in all his Kingoms, who, amidft the Tears and Funeral — 
Solemnities, Commanded the Will to be open’d; and what his Fa= 
ther had order’d ta be fulfill’d. His Inftructions, and the Myfteries Of — 
State, whereof he was fo great a Mafter, and which he communicated to _ 
his Son till the laft Gafp, produc’d the Peace which attended his moft hap- _ 
py Succeffion, which was his Due by Natural Right, the Law of Nations, — 
and his own innate Virtues; the general Submiffion. of his Subjedts, and i 
the Fidelity of the Armies that ferv‘d inthe Northern Provinces in Italy, 
4Africk, Afia, the Indies, and in Garrifons, were a Curb to other: Nati< — 
ons. Many of them prefented the new King with Proteftations of Loy- 
alty, before they had receiv’d Letters and Advice of his being upon the — 
Throne. The fame Unanimity was found in the Fleet, and Naval Power, > 
wherein the Treafures and Commodities are tranfported; a rare Tranquility: ~ 
Greainefs’ upon the Change of Princes, The Roman Legions in Germany, and Ibyri- — 
cf the Spa- cum, did not fhow fuch Refpect to Tyberius, after the Death of Augufius. 
nifh Mo-. And tho’ the Spanifo Monarchy is of fo great an Extent, that it borders on — 
warchy. the unknown World, and it is never Night inall Parts of it, becaufe .the- ~ 
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Sun encompaffes and continually difplays his Light over it, yet ir obey’d 
Without any Commotion, or rather with Pride, as if it knew and were fen- 
fible of the new Hand that took up the Reins of Government: Excellent 
_ Princes have feldom fail’d to employ extraordinary Minifters about their 
Perfons, to manage and fuftain the Burden their Fortune lays upon their 
Shoulders; fo Alewander the Grear had Hepheftion ; the two Scipios, the 
two Lelij ; Augujtus Cafar, Marcus Agrippa s the Princes ‘of the Augutt 
Houle of Auftria, other Perfons of fingular Virtue 3 for all moral Wifdom, 
and Experience it felt teaches us, that the Difficulties of weighty Affairs 
are notto be duly manag’d, and furmounted, by any but Perfons of a more 
than ordinary Capacity ; becaufe Nature has not left any of its Works de- 
fliiute of a proportionable Minifiry. And confidering, that it is of great 
Importance to the publick Welfare, to contrive, that what is neceffary for 
the Ufe and Commerce of Mankind may appear eminent in Dignity, forthe 
firengthning of the common Advantage with Authoriiy: The King, I fay, 
following thofe ancient Examples, made Choice of Don Francifco de Rojas Duke of 
y Sandoval, then Marques of Denia, and fince firft Duke of Lerma, a mot Ler ma: - 
able Minifter, privately to confult with him about fundamental Matters 2 vime Mi- 
and Concerns, for which he had been prepar’d with fingular Affection in viffer. 
thofe Times: Befides the great Antiquity of his Family, which has ally’d 
him to all the nobleft of the Grandees of Spain, all Men own him endow’d 
with the neceflary Virtues, that belong to a Perfon in fo great a Pott; 
which fhine through that pleafing Gravity of his Countenance, with 
a ftay'd Gayity that teftifies his Capacity, and provokes Refpe@ at the 
{ame Time that it gains Affetions. He conftituted him the firit of his 
Council of State, and all the Orders for Peace and War began to run through 
his Hands. All the Opinions of Councels, which he ound feal’d, for 
King Pdilip the 2d to give his Decifion thereupon, he reftor’d, without ope~ 
ning them, to the Prefidents of the faid Councels they came from, being, 
perhaps, calculated out of Refped, that they might again debate uponthem 
with more Liberty, and fend them back enlarg‘d or reform‘d.

E have in the Sangleyes, or Chinefes, by whom the Iflands of his Province 
began to be much peopled and fill’d, yet he allow’d them greater Liberty 
‘than was convenient ; andthe Municipal Laws which provided againit 
this Diforcer being forgotten or contemn’d, dn a very fhort Time there 
were additional Towns of Chinefes, Chincheos, and other fuch like Mon- 
fiers, who were no better than Pyrates, or Incendiaries in that Country, 
which ought to have taken fuflicient Warning by, and been well’ provided 
on Account of paft Accidents, to fhut up all Paffages againft fuch Enemy 
Nations. Don Francifco excus’d their Refort, alledging, That they im- | 
ported Abundance of Provifions and Merchandife, which is what ufualiy 
enriches all Places; That no Men have fuch a confummate Mechanick Ge- 
nius asthey; Thatthey are more affiduous and conftant at the Works 
and Buildings ithan the Natives of the Philippines. > He faid, That all 
the Jealoufy generally conceiv‘d of them vanifhes, if the Governour ad- 
miniflers Juftice impartially, and permits no private Cabals. All thefe 
are, ot appear'd to be frivolous Reafons, without any Force; and. the. 
admitting of fuch an Inundation of thofe People, prov’d very dangerous, as 
may be feen in the Sequel of this Work, by what happen’d to the _ 
Governour Gomez Perez. It was a particular Providence of Heaven, 
that other Nations did not go about to League with this, or the Dutch, 
who have fo ftrongly fix’d themfelves inthe Archipelago; for they might, 
without much Difiiculty, have given usmore Trouble than has been oc. 
cafion’d by the Rebellion of the Kings of the Moluccos 3 towhofe Coun- 
try, and all others in India, great Fleets of Dutch refort, ever fince the - 
Year 1585, whereof Dutch Writers give an Account, and lay down in > 
Cuts, even the fmalleft Plants they produce. 
It does not belong to us to give an Account of the Englifh, Dutch, or 
other Nations of Jndiaand Afia, or their Expeditions and V oyages ; but 
oaly fuch as relate to the Conqueft of Ternate and the Moluceo Iflands, or 
may have {ome Dependance_on this Subjedt; but be it known, once for all, 
that every Year, fome Northern Fleets appear’d, coming either thro? 
New Streights, {till unknown to our Difcoverers, or thofe before frequen~ 
ted and laid down, But before we enter upon this Relation, it feems re- 
quifite to fay fomething of Holland, the Head of the Neighbouring Hlands, - 
as that which is become moft outrageous “in India, and mott covets the 
Account of ap tuecos. The Province of Holland is almott on all Sides encompafs’d 
Holland, by the Sea, and the Ports of the Mae/e and Rhine, for about 60 Leagues in 
Compafs. Within it are contain’d 29 wall’d Towns, whofe Names and 
‘Situation does not belong to us to {peak of, nor of thofe of Zealand, or 
the other Provinces fubject to them. The Curious may read Lambert, 
Hortenjus, and Montefortius, The Natives are defcended from the Anci- 
ent Catt; and forafmuch as Erafuws of Rotterdam, which is in Holland, 
deleribes it in his.Chiliades, we will.abridge what he there delivers at 


large, 
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‘large, out of Affecticn to his Country. The Learned, fay he, agree, and Nes 
it is a probable Conjecture, that the Ifland Yacitw mentions, lying trom Tacitus 
the Abine to the Ocean, is that we cal! Holland; which I am oblig’d to /. 20. 
Honour, as owing my firft Breath to it; and would to God we could ho- 

nour itasitdelerves. Martial charges it with being rude, or unpolifhed ; 

and Lucan with Cruelty. Either thefe Things do not belong to us, but to 

our Ancefiors, or we may value our {elves upon them both. What Nation 

fis now known, whole fixft Fathers were not more uncouth than their 

Pofterity ?

kik ; the other Ships were the Holland, the Zealand, the Guelder, and the - 


Utrecht ; The bigger Brigantine the FPriez/and, and the fmaller the Over- 


fel. They carry'd 160 Soldiers, befides Mariners, and faild from Roter- 


damon the r3thof March. Off from Sluys, on the 4th of April, they had 
fuch a dreadful Storm, as might have difcourag’d them from Proceeding, 


and the Ship the Holland was almoft difabled ; but ftill they were drove 


on by the Weather to the Texe/, and thence to Debenter, and in Conclu- 


fion they got into the Ocean, They met another Ship returning to the — 
Low Countries, which prefented them with roooo Oranges, and having 
‘diftributed them among the Men, they made a general Rejoycing, for the — 


baptizing of 2y Men, aboard the Ship the Gue/der, onthe toth of May. 
On the r1th they anchor’d at Barrels, and on the 15th at the Ifland

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Madera, and again on the 17th at the Canaries, Gomera, and Palma, pal- 
fing by thofe of Sal and Santiago, which are thofe ot Cabo Verde, they 
furl‘d all their Sails, and drovein.a Storm, in 29 Degrees Latitude. On 
the firft of Fune they took a Sea Tortoife which weigh’d 143 Pounds. On 
the 15th of the fame Month, Gerrit Fans, either provok‘d by Wine or 2 | 
worle Spirit, caft himfelf into the Sea, trom the higheft Part of the grea- 
ter Brigantine. The next Day, aboard the Ship Guelder, in which the 
new baptifed Men were, they faw a large flying-Fifh, which clapping too 
its Wings, fell into the faid Ship; . but they faw the fame Sort of Fithes 
fall upon their Veffels at other Times. On the Eighth they crofs’d the 
Line, and began to diftribute a Pot of Wine to every fix Men ; but onthe 
25th of the fame Month, for Joy of having pafs‘d the Ridges of Rocks 
before Brazil, which run to the Southward in 18 Degrees of South Lati- 
tude, they allow’d three Pots to every feven Men. Such a thick F og fell 
that they loft. Sight of the fmaller Brigantine ; the Zealand foon found her 
again, and difcover‘d many Cranes ftanding on the Tops of the Reeds, or 
Canes, that grew out Tall and of an equal Height above the Water. On 
the 24th of Fly, they came to an Anchor at the Cape of Good Hope, 
whence they fail’d again on the 15th of 4Auguft with Stormy Weather, all 
the eight Veffels together, the Sea there boiling up as a Pot does upon

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is for that the Inhabitants of Labetaca, many Years fince, fet fome Plants ia 


the Territory of Nera. The People of this City affronted at this Prefump- 
tion, made the firft War uponthem; which is as bloodily profecuted, as 


if their Religion, or Honour, depended on it. “They attack one another by . 


Day and Night in their Tevritories, and by Sea in their Carcoas. 

In thefe they do not, like us, fill up the Seams of the Boards with Pitch 
and Tar, but with Shells of Indian Nuts, which they call Clappos. They 
pound thofe Shells and Rhinds, till they become like a Bitumen, or ‘Mafs, 
wherein there remain certain Threads, which refemble Hemp. with this 
they knit their Seams, and fill up the Crannyes and cover thenr in fuch 
Sort that it refifts the Force of the Water. They carry two, and fome- 
times four Pieces of Cannon. The Men ufe fmall Fire-locks, Bucklers,and 
large Cymiters, which they call Padang, and Lances of a more folid Wood 
than our Box. _ They exercife all thefe Weapons from their Child-hood, as

dart at the Enemies Bodies,and then draw back the Lines they are made fait 
to. Their Heads thev-arm with Helmets; and on their Crefts wear Birds 
of Paradife, both for Ornament, and a fuperftitious Defence.

When they 
are to fight at Sea, as foon as the War-like Inftruments begin to found, the 
Soldiers fall a leaping, and fkipping on the Benches, which run round the 
Carcoas from Stem to Stern. The Slaves ply the Oars, which are like 
wooden Shovels, make the Veffel fly by main Force, and ferve to lade out

the Labetans they flew all they found, without fparing any but a few 
Women,whom they catry‘d Captives to Nera,with the Heads of their Ene= 
mies before them on Spears; and for four Days,to the Amazement of For 
reigners,and particularly the Dutch they fhow‘d their Cymiters embrew‘d in 
Gore, about ‘the Streets. Nay, 4 Soldier among them, in the Sight of 
Burial of Abundance, took a Fancy to try his Cymiter, he carry‘d naked, and with it 
clove down one of the Captive Women, from the Shoulder tothe Breaft. — 

They fhew’d themfelves Merciful in burying thofe Heads, affembling 
together in the Houfe of the Shabander, that is the Governor, in the Pres 
fence of all the People, which ufés to meet to fee fuch Speéacles, every 
Soidier, as a Teflimony of his Valour, laid all the Heads he had cut off on

ice-Admiral a Sheep, with which went the Renegado, who had brought 
him,a Dagger, they call Criz, from the King of Tuban, richly adorn’d with 
Gold and precious Stones, and the King’s Head engrav’d on the Pommel, 
They found a German fettled in the Country, rich in Spice, and underftood 
by him, that at.drosbay they had feiz’d 40 of their Companions. The Ifland 
of Madura, next to Fava, inclines to the Northward, ‘They wear the fame 
Habit asin the other ; but ate fharper Witted.

but both in Reaping and: Plowing, ‘the Peafants and Buffalos are mir’d upto - 


the Knees, the continual Inundations keeping the Ground fo wet. Few 
Ships come to it, by reafon of its inacceffible Shoales. They. have the fame 
common ufe of Weapons, Elephants, Horfes, Spears, Campilanes, or Cymi- 
ters, and Shields. The Crizes, or Daggers, worn by the King’s Guards are 
of Silver. The City 4rosbay is Populous, and well Wall’d. The Hollanvers 
main Defign in coming to it, was, as has been faid, to take in Pilots, and 
other Neceffaries to proceed to the Molucco Ulands; to which Purpofe, and 
to avoid the, Shoals lying betwixt Fava and Madura, they divided their 
Ships. The. Vice-Admiral, with the Guelder and Zealand, pafs'd the Cha- 
nels of Madura, inorder to joyn, at Forta, the Junks that fail for Zernate, 
and thence to the other Molucco Ilands. 

The Admiral Sticht Utrecht, running along the length of Madura, came 
to an Anchor before 4rosbay, He fent out a Number of his Men in the 
Boat, to bring Rice, and other Provifions from Shore. No fooner were 
they landed, then feiz’d, difarm’d, ftripp’d, and carry’d before the King. 
Thofe ftaying long, another Boat was fent with only three Men, and the 
fame befell them. The Prifoners intreated the King to give leave, that thofe 
three, or any others, might go to give the Admiral an Account. He granted 
it, but upon Condition, That as foon as they had deliver’d the Meflage,they 
fhould return to Prifon. They gave Notice of their Misfortune, and the 
Admiral ent away a Boat to carry immediate Advice to his Countrymen 
at the City Jorta, writing feveral Letters to procure the Prifoners. Liberty;

God reward you for it with much Profperity in this Life, that you may do 
Service to the King, my Sovereizn, for Tunderftand you are by bis Order in 
thofe Iflands, and defirows to improve them: which Tam not ignorant will be 
nolefs Advantageous to this Fort and Iland of Tydore. I write to the 
Governour, and to that Council, concerning the Succours I defire, and have 
ask‘d fo often, the Necefity of it being kreat, to prevent thofe Mifchiefs 
which may afterwards put my Sovereign, the King, to much Trouble and 
Charge. God grant you long Life. From this Ifland of Tydore, March 
the 8th 1601.” The King of Tydore, in Arabick CharaGers ; and then 
what follows in Portuguefe. The Bearer is Marcos Diaz, he will deliver 
you a Powder Flask, with a Charger of fine Moorifh Bra/s. I fend it you, 
that you may remember this Friend. ~~ 


The Embaffador return’d to 7; ydore with the firft Monfon, at the Begin- 
ning of the Year 1602, well pleas’d with the Anfwer he brought, the 
Supplies of Provifions and Ammunition he had demanded, and fome Sol- 
diers ; but much better fatisfy‘d with the Hopes given him, that as foon 
as an Opportunity offer’d, that Expedition fhould be undertaken from Ma- 
ae a Ternate, with the neceffary Preparations, and Force to fecure the 

uccefs, i 

At this Time King Fames of England, writ to Sultan Zayde, of Ter- 
nate, defiring him to continue his former Friendfhip, and that the Englif, 
might build Colonies and Fafories in the Molucco Iflands. The Sultan 
would not grant it, and complain’d in harfh Terms, that England had ne- 
ver aflifted him againft Portugal; and that fo little Account fhould be 
there made of the firft Alliance concluded by Means of Sir Francis Drake, 
when King Babu fent the Queen of England a Ring in Token of Confede- 
tacy, by the faid Drake. He faid, he could not admit the Englifh, con- 
trary tothe folemn Engagement oe had made to Prince Maurice oe a 
' a2 Juten 
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Duich Nation, to whom he had made a Promife, that none but they fhould 
buy upahd lade the Produét of his Country. All this appears by the Co= 


py of a Letter in the Portuguefe Tongue, found among the King of Ter- 
nate’s Papers, when our Men poflefs’d themfelves of his Palace. Where 

we may obferve the perfect Hatred: he fhows for the Porruguefe Govern= 
ment, fince He never Names thofe People without adding the Epithet of 

- Mortak Enemies ,and in {peaking of the Dutch, My Friends and Deliverers 
adding, That he expects their Fleets with great Satisiaction. This 

; ‘Anfwer he fent King James by Henry Middleton, then Admiral of the 
Englifh Fleet, on the eighteenth of Fuly, 1605. The Truth of. the Fatt is, 

that this King adinitted, and invited to his Dominiotis, and the te 


au@ of them; all other Nations, to arm apainit the Spaniards, and oprofe 
Chriitianity 3 aiid tho’ he then boafted ‘of the Succouts he rectiv’d, and ex- 
pected from the Dutch, had he feen the Power of their Fleets and Arms _ 
decline, he would have excluded them the Trade. All his Religion and 
Hopes were fubfervient to the prefent Circumftances of Times, and his

_ Health,as to ny felf. I would not omit writing thefe few Lines toyouxLord- 
foip, not only onthe aforefaid Account, but to acquaint you with what has 
happen’dtome during this Expedition. It pleas‘d God to make me Mafter of 
one of the Kings Ports, calld Porto Belo, which Iwas poffefs‘d of a whole Day ah | 
and Part of the Night, where I found fome Gentlemen, particularly Captain 
Melendez, and fome other Soldiers of the Garrifon ; and plundering the Place — 
had very little Booty. The faid Captain Melendez, fought like a refolute ~ 
Soldier, and faithful Servant of his King, and therefore I order‘d him to be 1 
drefs'd by my Surgeon,and to be carry‘d out of the Heufe where he was woune 
ded, baving laid Wood in al the Houfes to fire them, and con[ume the Town, I 
do affure your Lovdfip, and declare on the Word of a Soldier, that being ine 
form'd of your Valour and Renown, by cevtain Prifoners I took,as Captain 
Rolon, and feveral others, and at Porto Belo by the King’s Fador, Funes, 
and other Soldiers, that weve my Prifoners, and aboard my Ship, ] gave them 
all their Liberty, and forbore firing the City, ouly on Account of your Repu 
tation, andthe Fame of your good Ufage to fuch Prifoners as fallinto your 
Hands. So that thofe I fet at Liberty, as alfo the Town, may be tbankfuf 
to your Lordfip for fo great an Obligation, as is the Value of the faid 
Town, and their Lives. The Caftle, and the Fort at the Mouth of the 
Harbour, and the Pore it felf, fowell fortify'd and furnifitd with Artillery, 
and all other Neceffaries, did not deter, fright, or dauni me, for I went out q 
mith fix Ships, aud the Caftles did me no Harm, Really the Commanders: if 
ang 
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and Guners were very honeft Men. I give your Lordjoip Notice of two 
Englith Men, who landed at Santa Marta, near ten Menths jince, their 
Names ave Abraham Collins,.and Thomas Hall. Thefe are both Spies up- 
on Cartagena. J like the. Treafon, but drown the Traitor; I fend you 
[ome poor Men afvore, whom I took upon this Coaft, your Lordfhip will fa- 
‘vour them as is due, and according to your Cuftom. And having No- 
thing elfe, at prefent, to acquaint your Lordihip with, pray to God to 
lengthen your Life, with much Healih, and Profperity, and to give me good 
Luck, as is in his divine Power, is convenient for us, and I wifh, From 
ahoard my Ship, February the twenty eigth, 1601, our Stile. Your Lord- 
fips, William Park, ‘F 
_ Don Pedro anfwer'd in few Words, yet fo as his Brevity might not ex- 
clude Civility, and the Pyrate being fatisfy‘d, proceeded on his Voyage. Don Pedro 
‘The King had at this Time appointed Don Pedro to fucceed Don Francis appointed 
Tello in the Government of the Philippine Mlands, defigning him for thofe Governor 
Enteprizes he afterwards perform‘d. This his Majefty judg‘d a proper of the Phi- 
‘Relolution, and fafe in the Execution ; for what Perfon is fit to be pitch‘d lppines, 
upon to Govern the utmoft Limits of fo far extended a Dominion, but fuch 
@one as is endu‘d with both Valour and Loyalty, two neceflary Qualifica- 
tions to fecure the Refpect and Submiffion due ta an abfent Prince; a 
Matter of much Difficulty in remote Governments? 

Since this Gentleman’s own Adtions, and the great Opinion his very 
Enemies had conceiv’d of them, are fufficient Teftimonies of his Valour, 
let us proceed to fay fomething of his Quality.

_ Don Pedro would fain have remov’d all Obftacles that fay in the Way 
to the Enterprize he had in Hand; but was oblig’d to put off for fome 
Months that which he was moft intent upon, and to difpatch the Affairs J aponefe 
of Xolo and Fapan, Chiquivo, a Faponefe Embaflador, was newly arriv’d Embaffa - 
at Manila, with a Prefent of the Produ@ and Manufactures of ehat Ifland, 47 4¢ Ma- 
and orders to treat'with the Governour, and fettle Amity and Commerce, nila. 
between the Subjeéts of the Emperor of Fapan, whofe Name was Dayfufa- 
ma, andthe Philippines and New-Spain, The Neighbourhood of thofe Pro- 
vinces, the Power of the Fapone/e Kings, their natural Difpofition, and 
other Confiderations, which Experience had fhown to be of great Mo- 
ment, made againft refufing of that Commerce ; and yet there were Opi- 
nions to the contrary, for thofe very Reafons. However that barbarous 
Prince having once efpous’d that Affair, it was noi eafy to find out an Ex~ 
pedient,to fettle it, without any Jealoufy or Difguft. Dayfufama demand- 
ed, that the Spaniards fhould trade to Quanto, a Port in one of his Pro- 
vinces, and that fuch Friendfhip might be eftablith’d, that the Faponefes 
might go over to New-Spain. That the Governour fhould fend him Ship- His P. 
wrights, and Workmen to build Ships in Fapan, for performing of that 42’ 1 ge 
Voyage, upon which Dayfufama was very intent, being perfwaded to it/7** 
by a Religious Man of ours, of the Order of St. Francis, whofe Name

4Acunna ferioufly weighing all thefe Reafons, order‘d the Embaflador 
Chiguiro to be magnificently entertain‘’d, made him fome Prefents for his 
King and for himfelf, and fent a Ship with another moderate Prefent, jeft 
it fhould be interpreted to proceed from Fear, if it had been too confidera- 
ble. This Ship fail’d with. Dayfufama and his Embaffador, both of them 
loaded with Commodities to barter. Don Pedro's Letters contain’d many — 
Compliments, and Thanks for the good W1ll he fhow’d towards eftablifh- | 
ing more folid Friendthip; but that, thot he had ample Commiffion for 
all Things relating tothe Government of the Philitpine Ilands, yet he 
could not fatisfy that Part of his Embaffy, which concern’d the furnifhing 
of him with Sailorsand Workmen to build Spani/b Ships, without acquain- | 
ting the Viceroy of New-Spain, wor could the Viceroy do it, without 
{pecial Orders fromthe King of Spaiz. That he promis‘d to write to then 
about it, for promoting the Accomplifhmenmt of his reafonable Demands; 
but that he muft confider, it would be above three Years before they had ~ 
an Anfwer, becaufe of the great Length, and many Accidents of fuch 
Voyages. It was order‘d that the aforefaid F. Fereme fhould himfelf deli- 
ver thefe Letters, to Dayfufama. The Fryar himfelf had a private Letter 
fent him with a Reproof for what he had done, and Inftrudtions how to 
mend it; and that he fhould fignify to the Faponefe Monarch, how highly 
the Governour valu‘d the Inclination he fhow’d to fettle Peace and Com- 
merce with the Spaniards, and his Kindnefs to them; and at the fame Time 
perf{wade him to continue that good Correfpondence, which the Gover- 
nour would inviolably obferve ; but that he fhould endeavour to divert the __ 
King’s Thoughts from fuch Defigns, and never go about to facilitatethe 
Execution of them ; becaufe, tho” perhaps the Emperor then reigning enter= 
tain‘d no finifter Meaning, nor had any farther Thought than promoting a 
fincere Friendfhip, -yet that-might be very prejudicial in the Days of a 
mere mifchievous Succeflor ; who might make an ul Ufe of his Skilfin — 
Navigation, and improve it againft the Perfons that taught it him. The 
Gevernour promis‘d he would foon fend another Ship with Commodities - 
to barter 5 and he might put the King in Hopes: if would carry over fome’ 
Spanif> Ship-Carpenters to build Ships after their Manner.’ That he 
fhould defire Dayfufama to wait with Patience, and confider how hei- 
noufly he would: be offended himfelf, if any of his Governours fhould pre- 
fume to make any new Settlements in Trade without his Privity orOrder, 

Chiguiro returwd for Fapan with this Anfwer; but when he-was off the — 
Head of the Ifland Formofa, fuch a dreadful Storm overtook him, that he — 
was fwallow’d up, and neither Men, Goods, nor Arms fav’d; and this hap- 
pen‘d in fo remote a Place, that it was not known till many Days after. 
Dayfufamayat the Requeft of F. Ferome, had granted Leave for Preaching of 
the Gofpel, throughout His Dominions, building of Churches, and fuch as 
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would profeffing Chriftianity by publick Authority. Don Pedro the Gover- 
nour took the neceflary Meafures, that fo favourable an Indulgence might 
not be loft, and that not only barefoot Francifcans, but alfo Religious Men 
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of other Orders fhould go over thither. They made ufe of the Faponefe 
Captains and Ships, newly come to Manila with Meal. The Dominicans 
fent over to the Kingdom of Zazuma four Fryars,and F. Francis de Morales, 
Prior of Manila for their Superior, faying the King of that Province fent 
‘for them, being the only one, who had not yet fubmitted to Dayfufame. 
The Order of S. duguftin fent two Religious Men, and F. Fames de Guevara, 
Prior alfo of Manila for their Superior, and thefe went to the Kingdom of 
Fivando. Thofe of the Order of 8. Francis, fent F. Auguftin Rodriguez, 
who had been Witnefs to the Martyrdom of his Companions in Fapan, 
to Nangafaqui, for him to go thence witha Lay=Brother to Miaco, and 
bear F. Fereme of Fefus Company. Many perf{waded Don Pedro, not to 
fend away thefe Religious Men; but tho’ thofe Perfwafions were well 
grounded, and fome Difficulties occur’d againft their Departure, he refolv’d 
to difimifs them. The. Zeal of true Glory overcomes all Oppofition. 
Thefe Religious Men found no Signs of thofe Defires that had -been figni- 
-fy’d to them in the Provinces they went to. Very few Faponefes were 
converted, and there was leis Difpofitionto advance, becaufe the Kings, 
and Touos, which’are Princes had no Affection for our Religion, nor were 
any Way difgufted with their Idols. They only afpir’d to fettle Com- 
merce, and to trade with the Spaniards, for their private Interett. 

Don Pedro fent the Ship he had promis’d to Fapan, well ftor’d with 
Cannon, and call’d it & Fames the Lefs. The Captain, Officers, and 
Sailors were all Men of Experience; and fhe was Jaden with Commo- 
dities to barter, Red-Wood, Deer’s-Skins, raw Silk, and feveral other 
Sorts. The Govenowr order’d them to difpofe of what they carry’d at 
the Port of Quanto, and to furnifh the Religious Men they found there, 
and then return withthe Produce and Dayfufama‘s Leave. Thus Pro- 
vifion was made for all the Affairs of Fapan, according to the prefent 
Exigences. The Ship-Wrack of the Embaffador Chiguiro was known, 
and by the good Management of F. Jerome, Dayfufama was acquainted 
with the Anfwer he carry’d, and refted fatisfy’d’; fo that the preaching 
of the Golpel went on in his Dominions, ‘ 

Don Pedro’s Thoughts were all bent upon Recovering of the Molucco 
Iflands, and his other Bufinefs did not make him negleé that Enterprize. 
Andvew Furtado de Mendoza, Admiral of thofe Seas for the Crown of 
Portugal had writ him Word, that he had Orders from his Majefty to re~ 
pair to Ternate ; but that he did not expect the Viceroy would fet him 
out, as was requifite for that Expedition. Don Pedro anfwer’d him, to 
his Content, with Affurance, that he fhould be fupported. Thefe Letters 
came to the Hands of the Portuguefe Admiral at Malaca, when he was 
ready to fet out. He prefently anfwer’d both thofe of the 22d of Septem- 
ber, and the 22d of December, fignifying how acceptable they were to him. 
Becaufe, fays he, I love yor Lordfip entirely, tho’ I have never feen you, 
on Account of your being a brave Commander, and fo zealous for his Ma- 
jefies Services not to mention other Reafons for which Iam yours. Iwas 
much troubled for the Lofs of the wip, and the ili Fortune of the other, tor 
| ‘ 7s tHE 
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the want you will jind of the Return you expected bythem: But itistobe | 
Supposd, that the Viceroy of New-Spain, feeing how long thofe Ships were | 
mifing, would impute it to fome very confiderable Caufes, and therefore will | 
Afift you Powerfully, for nothing lefs caw be expeded from fuch a Viceroy, | 
who, I am told, a very worthy Gentleman. Iam experimentally fenfible of 
what your Lordhip writes to me; for after being in thofe Paris five Years . 
without receiving any Succours from India, when I expeded thefe Diforders | 
Should end, and confiderable Supplies would be fent me, the Viceroy furnifh'd — 
me fo poorly, as wiil appear to your Lordfip by the Lift of what be Sends, 
and thence you may infer, how his Majefty is fervSd in thofe Parts; that | 
your Lorabip may acquaint him with it, and we may joyutly fo order it, that | 
all this may not be overthrown in one Hour. ; ie 
Then he complains, “Phat they have not fent him his Majefty‘s Letter, | 
nor the Archbifhop of Goa had not receiv’d his; and fays, He had rather 2 
More.of be at Plow in Old Caftile, than a Witnefs to the ill Diffofition of whata | 
the Leiter, committed to his Charge: And proceeding, fays thus, Your Lordjbip tells me aT 
That as foon as I draw near the Moluceos, you will do me the favour tohave 
in veadinefs for me 300 Soldiers, with Captain Gallinato, and another Caps | 
Zain, and two Galleys, four Brigantines, and all the Carcoas that foall he 
requifite, Iknow not what his Majefly appoints for me; but, for the Sing 
of thefe Dominions, Time has put Things into fuch a Pofture, that I muft be | 
fore’d to repair to the Moluccos, as well to recover what is Loft, as to fave, 
what is Gain'’d, which cannot be done, unlefs both Powers, from hence and 
thence, be United. Twelve Dutch Ships anchor’dthis Year at the Bar of Goas 
They took the Viceroy fo unprovided, that they lay at Anchor a Month at the 
{aid Bar, without any Attempt made to vemove them, They made great Ham 
_vock amongft the Merchants Ships on the Coaft of India, without any Oppo= 
Jition. They came from the other Sea, by the Back of Sumatra, to the 
Streight of Sunda. Seven of them avriv’d at Amboyna, the others hein ( 
Bafeuefs of then parted from them. When they enter‘d over the Bax, the Governour fent 4 | 
a Portu- two Men, to afk, whether Don Emanuel was aboard. The Ships hearing of 
gufe Gove= 7#, went and Anchor’d under the Fort. Then the Governor fent thre 
210161» or four other Men, who made the Agreement for the furvendeving of the 
Fort. When it was fign‘d the Dutch drew near; the Gates were open’d to ny 
them, and they admitted without flanding one Mufket Shot, or firing a Cannon. 
They took an Oath of Fidelity.to Prince Maurice, and the Governor afte 
cominitting the Iveafon, commanded a Black of his own to put biminto trons, 
Saying, The People of the Town had.done it. . Since that he came hither, — 
dnd fkulks about the Mountains, and I am very eqineft to take him, that Ll 
may make an Lxample of him. I have already facur'd fome of the Marryd 
Men that came hither, being fully convinc'd that the Governor and they ar 
Enemies and Traytors. When the Dutch were poffefstd of the Fort, they put 
more Connon into it, with a Garrifon of 140 Men, and Provifions fortwo 
fears. Ihave alfo received Intelligence, That they fent five Ships neainft 
Tydore, and Iam very jealous of that Place, hecaufe of the Divifions theres — 
“ wiberefore I immediately fent away two Galiots,well Man‘d, Armd, and Pyoe 
‘uided. God grant they find that Fort in the King’s Poffefion. Thus, if bis 
Mayefty well fend hither the Galeons he writes of, and commands me to ferve — 
him in thefe Southern Parts, I muft of necefity go over that way; for finge — 


Amboyna — 
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Amboyna is in the Poffefion of the Dutch, we may conclude Tydore will foon 
follow, If they extend their Dominion, from tbat Port, which God avert, 
‘they will thence put an End to the Affairs of the Moluceos, and of China, 
and with the Afiftance of the Ternates muft of aecefity Infeft thofe Parts a~ 
bout Manila; aud therefore we are all oblig’d, as Chriftians, and his Ma- 
-sefly’s Subjeds, to Oppofe fuch a mighty Misfortune. And fince the Lot has 
fallen between your Lovdjhip, and this Soldier of yours, we feem to be in fome 
meafure both of us under an Obligation to fpare no Pains for the Recovering 
of thofe Parts of the Molucco Iiands. For my part I will labour for the Suc~ 
cefs, tho? 1 were to lofe ten Lives, if I had fo many. But becaufe I foall not 
have an Opportunity to fend your Lordjbip Intelligence , till a Year hence, £ 
now intreat youto have what Soldiers you can in Readinefs, andthe greateft 
Number of Natives, that'we may not fall short when the work is half done, 
and be forced, for want of them, to put our felves into the Hands, and exped 
the Afiftance of Traytors. The fame I beg, as to Provifions; for there are 
none where Iam at. prefent. But fince Captain Gallinato has feen all, 
and knows what is Neceffary in thofe Paris, whereof he has before now given 
your Lordpip ample Cb cota it will be needlefs to repeat it. in this, he- 
ing your Lordbip tells me in yours, you do me the Favour to appoint him 
for my Companion; and he w fo able a Commander, that when your Lordfhip 
‘orders him to prepare for this Expedition, he will take with him all he tbinks 
froper for it. Tho his Majefty foould fend feveral Galeans, and many Men, 
I foall not te able to do any thing with them in thofe Parts, hecaufe the main 
Thing there, is to have Veffels that Kow, and Menthat have Serv'd, whereof 
Tam very deftitute. From India none can come, tho’ the Viceroy were never 
fo willing to furnify me. However, confiding in your Lordbips Worth, and 
in what you have lignify’d to me by Letter, I will undertake this Expedition, 
believing I foall find all Things in fuch Readinefs, that they will fet out 
from thence the Momeni: your ‘Lordfbip receives Advice from me. Lam told 
your Lordfip expeds a Gentleman in thofe Parts, who comes to Conquer 
Camboxa. Jf he happens to coine, I mut put your Lordfhip in Mind, that 
rhe heft Conqueft is that of the Moluccos, where bis Mayefty’s Forts will be 
veftor'd, and there the faid Gentleman may foew his Valour, and merit a 
conjiderable Reward from the King.» Before the Dutch came to Amboyna, 
two Englith Ships paffed-by that Ifland, whith fent a Letter to the Governor 
of the Fort, to acquaint him, that tke Dutch were coming after them, with 
a Dejgn to pofefs themfelves of the [aid Fort, aud therefore they advifed 
him to behave-himfeif well, becaufe the Dutch they [poke of, weve a poor 
faint-bearted People. That,if they bad Occafion for Powder, Bail, and all 
other Neceffaries, they were ready to fupply him, becaufe they were then at 
Peace with Spain, and the Conftable of Cattile was already fent into England, 
hy his Majefy, to Ratify it: And the Poft-Mafter-General was Embaffador 
in Ordinary. This Intelligence leaves the Rebels no pretence to any Excufe. 
Furtado’s Letter. goes on, to otiner Particulars, recommending Religious 
Men, and Commanders and he coneludes with Abundance of Compliments, 
and Courteous Expreflions. pS’ cit She 
_* Don Pedro having receiv’d thefe Letters, order’d and haften‘d all necef- 
fary Preparations, with the utmoft Diligence, prefling the Bufinefs in Spaz2, 
‘and with the Viceroy at Mexico, and thought all Delays tedious; but the 
fates ; Approbation 
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Approbation of his Advice, and the Supplies to put it in Execution, being 
to come from a Center fo remote,and where there lay an Obligation of being 
no lefs attentive to all Parts of the Circumterence, the Expedition could

Enemies, Engii/b and Dutch, That the King had no Spice left, but only that

aid the fame Forces would recover Ternate, Banda, dméoyna, and what 


had been held in Celebes, Batochina, and the Places wrefted by the Tyrants 
of Sumatra. All this the Jefuit made out by Demonftration, for he groun-. 
ded not the leaft Information upon any thing lefs than Experience. 
He was heard in the Council of the Indies, and the Council of State for 
the Crown of Portugal, and difpatch’d for the Philippines, by the way of 
New-Spain. By the other Way, the King order’d, that the Captain Gene- 
ral Furtado, taking with him the neceflary Fleet from Goa, fhould fail for 
the Moluccos, by tpecial Commiflion, by Virtue whereof he afterward fent 
to afk Afliftance at the Philippine Ilands, as we have feen, and fuch Sup- 
plies were to be furnifh’d on both Sides, as being united, might fecure the 
Conqueft of the Moluccos. However the Event muft of Neceffity be tedi- 
ous, the Dutch being already poffefs’d of all the King’s Forts in the Archi- 
pelago; and their numerous Fleets of all the Ports, Fairs, and Trade, with 
Faétories conveniently fettled for their Intercourfe between India and their 
own Country. We fhall not enter upon the Account of thofe Affairs, be- 
caufe no more of them than have been already mention’d, as yet related to 
the Moluccos. Much Time, and many Precautions were requifite, tor thefe 
two Commanders to joyn, amidft fo many Obftacles: They fent frequent 
Advice backward and forward, and neither Part was idle in the mean 
while. ; .

in his Name thofe of the Viceroy drias de Saldania, to fight the Dutch, and 
any other Enemy, and to proceed to Sunda, to chaftize that King, and the 
Rebels in Fava. He was directed to place Garrifons there, and having 
Difabled fettled the Affairs of India, to proceed to the Moluccos. They went our 
dy Storms, with good Hearts to undertake that Work, but were hinder’d by Storms 
; and Tempefts. In the Gulph of Ceylon, he loft the Galley, and feventeen 
Galiots that were under the Conduct of Francis de Soufa, and Andrew Roiz, 
and in them the greateft Strength he had to compafs his Defigns.. He was 
three whole Years without any Succours to proceed on his Enterprize. At 
Malaca he recruited the beft he could; and in December, 1601, Steering his 
Courfe for Sunda, relying on the Succours he expected from the ane of 
Palimbam 


Goa. 


At length, notwithftanding all Difficulties, Furtado fail‘d from Goa with 
Sails from fix Galeons, eighteen Galiots, and one Galley, with the King’s Orders, and 
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Palimbam, in Fava, fuppostd to be our Friend and Consederates but he was 
deceived, for that Infidel was fo far from efpoufing our Party, that he had 


taken up with the King of Sunda, whom he intended, and afterwards actu- Saja for 
ally did fuccour with 30000 Men. This did not difmay Furtado, but he gunda, 


fail*d on towards Sunda, referring the Punifhment of the King of Palimbam 
to another Time: There, on the Bar, he difcover’d feven Dutch Ships, 
which he purfutd, tho’ to little purpofe, they being excellent Sailers. How-~ 
ever the Galeon Commanded by Thomas de Soufa Aronches, fought five of 
them, killing many Dutch, without lofing one Man; but her Rigging was 
torn, and fhe could.not board the Enemy, who fled, drawing our Ships at- 
ter them in fuch manner, that Furtado could not poffibly recover the Bar, 
: i he anchortd in a Road, from whence he might have return‘d to the 
ort. 


This was a fpecial Providence, for the Enemy did not feem difpos'd to Ayrives at 
ftand, and they had already been upon beth Bars; and thereiore reflecling Amboyna. 


on the Tears, and Groans of the Commanders, and Chriitians at Amboyna, 
he diredted his Courfe towards thofe Iflands, where he arriv’d on the toth 
of February without being detain’d by fome Victories he gain’d ia his 
Way. The Natives and thofe in the Fort were alarm’d, believing they had 
been Enemies, but the Admiral giving a Signal, they knew the Chriftian 
Fleet. The Joy ‘pread abroad, and the Shore was cover’d with People ex~ 
prefling it. Furtado firft apply’d himfelf to'repair the Fort, and refit the 
Ships. He alfo built four Ships, two Galiots, and twelve Carcoas. Then 
he fet ont, without lofing Time, to make War on the J/os,and other Towns 
that had rebell’d againft the Fort, fending Fofeph Pinto, with 200 Portu- 
fuefes by Land. The Fleet fail’d round the Tland, and lay a Month in the 
Bay calPd Bacacio. Texeyra, Commander in Chief of the Fort, went be- 
fore, with a good Number of Carcoas, to reduce fome rebellious. Towns, 
efpecially chofe which are on the Mountains call’d Gunos, where there are 
excellent fweet Waters, and large Woods of Orange Trees. Thefe Towns

_ this ContraG, that thofe at Sunda, feeing Furtado fet fail towards thofe

Furtado follow‘d that in din- 
hoyna, daily reducing fome Towns that had revolted. The Inhabitants 
of Rofitelo, built on an Eminence, and well fortify’d difcovering our Ships, 
-and Carcoas, fet fire to all their Goods, and then to their Houfes, and fied to 
a high Mountain, where their Wives and Children were before. The Way 
People of UP to it was by tying to the Trees certain Rotas, which are flender tough 
Rovatelo Canes, that may be knotted like Ropes, a flow and almoft ufelefs Hold, 
burn their Which sender’d the Mountain never the lefs inacceffible. Yet our Men 
Town making their Way thro’ Clefts, attain‘d the Top two days after. The 
; Rebels perceiving they were loft, came to receive the Conquerors with 
Coban white Flags, but the King, not daring to truft to that Security, fled to re= « ) 
‘i * moter Parts. 5 
People of The Infidels of Ito, puff'd up with the Dutch Supplies they expected, 
Ito fy to made no Doubt of routing the Chriftians, as foon as they landed ; but 
ae Zs kd perceiving they were cifappointed of the Succour of the ten Ships, which — 
Fil. fail’d by without ftaying, and that fofatelo was reduc’d ; yet they were } 
: not quite dejected, but committed their Safety to the Strength and Tops 
of the Mountains. They abandon’d their chief City, properly call’d Ito, 
and the Fort there erected. by the Dutch, retiring with all their Families 
to the higheft and moft impregnable Part of the Country call’d Nao and 
Bemnao, being two Rocks, one above another, like the Round-Tops in a 
Ship one over the other ; whence the Shore appears near at Hand tho” — 
Nao flrong halfa League diftant, by Reafon ofthe Windings of the Ways. Nao 
place, is all encompafs’d with upright Rocks, with pleafant Planes below. — 
whither . There are three Ways to get up to it, but all of them fo difficult, that __ 
the Rebels the very Lizards can fcarce climb it. On thefe three Paffes they threw up — 
fied. double Trenches,with ftrong Ramparts,and a good Number of Brafs Sakers, 
and Demy-Falconets to fecure them. At each of them was a confiderable. % 
Number of Men, with their Colours flying, and all Sorts of offenfive and 
defenfive Arms, wherewith the Dutch have furnifh’d thofe Southern ay | 
Seas. The greateft Danger threatned was fiom a great Number of mighty — 4 
Stones, or Pieces of Rocks, which being roul‘d down from fucha Height 
ii can bear down and deftroy an Army. All the Enemy’s Power was now =

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The General came to this Place on Palm-Sunday, order‘d a Trench to be. 

caft up, and Tents to. be pitch‘d, fora Defence again{t the Sun, and the Furtado 
Rain, which fometimes falls unexpected. He commanded an Enemy 4m- encamps at 
boynefe, that had fallen inte his Hands, attended by fome Chriflians, to go Bemnao. 
enquire into the Defigns of the People of Jto,and to guide the Way. 

When they were come within hearing, and had. deliver‘d their Meffage, 

the Infidels anfwer‘d, That they were the King of Ternate's Subjeds, aud Eanohry 
own'd none but him. That they would trade with the Dutch, and all other fu/wer of 
Nations they thought fit.. That they would alfo fell Clove tothe Spamiards 3 phe [tos: 
but that the King of Spain bad a very long Neck, . Having return‘d 

this Anfwer, they began to fire the Cannon. Our Men were fore‘d to 

put up the Affront, and pafs by their Fury 5 but the General regatding nei- 

ther, order‘d a Captain, on Monday, to view the Situation of the Place; be- 

caufe his Soldiers had gone up diforderly to their Trenches, and been re- 

puls‘d with Shot, and throwing of Stones, which made them retire down 

the Mountain with many wounded. The next Night he fent 200. Men, 

to poflefs themfelves of 2 Mount that oeverlook’d the Enemies Trenches. | 

They did fo, and. as. foon as the Day appear’d, our Mufketiers pour’d in poptyone. 
their Volleys of Shot, firing at the fame Time with two Drakes, they had f,. bis 
carry‘d up with a Defign to caft up another Trench, and thus they Gis, ZL 
put the Enemy to Rout, The Trench was thrown up, and the next Night ‘ 
they remov‘d the Drakes to it, drawing nearer, to make the greater Slaugh~ 
ter. Gonzalo Vaz de Cafello-Brance commanded at this Pafs. The Men 
here that Night talk’d with the befieg‘d, and affur‘d them, they would 
take their Fort the next Night, as they actually did. 
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_ On Wednefday. Morning the General order‘d the Drums to beat to 
Arms, to-go up himfelf to the Hill where his Men ‘were, leaving Trajano 
Ruiz de Caftello-Branco below, with so Men, to guard the Camp; but 
without any Defign of attacking the Fort that Day; but only to order the 
Men, and affign them their Pofts. Whilft he was concerting this Affair 
with his Officers, Gonzalo Vaz came to them with :a dangerous Shot in 
one of the Calves of his Legs, and five other Wounds running Blood. 
The Soldiers were incens‘d, at the Sight of him, and fignify‘d they would 
fall. on. It was given out, where the General was, that the Victorious 
Enemy was falling upon our Drakes, and Poits ; and he improving Neceffi~ 
ty, cry‘d out, witha loud Voice, Santiago, that is, S. James, the Cry gi- 
ven by the Spaniards when they fall on, The Soldiers were fo encourag‘d

The Governour believing the Defign of the Sangleyes was to gain Time, | 
and perhaps to expect fome Supplies from China, which might be promis‘d 
by the Mandarines, before they went away ; he thought it requilite to. ; 
bring the War to a fpeedy Conclufion, becaufe the Enemy fortity‘d them-° 1 
felves daily, and made Excurfions from their Forts, to fcour the Country, || | 
and gather in the Rice ¥ perfwading the Natives to joyn with them; thof 
they were fo far from complying, that they kill‘d all they could meet with. : 
There were feveral other Reafons which prov‘d that the greateft Safety { 


. confifted in Expedition, and therefore abundance of Spaniards and Na- (4 
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tives, by the Governour's Oider, were always in Queft of the ftraggling | 
Chinefes. However it was judg‘d expedient to prefs them yetnearer,and ; 
not allow them Time, as they wifh%d, till the Rice was ripe, fince Hun- 
ger muft prove their greateft Enemy. To this Purpofe it was thought Ex- 
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Indians, well arm‘d and provided, under the Command of the Captain and 
Major dzcuera, a brave and vigilant Commander, well acquainted with the 
Country, ordering him to draw near the Enemy; yet not to engage, becaufe Major Az- 
they were a defperate barbarous People in their firft Onfets, but to alarm cyetg fent 
them Day, and Night, on every Side, obftructing their Excurfions, that fo againft the 
they might want Povifions, and confequently be oblig‘d to diflodge, for if Chinefes, 
he could remove them bur twice, he might cut them off, as it happen‘d ac- 
cordingly.

Adions. Having caft up fome Works, for his greater Security, in the 
Quarters he took up, the Enemy‘s faliy‘d out of their Fort, and fome of 
thofe who valu‘d themfelves ‘on their Bravery advanc‘d to fight the Spani- 
ards in their Pofts, with as much Boldnefs, as could be expected from Men. 
in Defpair, and quite diftratted. Thus being cut off from Water, ftreight- 
ned, often alarm’d , never fuffer‘d to reft, and fuch as ventur‘d out cut off, 
they difmay‘d, and diflodg‘d in the Night very filently, marching towards 
Batangas, where their other Body was. However their Departure could 
not be conceal‘d from the Vigilany of our Men, who march‘d after them, 
Martin de Herrera, Captain of the Governours Guard, leading the Van, 
which confifted of Spaniards, and the braveft of the Natives.

They landed 800 Dutch and Termate Soldiers, and having made a Trench 

with Barrels fill‘d with Earth, batter‘d the Fort for three Days from 
that Work, with two Pieces of Cannon. At the fame Time they play’d 
upon it from their Ships, firing above 1500 Shot. The third Day they 
drew uearers andthe fourth in the Morning began to batter more furioufly, 
They kill’d the Conftable of the Caftle, and in the midit of the Confufion, 
the King of Termate and the Dutch, that were afhore, advanc’d, drawing ‘ 
the Cannon under the very Fort, heving furpriz’d the Portuguefes, and 
falling on themunexpectedly. They foon recovering themfelves, attack'd 
the Dutch afrefh, who turning their Backs, behav‘d themlelves fo bafely, 
that they ran into the Water ; abandoning the Guns they had afhore. In 
the Height of this Succefs, many Dutch being flain, and only four Porty~ 
guefes, on.a fudden they fpy’d all the Fort in a Flame, which roar‘d from 
The Fort the Ground tothe Tops of the Houfes, till a confiderable Part was blown 
batinte up, and almoft all the reft confum‘d, and lay’d flat. Six and twenty

~ Profperity having embolden’d, and ftrengthen‘d the Dutch, Don Pedro 
affembling his Council of War, order’d that the Captains Antony Freyle, 
Commander of the Squadron belonging to the Pintados, Peter Sevil, Ste- 


phen de Alcazar, and Bernardine Alfonfo, fhould repair to the Forts of the 
_ Pintados, and other Iflands that were in Danger, with their Companies. 


He refitted the Ships, and prepar’d his Cannon, as being fo near a victo- 
rious Enemy, who fo fuccefsfully put in Execution alltheir Threats. dn- 
tony de Sylva thow'd an Original Letter, written by another Dutch Ad- 
miral atthe Ifland of Borneo, to the King of Ternate, and fent by Philip 
Biffegop, Captain of a Ship, with a Prefent of a Quantity of fine Holland ; 
Six Bales of feveral Veffels with Musk ; Twelve Bottles of Rofe- Water ; 
Six Pounds of Dutch Anfion, that is, Opium, which, as has been faid, 
difturbs the Senfes, and is us’d by thofe People to encourage them to fight ; 
and fix Barrels of Powder. He gave him an Account of Andrew Furtado’s 
unfortunate Voyage, the Obftacles, Storms, and Enemies he had met with, 
jince his Departure from Ternate, till he came to Malaca. He gave him 


_ the Title of Moft Serene Prince, and Potent King of the Moluccos, Bandas, 
| Amboyna, and innumerable other Iflands. He congratulated with him for 


the Fvent of his Arrival at the Moluccos; promifing he would return to 
Ternate witha greater Power, he expected from Holland, and take Poffeffi- 
on of the Forts, to extirpate the common Enemy, the King of Spatn ;. and 


‘encourag‘d him with thefe Hopes, to hold out till then, He affur’d him, 


that he fhould fcour all thofe’ Seas from the Afoluccos, and extend his Do- 
minions as far as China, without being hinder‘d by the Philippines or Fa- 
ponefes. To this End, he defired him to renew his Friendfhip with Min- 
danao, and to acquaint the King of thofe Hlands, that he was a Friend to 


| the Durch, foto givethem Admittance to thofe Ports, Freedom of Trade, 
and amicable Entertainment, as was requifite for their Undertakings ; 


this being a Thing moft Expedient,. above all other Politick Confiderati- 
ons. ‘He added, he might obferve, and be aflur‘d, that nothing was fo 
little regarded in Spain, as to’ contrive that their many Provinces fhould 
preferve fome Sort of Union. That therefore all thofe which are very re- 
mote, and fubje@ to that Crown, ought to take much Notice of the great 
Delays there, in coming to a Refolution, and fending Succaurs from Spain ; 
becaufe before they believe, or examine the News brought them in order 
to believe them, Affairs have taken a new Turn, and eonfequently neither 


the Spanifh Councils, nor their Arms come feafonably.. That Eacerice 
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had made moft of thefe Things known to his Highnefs, and his.Zeal fox 
his Service oblig’d himto mention them. dntony de Silva, added, that he 
was very fure the King of Zernate had not omitted doing any Thing of 
what the Dutch Man recommended tohim ; and that he had already pros 
pos’d to his People to go abroad to fight, far from their own lands. Tho? 
it was never apprehended. he would do fo, yet at that Time it much troy 
bled. Don Pedro, becaufe he was fo fpent withthe Affair of the Sangleyes,

Time, which fometimes gives Hope, and fometimes Difpair, comforted 


Don Pedyo inhis AffiGion, bringing in a few Months after fome Ships of 
private .Perfons from New Spain, and then in due Seafon the ufual Fleet, 
They arriv’d at Manila, on-the Eve of S. Matthias, and-in them the Spa- 
niards {ent from Spain, for the Expedition.of Zernate, with above 200 
more from the Marquefs de Montefclaros, Viceroy of New Spain, as alfo — 
the other Neceffaries, and Money, purfuant tothe King’s Order. Part of 

this came committed to Brother Ga/par Gomez, who was receiv’d with 
incredible Joy. He deliver’d all his Letters tothe Governour, and imme- 
diate Care was taken to quarter the Officers and Soldiers, and to diftribute 
them f{peedily, fo that a Men might believe there was no other Defign 
in their coming, but the Security of the Philippine Ilands, threatned. by 
the Emperor of Japan, andthe Confpiracies of the Sangleyes. This Re- 
port was indufirioufly fo given out, that it might fly and fpread abroad | 
without the Kingdom, leit they might receive any Intelligence, who had 

caufe to fear. Befides that, as the Fame of thofe great Preparations was _ 
Advantageous to the Spaniards-in Point of Reputation, fo the Reality. of 


the Power they had, added to the-Opinion conceiv’d, prov’d the Defence f 


and Security of them all. In Fapan, only the News that Manila was full 
ot Men, and Ships of War, allay‘d, or quite'banith’d. the Difguft of that 
King, on Account of Don Pedro‘s refufing him Ship-Wrights.. The Peo- 
ple of Chincheo alfo forbore meditating Revenge againft an Enemy, whofe 
ViG@ories were baek’d with fuch Succours.. Don Pedro confider’d all thefe _ 
Particulars, and each of them .made him conclude, that -he might. with 
Sasety be abfent for fome Time from Manila. However the King of Ter- 
nate overjoy’d that he had fhaken off the Spani/h Yoke, made little Account 
of all that was told him, concerning its Neighbouring Kingdoms, beliey- 
ing they would never recover their Ancfent Poffeflions. The Dutch — 
Commanders, who were rebuilding the burnt Fort at Zydove, {ent him a _ 
confiderable Number of heavy Brafs Cannon, of Drakes, and Mufkets, and 
he hired fome .of the Ingeniers, that came.in thofe Ships, to look to his 


Fortifications, and refidein them, and in his. City. Some accepted of the 


Habitation, approving of that diforderly, and irreligious Liberty of Life 
allow’d in that Country ; where -confidering the frequent Refort of Ships — 
from the North, and the many Fadtories, they reckon‘d themfelves as 
‘good as at Home, fince they could often meet with their Kindred or 
#riends, or at leaft with their Country-Men.  Banith’d Spaniards and For-_ 
daguefes arriv'd daily at the Port of Oten, in the Philippine Hands, and 
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- among them Paul de Lima, a Perfon of great Experience, and {till General of 
‘the Artillery at Zydore, who, befides the News of the late Deftruction, 
brought an Account of the Joy wherewith the Dutch dug up the Guns he -

- He was receiv'd with much Honour, in regard to his Quality, 
and bene he wag one of thofe who had loft Lands and Goods, taken 
from him by the King of Ternate, and his Information, and Counfel were 
of Ufe fog what afterwards happen‘d. All Men attended the Warlike 
Breparatict, in their feveral Stations, but with equal Zeal ; building 
Ships, and gathering Provifions, Arms, and Ammunitions; and Don Pe- 
dyo himfelf was fo diligent and vigilant, that he attended the meaneft.

for they fhould all ferve him. The Captain , told him, how much he con- 
fided in him, fince he had fo eafily follow’d his Advice, and-was come to 
his Country almoft Naked; and that whatfoever happen’d he would not 
mifiruft him.

Weather was feafonable, and favour‘d them in all Refpects, and they ar- 
riv'd at Manilaon the ninth of Fune, loaded with Honour and Victory, 
after they had refted in the Port of Cabite, two Leagues diftant. 

The Captives diverted themfelves with our Men, to put off the Remem- Prifoneve 

brance of paft Times, whilft rich Garments of {everal Sorts of Silks were 3; confom 
provided for them at the publick Charge, which isthe King’s Treafury in Tnsé of 
the Philippine Ulands. They look‘d dejectedly, and with Admiration, on  ° 
the Harbour, Walls, Forts, and Buildings of the City, the Sight whereof 
made them call to Mind the laft Day on which they fell from. their. baafted 
State of Liberty. Our Commanders dropt fome courteous Words of Com- 
fort in their Difcourfe, telling them, that as foon as the News could. come 
to Spain of their being reductd, and that good Order was taken againft 
falling again into the former Dangers, the King would order them to be 
reftor‘d to their Liberty. All thefe Expreffions were not of Force to {atis~ 
fy thofe Indians, who on the contrary began to complain of the General, 
becaufe they either fufpected, or were told by fome of our Men,, that he.

Afly-River, having hir’d 
a Sewee-Indian, @ tall, lufty Fellow, who carry’d a Pack. of 
our Cloaths, of great Weight; notwithftanding his Burden, 
wehad much a-do tokeeppace with him. At Noon wecame 
up with feveral Frenb Plantations, meeting, with feveral 

_ Creeks by the Way, the French were very. officious in af> 
fifting with their fmall Dories. to-pafs over thefe Waters, 
(whom we met coming from their Church) being all of them 


very clean and decent in their Apparel , their. Houfesand 
Plantations fuitable in Neatnefs and Contrivance.

Monday, The next Morningvery early, we ferry’d over a Creek that 
runs near the Houfe, and, after an Hour’s Travel in the . , 
Woods, we cameto the River-fide,where we ftay’d for the br 
“dian, who was our Guide, and was gone round by Water ina 
fmall Canoe, to meet us at that Place werefted at. He caméaf- 
ter afmall Time,and ferry’d us in that little Veffel over Santee 
River4Miles, and 84 Miles in the Woods,which the over-fiow- 
ing of the Frefhes, which then came down, had made a perfeét 
-Sea of, there running an incredible Current in -the River, . 
which had caft onr fmall Craft, and us, away, had we not 
had this Sewee Indian with us; who. are excellent Artiftsin 
inanaging thefe {mall Canoes. : 
Santee River, at this Time, (from theufual Depth of Water) 
was rifen perpendicular 36 Foot, always making a Breach 
from her Banks, about this Seafon of the Year: The general 
‘Opinion of the Caufe thereof, is fuppos’d to proceed from the’ | 
overflowing of frefh Water-Lakes that lie near the Head of — 
this River, and others, upon the fame Continent : But my 
Opinion is, that thefe vaft Inundations proceed from thegreat 
- and repeated Quantities of Snow that falls upon the Moun! 
tains, which lie at fo great a. Diftatice from the Sea, therefore _ 
they have no Help of being difiolv’d by thofe faline, piercing — 
Particles, as other adjacent Parts near the Ocean receives 
and therefore lies and increafes to a vaft Bulk, until fome 
mild Southerly Breezes coming ona fudden, continue tounlock 
thefe frozen Bodies, congeal’d by the North-Wef Wind, diffipa- 
| ting 
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_- ting them in Liquids ; and coming down with Impetuofity, 
fills thofe Branches that feed thefe Rivers, and canfes. this 
ftrange Deluge, which oft-times lays under Water the adjacent 
Parts on both Sides this Current, for feveral Miles diftant from 
her Banks; tho’sthe French and Indias affr’m'dto me, they 
never knew fuch an extraordinary Flood there before.

We intended for Monf. Gallzar’s jun’, but was loftnone of us - 
knowing the Way at that Time, altho’ the Irdion was born 
in that Country, it having receiv’d fo ftrangea Metamorpbojis... 
We were-in feveral Opinions concerning the right Way, the 
Indian and my felf,fuppos’d theHoufe to bear one Way,the reft 
thought to the contrary; we differing, it was agreed on 
amongft us,that one half fhould go with the Indian to find the. 
Houfe, andthe other partito {tay upon one of thefe dry Spots, 
until fome of them return’d to us,and inform’d us where it lay. 

_. My felf and two more were left behind,by Reafon the Ca- 
noe would not carry usall ; we had but one Gun amongft us, 

one Load of Ammunition, and no Provifion. Had our Men... 

inthe Canoe mifcarry’d, we mmft (in all Probability) there 
have perifh’d. | 
In about fix Hours Time, from eur Mens Departure, the 
Indian came back to us in the fame Canoe he went in, being. 
half drunk, which affur’d us they had found fome Place of 
Refrefhment. He took us three into the Canoe, telling us all. 
was well: Padling cur Veffel feveral Miles thro’ the Woods, . 
being often halffull of Water, but at length we got fafeto the

of Turkies. This Day we travell’d about 30 Miles, andlay 
all Night at a Houfe which was built for the Indian Trade, 
the Mafter thereof we had parted with at the French Town, % i 
who gave ue Leave to make ufe of his Manfion.

“He was the talleft Indian I ever faw, being feven Foot high, » 
and a very trait compleat Perfon, efteem’dion by the King — 
for his great Art in Hunting, always carrying with him an 
artificial Head to hunt withal: They are made of the Head 
of a Buck, ‘the back Part of the Horns being {crapt and, hol- 
low, for Lightnefs of Carriage: TheSkin is left to the fet- 
‘ting on of the Shoulders, which islin’d all round with fimall

Within ‘half a‘Mile of the Houfe, we pafs’d over a:prodi- 
gious wide and-deep Swamp, being fore’d to ftrip ftark-naked, 
and much-a-do to fave our {elves trom. drowning in this 'Fa- 
tiegue. ‘We, with much a-do, got thro’, going that Day about 
five Miles farther, and came to'three more Isdian Cabius, 
eall’d in the Indian Tongue, Hickerau, by the Englifh Traders, 
the black Howfe, ‘being pleafantly feated on a high Bank, by a 
Branch of ‘Santee-River. One of our Company, that had 
traded amoneft thefe Indians, toldus, That one of theCabins 
was his Father’s-in-Law ; he call’d-him fo, by Reafon the old. 
Man ‘had given hima young Indian Girl, that was his Daugh- 
ter, to liewith him, make Bread, and to beneceflary inwhat 
e | is was capable to affift him in, during his Abode amonglt 
‘hein. bids 
 \Whenwe came thither firft, there was no Body at Home, 

fo the Son made bold to fearch his Father’s Granary for Corn, 
and other Provifions. He: brought us fome Jndiax Maiz and. 
‘Peas, which are of areddifh Colour, and eat well, yet colour 
the Liquor they are boil’d in, as if it were aLixivinm of red 
Tartar. After we had'been about an Hour in the Houfe, 
where was Millions of Fleas, the Indian Cabins being often. 
fuller of fuch Vermin, than any Dog-Kennel, the old Man 
‘came in to us, and feem’d very glad to fee his Son-in-Law. 

This Indian is a great Conjurer, as appears by the Sequel. 
The Seretee or Santee Indians. were gone to War againft the 
Hooks and Backhooks Nations; living near the: Mouth. of Winy- 
an-River. ‘Thofe’that were left at Home, (which-are com- 
monly old People and Children) liad heard no News a long 
_ ‘Rime of their Men at Arms. This Man, at the ibis ie

thefe People, (being held to be a great Sorcerer amongft ’em) 
went to know what Pofture their fighting Men were in. .. His 
-Exorcifm was:carry’d on thus: He-drefs‘d himfelfin.a.clean ~ 
white drefs’d Deer-Skin ; a great Fire being madein the Mid- 
‘dle of the Plantation, the Indians fitting all round it, the |. 
Conjurer was blind-folded, then he furrounded the Fire feve- — [ 
ral Times, I think thrice; leaving the Company, he went into 
‘the Woods, where he {tay’d about-half an Hour, returning, to 
them; -furrounded the Fire as before ; leaving them, went. the 
fecond Time into the Woods; at which Time there came a 
huge-Swarm of Flies, very large, they flying about the Fire.

fomuch bad Way, we having pa{s’d thro’ the worft of our Jour- | 


ney, the Land here being high and dry, very. few: Swamps, 


and thofe dry, anda little Way through.

frelhment, we went on, and got that Day about twenty Miles ;

} forwards, and about twelve a Clock came to the moft amazing 
) Profpect I had feen finceI had been in Carolina ; we travell’d 
) by a Swamp-fide, which Swamp I believe to be no lefs than ~ 
twenty Miles over, the other Side being as far as I could well 
} difcern, there appearing great Ridges of Mountains, bearing 
from us W. N.W. One Alp with a Top like a Sugar-loaf, ad- 
vanc'd its Head above all the reft very confiderably , the Day 
} was very ferene, which gave us the Advantage of feeing along. 
Way ;thefe Mountains were cloth’dall over with Trees,which 
{eem'd to us to be very large Timbers. 
- At the Sight of this fair Profpedct, we ftay’d all Night ; our 
Indion going about ‘half an Hour before us,had provided three 
fat Turkeys eer we got up tohim. — 

- “The Swamp I now fpoke of, is not'a miry Bog, as others 
/generadly are, but you go down to it thro’a fteep Bank, atthe . 
Foot of which, begins this Valley, where you may go dry. 
for perhaps 200 Yards, then you meet with a/fmall Brook» 
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or Run of Water, about 2 or 3 Foot deep, then dry Land for 
. fuch another Space, fo another Brook, thus continuing. The 
Land in this Percoarfon, or Valley, being extraordinary rich, 
and the Runs of Water well ftor’d with Fowl. It isthe Head 
of one of the Branches of Santee-River ; but a farther Difcovery

_ Viewing. the Land here, we found an extraordinary rich,

Stone, here being great Storeofit, feemingly very good: The ! 
eviling Springs, which are many in thefe Parts, ifluing out 
of the Rocks, which Water we drank of, it colouring the Ex- | 
erements of Travellers (by its chalybid Quality) as black 
as_aCoal. When we were allafleep, in the Beginning of the . 
Night, we were awaken’d with the difmall’ft and moft hideous ' 
- Noife that ever pierc’d my Ears: This fudden Surprizal inca+ 
pacitated us of guefling what this threatning Noife might pro- 
eed froin; but our Indian Pilot (who knew thefe Parts very 
well) acquainted us, that it wascuftomary to hear fuch Mu- 
fick along that Swamp-fide, there being endlefs Numbers of 
Panthers, T ygers, Wolves, and other Beafts of Prey, which ! 
take this Swamp for their Abode inthe Day,coming in whole ' 
Droves to hunt the Deer inthe Night, making this frightful ) 
Ditty ’till Day appears, then allis ftillasinother Places.

Near the |) 
Sea-board,the Indian kill’d 15 Turkeys this Day; there com- | 
ing out of the Swamp, (about Sun-rifing) Flocks of thefe » 
Fowl, containing feveral hundreds ina Gang, who feed up- | 
onthe Acrons, it being moft Oak that grow in chef Woods. i 
There ave but very few Pinesin thofe Quarters. gr 
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Early the next Morning, we fet forward for the Congeree-In- 
dians, parting with that delicious Profpect. By the Way our 
Guide kill?d more Turkeys, and two Polcats, which he eat, 
efteeming them before fat Turkeys. Some of the Turkeys 
| which we eat, whillt we ftay’d there, I believe, weigh’d no 
- Tefs than 40 Pounds. 

The Land we pafs’d over this Day, was moft of it good, 
and the worft paffable. At Night we kill’da Poflum, being 
cloy’d with Turkeys,made a Dith of that, which tafted much 
| between young Pork and Veal; their Fat being as white as 
| ary ever faw. | : bait 
> Our Indian having this Day kil?’'d good Store of Provifion 
with his Gun, he always fhot with a fingle Ball , mifing 
but two Shoots in above forty; they being curious Artifts in 
managing a Gun, to make it carry either Ball, or Shot, true. 
When they have bought a Piece,and find it to fhoot any Ways 
crooked,they take the Barrel out of the Stock, cutting a Notch 
ina Tree, wherein they fet it {treight, fometimes fhooting a- 
way above 100 Loads of Ammunition, before they bring the 
Gun to fhoot according totheir Mind. We took up our Quar- 
ters by aFifh-pond-fide ; the Pitsinthe Woods that ftand full 
of Water, naturally breed Fifh in them, in great Quantities. 
Wecook’d our Supper,but having neither Bread,or Salt,our fat 
Turkeys began to be loathfome tous, altho’ we were never 
wanting of a good Appetite, yet a Continuance of one Diet, 
made us weary. | : elit: 
_ The next Morning, Santee Fack told. us, we fhould reach the 
Indian Settlement betimes that Day; about Noon, we pafs’d 
by feveral fair Savanna’s, very rich and dry , feeing great 
Copfes of many Acres that bore nothing but Bufhes, about 
the Bignefs of Box-trees ; which (in the Seafon) afford great 
Quantities of {mall Black-berries, very pleafant Fruit, and 
much like to our Blues, or Huckle-berries, that grow on 
Heaths in Exgland. Hard by the Savanna’s we found the 
‘Town, where we halted; there was not above one Man left 
with the Women, the. xeft being gone.a Hunting for a Feaft. 
The Women werevery, bufily engag’din Gaming: The Name 
or Grounds. of it, I.could not learn, tho’ I look’d on above 
twoHours. Their Arithmetick was kept with a Heap of India» 
| : E 2 Grain. 
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Grain, When their Play was ended, the King, ot Caffetta’s. 
Wife, invited us into her Cabin. The Indiaw Kings always en- 
tertaining Travellers, either Englifh, or Indian ; taking it asa 
great Afront, if they pafsby their Cabins, and take up their 
Quarters at any other frdian’s Houfe. The Queen fet Vidu- 
als before us, which good Compliment they ufe generally as, 
foon as you come under their Roof. : 
‘The ‘Town confifts not of above a dozen Houfes, they having 
ether ftragling Plantations up and down the Country, and 
‘are feated upon a fmal Branch of Suatee-River. Their Place 
bath curious dry Marfhes, and Savanna’s adjoining to it, 
and would prove an exceeding thriving Range for Cattle, and. 
Fiogs, provided the Englijh were feated thereon. Befides, the 
Land 1s good for Plantations. 
Thefe Indians are a {mall People, having loft much of their 
former Numbers, by inteftine Broils; but moft by the 
Small-pox, which hath often vifited them, {weeping away 
whole Towns; occafion’d by the immoderate Government 
of themfelves in their Sicknels ; as I have mention’d before, 
treating of the Sewecs. Neither do I know any Savages that 
have traded with the Exglifh, but what have been great Lofers | 
by this Diftemper. . i ae 
We found here good Store of Chinkapin-Nuts, which they 
gather in Winter great Quantities of, drying them ; fo keep. 
thefe Nuts in great Bafkets for their Ufe; likewife Hickerie- 
Nuts, which they beat betwixt two great Stones, then fift. 
them, fo thicken their Venifon-Broath therewith; the fmall 
Shells precipitating to the Bottom of the Pot, whilft the Ker. 
nel in Form of Flower, mixes it with the Liquor. Both thefe 
Nuts made into Meal, makes a curious Soop, either with clear _ | 
‘Water, os in any Meat-Broth. i aie 
Fromn the Nation of Indians, until fuch Time as. you come 
to the Turkeiruros ‘in North Carolina, you wilt fe no long | 
Mofs upon the Trees ; which Space of Ground contains above- | 
five hundred Miles. This feeming Miracle in Nature, is oc- | 
cafion’d by the Highnefs of the Land, it being dry and { 
healthful ; for tho’ this moft bears a Seed ina Sort of a fmall. _, 
€od, yet it is generated in or near lowfwampy Grounds, — 
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The Congerees are kind and affable to the Engli/h, the Queen 
being very kind, giving us what Rarities her Cabin afforded, 
as Loblolly made with Indian Corn, and dry’d Peaches, Thefe 
‘Congerees have abundance of Storks and Cranes im their Sa- 
vannas. ‘They take them before they can fiy, and breed ’em 
astame and familiar asa Dung-hill Fowl. They hada tame 
Crane at one of thefe Cabins, that was fcarce lefs than fix 
Foot in Height, his Head being round, with a fhining natu- 
ral Crimfon Hue, which they all have Thefe are a very 
comely Sort of Indians, there being a ftrange Difference in the 
Proportion and Beauty of thefe Heathens. Altho’ their Tribes 
or Nations border one upon another, yet you may difcern as 
great an Alteration in their Features and Difpofitions, as you 
‘can in their Speech, which generally proves quite different 


| from each other, though their Nations be not above 1a: 


or 20 Miles in Diftance. ‘The Women here being as hand- 
fome as moft I have met withal, being feveral fine-finger’d 

Brounetto’s amoneft them. Thefe Laffes {tick not upon Hand 

long, for they marry when very young, asat 12 or 14 Years 
of Age. The Englifh Traders are feldom without an Indian 

Female for his Bed-fellow, alledging thefe Reafons as fuffict- 
} ent to allow of fich a Familiarity. Firft, They being re- 

_ ‘mote from any white People, that it preferves their Friendfhip. 
} with the Heathens, they efteeming a white Man’s Child much, 
above one of their getting, the Indian Miftrefs ever fecuring 
her white Friend Provifions whilft he ftays amongft them. 
And laftly, This Correfpondence makes them learn the. In-. 
dian Tongue much the fooner, they being of the French- 
~ man’s Opinion, haw that an Engli/h Wife teaches her Huf- 
) eae inore Englifh in one Night, than a School-maftercan in. 

a Weck. : 
We faw at the Caffetta’s Cabin the ftrangeft SpeCtacle of An- 

_ tiquity I ever knew, it beg an old Indian Squah, that, had: 
I been to have guefs’d at her Age by her Afpect,old Parr’s Head. 
(the Welch Methufalem) was a.Facein Swadling-Clouts to hers. 
Her Skin hung in Reaves hike a Bag of Tripe.. By a fair Com-. 
putation, one might have juftly thought it would have con- 
tain’d three fich Carcafles as hers then was. She had one of 
her’Hands contracted by fome Accident in the Fire, they 

| fleeping. 
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- fleeping always by it, andoften fall intofad Difafters, efpeci- 
ally in their drunken Moods, I made the ftri€teft Enquiry that 
was poflible, and by what I could gather, fhe was confiderabl 
above 100 Years old, notwithftanding fhe {moak’d Tobacca, 
and eat her Victuals, to all Appearance, as heartily as one of 
418. One of our Company {poke fome of their Language, and 
having not quite forgotten his former Intrigues with the Indi- 
an Latles, would fain have been dealing with fome of the young 
Female Fry ; but theyrefus'd him, he having nothing that 
thefe Girlsefteem’d. At Night we were laid inthe King’s Ca- 
bin, where the Queen and the old Squah pig’d in with us: 
The former was very much disfigur’d with Tettars, and very 
referv’'d, which dfappointed our fellow Traveller in his In-~ 
trigues. 
The Women fmoak much Tobacco, (as moft Indians do.) ¢ 
‘They have Pipes, whofe Heads are cut out of Stone, andwill | 
hold an Ounce of Tobacco, and fome much lefs.. They haye 
large wooden Spoons, as big as {mall Ladles, which they make 
little Ufe of, lading the Meat out of the Bowls with their Fin- 
ers,

P ag forward ‘till the — 
Sun is an Hour or two high, and hath exhall’d the Dew 
from the Earth. The Queen got us a good Breakfaft. be- 
fore we left her; fhe had a young Child, which was much 
afflicted with the Cholick ; for which Diftemper fhe in- 
fus’d a Root in Water, which was held in a Goard; this a 
took into her Mouth, and{purted it into the Infant’s, which « 
gave it eafe. After we had eaten, we fet out (withournew | 
Guide) for the Wateree Indians. We wentover a great deal of — 
indifferent Land this Day. Herebegins to appear very good — 
Marble, which continues more and lefs for the Space of so0_ | 
-Miles. We lay all Night bya Run of Water, as.we always | 
.do, Gf pofhtble) for the Convenience of it. The Weather 
was very cold. We wentthis Day about 30 Miles from the 
Congerees. | ier 


In the Morning we made no Stay to get our Breakfaft, but _ 
—hafted on our Voyage, the Land increafing in Marble aid | 
, | | Richnefs 
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Richuefs of Soil. At Noon we halted, getting cur Dinner 
upon a Marble-Stone, that rofe it felf half a Foot above the 
Surface of the Earth, and might contain the Compafs of a. 
| Quarter of an Acre of Land, being very even, there grow- 
| ing upon it in fome Placesa finall red Berry, like a Salmon- 
Spawn, there boiling out of the main Rock curious Springs: 
of as delicious Water, as ever I drank in any Parts I ever tra- 
vell’d in. | | 
+ Thefe Parts likewife affords good free Stone, fit for Build- 
ing, and of feveral Sorts. The Land here is pleafantly feat- 
ed, with pretty. little Hills and Valleys, the rifing Sun at once 
) fhewing his glorious refiecting Rays ona great many of thefe 

~ little Mountains. We went this Day about 20 Miles, our 
Guide walking like a Horfe, ‘till we had fadl’d him with a 
good heavy Pack of fome Part of our Cloaths and Bedding ; 
by which Means we kept Pacewith him. 
_ This Night we lay by a Run-fide, where I found a fine 
yellow Earth, the famewith Bruxels-Sand, which Goldfiniths 
ufe tocaft withal, giving a good Price in Exgland, and other 


Parts. Here is likewife the true Blood-Stone, and confi- 
derable Quantities of Fullers-Earth, which I took a Proof 
of, by fcouring great Spots out of Woollen, and it prov’d ve- 


| ty good, | 
| os: we were onour Road this Morning, our Indian fhot at a Saturday. 
Tyger, that crofs’d the Way, he being a great Diftance from 
us. I believe he did him no Harm, becaufe he fat on his 
_ Breech afterwards, and look’d upon us. I fuppofe he ex- 
_ pected to have had a Spaniel Bitch, that I had with me, for 
his Breaftfaft, who run towards him, but in the Midway 
ftopt her Career, and came fneaking back to us with her 
Tail betwixt her Legs. | 
_ We faw in the Path a great many Trees blown up by the 
Roots, at the Bottom whereof ftuck great Quantities of fine 
red Bole; I believe nothing inferior to that of Venice or Leni 
ma. We found fome Holes in the Earth, which were full of 
_a Water as blackas Ink. I thought that Tinéture might 
' proceed from fome Mineral, but had not Time to make as 
— farther Difcovery. About Noon we paf{s’d over a lagene 
cr uel tony 
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‘ftony Brook, whofe Water was of a blnifh Caf, as it is' for 
feveral hundreds of Miles towards the Heads of the Rivers) 
I fuppofe occafion’d by the vaft Quantities of Marble ly= 
ing in the Bowels of theEarth. .The Springs that feed thefe 
- Rivulets, lick up fome Potions of the Stones in the Brooks: 
~which Diflolution gives this ‘Tincture, as appears in all, er - | 
molt 6f the Rivers and Brooks of this Country, whofe ra: | 
pid Streams are like thofe in Yorkfire, and other Northerg 
Counties of England. The Indians talk of many Sorts of 
Fifh which they afford, but we had not.Time to diftovep 
their Species. pila ai 
I faw here had been fome Indian Plantations formerly, 
there being feveral pleafant Fields of clear’d Ground, and! 
excellent Soil, now well fpread with fine bladed Grafs, and 
Strawberry-Vines. oan | 
The Mould here is exceffive rich, and a Country very plea-_ 
fing to the Eye, had it the Convenience of a navigable Ri- | 
ver, as all new Colonies (of Neceflity) require. It would make ' 
a delightful Settlement. eat 
We went eight Miles farther, and came to the Waterce 
Chickanee Indians. The Land holds good, there being not! 
a Spot of bad Land to be feen in feveral Days going. 
The People of this Nation are likely tall Perfons, and 
great Pilferers, ftealing from us any Thing they could lay’ 
their Hands on, though very refpectful in giving us what ' 
Viciuals we wanted. We lay in their Cabins all Night, bee 
ing dark fmoaky- Holes, as ever I faw any Indians dwell ° 
in. ‘This Nation is much more populous than the Conges - 
rees, and their Neighbours, yet underftand not one ano-  * 
thers Speech. They are very poor in Englifh Effects, feves | 
ral of them having no Guns, making Ufe‘of Bows and Ar- 
rows, being a lazy idle People, a Quality incident to moft 
Andians, but none to that Degree as thefe, as I ever met ‘ 
/ withal. é# 4 bese \ 
Their Country is wholly free from Swamps and Qua we 
mires, being high dry Land, and confequently healthfals om 
wproducing large Corn-Stalks, and fair Grain. ~ Cia 
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| Indians Yooking on with a great deal of Admiration. They 
told us, they had never feen the like before, and that our 
| Knives cut far better than thofe that came amoneft the Jz- 
| diaas. ‘They would fain have borrow’d our Razors, as they 
| had our Knives, Sciffors, and Tobacco-Tongs, the day be- 
| fore, being as ingenious at picking of Pockets, as any, I be- 
| Heve, the World affords 5 for they will fteal with their Feet. : 
| Yefterday, one of our Company, not walking fo faft as the 
| reft, was left behind. He being out of Sight before we mifs°d 
| Iisi,and not coming up to-us,tho’ we ftaid a confiderable time 
on the Road for him, we ftuck ‘up Sticks in the Ground, 
_and lett other Tokens to dire& him which way we were gone: 
But he came not to us that Night, which gave us Occafion to 
| fear fome of the Heathens had kill’d him, for his Cloaths, or 
| the favage Beafts had devour’d him in the Wildernefs, he 
| having nothing about him to ftrike Fire withal. As we 
were debating which way we thould fend to know what was 
_ become of him, he overtook us, having a Wasfaw Indian for 
hisGuide.

very frightful: They being, ask’d the Reafon why they pra~ : 
&tis'd this Method, reply’d, the Indzan’s Sight was much | 
ftrengthened and quicker, thereby, to difcern the Gamein , 
hunting at larger Diftance, and fo never mifs’d of becoming 
expert Hunters, the Perfection of which they all aim at, as ui 
we do to become experienced Soldiers, learned School-Men, .

White-Bread as any Exglifrcould have done, and was full as 
neat, and expeditious, in her Affairs. It happen’d to be one 
of their great Feafts, when we were there: The firft day ' 
that we came amongft them, arriv’d an Ambaflador from the 
King of Sapona, to treat with thefe Indians about fome impor=, 
tant Affairs. He was painted with Vermillion all over his

ted by the Grandees; As foon as we came.into it, they placid-

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our Englifhmen near the King; it being my Fortune to fit 
next him, having his great General, or War-Captain, on my 
other Hand. The Houfe is as dark as a Dungeon, and as 
hot as one of the Dutch-Stovesin Holland. They had made 
a circular Fire of fplit Canes in the middle of the Houfe. [rt 
was one Man’s Employment to add more fplit Reeds to 
the one end as it confum’d at the other, there being a fmall 
Vacancy left to fupply it with Fewel. They brought in great 
{tore of Loblolly, and other Medleys, made of Indian Grain, 
{tewed Peaches, Bear-Venifon, @c. every one bringing fome | 
Offering to enlarge the Banquet, according to his Degree and 
Quality. When all the Yiands were brought in, the firft Bi- 
gure began with kicking out the Dogs, which are feemingly 
Wolves, made tame with ftarving and beating ; they being 
the worft Dog-Matters in the World; fo that it is an infallis” 
ble Cure for Sore-Eyes, ever to fee an Indian’s Dog fat. They | 
are ofa quite contrary Difpofition to Horfes; fome of their 
Kings having gotten, by great chance, a Jade, ftolen by fome | 
neighbouring Jndian, and tranfported farther into the Coun- 
try, and fold; or bought fometimes of a Chriffian, that trades ‘) 
amongft them. Thefe Creatures they continually cram,and | 
feed with Maiz, and what the Horfe willeat, till he isas 
fatas aHog; never making any farther ufeof him than to 
fetch a Deer home, that is killed fomewhere near the Indian's 
Plantation. SOARS 
After the Dogs had fled the Room, the Company was fum- | 
mon’d by Beatof Drum; the Mufick being made of adrefsd_ 
Deer’s Skin, tied hard upon an Earthen Porridge-Pot. Pre- 
fently in came fine Men drefs’d up with Feathers, their Fa- | 
ces being covered with Vizards made of Gourds; round -' 
their Ancles and Knees, were hung Bells of feveral forts, ha- | 
ving Wooden Falchions in their Hands, (fuch as Stage-Fen- | 
cers commonly ufe; ) in this Drefs they danced about an * 
Hour, fhewing many ftrange Geftures, and brandifhing their ! 
Wooden Weapons, as if they were going to fight each other; “ 
oftentimes walking very nimbly round the Room, without 
making the leaft Noife with theif Bells, (a thing I much ad- | 
mired at ; ) again, turning their Bodies, Arms and Legs, into * 
fuch frightful Poftures, that you would have guefs’d they had” 
been quite raving mad: At laft, they cut twoorthreehigh 
Capers, and left the Room.

There ran, hard-by this Town, a pleafant 
River, not very large, but, as the Jvdiaus told us, well ftor’d 
with Fifh, We being now among the powerful Nation of 
Efams, our Landlord entertain’d us very courteoufiy, fhew- 
ing us, that Night, a pair of Leather-Gloves, which he had 
) made; andcomparing them with ours, they provd to be 
| - very ingenioufly done, confidering it was the firft Tryal. 

} | Inthe Morning, he defired to fee the lame Man’s affected zharjiy. 
| Part, to the end he might do fomething, which (he believ’d) 

- would give him Bafe. After he had viewed it accordingly, 

| hepull’d out an Inftrument, fomewhat like a Comb, which 

was madeof a fplit Reed, with 15 Teeth of Rattle-Snakes .

‘Towns, and Settlements, that belong to the Sugeree- Indians,

| ty_of Free-Stone, and good Timber. About three in the 
Afternoon, we reach’d the Kadapau King’s Houle, where 

we met with one Yohu Stewart, a Scot, then an inhabitant 

of fames-River in Virgina, who had traded there for many _ 
Years. Beingalone, and hearing that the Simmagers (Indians 

from Canada) were abroad in that Country, he durft not 

/ venture homewards, till he faw us, having heard that we 

) were coming, above 20 days before. Itis very odd, that 

) News fhould fly fo fwiftly among thefe People. Mr. Stemware 

had left /izginra ever fince the Oéfeber before, and had loft a 
‘day of the Week, of which we inform’d him. He had 

) brought feven Horfes along with him, loaded: with Englifh 
Goods forthe Zadians-; and having fold moft of his ss 
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told us, if we would ftay two Nights, he would. go along 
withus. Company being very acceptable, we accepted the 
Propoial. | vod Dae 
Friday. The next day, we were preparing for our Voyage, and 
baked fome. Bread to take along with us. Our Landlord 
was King of the Kadapau Indians, and always kept two or — 
three trading Girls in his Cabin. Offering one of thefe to | 
fome of our Company, who refus’d his Kindnefs, his.Majefty 
flew into a violent Paflion, to be thus flighted, telling the 
Englifhmen, they were good for nothing. Our old Game= 
fter, particularly, hung his Ears at the Propofal, having 
too lately been a Lofer by that fort of Merchandize. It was 
obfervable, that we did not fee one Partridge fromtheWa- | 
terrees to this place, tho’ my Spaniel-Bitch, which Ihad with 
mein this Voyage, had put up a great many before. rome i 
Saturday. » On Saturday Morning, we all fet out for Sapona, killing, in | 
thefe Creeks, feveral Ducks of a ftrange Kind, having a red 
Circle about their Eyes, like fome Pigeons that I have feen, 
a Top-knot reaching from the Crown of their Heads, al- ' 
moft to the middle of their Backs, and abundance of Fea- 
thers of pretty Shades and Colours. They prov’d excellent — 
Meat. Likewife, here is good ftore of Woodcocks, not fo | 
big as thofe in England, the Feathers of the Breaft being of. : 
« Carnation-Colour, exceeding ours for Delicacy of Food. | ‘ 
The Marble here is of different Colours, fome or other of 
the Rocks reprefenting moft Mixtures, but chiefly the white 
having black and blue Veins in it, and fome that are red. 
This day, we met with feven heaps of Stones, being the Mo-" 
numents of feven Indians, that were flain in that place by the’ | 
Snnagers, or Troquows. ‘ Our Indian Guide added a Stone to 
each heap. We took up our Lodgings near a Brook-fide,’ ‘ 
where the Virginia Man’s Horfes got away, and went back 
to the Kadapau’s. ; ee 
Sunday. This day, one of our Company, witha Sapona Indian, who’ 
attended Sremartr, went back for the Horfes.. In the meat’ 
time; we went to fhoot Pigeons,» which were fo numerousin» 
thefe Parts, that yon might fee many Millions in‘a Flock; 
they fometimes {plit off the Limbs of ftout Oaks, andother - 
Trees, upon which they rooft o’ Nizhts. You may find fe-— 
veral Indian Towns, of not above 17, Houfes, that have more - 
than 100 Gallons of Pigeons.Oil, or Fat; they ufing it gee 
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Pulfe, or Bread, as we do Butter, and making the Ground 
as white as a Sheet with their Dung. The Indians take a 
Light, and go among them in the Night, and bring away 
fome thoufands, killing them with long Poles, as they rooit 
inthe Trees. At this time of the Year, the Flocks, as they 


_ pafs by, in great meafure, obftruct the Light of the day. 


On Monday, we went about 25 Miles, travelling through Monday, 


a pleafant, dry Country, and took up our Lodgings by a Hill- 
fide, that’ was one entire Rock, out of which gufhid out. plea- 
fant Fountains of well-tafted Water. 


The next day, ftill paffing along fuch Land as we had done7uc/dgy. 


for many days before, which was, Hills and Vallies, about 
to a Clock we reach’d the Top of one of thefe Mountains, 
which yielded us a fine Profpeétof a very level Country, 
holding fo, on all fides, farther than we could difcern. When 
we came to travel through it, we found it very ftiff and 
rieh, being a fort of Marl. This Valley afforded as large 
Timber as any I ever met withal, efpecially of Chefnut- Oaks, 
which render it an excellent Country for raifing great Herds 


of Swine. Indeed, wereit cultivated, we might have good: 
| hopes of as pleafant and fertile a Valley, as any our Engis/h 
in America can afford. At Night, we lay by.a fwift Cur-: 
“rent, where we faw plenty of Turkies, but -pearch’d upon 


fach lofty Oaks, that our Guns would not kill them, tho’ we: 
fhot very often, and our Guns were very good. Some of our 
Company fhot feveral times, at one Turkey, before he would. 
fly away, the Pieces being loaded with large Goofe-fhot. 


~ Next Morning, we got our Breakfafts 5 roafted Acorns be-Wediej-. 


ing one of the Difhes. The Jrdians beat them into Meal, and4y- 


thicken their Venifon-Broth with them; and. oftentimes: 


_ make a palatable Soop. They are ufed inftead of Bread, . 


boiling them till the Oil fwims on the top of the Water,, 


which they preferve for ufe, eating the Acorns with Blefh- 


meat. We travell’d, this day, about 25 Miles, over plea-. 


“fant Savanna Ground, high, ‘and. dry, having. very few 
Trees upon it, and thofe ftanding at a great diftance. The. 
Land was very good, and free from Grubs or Underwood. . 
_ A Man near Sapona may more eafily clear.10 Acres of Ground, . 
than in fome places he can one ; there being much loofe Stone. 
upon the Land, lying very convenient: for making of dry. 
_ Walls, or any other fort of durable Fence: 
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abounds likewife with curious bold Creeks, (navigable for 
fmall Craft) difgorging themfeives into the main Rivers, | 
that vent themfelves into the Ocean. Thefe Creeks are well | 
ftor’d with fundry forts of Fifh,and Fowl, and are very com | 
‘venient for the Tranfportation of what Commicdities this 
Place may produce. This Night, we had a great deal of 
Rain, with Thunder and Lightning. CR athe 
‘Tourfday. - Next Morning, it proving delicate Weather, three of us 
feparated ourfelves from the Horfes, and the reft of the | 
‘Company, and went dire&ly for Sapoxe Town. ‘That day, 
-we pafs’d through a delicious Country, (none that I ever 
faw exceeds it.) We faw fime bladed Grafs, fix Foot high, — 
along the Banks of thefe pleafant Rivulets: We pafs’d. by 
the Sepulchres. of feveral flain Indians. Coming,that day,about — 
30 Miles, we reach’d the fertile and pleafant Banks of Sapona 
‘River,whereon ftands the Jndian Town.and Fort. Nor could 
-all Europe afford a pleafanterStream,were it inhabited by Chri- — | 
fitans,and cultivated by ingenious: Hands. Thefe dndians livein | 
a clear Field, about a Mile fquare, which they would have fold 
me; becaufe.I' talked fometimes of coming into thofe Parts to * 
‘live. This moft pleafant River may, be fomething broader — 
than the Thames at Kingfton, keeping a continual pleafant 
warbling Noife, with its reverberating on the bright Mar- 
‘ble Rocks. It.is beautified with a. numerous Train of Swans, — 
-and ether forts of Water-Fowl, notcommon, though extra- | 
ordinary pleafing to the Eye. The forward Spring welcom’d) — 
‘us with her innumerable Train of- fmall. Chorifters, which 
‘inhabit thofe fair Banks, the Hills. redoubling,, and adding 
~ Sweetnefs to their melodious:Tunes by. their fhrill.Echoes..  , 
‘One fide of the River is hemm’d:in.with mountainy Ground, — 
‘the other fide proving as rich a Soil to the Eye of a knowing, 
‘Perfon with us, as any this Weftern World can afford. We: 
~ ‘took up our Quarters at the King’s Cabin, who was a good. 
Friend to the Englifh, and had loft one of his: Eyes.in their, 
Vindication. Being upon his march towards the: Appallatche

|. Hills; and fandy Defarts. And which is yet worfe, there ig 
no Water, nor fcarce a Bird to be feen, during your Paffage 
over thefe barren Crags and Valleys. ‘The Sapona River: 
proves tobe the Weft Branch of Cape-Fair, or Clarendon River, 

whofe Inlet, with other Advantages, makes it appear as noble. 
a River to planta Colony in, as any I have met withal. 

The Saponas had (about 10 days before we came thither) 
taken Five Prifoners of the Simnagers or Fennitos, a Sort of. 
People that range feveral thoufagds of Miles, making all Prey: 
they lay their Handson. Thefe are fear’d by all the favage’ 
Nations 1 ever wasamong, the Weftward Indians dreading: 
their Approach. They are all forted in, and keep continual: 
Spies and Out-Guards for their better Security. Thofe Cap-. 
tives they did intend to burn, few Prifoners of War.efcaping 
| that Punifhment. The Fire of Pitch-Pine being got ready, 
| anda Feaft appointed, which is folemaly kept-at-the time of | 

their acting this Tragedy,the Sufferer has his Body ftuck thick. 
| with Light-Wood-Splinters, which are lighted like fo many 
Candles, the tortur’d Perfon dancing round a great Fire, till. 
his Strength fails,and difables him from making them any-far-- 
ther Paftime.’ Moft commonly, thefe Wretches. behave 
| themfelves (in the Midft of their Tortures) with a great: 
deal of Bravery and Refolution, efteeming it Satisfaction. 
enough, tobe affur’d, that the fame Fate will befal fome of. 
their Tormentors, whenfoever they fall into the Hands of 
their Nation.

came down fome Toteros, tall,» likely Men, having great: 
Plenty of Buffelos, Elks, and Bears, with other fort of Deer 
amongft them, which {trong Food makes large, robuft Bo- 


dies. Enquiring of them, if they neyer got any of the Be’. | 
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_ xear Stone, and giving them a Defcription how it was found, 
‘the Indians told me, they had great pienty of its; and ask’d 
_ me, What ufeI could make of it? Lanfwer’d them, That the 
white Men us’d it in Phyfick, and that I would buy fome of 
them, if they would get it againft I came that way again. 
| Thereupon, one of them pull’d outa Leather-Pouch, where- 
in was fome of itim Powder; he was a notable Hunter, and 
) afirm’d to me, That. that Powder, blown into the Eyes; 
- ftrengthen’d the Sight and Brain exceedingly, that being 
the moft common Ufe they made of it. I bought, for 2 or 
3 Flints, a large Peach-Loaf, made up with a pleafant fort 
} of Seed ; and this did usa fingular Kindnefs, in our Journey. 
_ Near the Town, within their clear’d Land, are feveral Bag- 
_ wigs, or Sweating-Hlonfes, madeiof Stone, in Shape like a 
~ large Oven. . Thefe they make mach Ufe of; efpecially, for. 
any Pains in the Joints, got by Cold, or Travelling. At 
_ Night, as we lay in our Beds, there arofe the mof violent 
|] N.W. Wind T ever knew. The firft Puff blew down all the 
| Palifadoes. that fortify’d the Town; and I thought it would 
have blown usall into the River, together with the Houfes. 
_ Our one-ey'd King, who pretends much to the Art of -Con- 
juration, ran out in the moft violeat Hurry, and in the’ 
Middle of the Town, fell to his Necromantick PraGice ;° 
tho’ I thought he would have been blown away or kill’d, be- 
} fore the Devil and he could have exchang’d half a dozen 
Words; butin two Minutes, the Wind was ceas’d, and it be- 
) came as great a Calm, asever I knew in my Life. As I much 
admird atithat fudden Alteration, the old Man told me,. the 
Devil was very angry, and had done thus, becaufe they had’ 
“ROt put the Sinzazers to Death. ~ : 
| _ On Monday Morning, our whole Company, with the Hor- Mondey. 
fes, fet out from the Sapona-Indian Town, after having feen 
fome of the Locuft, which is gotten thereabouts, the fame 
Sort that bears. Honey. : Going:over feveral Creeks, very 
convenient’ for Water-Mills, about 8 Miles from the Town, 
_ we pafs’d over a very pretty River, call’d Rocky River, a 
fit Name, having a Ridge of high Mountains running from _ - 
its Banks, to the Haftward; and difgorging itfelf into Sapo- 
na-River; fo that there isa moft pleafant and convenieat’ 
Neck of Land, betwixt ‘both Rivers, lying upon a Point, 
_ where many thoufand Acres may be fenced in, without’ 
Fae gett H ; much 
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much Coft or Labour. Youcan fcarce go a Mile, without. 
meeting with one of thefe fmall fwift Currents, here being | 
no Swamps to be found, but pleafant, dry Roads all over 

the Country. The Way that we went this day, was as fully | 
of Stones, as any which Craven, in the Welt of York(bire, 
could afford, and having nothing but Adoggifons on my Feet, 
I was fo lam’d by this ftony Way, that I thought I muff have 
taken up fome Stay in thofe-Parts, We went, this day, not 
above 15 or 20 Miles. After we had fupp’d, and all lay down 
to fleep, there came a Wolf clofe to the Fire-fide, where we 


Jay. My Spaniel foon difcover’d him, at which, one of our 


Company firda Gun at the Beaft ; but, I believe, there was 
a-Miftake in the loading of it, for it did him no Harm. The 
Wolf ftay’d tilk he had almoft. loaded again, but the Bitch — 
making a great Noife, at laft left us and went afide.

cellent Place for the breeding Sheep, Goats, and Horfes 5 or 
Mules, if the Englifh were once brought to the Experienceof ~ 
the Ufefulnefs of thofe Creatures. The Valleys are here very | 
rich. At Noon, we pafs’d over fuch another ftony River, — f 
as. that eight Miles from Szpona. This is cal?d Heighwaree, 
and affords as good blue Stone for Mill-Stones, as that from i 
Cologn, good Rags, fome Hones, and large Pebbles, in great — 
abundance, befides Free-Stone of feveral Sorts, all very ufe- — 
ful. . Eknew one of thefe Hones: made ufe of by an-Acquain- 
tance of mine, and it prov’d rather better thanany from Qld 
Spain, or elfewhere. The Veins of Marble are very large 
and curious on this River, and the Banks thereof. oe 
Five Miles from this River, to the N. W. ftands the Key- | 
aumecs Town. They are fortify’d in, with wooden Punch-— 
eons, like Sapova, being a People much of the: fame Numbers 
Nature hath fo fortify’d this Town, with Mountains, that, 
were it a Seat of War, it might eafily be made impregnable; — 
having large Corn-Fields joining totheir Cabins, anda Sa-_ 
vanna near the Town, at the Foot of thefe Mountains, thaty 
%s capable of keeping fome hundred Heads of Cattle. And | 
all this environ’d round with very high Mountains, fo thatno 
hard Wind ever troubles thefe Inhabitants. thee

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Clifts owing! on them, and very few Trees, 
which are very fhort, and ftand ata great Diftance one from 
another. The Earthisof a red Colour, and feems to me to

| ‘Surface. “Thefe Indians make ufe of Lead-Ore, to paint their 
- Faces withal, which they get in the neighbouring Mountains. | 
‘As for the refining of Metals, the Izdiars are wholly igno- 
sant of it, being content witlr thé Realgar. Butif it be my 
Chance, once more to vilit thefe Hilly Parts, I fhall make a 
Jonger Stay amongft them: For werea good Vein of Lead 
found out, and work’d by an ingenious Hand, it mi ght be of

- Atthe Topof one of thefe Mountains, isa Cave that 100

) loaded Horfes, coming on the Road, with four or five Men,

} They told us, from Virginia. The leading Man’s Name was. 
| Maffey, who was born about Leeds in Yorkfhire. He ask’d,,

no Anfwer. Inthe Evening, we pafs’d over a pleafant Rivu- 
let, with a fine gravelly Bottom, having come over fuch ano- 
ther that Morning. On the other fide of this River, we found 
the Indian Town, which wasa Parcel of nafty fmoaky Holes, 
much like the Warerrees ; their Town having a great Swamp 
running directly through the Middle thereof. The Land 
here begins to abate of its Height, and has fome few Swamps. 
: Moft of thefe Izdians have but one Bye ; but What Mifchance 


or ‘Quarrel has bereav'd them of the other I could not learn. 
They’ were'not’fo' free to us, as moft of the other lndiaus 
had been‘; Vidtuals being fomewhat fcarce among them.

‘Afternoon we weigh’d, went down the River about two 
. Leagues, and came to.an Anchor againft the Mouth of Hil- 
ton’s River, and took a View of the Land there on both 

fides, which appear’d to us much like that at Green’s River. 

Monday the 23d, we went, with our Long-Boat well victu- 

alld and mann’d, up Ailton’s River; and when we came 

three Leagues, or thereabouts, up, the fame, we found 

this and. Green’s River to come into one, and fo continu’d 

for four or five Leagues, which makes a great Ifland betwixt 
them. We proceeded {till up the River, till they parted a- 
gain, keeping up Ailton’s River on the Larboard fide, and 
follow’d the faid River five or fix Leagues farther, where we 
found another large Branch of Green's River to come into 

Hiton’s, which makes another great }fland. On the Star- 

board fide going up, we proceeded ftill up the River fome 

four Leagues, and return’d, taking a View of the Land oa 

both fides, and then judg’d ourfelyes to be from our Ship 

fome 18 Leagues W. and by N. One League below this 
Place, came four Indians ina Canoe to us, and fold us feve- 

_ral Baskets of Acorns,which we fatisfy’d them for,and fo left 
them ; but one of them follow’d- us on the Shoar fome two 
or three Miles, till he came on the Top of a high Bank, 

facing on the River; and as we rowd underneath it, the 

‘Fellow thot an Arrow at us, which very narrowly mifs’d 
-one of oar Men, and ftuck in the upper edge of the Boat; 
but broke in pieces, leaving the Head behind. Hereupon, 

we prefently made to the Shoar, and went all up the Bank 
(except Four to guide the Boat) to look for the Indian, but 

could not find him: At laft, we heard fome fing, farther 
in the Woods, which we lopk’d upon as a Challenge to us, 

to come and fight them. We went towards them with all 

Speed ; but before we came in Sight of them, heard two 

Guns. go off from our Boat, whereupon we retreated, as 

faft as we could, to fecure our Boat and. Men. When we 
| L came 
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came to them, we found all well, and demanded the Rea- 
fon of their firing the Guns: They told us, that an Indian 
came creeping along the Bank, as they fuppos’d, to fhoor 
at them ; and therefore they fhot-at him ata great diftance, 
with fmall Shot, but thought they did him no Hurt for 
they faw him runaway. Prefently afterour Return -to the 
Boat,and while we were thus talking, came two Jzdiays to us, 
with their Bows and Arrows, crying Bonny, Bonny. We 
took their Bows and Arrows from them, and gave them — 
Beads, to their Content; then we led them, by the Hand, 
‘to the Boat, and fhew’d them the Arrow-head fticking in 
her Side, and related to them the whole: Paflage ; which 
when they underftood, both of them fhew’d a great Con- 
cern, and fignify’d to us, by Signs, that they knew nothing 
of it; fo we let them go, and mark’d a Tree on the Top. 
of the Bank, calling the Place Adount-Skerry. We look’d up 
the River, as far as we could difcern, and faw that it 
widen’d, and came running directly down the Country: 
So we return’d, viewing the Land on both fides the River, 
and finding the Banks -fteep in fome places, but very high. 
in others. The Bank-fides are generally Clay, and as fome 
of our Company did affirm, fome Marl. The Land and 
Timber up this River is no way inferiour to the beft 
in the other, which we call the main River. So far as 
we could difcern, this feem’d as fair, if not fairer, than 
the former, and we think runs farther into the Country, 
becaufe a ftrong Current comes down, and a great deal 


~~ 


more Drift-Wood. But, to return to the Bufinefs of the 
Land and Timber : We faw feveral Plots of Ground clear’d. 
by the Jndiaxs, after their weak manner, compafs’d round’ «— 
with great Timber Trees, which they are no-wife able to — 
fell, and fo keep the Sun from Corn-Fields very much3. 
yet neverthelefs, we faw as large Corn-ftalks, | or larger, 
than we have feen any where elfe : So we proceeded ce 
the River, till we found the Canoe the Indian was in, who — 
fhot at us. In the Morning, we went on Shioar, and cut 
the fame in pieces. ‘The Indians perceiving us coming to- 
wards them, ran away. Going to his Hutt, we pulPd it 
down, broke hisPots, Platters, and Spoons, tore the Deer- 
Skins and Matts in pieces, and took away a Basket of A- 
’ corns ;/ and afterwards proceeded down the River 2 Leagues,

Peace with us before. We ftaid very little at that Place, but 
went direétly down the River, and came to our Ship, before 
day. Thurfday the 26th of November, the Wind being at 
South, we could not go down tothe River’s Mouth; buton | 
Friday the 27th, we weigh’d at the Mouth of Hilton’s Ri- — 
ver, and got down a League towards the Harbour’s Mouth. 
On Sunday the 29th, we got down to Crane-I/land, which is 
4 Leagues or thereabouts, above the Entrance of the Har- 
bour’s Mouth. On Tuefdaythe 1ft of December, we made a 
Purchafe of the River and Land of Cape-Fair, of Wat-Coofa, 
and fach other Jndians, as appear’d tous to be the chief of 
thofe Parts. They brought us Store of frefh Fifh aboard, as 
Mullets, Shads, and other forts very good. ‘This River is all 
trefh Water, fit to drink. Some 8 Leagues within the 
Mouth, the Tide runs up about 35 Leagues, but ftops and 
rifesa great deal farther up. It flows at the Harbour’s Mouth, 
S. E. and N. W.6 Foot at Neap-Tides, and 8 Foot at Spring- 
Tides. The Channel on the Eaft-fide, by the Cape-Shoar, 
is the beft, and lies clofe aboard the Cape-Land, being 3 Fa- 
thoms at high Water, in the fhalloweft Place in the Channel, 
juftat the Entrance; But as foonas you are paft that Place, . 
half a Cables Length inward, you have 6 or 7 Fathoms, a — 
fair turning Channel into the River, and fo continuing sor6 - 
Leaguesupwards, Afterwards the Channel is more difficult, 
in fome Places 6 or 7 Fathoms, in others 4 or 5, and in others 
but 9 or 10 Foot, efpecially where the River is broad, When 
the River comes to part, and grows narrow, there it is all 
Channel from fide to fide, in moft Places; tho’ in fome you — 
fhall have 5, 6, or 7 Fathoms, but generally 2 or 3, Sand 
and Oaze. We view’d the Czpe-Land,and judg’d it to be little: 
worth, the Woods of it being fhrubby and low, and the Land 
-fandy and barren; “in fome Places Grafs and Rufhes, in — 
others nothing but clear Sand: A Place fitter to ftarve 
Cattle, in our Judgment, than to keep ’em alive; yet the Jz- - 
diaus, as we underftand, keep the Englifh Cattle down there,, 
and fuffer them not to go off of the faid Cape, (as we fuppofe) 
becanfe the Country Jadians fhall have no Part with them;

1 prefer their Flefh before any Beef, 
Veal, Pork, or Mutton; and they look as well as they eat, 
their fat being as white as Snow, and the fweeteft of any 
Creature’s in the World. If a Man drink a Quart thereof ~ 
melted, it never will rife in his Stomach. We prefer it a=" 
bove all things, to fry Fifh and other thingsin. — Thofe that — 
are Strangers to it, may judge otherwife,; But I who have 
eatena great deal of Bears Flefh in my Life-time (fince my 
being an Inhabitant in America) do think it equalizes, if not 
excels, any Meat I ever eat in Europe. The Bacon made 
‘thereof: is extraordinary Meat; but it muft be well faved, 
~otherwife it will ruft. This Creature feeds upon all forts of 
wild Fruits. When Herrings run, which is in AZarch, the” 
Fleth of fuch of thofe Bears as eat thereof, is nought, al 

that Seafon, andeats filthily. Neither is it good, when he ~ 
feeds on Gum-berries, as I intimated before.

_ themfelves in fome fecret and undifcoverable Place, tili — 
they bring forth their Young, which, in all Probability, can- 
not be long ; otherwife, the Indians, who hunt the Woods 
like Dogs, would, at fome time or other, have found them 
out. Bear-Hunting is a great Sport in America, both with 
) the Englifh and Indians, Some Years ago, there were kiild | 
_five hundred Bears, in two Counties of Virgizia, in one 
| Winter; and but two She-Bears amongft them all, which 
were not with Young,.as I told you of the reft. The Exg- 
_ lifh have a breed of Dogs fit for this fport, about the fize 
| of Farmers Curs, and, by Practice, come to know the Scent 
of a Bear, which as foon as they have found, they run 
him, by the Nofe, till they come up with him, and thex 
) bark and fnap at him,-till he trees, when the Huntfman 
 fhoots him out of the Trees, there being, for the moft part, 
| two or three with Guns, left the firft fhould mifs, or not 
} quite kill him. Though they are not naturally voracious, 
yet they are very fierce when wounded. The Dogs often 
bring him to a Bay, when wounded, and then the Hunti{- 
men make other Shots, perhaps with the Piftols that are 
_ ftuck in their Girdles. Ift Dog is apt to faften, and run 
into a Bear, he is not good, for the beft Dog in Europe is 
) nothing in their Paws; but if ever they get him in their 
) Clutches, they blow his Skin from his Flefh, like a Bladder, 
_ and often kill him; or if he recovers it, he is never good 
for any thing after. “As the Paws of this Creature, are held 
for the beft bit about him, fo is the Head efteem’d the 
worit, and always thrown away, for what reafonI know 
not. I believe, none ever made Trial thereof, to know how 
it eats. The Oil of the Bear is very Sovereign for Strains, 
Aches, and old Pains.

He hollows like a Man in the Woods, when kill’d,, 
which is by making him take a Tree, as the leaft Cur will 
prefently do; themthe Huntfmen fhoot him ; if they do not 
killhim outright, he isa dangerous Enemy, when wounded,. 
efpecially to the Dogs’ that approach him. This Beaft is 
the greataft Enemy to the Planter, of any Vermine in Carolina — 
His Flefh looks as well asany Shambles-Meat whatfoever 5. 
a great many People eat him, aschoice Food ; but I never A 
tafted of a Panther, fo cannot commend the Meat, by my — 
own Experience. His Skin is a warm Covering for the i= 
dians in Winter, though not efteem’d amongft the choice 
Furs.

This Cat is quite different from thofe in Europe 5 being — 
mote nimble and fierce, and larger , his Tail does not exceed _ 
four Inches.

They are not Man-flayers; neither is any Creature in Curo~ 
lina, unlefs wounded. They go in great Droves in the Night, 
to hunt Deer, which they do as well as the beft Pack of 
Hounds. Nay, one of thefe will hunt downa Deer. They 
are often fo poor, that they can hardly run. When they 
catch no Prey, they go toa Swamp, and fill their Belly full 
of Mud; if afterwards they chance to get any thing of Flefh, 
they will difgorge the. Mud, and eat the other. When

He has a Cod of Musk, which is valuable, 
as is likewife his Fur. — 
The Poff is found no where but in America. He is the 
Wonder of all the Land-Animals, being the fize of a Badger, _ 
and near that Colour. The Male’s Pizzle is placed retro- 
grade; and in time of Coition, they differ from all other © 
Animals, turning Tail to Tail, as Dog and Bitch when ty’d. — 
The Female, doubtlefs, breeds her Young at her Teats; for 
I have feen them ftick faft thereto, when they have been no — 
bigger than a fmall Rasberry, and feemingly inanimate. She 
has a Paunch, or falfe Belly, wherein fhe carries her Young, __ 
after they are from thofe Teats, till they can fhift for 
themfelves. Their Foodis Roots, Poultry, or wild Fruits. 
They have no Hair on their Tails, but a fort of aScale, or 
hard Cruft, as the Bevers have. If a Cat has nine Lives, — 
this Creature furely has nineteen , for if you breakevery Bone 
in their Skin, and mafh their Skull, leaving them for Dead, 
you may come an hour after, and they willbe gone quite 
away, or perhaps you meet them creepingaway. They are 
avery fupid Creature, utterly neglecting their Safety. They 
[3 oi area 
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are moft like Rats of any thing. Lhave, for Neceflity in 
the Wildernefs, eaten of them. Their Flefh is very white, 
and welltafted ; bat their ugly Tails put me out of Con- 
ceit with that Fare. They climb Trees, as the Raccoons do. 
Their Fur is not efteem’d nor ufed, fave that the Jndians 
fpin it into Girdles:and Garters. 

' The Raccoon is of a dark-gray Colour; if taken young, is Asccoon, 
eafily made tame, but +s the drunkeneft Creature living, if 
he can get any Liquor that is {weet and ftrong. They are 
rather more unlucky than a Monkey. When wild, they are 
very fubtle in catching their Prey. Thofe that live in the 
Salt-Water, feed much on Oyfters which they love. They 
watch the Oyfter when it opens, and nimbly put in their 
Paw, and pluck out the Fifh. Sometimes the Oyfter thuts, 
and holds faft their Paw till the Tide comes in, that they 
are drown’d, tho’ they fwim very well. The way that this 
Animal catches Crabs, which he greatly admires, and which 
are plenty in Carolina , is worthy of Remark. When he 
intends to make a Prey of thefe Fifh, he goes to a Marlh, 
where ftanding on the Land, he lets his Tail hang in the 
Water. This the Crab takes for a Bait, and faltens his 
Claws therein, which as foon as the Kaccoon perceives, he, of 
a fadder, fprings. forward, a confiderable way, On the 
Land, and brings the Grab along with him, As foon as the 
Fihh finds himfelf out of his*Element, he preiently lets go. 
his hold; and then the Raccoon encounters him, by getting 
him crofs-wife in his Mouth, and devours him. “There is a. 
fort of {mall Land-Crab, which we calla Fiddler, that runs 

- jntoa Hole when any thing purfaes him. This Crap te: 
Raccoon takes by putting his Fore-Foot in the Hole, and 
pulling him out. With a tame Raccoon, this Sport is very 
diverting. “The Chief of his other Food is all forts of wild . 
Fruits, green Corn, and fuch as the Bear delights in. ‘This 
and the Poffum are much of a Bignefs. The Fur makes good 
Hats and Linings. The Skin. drefsd makes fine. Womens 
Shooes. Nec ty 

The Minx is an Animal muck like the Eaglifh Fillimart minxs. 
or Polcat. He is long, flender, and every way fhap’d like | 
him. His Haunts are chiefly in. the Marfhes, by the Sca- 
fide and. Salt-Waters, where he lives on Fifth, Fowl, Mice, 
and {nfeets, They are bold Thicyes, and will fteal any thing 
: eta Om. 
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from you in the Night, when afleep, asI can tell by Expe- 
rience ; for one Winter, by Misfortune, I ran my Veffel 
a-ground, and went often to the Banks; to kill wild Fowl, 
which we dida great many. One Night, we had a mind to 
fleep on the Banks (the Weather being fair) and Wrapt up 
the Geefe which we had kill’d, and not eaten, very care- 
fully, in the Sail of a Canoe, and folded it feveral Doubles, 
and for their better Security, laid ’em all Night under my 
Head. In the Morning when I wak’d, a Minx had eaten 
thro” every Fold of the Canoe’s Sail, and thro’-one of the 
Geefe, moft part of which was gone. Thefe are likewife 
found high up in the Rivers, in whofe fides they live; which 
is known by the abundance of Freth-Water Mufcle-Shells 
(fuch as you have in England) that lie at the Mouth of 
their Holes. This is an Enemy to the Tortois, whofe 
Holes in the Sand, where they hide their Eggs, the Afinx 
finds out, and fcratches up and eats, The Raccoons and 
Crows do the fame. The AGnx may be made domeftick, 
and were it not for his paying a Vifit now and then to the 
Poultry, they are the greateft Deftroyers of Rats and Mice, 
that are in the World. Their Skins, if good of that kind, 
are valuable, provided they are kill’d in Seafon. 

The Water-Rat is found here the fame as in England. The 
Water-Snakes are often found to have of thefe Rats in 
their Bellies. 

That which the People of Carolina calla Hare, is nothing 
but a Hedge-Coney. They never borough in the Ground, 
but much frequent Marfhes and Meadow-Land. “They hide 


their Young in fome Place feeure from the Difcovery of the 


Buck, as the European Rabbets do, and are of the fame Co- 
lour; but if you ftart one of them, and purfue her, fhe 


takes into a hollow Tree, and there runs up as far as fhe. 


can, in which Cafe the Hunter makes a Fire, and fmoaks 
the ‘Tree, which brings her down, and {mothers her. At 
one time of the Year, great Bots or Maggots breed betwixt 
the Skin and the Fleth of thefe Creatures. T hey eat juft as 


the Englifhones do ; but I never fawone of them fat. We 


fire the Marfhes, and then kill abundance. 
The Englifh, or European Coneys are here found, tho’ but 
in one place that I ever knew of, which was in Trent- 


River, where they borough’d among the Rocks. I cannot 


believe, 
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believe, thefe are Natives of the Country, any otherwife than 
that they might come from aboard fome Wreck ; the Sea not 
being far off. I was told of feveral that were upon Bodies 
Ifland-by Ronoak, which came from that Ship of Bodies; but 
I never faw any. However the Banks are no proper Abode 
of Safety, becaufe of the many AGnxes in thofe Quarters. | 
carried over fome of the tame fort from England to South Caro- 
Lina, which bred three times going over, we having a long 
Paflage. 1 turn’d them loofe ina Plantation, and the young 
ones, and fome of the old ones bred great Maggots in their 
Tefticles. At laft, the great Guft in September, 1700. brought 
a great deal of Rain, and drown’d them all in their Holes. 
_ T intend to make a fecond Tryal of them in North Caroliza, 
‘and doubt not but to fecure them. ; 

The Blk is a Monfter of the Venifon fort. His Skin is 
ufed almoft in the fame Nature as the Buffelo’s. Some take 
him for the red Deer of America, but he is not: For, if 
brought and kept in Company with one of. that fort, of the 
contrary Sex, he will never couple. His Flethis not fo fweet 
as the lefler Deers. His Horns exceed (in Weftht) all Creae 
tures which the new World affords. They will often refort: 

_ and feed with the Buffelo, delighting in the fame Range as: 
they do. 

The Stags of Curolina are lodg’d in the Mountains. They ;,.,.. 
are not fo large as in Ewrope, but much larger than any Fal- ~~ 
fow-Deer. They are always fat, I believe, with fome deli- 
cate Herbage that grows on the Hills; for we find all Crea- 
tures that graze much fatter and better Meat on the Hills,. 
than thofe in the Valleys: I mean towards and near the 
Sea. Some Deer on thefe Mountains afford the occidental. 
Bexoar, not coming from a Goat, as fome report. What fort. 
of Beaft affords the oriental Bezear, I know not. The Tal- 
low of the Harts make incomparable Candles. Their Horns 
and Hides are of the fame Value, as others of their kind, 

Fallow-Deer in Carolina, are taller and longer-legg’d, than Fallow- 
in Europe ; but neither run fo faft, nor are fo well haunch’d. Deer 
Their Singles are much longer, and their Horns ftand for- 
ward, as the others incline backward; neither dothey beam, 

or bear their Antlers, as the Englifh Deer do. Towards the 

Salts, they are not generally fo tat and good Meat, as on the. 

Hills.” 1 have known fome kill’. on the Salts in sheets: 
that. 
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that have had abundance of Bots in their Throat, which keep 

them very poor. As the Summer approaches, thefe Bots 

come out, and turn into the fineft Butterfly imaginable, be- 

ing very large, and having black, white, and yellow Stripes. 
Deer-Skins are one of the beft Commodities Carolina affords, 

to fhip off for Exgland, provided they be large. 

Fox Squire Of Squirrels we have four Sorts. The firft is the Fox- 
rele Squirrel, fo call?’d, becaufe of his large Size, which is the 
BignefS of a Rabbet of two or three Monthsold. His Co- 

lour is commonly gray; yet I have feen feveral pied ones, 

and fome reddifh, and black 3 his chiefeft Haunts are in the 

Piny Land, where the Almond-Pine grows. There he pro- 

vides his Winter-Store; they being a Nut that never fails © 

of bearing. Hemay be made tame, and is very good Meat, 

when killed. 

Small gray The next fort of Squirrel is much of the Nature of the - 
Squirrel. Englifh, only differing in Colour. ‘Their Food is Nuts (of 
all forts the Country affords) and Acorns. They eat well; 

and, like the Bear, are never found with young. Spas h 

Flying: This Squirrel is gray, as well as the others. He is the 
squirrel, leaft of the Three. His Food is much the fame with the 
{mall gray Squirrels. He has not Wings, as Birds:or Bats 

have, there being a fine thin Skin cover’d with Hair, as the 

reft of the parts are. This is from the Fore-Feet to the 
Hinder-Feet, which is extended and holds fo much Air, as 

buoys him up, from one Tree to another, that are greater 
diftances afunder, than other Squirrels can reach by jumping 

or {pringing. He is made very tame, isan Enemy.to aCorn- 

field, (as all Squirrels are) and eats only the germinating 

Eye of that Grain, whichis very fweet. 

Ground Ground Squirrels are fo call'd, becaufe they never delight 
Squirrel, {1 running up Trees, and leaping from Tree to Tree. They 
are the {malleft of all Squirrels. Their Tail is neither fo — 

long not bufhy; but flattifh, They are of a reddifhCo- 

lour, and ftriped down each Side with black Rows, which — 

make them very beautiful. They may bekept tame, ina 

little Box with Cotton. They and the Flying-Squirrels — 
feldom ftir out in Cold Weather, being tender Animals. 
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‘The Fox of Carolinais gray, but {mells not as the Foxes in Fox. 
Great-Britain, and elfewhere. ‘They have reddifh Hair about 
their Ears, and are generally very fat; yet 1 never faw any 
one eat them. When hunted, they make a forry Chace, be- 
caufe they run up Trees, when purfued. They are never to 
be made familiar and tame, as the Raccoon is. Their Furs, 
if in Seafon, are ufed for Muffs and other Ornaments. They 
dive chiefly on Birds and Fowls, and fuch fimall Prey. “gs 
| have been inform’d by the Jrdians, that on a Lake of StPpaled 
Water towards the Head of Neus River, there haunts 4 facta!!, 
Creature, which frightens them all from Hunting there- 
abouts. They fay, he is the Colour of a Panther, but cannot 
run up Trees; and that there abides with him a Creature 
like an. Exglifiman’s. Dog, which runs fafter than he can, and 
gets his Prey for him. They add, that there is no other 
of that Kind that ever they met withal; and that they have 
no other way to avoid him, but by running upa Tree, The 
Certainty of this I cannot affirm by my own Knowledge, 
yet they all agree inthis Story. As for Lions, I never faw 
_ any in America; neither can I imagine, how they fhould 
_ come there. ot ie 
Of Rats wehavetwo forts; the Houfe-Rat, asin Enyope ,Ratt. 
and the Marfh-Rat,. which differs very much from the other, 
_ being more hairy, and has feveral other Diftin@ions, too long 
| here to name. 
| Mice are the fame here, as thofe in Exgland, that belong mice,’ 
tothe Houfe. There is one fortthat poifonsa Cat, as foon __ 
as fhe eats of them, which has fometimes happen’d, Thefe 
| Mice refort not to Houfes. 
_ The Dormoufe is the fame as in England; and fois the Dormoufc, 
~Weafel, whichis very fcarce. ; 
| The Bat or Rearmoufe, the fame as in England. The 
Indian Children are much addided to eat Dirt, and fo are 
) fome of the Chriftians. But roaft a Baton aSkewer, then 
pull the Skin off, and make the Child that eats Dirt, eat 
the roafted Rearmoufe; and he will never eat Dirt again. 
| This is held as an infallible Remedy. I have put this a- 
_ mongft the Beafts, as partaking of both Natures; of the 
_ Bird, and Moufe-Kind. | 
| Having mention’d all the forts of terreftrial or Land-Ani-

The Rattle-Snakes are found:on all the Main of Amer icity 
that. I ever had.any Account of;, being fo call’d from the 
Rattle at che end of their. Tails, which is a Connexion of 
jointed Coverings, of an excrementitious. Matter, betwixt 
the Subftance of a-Nail, and a-Horn, though each Tegmen is 
very thin. Nature feems to have defign’d thefe, on purs 
pofe to give Warning of fuch an approaching Danger, as 
the venomous Bite of thefe Snakes is. Some of them grow 
toa very great Bignefs, as fix Foot in Length, their Middle 
being: the Thicknefs of the Small of alufty Man’s Leg- We 
have an-Account of much larger Serpents of this Kind; but I _ 
mever met them yet, although I have feen and kill'd abun= 
dance in my time, They are of an Orange, tawny, and 
blackifh Colour, on the Back, differing: (as al¥ Snakes do) 
in Colour, on the Belly; being of an Ath-Colour, inclining 
to.Lead. “Phe Male is eafily diftinguith’d from the Female, _ 
by a black Velvet-Spot onhis Head ;-and befides, his Head _ 
_ 4s fmaller fhaped, and long. Their Bite is venomous, if not 
fpeedily remedied; efpecially, if the Wound be in a Vein, - 
Nerve, Tendon, or Sinew; when it: is very difficult to cure. 
The Jndians are the beft Phyficians for. the Bite of thefe and 
all other venomous Creatures of this Country, There are 
four forts of Snake-Roots already difcover’d, which Know- 
ledge came from the Jrdians,who have perform’d-feveral great.

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Cures. The Rattle-Snakes are accounted the peaceableft 
in the World; for’ they never attack any one, or injure 
them, unlefs they are trod upon, or molefted. The moft 
_ Danger of being bit by thefe Snakes, is for thofe that furvey 
Land in Carolina, yet 1 never heard of any Surveyor that 
“was kil’d, or hurt by them. Ihave myfelf gone over feve- 
ral of thisSort, and others; yet it pleafed God, I never 
came toany harm. ‘They have the Power, or Art (I know 
not which to call it) to charm Squirrels, Hares, Partridges, 
orany fuch thing, in fuch a manner, that they run directly 
into their Mouths. “FhisI have feen by a Squirrel and one of 
thefe Rattle-Snakes ; and other Snakes have, in fome meafure, 
the fame Power. The Rattle-Snakes have many {mall Teeth, 
‘ef which Icannot fee they make any ufe; for they {wallow 
every thing whole, but the Teeth which poifon, are only 
four; two on each fide of their Upper-Jaws. Fhefe are bent 
like a Sickle, and hang loofe as if by a Joint. Towards the 
fetting on of thefe, there is, ineach Tooth, a little Hole, 
wherein you may juft get in the Point of a {mall Needle. 
“And here it is, that) the Poifon comes out, (which is as 
-green as Grafs) and follows the Wound, made by the Point 
ef their Teeth. They are much more. venomous in the 
Months of fume and Fuly, than they are in Afarch, April or 
_ -Beptember. The hotter the Weather, the more poifonous. 
_ Neither may wefuppofe, that they can renew their Poifon 
as oft a$ they will;. for we have hada Perfon bit by one of 
thefe, who never rightly recover’d it, and very hardly 
-efcaped: with Life; a Second Perfon bit in the fame Place 
by the fame Snake, and receiv’d no more Harm, thatif bit- 
‘ten witha Rat. They caft their Skins every Year, and com- 
-monly abide near the Place where the old Skin lies. Thefe 
-eaft Skins are ufed in Phyfick, and the Rattles are reckon’d 
good to expedite the Birth.

Birds do not breed amongft us; (who are fettled at, and near 
the Mouths of the-Rivers, as Ihave intimated- to you' before) 
but come down (efpecially in hard Winters) amongft the In- 
habitants, in great Flocks, as they. were feen to doin the 
Year 1707, which was the hardeft Winter that ever was 
known, fince Carolina has been feated by the Chriftians. And 
if.that Country had, fuch hard, Weather, what muft be ex- 
pected. of the fevere Winters.in Penfytuania; New-York, and 
New-England, .where; Winters. are ‘ten |times » (if poflible } 
colder than with us.. Although the-Flocks dre; in fuch Ex- 
tremities, very numerous; yet they are not to be mention’d in 
Comparifon with the great and infinite Numbers of thefe 
Fowl, that are met withal about: a hundred, or a hundred 
and fifty, Miles to the Weftward of the:Places where we at 
prefent live; and where thefe Pigeons come down, in queft 
ofa {mall fort of Acorns, which in thofe Parts are plenti« 
fully found.

need not doubt of, as foon as_we makea regular Eflay, the 

Country being adorn’d with pleafant Méadows , ‘Rivers, 
Mountains, Valleys, Hills, and. rich Paftures, and blefled is 
with wholefome pure Air; efpecially a little backwards from _ 
the. Sea, where the wild Beafts inhabit, none ‘of which are — 
voracious. “The Memare active, the Women fruitful to Ad. ‘ 
miration, every Houfe-being full of Children, and “feveral 4 
Women that have come hither barren, having prefently 
proved fruitful. There cannot be a richer Soil, no Place a- 
bounding morein Flefh and Fowl, both wild and tame, be- 
fides Fifh, Fruit, Grain, Cider, and many other pleafant 
Liquors; together with feveral other Neceflaries tor Life 4 
and Trade, that are daily found out, as new Difcoveries are Ps 
made. ‘The Stone and Gout feldom trouble us ; the Confump= 
tion we are wholly Strangers to, no Place affording a better — 
Remedy tor that Diftemper, than Cyrolina. For Trade, we 
lie fo near to Virginia, that we have the Advantage of their 
Convoys, as alfo Letters from thence, in two or three Days 
at moft, in fome Places inas few Hours. Add to this, that — 


for Virginiaand Maryland, take off our Provilions, and give — 
us Bills of Exchange for England, which is Sterling Money. 
The Planters in Virginia and Maryland are fore’d to do the ~ 
planted there, * 
making. Provifions fcarce; and Tobacco is a Commodity — 
oitentimes fo low, as to bring nothing, whereas Provifions _ 
and Naval Stores never fail of a Market, Befides, where — 
thefe are raifed, in fuch Plenty asin Czrolina, there always ~ 
appears good Houfekeeping, and Plenty of all manner ofde- — 
licate Hatables. For Inftance, the Pork of Carolina is very 
good, the younger Hogs fed on Peaches, Maiz, and facho- ag 
ther natural Produce; being fome of the fweeteft Meat that oe 
the World affords, as is acknowledged by all Strangers that 

have been there. Andas for the Beef, in Pampticough, and 
the Southward Parts, it proves extraordinary. We have — 

not only Provifions plentiful, but Cloaths of our own Mane 
factures, which are made, and daily increafe; Cotton, Wool, ae 
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mem to be highly commended for their Induftry in Spinning,. 
and ordering their Houfwifry to fo great Advantage as they 
generally do; which is much more eafy, by reafon this happy 
Climate, vifited with fo mild Winters, is much warmer than 
the Northern Plantations, which faves abundance of Cloaths; 
fewer ferving our Neceflities, and thofe of our Servants. But 
this is not all ; for we can go out with our Commodities, to any 
other Part of the Weff-Indies, or elfewhere, inthe Depth of 
Winter, whereas, thofe in New-England, New-York, Penfyl- 
vania, and the Colonies tothe Northward of us, cannot ftir - 
for Ice, but are faft lock’d into their Harbours. Befides, we 
can trade with South-Czrolina, and pay no Duties or Cuftoms, 
no more than their own Veflels, both North and South be- 
ing under the fame Lerds-Proprietors. We have, as | obferv’d 
before, another great Advantage, in not being a Frontier, 
and fo continually alarm’d by the Enemy; and what has been 
accounted a Detriment to us, proves one of the greateft Ad- 
vantages any People could with; which is, our Country’s be- 
ing faced with a Sound near ten Leagues over in fome Places, 
through which, although their be Water enough for as large 
Ships to come in at, as in any part hitherto feated in both 
Carolinas, yet the Difficulty of that Sound to Strangers, 
hinders them from attempting any Hoftilities againft us; 


_ and, at the fame time, if we confider the Advantages thereof, 
} nothing can appear to be a better Situation, than to be 


fronted with fuch a Bulwark, which fecures us from our E- 
nemies. Furthermore, our Diftance from the’Sea rids us of 
two Curfes, which attend moft other Parts of America, viz. 
Muskeetos, and the Worm-biting, which eats Ships Bottoms 
out; whereas at Bath-Town, there is no fuch thing known; 
and as for Muskeetos, they hinder us of as little Reft, as 
they do you in England. Add to this, the unaccountable 
Quantities of Fifh this great Water, or Sound, fupplies us 
withal, whenever we take the Pains to fifh for them; Ad- 
vantages I have no where met withal in America, except here. 
As for the Climate, weenjoy a very wholfome and ferene 
Sky,.and a pure and thin Air, the Sun feldom mifling to give us 
his daily Bleffing, unlefs now and then on a Winters Day, 
which is not often; and when cloudy, the firft Appearance 
ofa North-Weft Wind clears the Horizon, and reftores the. 
Light of the Sun, The Weather, in Summer, ig very plea~ 
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fant; the hotter Months being refref’d with continual 
Breezesof cool reviving Air; andthe Spring being as pleafant, © 
and beautiful, as in any Place lever was in. Vhe Wanter, moft 

commonly, is fo mild, that it looks like an Autumn, being © 
now and then attended with clear and’ thin North-Weilt’ — 
Winds, that are fharp enough to regulate £yg/ fh Conftitu- — 
tions, and free ‘hem from a great many dangerous Diflem= 

pers, that a continual Summer affids them withal, nothing © 
being wanting, as to the natural Ornaments and Bleflings — 


of a Country, that conduce to make reafonable Men happy. 
And, for thofe that are otherwife, they are fo much theirown 
Enemies, where. they are, that they will fcarce ever be any — 
ones Friends, or their own, when they aretranfplanted; fo, 
it’s much better for all fides, that they remain as they are. — 
Not but that thereare feveral good People, that, upon juf— 
Grounds, may be uneafy ander their prefent Burdens; and 
fuch I would advife to remove to the Place 1 have been treat- 
ing of, where they may. enjoy their Liberty and Religio 
_and peaceably eat the Fruits of their Labour, and drink the 
Wine of their own Vineyards, without the Alarms of a ~ 
troublefome worldly Life. Ifa Man bea Boranift, here isa 
plentiful Field of Plants to divert him in, If he be a Gardner} 
and delight in that pleafant and happy Life, he will meet 
with a Climate and Soil, that will further and promote b 
Defigns, in as greata Meafure, as any Man can wifh for; aa 
as for the Conftitution of this Government, it is fo imi 
and eafy, in refpe@ to the Properties and Liberties of 
Subje&, that without rehearfing the Particulars, 1 fay on 
for all, it is the mildeft and beft eftablifv'd Government in 
the World, and the Place where any Man may peaceably ens 
joy his own, without being invaded by another; Rank an 
superiority ever giving Place to fuftice and Equity, which 
is the Golden Rule that every Government ovght to be built — 
upon, and regulated by. Befides, it.is worthy our Notice 
that-this Province has been fettled, and continued the mot 
_ free from the Infults and Barbarities of the Judians, of any 
Colony that was ever yet feated in America; which muf Je 

be efteem’d as a particular Providence of God handed down 
from Heaven, to thefe People; efpecially, when we confider,. > 
how irregularly they fertled North-Carotina, and yet how w= 
difturb’d they have ever remain’d, free from any foreign Dan- 
, gee 
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er or Lofs, even to this very’ Day. And what.may well 
be look’d upon foras great a Miracle, this is a Place, where 
no Malefaétors are found, deferving Death, or even a Pri- 
‘fon for Debtors; there being no more than two Perfons, that, 
“as far asI have been ableto leara, ever fulfer'd as Criminals, - 
although it has been a Settlement near fixty Years; One of 
“whom was a Turk that committed Afurder; the other, an 
old Woman, for Witchcraft. Thefe, “tis true, were on the 
Stage, and aGed many Years, before I knew the Place 5 but 
as for the laft, 1 wifhit had been undone to this day; al- 
“though they give a great many Arguments, to juftife the

‘thers, may, with fmall Beginnings, and God’s Biefling, thrive 
very well in this Place, and provide Bftates for their Chil-

any other Placein America,and may,as Lfuppofe, be purchafed 
- of the Lords- Proprietors here in England, or of the Governour 


“there for the time ‘being, by any that fhall have a mind to 
‘tranfport themfelves to that Country. The Farmers that 


go thither (for which fort of Men it is avery thriving Place) 
fhould take with them fome particular Seeds of Grafs, as 
'Trefoil, Clover-grafs all forts, Sanfoin, andCommon Grafs, 
or that which isa Rarity in Europe; ‘efpecially, what has 
fprung and rofe firft from a warm Climate, and will endure 
the Sun without flinching. Likewife, if there be any ex- 
-traordinary fort of Grain for Increafe or Hardinefs, and fome 
‘Fruit-Trees of choice Kinds, they will be both profi table and 
pleafant to have with you, where you may fee the Fruits of 
your Labour in Perfection, in a few Years. he neceflary 
Aah titieats of Husbandry I need not acquaint the Husband- 
man withal; Hoes of all forts, and Axes muft be had, with 
Saws, Wedges, Augurs, Nails, Hammers, and what other — 
Things may be neceffary for building with Brick, or Stone, 
which fort your Inclination oe Conveniency “lead you ah 
NA. Sas or 
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For, after having look’d over this Treatife, you muft needs 
be acquainted with the Nature of the Country, and there- 
fore cannot but be Judges, what it is that you will chiefly 
want. As for Land, none need want it for taking up, even 
in the.Places there feated on the Navigable Creeks, Rivers, 
and-Harbours, without being driven into remoter Holes and 
Corners of the Country, for Settlements, which all are forced © 
to do, who, at this day, fettle in moft or all of the other 
Englifh Plantations in America; which are already become fo — 
populous, that a New-Comer cannot get a beneficial and 
commodious Seat, unlefs he purchafes, when, in moft Places — 
in Virginia and Maryland, athoufand Acres of good Land, © 
feated on a Navigable Water, will coft a thoufand Pounds; — 
whereas, with us, it is at prefent obtain’d for the fiftieth — 
Part of the Money. Befides, our Land pays to the Lords, — 
but an eafy Quit-Rent, or yearly Acknowledgement; and — 
the other Settlements pay two Shillings per hundred. All — 
thefe things duly weighed, any rational Man that has a mind ~ 
to purchafe Land in the Plantations for a Settlement of him=- — 
felf and Family, will foon difcover the Advantages that — 
attend the Settlers and Purchafers of Land in Carolina, — 
above all other Colonies in the Englifh Dominions in Ame- — 
rica. And as there isa free Exercifeof all Perfuafions amongit — 
Chriftians, the Lords-Proprietors, to encourage Minifters of the —

I once met with a young Jndian Woman, that had been 

brought from beyond the Mountains, and was fold a Slave 

into Virginia.’ She {poke the fame Language, as the Coranine 

Indians, that dwell near Cape-Look-out, allowing for fome 

few Words, which were different, yet no otherwife, than 

that they might underitand one another very well. 
— The Judians of North-Caroliva are a well-fhap’d clean-made Indian | 
People, of different Statures, as the Europeans are, yet chiefly me! Jbap'é 
inclin’d to be tall. . They are a very ftreight People, and ne~!*?* 

ver bend forwards, or ftoop in the Shoulders, unlefS much 

everpowerd by old Age. Their Limbs are exceeding well- 

fhap'd. As for their Legs and~Feet, they are generally the 

handfomeft in the World. Their Bodies are'a little flat, which. 

is occafion'd, by being laced hard down toa Board, in their 
fofancy. ‘This is all the Cradle they have, which I fhall de- 
feribe at large elfewhere. “Their Byes are black, or of a 

dark Hazle; The Whiteis marbled with red Streaks, which 

is ever common to thefe People, unlefs when {prung from a 

white Father or Mother. Their Colour is of a tawny; which. 

would not be fo dark, did they ‘not ‘dawb themfelves: with 

Bears Oil, and a Colour like burnt Cork. Thisis begun in: 
their Infancy, and continued fora long time, which fills the, 

Pores, and enablesthem better to endure the Extremity of 
the Weather. They arenever bald oa their Heads, although 
never fo old, which, I: believe, proceeds from their Heads 
being always wncover’d, and the greafing their Hair (fo of- 

tenas they do) with Bears Fat, which isa gteat Nourifher 

of the Hair, and caufes itto grow very faft. Amongft the 

Bears: Oil (when they intend to be fine) they” mix a certain 

red Powder, that comes froma Scarlet Root which they get 

in the hilly Country, near the Foot of the great Ridge of 

Mounbtains, and it‘isno where el{e'co. be found. They have 

this Scarlet Root in great Eiteem, and fell it for a very he t 
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Price, one to another. The Reafon of its Value is, becaufe 
they not only go a Jong way for it, but are in great Danger 
of the Sinndgars or Jroquois, who are mortal Enemies to all ° 
our Indians, and very often take them Captives, or kill them, ~ 
before they return from this Voyage. The Tuskeruros and ~ 
other Indians have often brought this Seed with them from 
the Mountains; but it would never grow in our Land. With 
this and Bears Greafe they anoint their Heads and Temples, 
which is efteem’d as ornamental,as {weet Powder to our Hair. 
Befides, this Root has the Virtue of killing Lice, and fuffers — 
none to abide or breed in their Heads. For want of this 
Root, they fometimes ufe Pecoon-Root, which is of a Crimfon 
Colour, but it is apt to die the Hair of an ugly Hue. . 
Their Eyes are commonly full and manly, and their Gate 
fedate and majeftick, They never walk backward and for- 
ward as wedo, nor contemplate on the Affairsof Lofsand 
Gain; the things which daily perplex us. They aredexte- 
rous and fteady both as to their Hands and Feet, toAdmi-

ration. They will walk over deep Brooks, and Creeks, on 
the fmalleft Poles, and that without any Fear or Concern. — 


Nay, aa Jzdian will walk on the Ridge of aBarn or Houfe 
and look down the Gable-end, and {pit upon theGround, — 
as unconcern’d, as if he was walking on Terra firma. InRune _ 
ning, Leaping, or any fuch other Exercife, their Legs feldom 
mifcarry, and give thema Fall; and as for letting any thing 
fall out of their Hands, I never yet knew one Example.

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‘therein. If it beagreed on, and the young Woman approve 
thereof, (for thefe Savages never give their Children in 
Marriage, without their own Confent)) ‘the Man pays-fo 
much for his Wife; and the handfomer fhe is, the greater 
Price fhe bears. Now, it often happens, that the Man has 
not fo much of their Money ready, as he is to pay for ‘his 
Wife; but if they know him to be a good Hunter, and that. 
‘he can raife the Sum-agreed for, in fome few Moons, or any 
‘little time, they-agree, fhe fhall go along -with him, as‘be- 
troth’d, but-he is‘not to have any Knowledge of her, ‘till 
the utmoft Payment is difcharg’d; all which is ‘punctually 
obferv’d.

The Savage Women of America, have very eafy Travail 
with their Children; fometimes they bring Twins, and are 
brought to bed by themfelves, whem took ata Difadvantage 
not but that they have Midwives amongit them, aswell as 
Doors, who make it their Profeflion (for Gain) to aflift and 
deliver Women, and fome of thefe Midwives are very know- 
ing in feveral Medicines that Czrolina affords, which certainly 
expedite, and make eafy Births. Befides, they are unac- 
quainted with thofe fevere Pains which follow the Birth in” 
our European Women. Their Remedies area great Caufe of 
| this Eafinefs in that State; for the Jvdian Women will rua, .... 
- upand down the Plantation, the fame day, very briskly, and Wives. 
without any fign of Pain or Sicknefs; yet they look very 
meager and thin. Not but that we muft allow a great deat 
owing to the Climate, andthe natural Conftitution of thefe 
Women, whofe Courfe of Nature never vifits them in fuch 
Quantities, as the European Women have. And tho’ they 
never want Plenty of Milk, yet I never faw an Jndiaxn Wo- 
man with very large Breafts;, neither does the youngeft Wife 
ever fail of proving fo.good a Nurfe, as to bring her Child 
up free from the Rickets and Difafters that proceed from the 
Teeth, with many other Diftempers which attack our Infants 
in England, and other Parts of«Europe. They let their Chil- 
dren fuck till they are well grown, unlefs they prove big with 
Child fooner. They always nurfe their own Children them-  - 
felves, unlefs Sicknefs or Death prevents. I once faw ‘nae 
_ Nurfe hired to give Suck to an Indian Woman’s Child, which joy, 
you have in my Journal. After Delivery, they, abfent the 
Company of a Man forforty days, As foon asthe Child is 
born, they wafh it in cold Water at the next Stream, and 

Cc then 
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_ knew any of their-Women, that have not Children whea 
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then bedawb it, as I have mention’d before. After. which, 
the Husband takes care to provide a Cradle, which is foon 
made, confifting of a Piece of flat Wood, which they hew 
with their Hatchets to the Likenefs of a Board, it 1s about 
two Foot long, and a Foot broad; to this they brace and 
tie the Child down very clofe, having, near the middle, a 
Stick faften’d about two Inches from the Board, which is for 
the Child’s Breech to reft on, under which they put a Wad 
of Mofs, that receives the Child’s Excrements, by which 
means they can fhift the Mofs, and keep all clean and fweet. 
Some Nations have very flat Heads, as you have heard in my 
Journal, which is made whilft tied on this Cradle, as that . 
Relation informs you. Thefe Cradles are apt tomake the ~ 
Body flat; yet they are the moft portable things that can be 
invented; for there is aString which goes from one Corner 
of the Board to the other, whereby the Mother, flings her 
Child on her Back; fo the Infant’s Back is towards hers, and 
its Face looks up towards the Sky.

“make the moft frightful Figures that can be imitated by Men, 
and feem more like Devils than Humane Creatures. You may 
befure, that they are about fome Mifchief, when you fee them 
thus painted ; for in all the Hoftilities which have ever been 
acted againft the Englifh at any time, in feveral of the Planta- 
tions of America, the Savagesalways appear’d in this Dif- 
guize, whereby they might never after be difcover’d, or 
known by any of the Chriftians that fhould happen to fee 
them after they had made their Efcape; for it isimpoflible, 
ever to know an Jndian under thefe Colours, although he has 
been at your Houfe a thoufand times, and you know him, at 
other times, as well as you do any Perfon living. As tor 
their Women, they never ufe any Paint on their Faces , nei- 
ther do they ever carry them along with them into the Field, 
when they intend any Expedition, leaving them at home with 
the old Men and Children. 
Some of the Indians wear great Bobs in their Bars, and Ear Bots. 
_ fometimes in the Holes thereof they put Eagles and other 
_ Birds, Feathers, for'a Trophy. When they kill any Fowl, 
they commonly pluck off the downy Feathers, and ftick them 
all over their Heads. Some (both Men and Women) wear 
great Necklaces of their Money made of Shells. They of- 
oe Bracelets made of Brafs, and fometimes of Iron 
Wire. 

Their Money is of different forts, but all made of Shells, Indian 
which are found on the Coaft of Carolina, which are very Movey- 
large and hard, fo that they are very difficult to gut. Some 
Englifh Smiths have try’d to drill this fort of Shell-Money, 
and thereby thought to get. an Advantage; but itprovd fo 
hard, that nothing could be gain’d. They oftentimes make, 
ofthis Shell, a fort of Gorge, which they wear about their 
Neck ina ftring; fo it hangs on their Collar, whereon fome- 
times is engraven a Crofs, or fome odd fort of Figure, which 
comes next in their Fancy. There are other forts valued at 
a Doe-Skin, yet the Gorges will fometimes fell for three or 
four Buck-Skins ready dreft.. There be others, that sight of 
them go readily fora Doe Skin; but the general and current 
Species of all the Indians in Cardlina, and, I believe, all art 

: the 
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the Continent, as far.as the Bay of A¢exico; is that which 
we call Peak, and Ronoak, but Peak more efpecially. This is 
that which at New-York, they call Wampum, and have ufed it 
as current Money amongft the Inhabitants for a great 
many Years. This is what many Writers call Porcelaw, and 
is made at New-York in great Quantities, and with us infome - 
meafure. Five Cubits of this purchafe a drefs’d Doe-Skin, and- 
feven or eight purchafe a, drefs’d Buck-Skin. An. Englifh- 

man could not afford to make fo,much of this Wampum tor 
five or ten times the Value; for it is made ont of a vaft great 

Shell, of which that Country affords Plenty; where it is 
ground fmaller than the fimall End of a Tobacco-Pipe, or a 
large Wheat-Straw. Four or five of thefe make an Inch, and 
every one is to be drill’d through, and made as fmooth as 
Glafs, and fo ftrang, as Beds are, and a Cubit of the Izdian 
Meafure contains as much in Length, as will reach from the 
Elbow to the End of the little Finger. They never ftand to 
queftion, whether it isa tall Man, or a fhort one, that mea- 
fures it; but if this Wampum Peak be black or purple, as fome 
Part of that Shell is, then it is twice the Value. This the 

Indians grind on Stones and other things, till they make it 

current, but the Drilling is the moft difficult to the Englifh- 
men, which the Jxdians manage with a Nail ftuck in a Cane 
or Reed. Thus they roll it continually on their Thighs, with 
their Right-hand, holding the Bit of Shell with their Left, 
fo in time they drill a Hole quite through it, whichis a very 

tedious Work; but efpecially in making their Ronoak, four of 
which will fcarce make one Length of Wampum. The Indi- 


ans area People that never value their time, fo that they can 


afford to make them, and never need to fear the Englifh will 
take the Trade out of their Hands. Thisis the Money with 
which you may buy Skins, Furs, Slaves, or any thing the 
Indians have; it being the Mammon (as our Money is to us) - 
that entices and perfuades them to do any thing, and part 
with every thing they poflefs, except their Children for Slaves. 
As for‘their Wives, they are often fold, and their Daughters’ 
violated for it. With this they buy off Murders and what- 
foever a Man can do that is ill, this Wampum will quit him® 
of, and make him, in their Opinion,°good and vertuousy 
thaugh never fo black before. | tin

Jedians within a hundred Mile (if it is poflible to fend for 
them) are fummon’d to come and appear at fucha Place and 
Time, to fee and rejoyce at the Torments and Death of fach 
a Perfon, whois the common and profefs’d Enemy to all the 
friendly Indians thereabouts, who now lies under the €on- 
demnation of the whole Nation, and accordingly is to be 
put to Death. Then all appear (young and old) from ail 
the adjacent Parts, and meet, with all the Expreflions of Joy, 
to confummate this horrid and barbarous Feaft, which is 
carried on after this difmal Manner. Firft, they bring the 
Prifoner to the Place appointed for the Execution, where he 
is fet down on his Breech on theGround. Then they all get 
about him, and you fhail not fee one forrowful or dejetted 
Countenance amongit them, but all very merrily difpos’d, as 
if fome Comedy was to be acted, inftead of a T ragedy. . He 
that is appointed to be the chief Executioner, takes a Knife, : 
and bids him hold out his Hands, which he does, and then 

cuts round the Wrift through the Skin, which is drawn of 
like a Glove, and flead quite off at the Fingers Ends; then 
they break his Joints and Bones, and buffet and torment him 
after a very inhumane Manner, till fome violent Blow per- 
haps ends his Days; then they burn him to Afhes, and 
throw them down the River. Afterwards they eat, drink 
and are merry, repeating all the Actions of the Tormentors 
and the Prifoner, with a great deal of Mirth and Satif-- 
faGion. This Accufation is laid againft an Indian Heroe 
fometimes wrongfully, or when they have a mind to get rid 
of a Man that has more Courage and Condué than his neigh~ 
bouring Kings or great Men; then they alledge the PraGice 
of poifoning Jndians againit him, and make a Rehearfal of e- 


very Indian that died for a year or two, and fay, that they 


were poifon’d by fuch an Jzdian; which Reports ftir up all 
the Relations of the deceafed againft the faid Perfon, and by 
fuch means make him away prefently. In fome Affairs, thefe 
Savages are very referv’d and politick, and will attend along ~ 
time with a great deal of Patience, to bring about.their De- 
figns; they being never impatient or hafty in executing any 
of their Defigns of Revenge. | 

Now Iam gone fo farin giving an Account of the Judians - 
Temper, 1 will proceed; and can give you no other Chara- 
cter of them, but that they are a very wary People, and are 


never — 


| nor are ever heard to 
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/ never hafty of impatient. They will endure a great many 
| Misfortunes, Loffes, and Difapointments without fhewing 
| themfelves, in the leaft, vex'd or uneafy. When they go by 
| Water, if there proves a Head-Wind, they never vex and 
| fret as the Europeans do, and let what Misfortune come to 
| them, as will or can happen, they never relent. Belides, there 
| is one Vice very common every where, which I never found 
amongtt them, whichis Envying other Mens Happinefs, be- 


caufe their Station is not equal to, or above, their Neighbours. 


Of this Sin] cannot fay l ever faw an Example, though they 
-aré a People that fet as greata Value upon themfelves, as 


any fort of Men in the World; upon which Account they — 
} find fomething Valuable in themfelves above Riches. Thus, 


he thatis a good Warriour, is the proudeft Creature living ; 
} and he that is an expert Hunter, is efteem’d by the People 
| and himfelf; yet all thefe are natural Vertues and Gifts, 
| and not Riches, which are as often in the Pofleflion of a Fool 
} asa Wife-man. Several of the fudians are poflefs'd of a great 
| many Skins, Wampum, Ammunition, and what other things 
} are efteem’d Riches amongft them; yet fuch an Indian is 
no more efteem’d amongft them, than any other ordinary 
_ Fellow, provided he has no perfonal Endowments, which 
) are the Ornaments that muft gain him an Efteem among 
) them; for a great Dealer, amongft the Indians, is no other- 
wife refpected and efteemed, than asa Man that ftrains 
his Wits, and fatigues himfelf, to furnifh others with Necef- 
} faries of Life, that live much eafier and enjoy more of the 
} World, than he himfelf does with all his Pelf. Ifthey are 


) taken Captives, and expec a miferable Exit, they fing; iftndians

_ fore, they have that great and noble Gift to fabmit to every 
thing that happens, and value nothing that attacks them. 
_ Their Cruelty to their Prifoners of War is what they are 
feemingly guilty of an Error in, (I mean as toa natutal Fail- 
ing) becauie they ftrive to invent the moft inhumane Butch- 
eries for them, that the Devils themfelves could invent, or 
hammer out of Hell; they efteeming Death no Punifhment, 
but rather an Advantage to him, that is exported out of this

One of the young Fel 
lows, that has been at the Wars, and has.had the Fortune - 
to take a Captive, returns, the proudeft Creature on Earth, 
and fets fuch a Value on. himfelf, that he knows not how to 
contain himfelf in his Senfes. The Iroquois, or Sinnagars, are 
the moft Warlike Indians that we know of, being alwaysat 


War, and not to be perfuaded from that Way of Living, by 
any Argument that can be ufed, If you go to perfuade. them 
to live peaceably with the Tuskeruros, and et them -be ong 
People, and in cafe thofe Indians defire it, and. will fubmit

Another Inftance was betwixt the Afachapunea Indiaus, 
and the Coranine’s, on the Sand-Banks; which was asfollows. 
The Afachapungas were invited to a Feaft, by the Coraniness iq 
(which two Nations had been a long time at War together, — 
and had lately concludeda Peace.) Thereupon, the Atacha- — 
punga Indians took the Advantage of coming to the Coranines 
Feaft, which was toavoidall Sufpicion, and their King, who, 
of a Savage, is a great Politician and very ftout, order’dall — 
his Men to carry their Tamabauks along with them, hidden — 
under their Match-Coats, which they did; and being acs 
quainted when to fallon, by the Word given, they all (upon 
this Defign) fet forward for the Feaft, and came to the Cora- 
mue Fowa, where they had gotten Viduals, Fruit, and fuch 
things as make an Jndzan Entertainment, all ready to make 
thefe new Friends welcome, which they did ; and, after Din= 
ner, towards the Evening, (asit is cuftomary amongft them) 
they went to Dancing, all together; fo when the Macha- 
punga King faw the beft Opportunity offer, he gave the Word, 
and his Men pulld their Tamabauks or Hatchets from under 
their Match-Coats, and kilPd feveral, and took the reft Pri- 
foners, except fome few that were not prefent, and about 
four or five thatefcap’d. The Prifoners they fold Slaves to 
the Englifho. At the time this.was done, thofe Indiaas had — 


The Indians are very revengeful, and never forgetan Ins 
jury done, till they have receiv’d Satisfaction. Yet theyare 
the freeft People from Heats and Paffions (which poflefs the 
Europeans) of any Lever heardof. Phey never callany Man 
to account for what.he did, when he was drunk; but fay, it 
was the Drink. that caufed his Misbehaviour, therefore he — 
ought to be forgiven: They never frequent a Chriftian’s 
Houfe that co to. Paffion, nor will they ever buy or fell 
with him, if they can get the fame Commodities of beet tin 
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ther Perfon ; for they fay, fuch Men are mad Wolves, and 
no more Men. ya | . 
\. They know not what Jealoufy is, becaufe they never think fndians 
their Wives are unconftant, unlefs they are Eye-witnefles not Fea- 
thereof. They are generally very bafhful, efpecially the young tous. 
Maids, who when they come into a ftrange Cabin, where 
they are not acquainted, never ask for any thing, though ne- 
ver fo hungry or thirfty, but fit down, without {peaking a 
Word (be it never fo long) till fome of the Honfe asks them 
_@ Queftion, or falls into Difcourfe, with the Stranger. |] 
never fawa Scold amongft them, and to their Children they 
are extraordinary tender and indulgent; neither did I ever 
fee a Parent correét a Child, excepting one Woman, that 
was the King’s Wife, and fhe (indeed) did poffefs a Temper 
that: is not commonly found amongft them. They are free 
from all manner of Compliments, except Shaking of Hands, 
and Scratching on the Shoulder, which two are the greatelt 
Marks of Sincerity and Friendfhip, that can be fhew’d one to 
another. They cannot exprefs fare you well; but when they Indians 
leave the Houle, will fay; J go firaightway, which is to inti- Comple- 
mate their Departure, and it the Man ot the Hoafe has any 
_ Meflage to fend by the going Man, he may acquaint him 
therewith. Their Tongue allows not to fay, Sir, J am your 
Servants, becaufe they have no different Titles for Man, only 
King, War-Captain, Old Man, or Young Man, which re- 
fpect the Stations and Circumftances Men are employ’d in, 
and arriv’d to, and not Ceremony. As for Servant, they 
have no fuch thing, except Slave, and their Dogs, Cats, tame 
or domeftick Beafts, and Birds, are call’d by the fame Name: 
For the Jzdian Word for Slave includes them all. So whenan 
Indian tells you he has got a Slave for you, it may (in general 
Terms, as they ufe) be a young Eagle, a Dog, Otter, or 
any other thing of that Nature, which is obfequioufly to de- 
pend on the Mafter for its Suftenance. 
_ Fheyare never fearful in the Night, nor do the Thoughts 
of Spirits ever trouble them; fuch as the many Hobgoblins 
and Bugbears that we fuck in with our Milk, and the 
Foolery of our Nurfes and Servants fuggeft tous; who by srosans

preffions-on our tender Years, that at Maturity, we carry of Spirits.

Some of the Heathens are fo very poor, that they have 
no Manner of Cloaths, fave a Wad’ of Mofs tohide their 
Nakednefs. Thefe are either lufty and will ‘hot work s'o8 
therwife, they are given to Gamingror Drunkennefs;, yer 
thefe get Viduals as well as the reft, becaufe that is common: 
amongit them, If they arecaught'in theft theysare Slavés till 

they repay the Perfon,(as Imention’d before) but to fteal from 
the Englifh they, reckon: no; Harm. Not *but that: I have 
Known fome, few’ Savages that have been ‘asifree from Theft as 
any of the Chriftians. When they ‘have a Defign tolie'with #. 
Woman, which they.catunot obtain, aay. otherwile thanby a. - 
larger Reward than they are‘able to give, they then ftrive to 
make her drunk, which a great many of them willbe; then 


they.take the.Advantage, to. do with them what they" pleafe,. 
and fometimes ia , their Drunkennefs, cutioff. their’ Hair and 


fell it to the. Englifb,i which is the greateft Affront.can be 
offer’d them. They never value Time; for if they be:going 
out to hunt, fifh, or any. other indifferent» Bufinefs, "you 
may keep themin talk as longas you, pleafey-fo you butkec p 
them, in Difcourfe, and.feem pleafed: with theirCompany ;. 
yet none are more expeditiousaud fafer Meflengers than they, 
when. any extraordinary Bufinefs that-they are lent about re-:

When. they, are. upon travelling the Woods, they keep: a'y,, pals 
conftant Pace, neither. will they ftride over a Tree that lieswuer a 
crofs the Path, but always go round it, which is-quite con-Jree.

Nhen they cut. with a Knife, the Edge :is towards them, Cut withs: 
whereas we always cut and whittle from us." Nor did [Xf 
ever fee one of them left-handed: Before the Chriftians came. 4 Kull 
amongit them, not knowing the Ute of Steel and Flin tsy they of Reed. . 
got their Fire with Sticks, which. by vehement Collifion, :or.Nor lefts. 
Rubbing together, .take Fire. This. Method they will fome-Pavded..

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times pradife now, when it has happen’d‘thro’ rainy Wea- 
ther, or fome other Accident, that they have wet. their 
Spunk, which is a fort of foft corky Subftance, generally of 
a Cinnamon’ Colour, and grows in the concave part of an 
Oak, Hiccory, and {everal other Woods, being dug out with 
an Ax, and always kept by the Indians, inftead of ‘Tinder or 


Touch-wood, both which it exceeds. You are to under-. 


ftand, that the two Sticks they ufe to ftrike Fire withal, are 
never of one fort of Wood, but always differ from each o- 
ther. . . 

They are expert Travellers, and though they have 
not the Ufe of our artificial Compafs, yet they underftand 
the North-point exa@ly, let them be in never fo great a 
WildernefsS. One Guide is a fhort Mofs, that grows upon 


~ fome Trees, exadtly on the North-Side thereof. 


Befides, they have Names for eight of the thirty two Points, 
and call the Winds by their feveral Names, as we do; but 
indeed more properly, for the North-Weft Wind is called 
the cold Wind; the North-Eaft the wet Wiad; the South 


the warm Wind; and fo agreeably of the reft. Sometimes — 


it happens, that they havea large River or Lake to pafsover, 


and the Weather is very foggy, as it often happens in the 
Spring and Fall of the Leaf; fo that they cannot fee which — 


Courfe to fteer: In fuch a Cafe, they being on one fide 
of the River, or Lake, they know well enough what Courfe 


fuch a Place (which they intend for) bears from them. There- _ 
fore, they get a great many Sticks and Chunks of Wood in 


their Canoe, and then fet offdire@ly for their Port, and now 
and then throw over a Piece of Wood, whichdire&s them, 
by feeing how the Stick bears from the Canoes Stern, which 
they always obferve to keep right aft; and thisis the Jz- 
dian Compafs by which they will go over a broad Water of 
ten or twenty Leagues wide. They will find the Head of any 


River, though it is five fix or feven hufidred miles off, and “ 


they never were there, in their Lives before, as is often 
provd, by their appointing to meet on the Head of fach a 
River, where perhaps, none of them ever was before, but 
where they fhall rendezvous exaétly at the prefixt time; and 
if they meet with any Obftruction, they leave certain Marks 
in the Way, where they that come after will underftand how 


* 


many have pafs’d by already, and which way they aregone, 
| _  Be- 
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Befides, in their War Expeditions, they have very certain 
Hieroglyphicks , whereby each Party informs the other of 
the Succefs or Lofles they have met withal; all which is 
fo exactly perform’d by their Sylvian Marks and Chara¢ters, 
that they are never ata Lofs to underftand one another. Yet 
-there was never found any Letters amongft the Savages of 
Carolina; nor, I believe, among any other Natives in Ame- 
rica, that were poffefs’d with any manner of Writing or 
Learning throughout all the Difcoveries of the New-World. 
They will draw Maps, very exaétly, of all the Rivers, Towns, Indians 
Mountains, and Roads, or what you fhall enquire of them,3/°” 
which you may draw by their Directions, and come toa {mall - 
‘matter of Latitude, reckoning by their Days Journeys. Thefe 
Maps they will draw in the Afhes of the Fire, and fometimes 
upon a Mat or Piece of Bark. Ihave put a Pen and Inkiato 
a Savage's Hand, and he has drawn me the Rivers, Bays, and 
other Parts of a Country, which afterwards I have found to 
agree with a great deal of Nicety: But you muft be very 
much in their Favour, otherwife they will never make thefe 
Difcoveries to you; efpecially, if it be in their own Quar- 


ters, And as for Mines of Silver and other Metals, we arene Dijco- 


fatisfied we have enow, and thofe very rich, in Carolina and vey of 
its adjacent Parts; fome of which the Indians are acquainted 7s 
withal, although no Enquirers thereafter, but what came, 
and were difcover’d, by Chance; yet they fay, it is this 
Metal that the Englifh covet, as they do theirPeak and Ronoak; 
and that we have gain d Ground of them wherever we have 
come, Now, fay they, if we fhould difcover thefe Minerals 
to the Englifh, they would fettle at or near thefe Mountains, 
and bereave us of the beft Hunting-Quarters we have, as 
they have already done wherever they have inhabited; fo by 
that means, we fhall be driven to fome unknown Country, 
to live, hunt, and: get our Bread in. Thefe are the Reafons 
that the Savages give, for not making known what they are 


_ acquainted withal, of that Nature. And indeed, all] Men 


that have ever gone upon thofe Difcoveries, allow them to be 
good; more efpecially, my ingenious Friend Mr. Francu- | 
Louis Mitchell, of Bern in Switzerland, who has been, for fe- yyy, 


-veral Years, very indefatigable and ftri@ in his Difcoveries Mitchell, 


amongf{tthofe vaft Ledges of Mountains, and fpacious Tracts 


of Land, lying towards the Heads of the great Bays and 
; eee oe Be Rivers 
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Rivers of Virginia, Maryland, and Penfylvania, where he has 
difcover’d a {pacious Country inhabited by none but the Sa- 
vages, and not many of them ; who yet are of a very friendly 
Nature to the Chriftians. This Gentleman has been employ’d 
by the Canton of Berz,to find out a Trad of Land in the Eng. — 
lifh America, where that Republick might fettle fome of their 
People; which Propofal, I believe, is now in a fair way to- 
wards a Conclufion,between her Majefty of Great-Britain and 
that Canton. Which muft needs be of great Advantage to 
“both; andas for ourfelves, I believe, no Man that is in his 
Wits, and underftands the Situation and Affairs of America, 
but will allow, nothing can be of more Security and Advan- — 
tage to the Crownand Subjects of Great-Britain, than to haye ~ 
Switzers Our Frontiers fecured by a warlike People, and our Friends, 
Settlement as the Switzers are; ef{pecially when we have more Indians 
ie Ame- than we can civilize, and fo many Chriftian Enemies lying

on the back of us, that we do not know how longor fhort - 


a time it may be, before they vifit us. Add tothefe, the — 
Effeéts and Product that may be expected from thofe Moun-— 
tains; which may hereafter prove of great Advantage to the — 
Britifh Monarchy, and none more fit than an induftrious Peo- 
ple, bred in a mountainous Country, and inur’d to all the © 
Fatigues of War and Travel, to improve a Country. Thus 
we have no room to doubt, but as foon as any of thofe Parts — 
are feated by the Smitzers, a great many Britains will ftrive 
to live amongft them, for the Benefit of the {weet Air and 
healthful Climate, which that Country affords, were it only 
for the Cultivating of Hemp, Flax, Wine, and other valua- 
ble Staples, which thofe People are fully acquainted withal : 
Not tomention the Advantages already difcover’d by that — 
worthy Gentleman ! juft now fpoke of, who is highly de- 
ferving of the Conduct and Management of fuch an Affair, as 
that wife Canton has entrufted himwithal site

When thefe Savages go a hunting, they commonly go out 


and oftentimes a great many Days Journey ~ 


wages, fromhome, beginning at the coming in of the Winter; that _ 
is, when the Leaves are fallen from the Trees, and are be- © 
comedry. ”Yis thea they burn the Woods, by fetting Fire — 
tothe Leaves, and wither’d Bent and Grafs, which they do _ 
with a Match made of the black Mofs that hangs on the Trees — 


in Carolina, and is fometimes above fix Foot long, This, whee 
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dead, becomes black, (tho’ ofan Ath-Coloar before) and will 


_ then hold Fire as well asthe beft Match we have in Europe. Mofs 
| In Places, where this Mofs is not found, (as towards the Mab. 
Mountains) they make Lintels of the Bark of Cyprefs beaten, 
which ferve as well. Thusthey go and fire the Woods for 
many Miles, and drive the Deer and other Game into fimall 
Necks of Land and Ifthmus’s, where they kill and deftroy . 
what they pleafe. In thefe Hunting-Quarters, they have 
their Wives and Ladies of the Camp, where they eat all the 
Fruits and Dainties of that Country, and live in all the Mirth 
and Jollity, which it is poffible for fuch People to entertain 
themfelves withal. Hereit is, that they get their Compie- 
ment of Deer-Skins and Furs to trade with the Exglifh, (the 
Deer-Skins being in Seafon in Winter, which is contrary to 
England.) All fmall Game, as Turkeys, Ducks, and fmall 
Vermine, they commonly kill with Bow and Arrow, think- 
ing it not worth throwing Powder and Shot after them. Of 
Turkeys they have abundance; efpecially, in Oak-Land, as 
moift of it is, that lies any diftance backwards. I have been 
oftenin their Hunting-Quarters, wherea roafted or barba- 
kued Turkey, eaten with Bears Fat, is held a good Difh; 
and indeed, I approve of it very well; for the Bears Greafe 
is the {weeteft and leaft offenfive to the Stomach (as I faid be- 


| fore) of any Fat of Animalsl ever tafted. The Savage Men 


never beat their Corn to make Bread; but that is the Wo- 
_ mens Work, efpecially the Girls, of whom you fhall fee four 
beating with long great Peftilsin a narrow wooden Mortar > Beating of 
and every one keeps her Stroke fo exaétly, that’tis worthy Gyn. 
_ of Admiration. Their Cookery continues from Morning till 
’ Night. The Hunting makes them hungry; and the Indians 


| area People that always eat very often, not feldom getting 
_ up at Midnight, toeat. They plant a great many forts of 


Pulfe, Part of which they eat green in the Summer, keeping 
great Quantities for their Winter-Store, which they carry 

along with them into the Hunting-Quarters, and eat them. 
“The finall redPeafe is very common with them, and they eat 
a great deal of that and other forts boil’d with their Meat, or 
eaten withBearsFat, which Food makes them breakWind back= 
wards, which the Men frequently do, and laugh heartily at it,it 
being accounted no ill Manners amongft the Jvdians: Yet the 
Women are more modeft, than to follow that ill Cuftom. At

their fetting out, they have Jndians to attend their Hunting- 
Camp, thatare not good and expert Hunters ; thereforeareem- _ 
ploy’d to carry Burdens, to get Bark for the Cabins,and other — 
Servile Work; alfo to go backward and forward, to their 
Towns, to carry News to the old People, whom they leave | 
behind them. The Women are forced to carry their Loads of _ 
Grain and other Provifions, and get Fire-Wood; foragood _ 
Hunter, or Warriour in thefe Expeditions, isemploy’d inno — At 
other Bufinefs, than the Affairs of Game and Battle. The 
wild Fruits which are dry’din the Summer, over Fires, on 
Hurdles and in the Sun, are now brought into the Field; as 
are likewife the Cakes and Quiddonies of Peaches, and that 
Fruit and Bilberries dry’d, of which they ftew andmake 
Fruit-Bread and Cakes. In fome parts, where Pigeons are 
plentiful, they get of their Fat enough to fupply their Win- 
ter Stores. Thus they abide in thefe Quarters, all the Win- 
ter long, tillthe Time approach for planting their Maiz and 
other Fruits. In thefe quarters, at Spare-hours, the Women — a 
make Baskets and Mats to lie upon, and thofe that are not ae 


of Gum-wood, and the Tulip-Tree; others (where they 
find a Vein of white Clay, fit for their purpofe,make Tobac- 
co-pipes, all which are often tranfported to other Indians,that 
perhaps have greater Plenty of Deer and‘other Game; fothey 
buy (with thefe Manufaétures) their raw Skins, with the 
Hair on, which our neighbouring Iidians bring to their 
Towns, and, in the Summer-time, make the Slaves and 
forry Hunters drefs them, the Winter-Sun being not {trong 
enough to dry them; and thofe that are dry’d inthe Cabins 
are black and nafty with the Lightwood Smoke, which they __ 
commonly burn. Their Way of drefling their Skins isby 
foaking them in Water, fo they get the Hair off with an 
Inftrument made of the Bone of a: Deer's Foot; yet fomeufe 


Englifh, and after the Hair is off, they diflolve Deers Brains, ce 
(which beforehand are made ina Cake and bakédinthe Em- 
bers) ina Bowl of Water, fo: foak the Skins therein, till the oe 
Brains. have fuck’d up the Water; then they dryitgently, 
and keep working it with an Oyfter-Shell, or fome fach 
thing, to fcrape withal, till it is dry; whereby it becomes 
foft and pliable. Yet thefe fo drefs’d will not eae. 

a aa : anaes u i 
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but become hard thereby; which to prevent, they either 

cure them in the Smoke, or tan them with Bark, as before ob- 
fervd; not but that young Jzdian Corn, beaten toa Pulp, 

will effeé& the fame asthe Brains. They are not only good 
Hunters of the wild Beafts and Game of the Foreft, but very 
expert in taking the Fifh of the Rivers and Waters near 
which they inhabit, and are acquainted withal. Thus they 
that live a great way up the Rivers pradtife Striking Sturgeon 

and Rock-fith, or Bafs, when they come up the Rivers to 
{pawn ; befides the vaft Shoals of Sturgeon which they kill 
and take with Snares,as we do Pike in Ewrope. The Herrings in 
March and April run a great way up the Rivers and freth 
Streams to fpawn, where the Savages make great Wares, 

with Hedges that hinder their Paflage only inthe Middle, 
where-an. artificial Pound is made to take them in; fo that rip go 
they. cannot return. This Method isin ufe all over the freth trite. 
Streams, to catch Trout and the other Species of Fifh which 
thofe Parts afford. Their taking of Craw-fih is fo pleafant, Cran-filh 
that I cannot pafs it by without mention, When they have a‘ ‘#* 
mind to get thefe Shell-fith, they take a Piece of Venilon, and 
half-barbakue or roaft it; then they cut it into thin Slices, 
which Slices they ftickthrough with Reeds about fix Inches a- 
funder, betwixt Piece and Piece; then the Reeds are made fharp 

at one end; and fo they.-fticka great many of them down in: 
the bottom of the Water (thus baited) in the {mall Brooks 

and Runs, which the Craw-fifh frequent., Thus the Jadians fit. 
by, and tend thofe baited Sticks, every now and then taking. 
 them.up, tofee how many are at. the Bait ;, where. they ge-. 
nerally, find abundance; fo take them off, and put them, in. 3 
Basket for the purpofe, and ftick the Reeds down again. By 


this Method, they. will, ima little time, catch feveral Bufhels,. 


which are.as good, asany I ever eat. Thole Indians that ity 
frequent, the Salt-Waters, take abundance of Filh, fome Hatteras 
very large, and of feveral forts, which to preferve, they firft acs 
barbakue, then pull the Fifh to Pieces, fo dry it in the San, . 
whereby it keeps for Tranfportation; as for Scate, Oyfters, 
Cockles, and feveral forts of Shell-fifh, they open and dry 

them upon Hurdles, having aconftant Fire under them. The 
Hurdles are made of Reeds or Canes in the fhape of a Gridi-- 

ron. Thus they dry feveral Bufhels of thefe Fifh, and keep 


them for. their Neceflities.. At the time when they are on the: 
ee 3 Salts, 
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Salts, and: Sea Coafts, they have another Fifhery, that ds 


Blackmoor for a little Shell-fith, which thofein Exgland call Blackmoors 


Teeth. — ‘Teeth. “Thefe they catch by tying Bits of Oyfters to a 
long String, which they lay in fuch places, as, they know, 
thofe Shell-Fifh haunt. Thefe Fifh get hold of the Oyfters, 
and fuck them in, fo that they pull up thofe long Strings, and 
take preat Quantities of them, which they carry a great way 
“into the main Land, to trade with the remote Jzdzans, where 
they are of great Value; but never near the Sea, by reafon 
‘they are common, therefore not efteem'd. Befides, the 
‘Youth and Jvdian Boys go in the Night, and one holdinga 


Lightwood Torch, the other has a Bow and Arrows, andthe _ 


Fire directing him to fee the Fifh, he fhoots them with the 
Arrows; and thus they kill a,great many of the finaller Fry, 
Indians and fometimes pretty large ones. It is an eftablifh’d Cuftom

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them; fo that they never acquaint any Chriftian with the 
Knowledge thereof, let Writers pretend what they will;

them, when that good Spirit fees fit. They do‘ not believe, 
that God punifhes any Man either in this Life, or that to 
come; but that he delights in doing good, and in giving the 
Fruits of the Barth, and inftructing uS in-making feveral ufe- 
fuland ornamental things. They fay, it is a bad Spirit, (who 
lives feparate from the good one) that torments tis with Sick- 
neffés, Difappointments , Lofles, Hunger, “Travel, and all 
the Misfortunes, that Humane’Life is incident to.

Before he was In- 
derr’d according to,their Cuitom, they dealt every one fome 
hot Victuals,,- which he took and did. what he would with: 
_dhen, the Doétor ‘began’ to talk, and-told the People what 
Lightning was, and that it kill’d.every thing that dwelt upon 
the Earth; nay, the very Fithes did not efcape; for it often 
reachrd the Porpoifes and other Fifh, and deftroy’d them ; 
that every thing ftrove to fhun it, except the Mice, who, 
he faid, were the bufieft in eating their Corn in the Fields, 
when it lightned the moft. He added, that no Wood or 
Tree could withftand it, except the black Gum, and that it 
would run round that Tree a great many times, to enter 
} therein, but could not effe@it. Now you muft underftand, 
_ that fort 6f Gum will not fplit or rive; therefore, I fuppofe,

next: You muft know, that the Doétors or Conjurers, to 
gain a greater Credit amongft thefe People, tell them, that 


Phyfick and all Diftempers are the Effects of evil Spirits, or the bad Spi-

rit, which has ftruck them with this or that Malady 3 theres 
fore, none of thefe Phyficians undertakes any Diltemper, 
but that he comes to an Exorcifm, to effeét the Cure, and 
acquaints the fick Party’s Friends, that he muft converfe with 
the good Spirit, to know whether the Patient will recover or 
not; if fo, then he will drive out the bad Spirit, and the 
Patient will become well. Now, the general way of their 
Behaviour in curing the Sick, (a great deal of which I have 
feen, and fhall give fome Account thereof, in as brief a man- 
ner as poflible) is, when an Jndiaw is fick, if they think there | 
is much Danger of Life, and that he isa great Man or hath 
good Frieds, the Dodtor is fent for. As foon as the Doctor 
comes into the Cabin, the fick Perfon is fat ona Mat or Skin, 
ftark-naked, lying on his Back, and ali uncover’d, except fome 
fmall Trifle that covers their Nakednefs when ripe, otherwife 
in very young Children, there is nothing about them. In this 
manner, the. Patient lies, when the Conjurer appears 5 and 
the King of that Nation comes to attend him witha Rattle 
made of a Gourd with Peafé in it. This the King delivers 
into the Doéor’s Hand, whilft another brings 2 Bowl of 
Water, and fets it down: Then the Dodtor begins, and ut- 
ters fome few Words very foftly ; afterwards he fmells of the 
Patient’s Navel and Belly, and fometimes fcarifies hima lit- 
tle with a Flint, or an Inftrument made of Rattle-Snakes 
Teeth for that purpofe; then he fucks the Patient, and gets 
outa Mouthful of Blood and Serum, but Serum chiefly ; which, 
perhaps, may be abetter Method in many Cafes, than to take 
away great Quantities of Blood, as is commonly practis’d; 
which he fpits in the Bow] of Water. Then he begins to mut- 
ter, and talk apace, and, atlaft, tocut Capers, and clap his 
Hands on his Breech and Sides, till he gets into.a Sweat, fo 
that a Stranger would think he was running mad; now and 
then fucking the Patient, and fo, at times, keeps fucking. 
till he has got a great Quaatity of very ill-coloured:Mat- 
ter out of the Belly, Arms, Breaft, Forehead, Temples, 
Weck, and moft Parts, ftill continuing his Grimaces, and 
antick Poftures, which are not to be match’din Bedlam: At - 
laft, you will fee the Doctor allover of a dropping sbi and 
carce 
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fcarce able to utter one Word, having quite {pent himfelf; 
then he will ceafe for.a while, and fo begin again, till he 
comes in the fame Pitch of Raving and feeming Madnefs, as 
before, (all this time the fick Body never fo much as moves, 
although, doubtlefs, the Lancing and Sucking muft be a. 


great Punifhment to them ; but they, certainly, are the pa- 


tienteft and moft fteady People under any Burden, that I 
ever faw in my Life.) At laft, the Conjurer makes an end, 
and tells the Patient’s Friends; whether the Perfon will Wbether 
five or die; and then one that waits at this Ceremony, takes live or die.

dle of the Water) and buries it in the Ground, in a 
Place unknown to any one, but he that inters it.

} their Opinion after this Manner, feveral times: Some affirm, 


that there is 4 {niell of Brimftone in the Cabins, when they are 
Conjuring, which I cannot contradi&. Which way it may 
come, I will not argue, but proceed to a Relation or two, 
which I have fromagreat many Perfons, and fome of them 
worthy of Credit. ; 7 
The firft is, of a certain Indian, that one rainy Night, Indian 
undermin’d a Houfe made of Logs, (fuch as the Swedes in Robbery. 
America very often make, and are very ftrong) which be- 
long’d to Seth Southwell, Efq; Governor of North-Carolina, 

and one of the Proprietors. There was but one place 


‘the Indian could get in at, which was very narrow ; the reft 
was fecur’d, by having Barrels of Pork andother Provifions 


fet againft the fide of the Honfe, fo that if this fzdian had not 
exactly hit the very Place he undermin’d, it had been impofii- 
ble for him to have got therein, becaufe of the full Barrels 
that ftood round the Houfe, and barricadoed it within. The 
Indian ftole fixty or eighty drefs’d Deer-Skins, befides Blan- 
kets, Powder, Shot and Rum, (this being the Indian Store- 
Houfe, where the Trading Goods were kept.) Now, the Jz- 
dian had made his Efcape, but dropt fome of the Skins by 
the way, and they track’d his Foot-fteps, and found him to 
be an Indian, then they guefs’d who it was, becaufe none 
but that Indian had lately been near the Houfe. Thereupon, 
the Governor fent to the Jvdian Town that he belong’d to, 
which was the Tuskeruro’s, and acquainted them that if they 
did not deliver up the Indian, who had committed the 
Ff 2 Rob- 
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Robbery, he would take a Courft with them, that would not. 
be very agreeable. Upon this, the Izdzans of the Town he. 


belong’d to, brought him in bound, and deliver’d him up to. . 


the Governor, who laid himinIrons. At the fame time, it, 
happen’d, that a Robbery was committed amoneft themfelves, 
_ at the Indian Town, and this Prifoner was one of their Con- 
jurers 5 fo the Jadians came down to the Governor’s Honfe, 
and acquainted him with what had happen’d among ft them,, 
and that a great Quantity of Peak, was ftoln away, ont of one 


‘of their Cabins, and no one could find out the Thief, unlefs 


he would let the Prifoner conjure for it, who was the only. 
Man they had at making fuch Difcoveries. The Governor 
was content he fhould try his Skill for them, but not.to have 
the Prifoners Irons taken off, which was very well approved 
‘of. ‘The Indian was brought out in his Fetters, where were 
the Governor’s Family, and feveral others of the Neigh- 
bourhood, now living, to fee this Experiment; which he. 
perform’d thus: ni a Aa 
Conjuring “The Conjurer order’d three Fires to be made in a trian- 
for tol” gular Form, which was accordingly done; then he was hood= 
Goods» _wink’d very fecurely, with a drefs’d Deer-Skin, -two-or 


three doubles, over his Face, After he had made fome, _ 


Motions, as they alwaysdo, he went diredly ont of one of 


the three Gaps, as exactly as if he had not been blindfolded, 


and kept muttering to himfelf, having a Stick in his Hand, 


_ with which, after fome time, -he ftruck two Strokes very hard. 
upon the Ground, and made thereon a Crofs, after which he — 


told the Izdian’s Name that had ftoln' the Goods, and faid, 
that he would havea Crofs on his Back; which prav’d true ; 
for when they took and fearch’d him, there appear’d two 
great Wheals.on his Back, one crofs the other; for the 
Thief was at Governor Southwell’s Houfé, and was underno 


Apprehenfion of being difcover’d. The Indians proffer’d.ta Bs 


fell him as a Slave to the Governor, but he refufed to buy 
him ; fo they took him bound away. Mo ints hig

_ Another Inftance, of the like Nature, happen’d at the 


fame Houfe. One of the. Tuskerura Kings had brought in a 
Slave to the fame Governor, to whom he had fold him; and 
before he. return’d, fell ‘fick at the Governor’s Houfe, upom 
which, the Doctor that belong’d to this King’s Nation, was 
fent for, being a Man that was held to be the greateft Conju-

rer amongft them. It was three Days, before he could ar- 
rive, and he appear’d (when he came) to be a very little 
Man, and foold, that his Hair was as white as ever was feen.. 
When he approach’d the fick King, he order’d a Bowl of Wa- 
ter to be brought him, and three Chunks of Wood, which 
was immediately done. Then he took the Water, and fet it by 
him, and fpurted a little on him, and with the three Pieces. 
of Wood, he madea Place to ftand on, whereby he was rais’d 
higher 5 (he being a very low ftatur’d Man) then. he took 
aString of Ronoak, which is the fame asa String of {mall Beads ; 
this he held: by one End, between his Fingers; the other End 
touch’d the King’s Stomach, as he ftood on the Logs. Then 
he began to: talk, and at length, the By-ftanders thought 
really, that they heard fomebody talk to him, but faw no more 
than what firft camein. At laft, this String of Beads, which 
hung thus perpendicular, turn’d up asan Hel would do, and. 
without any Motion of his, they came all up (in a lump) un- 
der his Hand, and hung-fo for aconfiderable time, he never 
clofing his Hand, and at length return’d to their priftine 
Length and Shape, at which the Spectators were much fright- 
ned. “Then he:told the Company, that he would recover, 
and that his Diftemper would remove into his Leg, all. which 
happen’d to be exaGly as the Fidian Doctor had told. .Thefe 
are Matters of Fatt, and I-can, at this day, prove the Truth 
thereof by feveral fubftantial Evidences, that are Men of Re- 
putation, there being more than a dozen People prefent, 
-when this was perform’d-; moft of whom are now. alive. 

« /There sare a great many other Stories, ‘of this Nature, 
‘which are: feemingly. true, being told by Perfons that affirm 
they. were Eye-Witnefles thereof; as, that they have-feen 

one Roncommock (a Chuwou Indian, anda great Conjurer) take 
a Reed: about two Foot long in his Mouth, and ftand by a Salmone- 
’ Creek-fide; wherethe call’d: twice or thrice with the Reed in Creek. 

his Mouth; and, at laft,; has open’d his Arms, and fled over 
the Creek; which might be near a.quarter of a Mile wide or 
more ;’but 1 fhallurge:no.Man’s Belief, but'tell my owns. 
which is, that I believe the two firft Accounts, which were - 
acted at Mr. Sourhwell’s Plantation, as firmly as any Man can 
believe any thing ofthat which is told himby honeft Men, and 
si has not feen; not at all doubting the Credit of my Aue. 
thors. ri Tagg Loads wT ERS 
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The Cures I have feen perform’d by the Indians, are too 
many torepeat here; fo I fhall only mention fome few, and

mifs.. Their chief Remedy as I have feen them make ufe of, 
is, the Oil of Acorns, but from which fort of Oak lam not 
certain. They cure Burns beyond Credit. have feen a Man 
burnt in fuch a manner, (when drunk) by falling intoa Fire, 
that I did not think he could recover ; yet they cur’d him in 
ten Days, fothat he went about. I knew another blown up 
with Powder, that wascured to Admiration. Inever fawan 
Indian have an Ulcer, or foul Wound in my Life; neither is 
there any fuch thing to be found amongft them. They cure 
the Pox, by a Berry that falivates, as Azercury does; yet 
they ufe Sweating and Decoctions very much with it; asthey — 
do; almoft on every Occafion 5 and when they are thoroughly 
heated, they leap into the River. The Pox is frequent in 
fome of thefe Nations; amongft which I knew one Woman 
die of it; and they could not, or would not, cure her. Be- 
fore fhe died, fhe was worn away toa Skeleton, yet walk’d up 
and dowa to the laft. Wehad a Planter in Carolina, who had 
got an Ulcer in his Leg, which had troubled him a great 


many Years ; at laft, he apply’d himfelf to one of thefe Jz- 


dian Conjurers, who wasa Pampticough Indian, and was not 
to give the Value of fifteen Shillings tor the Cure. Now, I 


am not pofitive, whether he wafh’d the Ulcer with any thing,

before he ufed what ] am now going to fpeak of, which 
was nothing but the rotten doated Grains of Indian Corn, 
beaten to Powder, and the foft Down growing ona Turkey’s 
Rump. This dry’d the Ulcer up immediately, and no other 
Fontanel was made to difcharge the Matter, he remaining a 
healthful Man, till the time he had the Misfortune to be © 
drown’d, which was many Years after. Another Inftance 
(not of my own Knowledge, but I had it confirm’d by feve- 
ral Dwellers in Maryland, where it wasdone) was, of an honeft © 
Planter that had been poflefs’d witha ftrange Lingring Di- 
ftemper, not ufual amongft them, under which he emacia- 


-ted, and grew every Month worfe than another, it having 


held him feveral Years, in which time he had made Tryal of 
feveral Dogtors, as they call them, which, I fuppofe, were 
Ship-Surgeons. In the beginning of this Diftemper, the 
Patient was very well to pafs, and was poflefs'd of feveral 

bs ie Slaves, 
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Slaves , which ‘the Doors purged all away, and the poor 
Man was fo far from mending, that he grew worfe and worfe 
‘every day. But it happen’d, that, one day, as his Wife and 
he were commiferating his miferable Condition, and that he 
could not expec to recover, but Jook’d for Death very 
f{peedily, and condoling the Mifery he fhould leave his Wite 
and Family in, fince all his Negro’s were gone. At that 
time, I fay, it happend, that an Jndian was in the fame 

Room, who had frequented the Houfe |for many Years, and 

fo was become as one of the Family, and would fometimes be 

at this Planter’s Houfe, and at other times amongft the Ju- 
dians. 

This Sa¥age, hearing what they talk’d of, and having a 
rreat Love for the Sick Man, made this Reply to what he 
had heard. Brother, you have been a long time Sick, and, I know, 

vi have given away your Slaves to your English Dotharss What 
made you do fo, and now become poor ? They do not know how to 
cure yous for it 1s an Indian Diftemper, which your People know 

P not the Nature of. If it-had been an Englith Difeafe, probably

Night, Jack came, with a great Rattle-Snake in his Hand 
alive, which frightned’the People almoft out of their Senfess 
and he told his Patient, that he muft take that to Bed to 
him; at which the Man was in a great Confternation, and 


Cure by 4 told the Indian, he was refolv’d, to let no Snake come into 


his Bed, for he might as well die of the Diftemper he had, 
as be. kill’d with the Bite of that Serpent. Yo which the 
Indian veply’d, he could not bite him now, nor do him any 
Harm ; for he had taken ont his Poifon-teeth, and fhew’d 
him, that they were gone. At laft, with much Perfuafion, 
he admitted the Snake’s Company , which the Indian put 
about his Middle, and order’d nobody to take him away 
‘upon any account, which was ftricly obferv’d, although 
the Snake girded himas hard for a great while) as if he had 
been drawn in by a Belt, which one pull'd ‘at, with all his 
ftrength. At laft, the Snake’s Twitches grew weaker and 
weaker, till, by degrees, he felt him not; and opening the 


Bed, he was found dead, and the Man thought himfelf bet- © 


ter, The Indian came in the Morning, and {eeing the Snake 
dead, told the Man, that his Diftemper was dead along 
with that Snake, which prov’d fo as he faid; for the Man 
{peedily recover’d his Health, and became perfectly well. 
They cure the Spleen (which they are much addi@ed to J 


Spleen bow by burning with aReed. They lay the Patient on his Back, 


fo put a hollow Cane into the Fire, where they burn the 
End thereof, till itis very hot, and on Fire at theend. Then _ 
they lay a Piece of thin Leather on the Patient’s Belly, bes 
tween the Pit of the Stomach and the Navel, fo prefs the 
hot Reed on the Leather, which burns the Patient fo that 
you may ever after fee the Impreffion of the Reed where it 
was laid on, which Mark never goes off fo long as he lives. 
This is ufed for the Belly-Ach fometimes. They can colour 
their Hair black, though fometimes it is reddifh, which they 
do with the Seed of a Flower that grows commonly in their 
Plantations. I believe this would change the reddeft Hair 
into perfect black. They makeufe of no Mineralsin their 
Phyfick, and not, niuch of Animals; but chiefly rely on Ve- 
getables. They have feveral Remedies for the Tooth-ach, 
which often drive.away the Pain; but if they fail, they have 
Recourfe to punching out the Tooth, witha finall Cane. fee 
again{t 


~ Then they ftrike the 
Reed, and fo drive out the Tooth ; and howfoever it may 
feem to the Europeans, 1 prefer it before the com mon way of 
drawing Teeth by thofe Inftraments than endanger the Jaw, 
and a Flux. of Blood often follows, which this Method of a 
Punch never is attended withal; neither is it half the Pain. 
‘The Spontaneous Plants of America the Savages are well 
acquainted withal; anda Flux of Blood never follows any of 
their Operations. They are wholly Strangers to Amputa- 
tion, and for what natural Iffues of Blood happen immode- 
rately, they are not to feek for acertain and fpeedy Cure. 
Tears, Rozins, and Gums, I have not difcover’d that they 
make much ufe of; And as for Purging and Emeticks, fo 
much in fafhion with us, they never apply themfelyes to, un- 


againft the fame, ‘ona Bit of Leather. 


lefS in drinking vaft Quantities of their Yaupon or Tea, and upon. 


Vomiting it up again, as clear as they drink it. This is a 
Cuftom amongft all thofe that can procure that Plant, in 
which manner they take it every other Morning, or oftner ; 
by which Method they keep their Stomachs clean, without 
pricking the Coats, and {training Nature, as every Purge is 
anEnemy to. Befides, the great Diuretick Quality of their 
‘Tea carries off a great deal, that perhaps might prejudice 
their Health, by Agues, and Fevers, which all watry Coun- 
tries are addicted to ; for which reafon, 1 believe, it is, that 
the Jndians are not fo much addifed to that Diftemper, as 
we are, they preventing its feizing upon them, by this Plant 
alone. Moreover, I have remark’d, that it is only thofe 
Places bordering on the Ocean and great Rivers, that this. 
Diftemper is frequent in, and only on and near the fame 
Places this Evergreen is to be found ; and none up towards 
the Mountains, where thefe Agues feldom or never appear ; 
Nature having provided fuitable Remedies, in all Coun- 
tries, proper for the Maladies that are common thereto. 
The Savages of Carolina have this Tea in Veneration, above 
all the Plants they are acquainted withal, and tell you, the 
Difcovery thereof was by an infirm Jrdianz, that labour’d un- 
der the Burden of many rugged Diftempers, and could not 
bé cured by all their Doétors ; fo, one day, he fell afleep, 
_ and dreamt, that if he took a Decoétion of the Tree that 
_ grew at-his Head, he would certainly be cured ; upon which 
he awoke, and faw the Yaupon or Caffena-Tree, which was no¢

I ne- 
ver faw but-one: or two thus. afflicted, The Struma is 
not uncommon amongft:thefe Savages; and another Diftem- 
per; which ts;' im fome refpects, like the Pox, but is attended 
with, no Gonorrhea. » This not feldom bereaves them of 
their Nofe. I have feen three or four of them render’d moft 
miferable»Spediacles, by this Diftemper.. Yet, when they 
| have been: fo negligent, as to let it runon fo far withoue 
| curbing of it; atJaft, they.make fhift to patch themfelves 
}: up, and:live for many. years after 5 and fuch Men commonly 
turn Dodétors. .I have known two or three of thefe no-nofe 
_ Dodtors in great Efteem amongit thefe Savages. The Juice 
of the Tulip-Tree is ufed as a proper Remedy for this Di- 
| ftemper. » What Knowledge they have in Anatomy, I cannot 
) _ tell, neither did:-I ever fee.them employ themfelves therein, 
unlefs, as 1 told you before,. when they make the Skeletons of 
their Kings and great Mens Bones. be 
- The Indians are very carelefs and negligent of their Health; 
as, by Drunkennefs, Wading in the Water, irregular Diet 
_ and Lodging, and a thoufand other Diforders, (that would 
_. kill an European) which they daily ufe. They boiland roaft 
their Meat extraordinary much, and eat abundance of Broth, 
except the Savages whom we call the naked Indians, who nated 
never eat any Soupe. They travel from the Banks of the Indians. 
Meffiafippi, to war againit the Sinwagars or Iroquois, and are, 
(if equal Numbers) commonly too hard for them. They 
_ will lie-andfieepin the Woods without Fire, being inur’d 
_ thereto. They are the hardieft of all, Jzdians, and run fo 
faft, that they are ik taken, neither do any Jrdians outrun 
them, if they are purli’d. Their Savage Enemies fay, their 
MimblenefS and Wind. proceeds from their never eating 
any Broth. ‘The Small-Pox has been fatal to thems they.smzl-pox, 
_ do-not-often efcape, when they are feiz’d with that Diftem- 
per, which is a: contrary. Fever to what they ever knew. - 
er Pe Gg2  Moft 
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oft certain, ithad never vifited America, before the Difco- 
very thereof by the Chriftians. Their running into the Wa- 
ter, in the Extremity of this Difeafe, ftrikes itin, and kills 
all that ufeit: Now they are become a little wifer , but for- 
merly it deftroy’d whole Towns, without leaving one Indian: 


alive in the Village. The Plague was never known amongft . 


them, that I could learn by what Enquiry I have made: 
Thefe Savages ufe Scarrification almoft in all Diftempers. 
‘Their chief Inftruments for that Operation is the Teeth of 
Rattle-Snakes, which they poifon withal. They take them 
out of the Snake’s Head, and fuck out the Poifon with their 
Mouths, (and fo keep them for ufe) and fpit out the Venom, 


which is green, and are never damag’d thereby. The Small- 


Pox and Rum have made fuch a DeftruGtion amongft them, 
that, on good grounds, I do believe, there is not the fixth 
Savage living within two hundred Miles. of all-our Settle= 


ments, as there were fifty Years ago. Thefe poor Grea» 


tures have fo many Enemies to deftroy them, that it’s a: 
wonder one of them is left alive near us. The Small-pox I 
have acquainted you withal above, and fo I have of Rum. 
and fhall only add, that they have got a way to carry it back 


to the Weftward Indians, who never knew what it was, till — 


within very few Years.. Now they have it brought them by 
the Tuskeruro’s, and other Neighbour-Jndians, but the Tuske= 
ruros chiefly, who carry it in Rundlets feveral hundred. 
Miles, amongft other Indians. Sometimes they. cannot for- 
bear breaking their Cargo, but fit down in the: Woods, and’ 
drink itall up, and then hollow and fhout like fo many Bed= 
lamites. I accidentally once met with one of thefe drunken 
Crews, and wasamaz’d to fee a Parcel of drunken Savages 
fo far from any Exglifhman’s Houfe; but the Jvdians 1 had in 


drunk all their Stock, as is very common for them to do. 


But when they happen to carry it fafe, (which is feldom,

Thereupon, the 
Buyer.finds another Mouthpiece to meafure the Rum by; fo 
that this Trading is very agreeable to the Spectators, to fee 
fach a deal of Quarrelling and Controverfy, as often hap- 
pens, about it, and is very diverting. : 
Another Deftroyer of them, is, the Art they have, and of- Poifoning 


ten pradtife, of poifoning one another ; which is done by a of Taylor. 


large, white, {pungy Root, that grows inthe Frefh-Marfhes, 
which is oneof their Poifons; not but that they. have many 
other Drugs, which they poifon one another withal. 
Laftly, the continual Wars thefe Savages maintain, one Hom the 


~ Nation againft another, which fometimes hold.for fome A- Indians 


ges, killing and making Captives, till they become fo weak "> 
thereby, that they are forced to. make Peace for want of Re=. 


_eruits, to fupply their Wars; and the Difference of Lan-- 


guages, that is found amongft’thefe Heathens, feems alto- 
gether ftrange. For it often-appears, that every dozen Miles,. 
you meet with an Indian Town, that is quite different from 
the others»you laft parted:withal.; and whata little fupplies. 
this: Defect is, that the moft powerful Nation of thefe Savages. 
fcorns to treat or trade with any others (of fewer Num- 
bers and lefs. Power). in any other Tongue but their own,. 
which ferves forthe Linguaof the Country, with which we 
travel and deal; as for Example, we fee that the Tuskeruro’s. 
are moft numerous in North-Carolina, therefore their Tongue 
is-underftood by fome in every Town of all the Azdians near 
us. And. here I fhall infert a fmall Didtionary of every, 


- ‘Fongue, though not Al phabetically digefted. 
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To repeat more of this Jwdian Jargon, would be to trou- Indian 
ble the Reader 5 and as an Account. how imperfed they are“Pee 
in their Moods and Tenfes, has been given by feveral alrea- 
dy, I fhall only add, that their Languages or Tongues are fo 
deficient, that you cannot fuppofe the Indians ever could ex- 
prefs themfelves in fuch a Flight of Stile, as Authors would 
have you believe. ‘They are {o far from it, that they are but 


_ jaft able to make one another underftand readily what they 


talk about. As for the two Confonants Z and Fe Fouever..- 
Knew them in any Jndiaw Speech I have met withal; yet I 
muft tell you, that they have fuch a Way of abbreviating 
their Speech, when in their great Councils and Debates, that 
the young Men do not uaderftand what they treat about, 
when they hear them argue. It is wonderful, what has OCc= 
cafion’d fo many different Speeches as the Savages have. 

The three Nations I now mention’d, do not live above ten 
Leagues diftant, and two of them, viz. the Tuskeruro’s and Tartari-. 
the Woccon, are not two Leagues afunder ; yet their Speech an Aurd:. 
differs in every Word thereof, except one, whichis T/aure, 
Cockles, which is in both Tongues the fame, and nothing elfe. 

Now this Difference of Speech caufes Jealoufies and Fears aq 
mongit them, which bring Wars, wherein they deftroy one 
another , otherwife the Chriftians had not (ia all Probabi- 


lity) fettled America fo eafily, at they have done, had thefe 


Tribes of Savages united themfelves into one People or ge- 
neral Intereft, or were théy fo but every hundred Miles. In 
fhort, they are an odd fort of People under the Circum- 
{tances they are at prefent, and have fome fuch uncouth 
Ways in their Management and Courfe of Living, that it 


feems a Miracle to us, how they bring about their Defigns, 5 


as they do, when their Ways are commonly quite contrary 
toours. I believe, they are (as to this Life) a very happy . 
People ; and were it not for the Feuds amongft themfelves, 


_ they would enjoy the happieft State (in this World) of all 


Mankind. They met with Enemies when we came amongft 
them ; for they are no nearer Chriftianity now, than they 
were at the firft Difcovery, to all Appearance. They have 
learnt feveral Vices of the Europeans, but not one Vertue, a8 {ndianc 


-. I know of, Drunkennef$ was a Stranger, when'we found lean of 


them out, and Swearing their Speech cannot expres ; yetthe Euro- 
thofe that {peak Englifh, learn to fwear the firft thing ‘they 2° 
- s rite ‘ H 2 talk

talk of. It’s true, they have fome Vertues and fome Vices ; 
but how the Chriftians can bring thefe People into the Bo- 
fom of the Church, is a Propofal that ought to be form'd 
and follow’d by the wifeft Heads and beft Chriftians. After 
{have given one Remark or two farther, of fome of their 
ftrange Practices and Notions, I will give my Opinion, how 
Ithink, in probability, it nay be (if poffible) effered, and’ fo 
. fhall conclude this Treatife of Carolina. 

They are a very craving People, and if a Man-give them 
any thing of a Prefent, they think it obliges him to give 
them another ; and fo on, till he has given them all he has ; 
for they have no Bounds of SatisfaGtion in that way; and if 
they give you any thing, it is to receive twice the Value of itn. 
They have no Confideration that you will want what you 
give them; for their way of Living is fo contrary to ours, 
that neither we nor they can fathom one anothers Defigns 
and Methods. They call Rum and Phyfick by one Name, 
which implies that Rum make People fick, as when they have 
taken any poifonous Plant ;yet they cannot forbearRum, They 
make Offerings of their Firft-Pruits, and the more ferious fort 
of them throw into the Afhes, near the Fire, the firft Bit 
or Spoonful of every Meal they fit down ‘to, which, they 
fay, is the fame to them, as the pulling off our Hats, and 
talking, when we go to Vidtuals, is to us. They name the 
Months very agreeably, as one is the Herring-Month, ano- 
ther the Strawberry-Month, another the Mulberry-Month, 


Others name them by the Trees that bloffom; efpecially, 


the Dogwood-Tree; orthey fay, we will return when Tur- 
key-Cocks gobble, that is in A¢arch and April. The Age of 


the Moon they underftand, but know no different Name for — 


Sun and Moon. They can guefs well at the time of the 


Day, by the Sun’s Height. Their Age they number by Win-_ 


ters, and fay, fuch a Man or Woman is fo many Wintersold. - 


They have.no Sabbath, or Day of Reft. Their Slaves are. 


“nol over-burden'd with Work, and fo not driven by Severity 


a éek for that Relief, Thofe that arencoranrd with the 
_ Engl fh, and {peak the Tongue, know when Suday comes ; be-— 


fides, the Jndians have a diftina Name fot Chriffmas which 


they call Winnick Kefhufe, or the Englifhmans Gods Moon, 
There is one moft abominable Cuftom amongft them, whi 
they call Husquenawing their young Men; which Phave no 
- m 
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Injury, that ventured in among 
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made any Mention of as yet, fo will. give you an Account 
of it here. You muft know, that moft commonly, once a 
Year, or, at fartheft, once in two Years, thefe People take 
up fo many of their young Men, as they thiak are able to 
undergo it, and hufquexaugh them, which is to make them 
obedient and refpettive to their Superiors, and (as they fay) 
is the fame to them, as it is to us to fend our Children to. 


School, to be taught good’ Breeding and Letters. This Honfe 


of Correction is a. large {trong Cabin, made on purpofe for 
the Reception of the young Men and Boys, that have not 
paffed this Graduation already ; andit is always at Chriffmas 
that they hufquenaugh their Youth, which is by bringing 
them into this Houfe, and keeping them. dark all the time,, 
where they more than: half-ftarve them... Befides, they give 
them Pellitory-Bark, and feveral intoxicating Plants, that 
make them go. raving mad. as ever. were any Peoplein the 
World; and you may hear them make the moft difmal and 
hellifh Cries, and Howlings, that ever humane Creatures ex- 
prefs'd; all which continues about five or fix Weeks, and. 
the little Meat they eat, is the naftieft, loathfome ftuff, and. 
mixt with all manner of Filth it’s poffible to get. After the: 
Time is expired, they are brought out of the Cabin, which. 
never isin the Town, but always a diftance off, and. guarded 
by a Jaylor or two, who watch by Turns. Now, when they 
firft come out, they are as poor as ever any Creatures were. 
for you muft know feveral die under this diabolical Purga- 


tion. Moreover, they cither really are, or pretend to be. - 


dumb,.and do not {peak for feveral Days; I think, twenty 


or thirty; and look fo gaftly, and are.fo chang’d, that it’s 


next to an Impoflibility to know them again, although you. 


was never fo well acquainted with them before. I would faim 


have gone into the niad Houfe, and have feen them in theic 
timeof Purgatory, but the King would not fuffer,it, becaufe, 
he told me, they would do me, ‘or any other white Man, an. 
ventured aft them : fo I defifted. “They 

play this Prank with Girls as wellas Boys, and I believe it. 
a.miferable Life. they endure, becaufe Ihave known feverak 
of them. run away, at that time, to avoid it. Now, the 
Saraeeay if it was not for this, they could never keep their. 
Youth in Sabjeion, belides, that it hardens them ever after: 
tothe Fatigues of War, Hunting, and all manner of “a 
wet 4: 
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fhip, which their way of living expofes themto. Béfides, they - 
add, that it carries off chofe infirm weakBodies, that would have 
beert’qnly a Burden “and Difprace to their Nation; and faves 
the’ Victuals and Cloathing for better People, that would 
have been expended ‘on fuch ufelefs Creatures. Thefe Sava- 
ges are defcribed in their proper Colours, but by a very few; 
for thofe that generally write Hiftories of this new World, 
are fuch as Intereft, Preferment, and Merchandize,. drew. 
thither, and know no more of that People than I do of 
the Laplanders, which is only by Hear-fay. And if we will 
make‘ juft Remarks, how near fuch Relations generally ap- 
proach Truth and Nicety, we fhall find very few of them 
worthy of Entertainment; and as for the other part of the 
Volume, it is generally ftufft with Invectives againft the Go- 
vernment they lived under’, on*which Stage is commonly 
acted greater Barbarities, in Murdering worthy Mens Repu- 
tations, than all the Savapesin the new World are capable 
of equalizing, or fo much as imitating. =, | 

~ And fince [ hinted at a Regulation of the Savages, and to 
propofe a way to convert them to Chriftianity, I will firft 
particularize the feveral “Nations of Jzdiaes that are our 
Neighbours, and then proceed to whatI promis’d. °

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Now, there appears to’be’ one thoufand fix hundred and 
twelve Fighting Men, of ourNeighbouring Indians; and pro- 
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_ bably, there are three Fifths of Women and Children, not-in- 


cluding Old Men, which’amounts to four thoufand and thirty 
Savages, befides the five Nations lately come. Now, as 
I before hinted, we will fee what.groundsthere are to make 


- thefe People ferviceable to us, and.better. themfelves theres 


on afair Scheme, we muft firft allow thefe Savages what 
really belongs to them, that is, what good Qualities, and 
natural Endowments, they poflefs,; whereby. they being in 
their proper Colours, the Rvent may be better gueis’d at, and 
fathom’d. 

Firft, they are as apt to learn any Handicraft, as any Peo= 
ple that the World affords; I will except none; as is feen 


by. their Canoes and Stanking Heads, which they make of 


themfelves ; but to my purpofe, the Indiae Slavesin South 
Carolina, and elfewhere, make-my Argument good:. 
Secondly, we have no difciplin’d Men in Europe, but what 


have, atone time or other, been branded with Matining, and. 
-Murmuring ,againft their.Chiefs.. Thefe Savages are never: 


found guilty of that great Crime in a Soldier; challenge all 
Mankind to tell me of one Inftance of it ; befides, they never 


prove Traitors to their Native Country, but.rather chuf | 


Death than partake and fide with the Enemy.. 
They naturally poflefs the Righteous Man’s Gift ; they are 


Patient under all Afflictions, and havea great many other 
Natural Vertues, which I have flightly touch’d throughout 


the. Account of thefe Savages. 7 


_. They are really better to us, than we are to them; they 
always give us Viduals at their Quarters, and take care we 
-are arm’d againft Hunger and Thirft: We do not fo by 


them ( generally {peaking ) but let them walk by our Doors 


Hungry, and do not often relieve them.. We: look upon 
them with Scornand Difdain, and think them little better 


than Beafts in Humane Shape, though if well examined, we 


fhall find that, for all. our Religion and Education, we pofless: 
‘more Moral Deformities, and Evils. than thefe Savages: do, 


or are. acquainted withal. 

We.reckon them Slaves in Comparifon to us, and Intru-- 
ders, as oft.as they enter our Houfes, or hunt near ot 
Sapdy bo: ae eae ' Dwele 
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Dwellings. But if we will admit. Reafon to be our Guide, fhe 
will informus, that thefe Ivdians are the freeft People in the 
World,.and fo far from being Intruders upon us, that we | 
have abandon’d our own Native Soil, to drive them out, and - 
poflef theirs; neither have we any ttue Balance, in Judging 
of thefe poor Heathens, becaufe we neither give Allowance 
for their Natural Difpofition, nor the Sylvian Education, and 
ftrange Cuftoms, (uncouth to us) they lie under and have 
’ ever been train’d up to; thefeare falfe Meafures for Chri- 
ftians to take, andindeed no Man can be reckon’d a Mo- 
ralift only, who will not make choice and ufe, of bet- 
cer Rules to walk and a& by: We trade with them, it’s true, 
but to what End? Not to fhew them the Steps of Vertue, and 
- the Golden Rule, to do as we would’be done by. No, we 
have furnifhed them with the Vice of Drunkennefs, which is 
the open Road to all others, and daily cheat them in every 
thing we fell, and efteem it a Gift of Chriftianity, not to 
fell to them fo cheap.as we do to the Chriftians, as we call our 
felves. Pray let me know where is there to be found one 
Sacred Command or Precept of our Maiter, that’ counfels us 
tofuch Behaviour? Befides, I-believe it will not appear, but 
that all the Wars, which we have had with the Savages, 
were occafion’d by the unjuft Dealings of the -Chriftians 
towards them. I can name more than a few, which my own 
Enquiry has given me a right Underftanding of, and I am 
afraid the remainder (if they. come to the teft) will prove 
themfelves Birds of the fame Feather. Ee 
Indians AS we arein Chriftian Duty bound, fo we muft ad and be- 
Avergon have ourfelves to thefe Savages, if weeither intend to be 
to Chrifti- ferviceable in converting them to the Knowledge of the 
amiys — Gofpel, or difcharge the Duty which every Man, within the 
. Pale of the Chriftian Church, is-bound to do. Upon this 
Score, we ought to fhew a Tendernefs for thefe Heathens 
under the weight of Infidelity; let us cherifh their good Deeds, | 
and, with Mildnefs and Clemency,make them feniible and for- 
warn them of their illones; let our Dealings be juft to them 
in every Refpeé, and fhew no ill Example, whereby the 
may think we advife them to praétife that which y-elwil 
not be conformable to ourfelves: Let them have cheap Pen- 
niworths. (without Guile in our Trading with them): and 
learn them the Myfteries of our Handicrafts, aswell as our

Thus we fhould be let into'a better Underftanding of the 
Indian Tongue, by our‘new Converts; and the whole Body 
of thefe People would arrive to the Knowledge ‘of our Reli= 
gion-and Cuitoms, and become as one People with us. By this 
Method alfo, we fhould havea true Knowledge of all thefidians 
Skillin Medicine and Surgery; they would inform us of the 
Situation ofour Rivers, Lakes, and Tra@s of Land in the

North and South-Carolina Settlements are diftant from 
one another fome hundreds of. Miles 5; fo that Neceffity 
compels each Colony to keep to themfelves, a Governour, 
Council and Affembly. The Governor reprefents the Lord- 
Palatine; the reft of the Counfellors are the Lord-Deputies 5 
who, of themfelves, make a Palatines Court, and a. Court 
of Chancery ; wherein they pafs feveral- Orders of Council, 
much*of theNature.of» the .Prince’s Proclamation ; which 
continues no longer in Force, than the next Affembly. Like- 
wife, they grant feveral: forts of Commiffions, Warrants,

The City of Panama ftands near the South Sea, 18 
Leagues from Nombre, de Dios,, which is on the. North 
Sea. The Compafs of it is but fmall, becaufe enclos’d on 
one Side by a Lake and Morafs, from which. fuch thick 
Vapors are exhal’d as render the Place unwholfome. It 
is built due Eaft and Weft, fo that, when the Sun ri- 
fes, there is no ftirring in any of the Streets, becaufe 
there is no Shade, and the Heat is exceflive, and fo. 
prejudicial to Health, that it is almoft certain. Death to 
he in it but a few Hours. There are good: wholefome. 
Places, but half a League from the Sea, where this City, 
might have been built at firft;, but the Honfes being ot 3 
great Value, becaufe Building is extraordinary chargeables, 
they have never remov’d from thence, tho’ they are fen- - 
fible of the great Inconveniency of it, and. this..chiefly-for 
that the ancient Conquerors are Dead, and the prefent — 
Inhabitants are all Traders, who only defign to ftay till 


they grow Rich. Thus when fome go, others come, and 


few, or none regard the publick..Good.. Clofe by. the 
City runs a River, whofe Springs are on the Mountains. 
It has other Liberties, and in them feveral other Rivers, 
upon fome of which the Spaniards have their. Settlements — 
and Farms, and have planted varions Sorts of the Pro- — 
du of Spain, as Orange, Citron, and Fig Trees. Befides — 
thefe there are other Kinds of the Country Fruit; being 
delicious Pine Apples, and Plantans ; Abundance of good 
Guaiavas, Caymitos, Aguacates, XC. The Fields are fullof 
great Flocks of Cattle, the Soil being proper for them. 
in the Rivers there is much Gold, whereof a great Quan-— 
tity was gather’d, as foon as the City was founded. It — 
has Plenty of Provifions, as being fupply’d from both Seas, 
the Northern, which brings the Ships from Spain to Mom- — 
bre de Dios, Lor Portobelo7} and the Southern, on which — 
they Sail to all the Ports of Perv. No European Wheat, 
or Barley grows within the. Liberties of this City; but — 
the Proprietors have good Crops in their Farms, of M4aiz, 
or Indian Wheat, and Meal brought them from Peru and 
Spain. All the Rivers afford Fith, and very good is taken 
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in the Sea, tho’ different from that in ours. Along the 


Shore, near the very Houfes of the City they find Abun- 
dance of very finall Mufcles, which they call Chucha, and 
J am’ apt’ to ‘believe the City was firft fettled there on 
that Account; becaufe that Fifh fecur’d the Spaniards a-: 


gainft Want. In the Rivers there. are, great Numbers 
of Alligators, fo large, and fierce, that it.-1s dreadful to 
behold: them. I have feenfome very great. in the Ri- 
ver of Cenu, and eaten many of their, Eggs they lay on 
the Shore. We found one of thefe Alligators upon dry 
_ Land; at the River of St. George, as we went with Captain 
Caceres, to difcover the Provinces of Urute; it was above 
20 Foot in Length, we kill’d it with our Lances, tho’ 
it was wonderful fierce, and being very hungry we cat 
it, but the Flefh is naught, and has a loathfome Scent. 
Thefe Crocédiles have Devour’d many Spaniards, Indians, 
and Horfes,’as:they crofs’éd thefe, Rivers, Travelling from 
one Place to another. ; . 

There are but few of the Natives left in the Territory 
of this. City, moft of them being confum’d. by the ill 
Ufage they have receiv’d from the. Spaniards, and by Di- 
feafes. that .rag’d. among them. The City is chiefly. 
inhabited by confiderable Merchants from all Parts, who

Within the Town, and on the Banks of the Rivers

| try there are fome Indians, and Caciques, who were for=,

W_¥ Aving pais’d thofe Plains and Forefts above mention’d, 
H we come to the long, and wide Mountain of Abibe, _ Abide 
which thrufts on its Ridge to the Weftwatd, runs through 74" 
‘many feveral Provinces, and Parts others. The whole 
length of it is not certainly known ; the Breadth in 
fome Places is 20 Leagues, in others much more, and now 
and then fomething lefs. The Roads the Indians had to 
crofs thefe uncooth Mountains, feveral Parts whereof are 
inhabited, were fo bad, and difficult, that Horfes | could 
not pafs along them. Captain Francés’ Cefar, was the firft 
Chriftian that went over them, travelling Eaftward, till, 
with immenfe Labour, he came into the Valley of Guaca, 
which is beyoad the Mountain, where the Ways are moft — 
rugged, being all cover’d -with Woods and’ Shrubs,’ the 
Roots whereof are’ fo thick, that théy entangle’the Feet 
of Men and Horfes. It’ is very troublefome climbing to 
the Top of the Mountain; and the Defctent more’ Dan- 
gerous.. When we went down it, with the Licentiate 
Sohn de Vadillo, the fides of it, for the moft Part, being 
very upright’ and . difficult}: a fort of Wall “was -rais’d 
with forked Timbers and Poles, and -agréat déal of Earth, 
that. the Horfes. might go fafe; and ‘tho’ ‘this did forme 
- good,. yet feveral’Horfes tumbl’d' down, and were beaten 
» to Pieces, and even fume Spaniards dy’d; and others were . 
fo fick, that rather than go on with fo much Toil, they 
hid themfelves among the Thickets, on the Morntaitis, 
expécing: Death in a mofP'miferable Condition ;’for Fear 
thefe who were in Health: fhould‘ carry them away, if 
they .were found.’ Some “Horfes were alfo Wéfe, behind’ 
alive, being fo {pent that, they could go no farther. Many 
Blacks ran away, and others perifh’d. We that went 
that Journey fuffer’d very much, as will appear‘ by what 
I have faide There -are no Habitations on the Top of 
the-Mountainy orif any be; they “are. remote from ‘that 
waicuag; Ce AGEN 8 I! . Part 
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Part where we crofsd it, for there are every where 
Valleys in the Breadth of thefe Mountains, and in 
-them Abundance of Indias, very rich in Gold. The. 
Rivers that fall from this. Mountain to the Weftward, 
have been found to roul much of that Mettle. It tains 
on them the greateft Part of the Year, and the Trees 
are continually dripping with the Water that falls. 
There is no Grafs for the Horfes, but only fome fhort 
Palm-Trees, which fhoot long Leaves, and the Palmites 
in the Heart of them exceflive bitter, which I have eaten 
through extraordinary Hunger. The Rain being continu» 
al, and the Spaniards, and other Travellers always wet, 
they muft inevitably perifh, if they wanted Fire. And 
tho’ there is no want of Wood on thefe Mountains, it is all 
fo wet, that. it would rather quench than feed the Flames. ~ 
to fupply this want, which would be very great, Nature 
has provided certain tall flender Trees, that look :almoft 
like Afhes,. the infide Wood: of them white and very 
dry.

He had a Brother call’d Quinucho, who 
was his Lord Lieutenant, or Viceroy over the Indians 
inhabiting the Mountains of _Abibe, we have already men- 
tion’d and other Parts. He always furnifh’d the Cacique 
with Abundance of Swine, Fith, Fowl, and other things 
that Country affords, and they paid him Tribute in 
Cotton Cloth, and Gold. When he went to the Wars 
he was follow’d by great Numbers of Men in Arms, and 
when he happen’d to travel about the Vales, was car-. 
ryd by the Prime Men, on a thing like a Bier, adorn’d 
with Gold. He kept many Wives; and before his Door, 
as alfo before thofe of his Commanders, many Heads of 
their Enemies were fet up, as Trophies, after they had 
eaten their Bodies. ‘ é 
All the Natives of this Country did eat Man’s Flefh, with- 
out any Mercy, for they devour’d all they took, provided 
they were not of the fame Town. There are Abundance 
of large burial Places, .which it is likely muft be ve- 
ty rich ; and they had formerly a-great-Houfe, or Tem- 
ple dedicated to the Devil; the Timber Work whereof I 
faw my felf. When Captain Francis Cefar enter’d this 
Vale, the Natives conducted him to that Houfe, or Tem- 
ple, believing, that fince the Number of:Chriftians he had 
with him was fo fmall, they might eafily kill them, and 
accordingly above 20000 Men appear’d in Arms, with 
much Noife and Confufion; yet tho’ the Spaniards were 
but. 39, and had-only 13:Horfes, they behay’d themfelves 


fo bravely, that the Jndians fied, after an ob{tinate Hight, 


, which 
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which lafted a confiderable Time, leaving the Chriftians 
» Mafters of the Field, .whére €efar Mhew’d he well deferv’d - 
that Name. Thofe who write of Cartagena, have enough 
to fay of this Commander; what I mention is only for 
-the rendring my Work more plain and intelligible. Had 
any confiderable number of Spaniards enter’d this Valley 
with Cefar, they wou'd ‘all’ moft certainly have enrich’d 
themfelves, and carry’d away Abundance of Gold, which 
the Jndians, afterw aids reniov’d, by the Advice of the De-. 
vil, who»gave them: noticé of our Coming, as they them- 
felves do declare, and affirm. Before the Indians fell up- 
on Captain Ce/ar, they conduéted kim to the Houfe, above- 
meation’d, which, as they fay, was deputed to honour 
the Devil, and digging there, difcover’d a Vault handfome- 
ly built, with the Mouth of it towards the Baft, and* in 
it many Pots full of Gold Ornaments, moft of it one and 
twenty Carats fine, which. amounted to above 40009 Du-. 
cats. They told him, here was another Honfe farther 
_ On, and by it another Tomb, like that, but much richer ; 

befides which they affirm’d he wou’d mect with others 
in the Valley,’ ftill greater and wealthier, tho’ that they 
{poke of was very confiderable. When we came after= 
wards with FVadilll, we found fome of  thofe Tombs em--. 
pty’d, and the Houfe, or Temple burnt down. An In- 
dian Woman, that belong’d to one Baptift Zimbron told’ 
me, That when Cefzr was gone back to Cartagena, all the 
prime Men of thofe- Valleys ‘met, and after performing 
their Sacrifices, and Ceremonies, the Devil, whom in their. 
Language they call Guaca, appear’d to them, in the Shape 
of a fierce Tiger, and told them, That thofe Chriftians 
were come from beyond the Séa; and that they wou’d 
foon return much ftronger, and endeavour to poflefs them 
of, and fubdue the Country, and therefore they muft pre- 
pare to War with them. Having given them this Ac-. 
count, he immediately vanifh’d, and they began to Arm,, 
init drawing valt ‘Treafire out of many Tombs. 
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“The Manners, and Caffoms of thefe Indians; what Wea- 
pons they ufe. and what Ceremonies they prattife, and

TIHE People of thefe Valleys were . brave, for Jndi- 
“% ans, and therefore they were much dreaded by 
their Neighbours. The Men go naked and barefoot, 
wearing only narrow Clouts, which cover their Privities, 
ty’d about their Wafte with a String. _ They value them- 
felves upon having very long Hair. The Weapons they 
ufe- are Darts, and long Pikes, amade of the black Palm- 
Tree above-mention’d, Javelins, Slings, and long Staves, 
like two Handed Swords, or Faulchions, which they call 
Mazanas. The Women from, the, Wafte downwards have 
Pieces of fine Cotton, Cloth cufioufly colour’d, wrapp’d 
about them. When the great'Men marry, they perform ~ 
a Sort, of Sacrifice to their. God, and, aflembling together 
in a Houfe, where the moft beautiful Women are plac’d 
beforehand, they pick out her they like beft, and her 

Son is Heir, but if the Lord has no Son, then his Sifter’s

_Thefe People border on another. Nation, call’d Tatabe 
very full of wealthy, and warlike Indians, much refem-- 
bling their Neighbours in Manners. They build their 
Houfes on mighty Trees, and fram’d with tall thick forked 
Timbers, each of them containing above 200 Inhabitants; 
the Joices and Rafters.are no lefs. bulky, and they co- 
ver’d with Palm Leaves. Thefe Nations extend as far 
as the South Sea Weftward, and Haftward. they border 
on the great River of Darien. All the Country hereabouts 
is full of wild and dreadful. Mountains; and about this. 
Place is faid to be the prodigious Treafitre of Dabaybe, fo 
much fpoken of in the Province of Tierra Firme. On the —

Borderers are certain Indians, inhabiting the fertile, and — 
plentiful Valleys call’d of Nore, and in one of them now 
ftands the the City of Aztiocha.

‘brought home, they made the fame ufeas of their Wives. 


If they prov’d with Child, they bred up the Infants very 
cheerily, till. they..came..to. 12, or. 13. Years old, and at 
that Age, being well fatted, they fed on them as a great 
Dainty, without regarding, that. they were their own 
Flefh and, Blood; and, thus they .kept..\Women, only to be- 
get Children on them,.to ferve them for Food; an Abo-.

Town, is very large, populous, and richer than 
any about it, containing above 20000 Indians able to bear 
Arms, at the Time when | writ this; which was when 
firft we Spaniards enter’d it, without reck’ning Women, 
and Children. Their Houfes were very large and round, 
compos’d of great Poles, and: Beams, reaching from the 
‘Top to. the Bottom,*and. forming a fmall round Arch 
above, wherethe Timber Work ended, the Covering of 
Straw. Within thefe Houfes there were feveral Apart- 
ments fever’d with Mats, and they contain’d many In- 
habitants. The Length» of the Province is about ten 
Aeagues, and the Breadth fix, or feven; full of very un- 
cooth bare Mountainsj:.without any Wood. The Vales 
and Sides. of the Hills: look like Orchards, they. are fo

When any of thefe Jzdians were fick, they offer’d migh- 
ty Sacrifices for their Health as they. were taught by 
their Forefathers. The Prime Men married their Neices, 
and fome their own Sifters; and had many Wives; and 
did eat the Indians they kill’d, like their Neighbours. 
When they. went to War, they all wore Valuable Or- 
naments of Gold, great’ Crowns on their Heads, and 
maffive Bracelets on their Arms, and carried rich Colours 
before them. I faw one they prefented Captain George 
Robledo, the firft time we came into their Province with 
him, which weigh’d 3090 and odd Pieces of eight ; and 
at the fame time they gave him a Gold Cup, worth 290, 
befides two Mens: Burthen of this fame Metal, in feveral 
forts of Ornaments. The Standard was a long-and nar- 
row Piece of Cloth, fet upon a Staff, and all cover’d with 
{mall Pieces of Gold, fome like Stars, and others round. 

In this Province there are Abundance of Fruit-treess . 
fome Deer, and thofe they call Guadaquinajes, and other 
Game, as alfo feveral other forts of Provilions of the Growth 
of the Earth, and favoury Roots. From henc@swe pro-- 
ceeded to the Teritory of Quizbaya, in which the City 
Cartago is feated, being twenty two Leagues from the- 
Town of Arma. Between thefe two Teritories of Carra- 
pa and Ouinbaya lies.a very: {pacious Valley, not inhabited, - 
which belong’d to: the Tyrant abovemention’d, call’d Yr= 
vua, Who. commanded at Carrapa. His Predeceflors and 
he had bloody Wars with the People of Quinbiya, who 
forc’d them from their Native Country, and they pof 
felled themfelves of Carrapa. It was reported, there were 
wealthy Graves of great Men in it. 
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Of ‘the Province of Quinbaya, and the Cafloms of its 
“Caciques; aad of the Founding the City Cartago,

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ICHE Territory of Quinbaya is about 15 Leagues in 
_ Length, and 10 in Breadth, from Rio Grande, that 


all of it very populous, and not fo uncooth and craggy 


as the laft. There . are fpacious: Bields of Canes: in it, . 


fo thick, that there is no pafling through them, without 
much Trouble, and all the Gountry is fo full of them, 
that I have never feen or heard of the like in any Part 
of the Weft-Indies, whigh Nature feems to have provi- 
ded, that the Natives might not be at a Lofs to build 
their Houfes. The Snowy Mountain, that is the great Ridge 
of the -Azdes, is feven Leagues from the-Towns of this Pro- 
vince.

_ that unlefs a Man be very wellacquainted with the 
Country, he will be loft in them, andnever find his Way 
out; and amongthem thereare many of thofe Trees they 
call Ceybas, very thick and fpreading, befides feveral.other _ 
Sorts of Trees I cannot mention, .as not. knowing their 
Names. ‘There are vaft Cavities in fome of them, where 
Bees breed, and when they have made their ‘Combs, there 
is as good Honey taken from them, as any in Spain. There 
is one Sort of Bees, that are little bigger than Guats, clofe . 
to the opening. of the Comb, after itis well put together, 
there fticks outa little’ hollow: Pipe, or Fiftula, like Wax, 
and»about the Length of half a Finger, thro which thefe 
Bees. pafs.to work, loaded with what they have gather’d 
from the-Flowers.

I took fome of them my 
felf, but faw more taken by one Peter de Velafco, an In- 


habitant of Cartago.- | 

Belides the Sorts of Fruit already mention’d, there is 
another in this Province, call’d Caymito, as big as a 
Peach, black,: and has very final! Stones within, and a Milky 
Subftance; which clings ‘fo fafk to: the Lips and Hands, 
that it is‘ hard to be °got’ ‘off ‘There is” another Sort 
the Spaniards call Plums, excellently relift’d, as alfo Agnaca- 
tes, Guavas and Guayavas, and others as fower as Lemmons, 


1 of a good Scent and Taft. The Canes ‘growing {0 thick 


in the Fields, there are. many wild’ Beafts among thetn, 
and great Lions, and a Creature like a fmall Fox, the 
Tail long, and the Legs fhort, of a dark Colour, and the 
Head like a Fox. I once faw one of thefe, that had feven 
Young ftanding by her, and hearing a Noife open’d a 
Purfe, or Bag, Nature had provided at its Belly, into 
which fhe receiv’d them, and fled fo fwiftly, that I was 
amazd to fee fo fmall a Creature run fo faft, with fach 
a Burden. This Animal is call’d Chucha. There are very 
venomous {mall Snakes, Abundance of Deer, fome Rabits, 
and many Gwadaquinajes, which are a little bigger than 
Hares, and their Flefh good to eat. Many ‘other things 
1 omit, as thinking them inconfiderable. ‘i 

The City Cartago is feated on the flat Top of a Hill, 
between two Brooks, 7 Leagues from the great River of 
Santa Adarta, and near a fmall one, of whofe Water the 
Spaniards drink. Over it is always a Bridge of the large 
Canes, made as has been defcrib’d above. The Ways, and 
- Avenues to the City on all Sides are bad and difficult, 
. being extraordinary Dirty in Winter, It Rains the grea- 
| teft “Part of the Year, and there is dreadful Lightning, 
fome of which does Harm. This City is fo well Ria ya 
. I that 
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that the Inhabitants need not fear it fhould be taken: 
from them; and the Reafon is, becaufe no Man can fee 
it, till he comes up to the very Houfes. The Founder 
was the fame Captain George Robledo, who built the reft 
already mention’d, in the Year 1542. The Name of Car-_ 
tago, Or Carthage, was given it, becaufe molt of the 


-Conguerors and Difcoverers that were with €aptain Ro- 


bledo at that Time, came from Cartagena: eg 
Now I am come to this City of Cartago, 1 will, pro- 
ceed, to give an Account of the great and. fpacious Vale. 
in which the City Cal: is feated, and. that of Popayan, 
the way to which is through Fields of Canes, till we — 
come out toa Plain, that is crofsd by a great River, 
call’d de la Vieja, that is, of the Old Woman, being four 
Leagues from the City, and troublefome enough to. pafs. 
in Winter. Next we came to Rio Grande, or the Great 
River, a League from it, and having crofs’d it on Floats,, 
or in Canoos, the two Roads join in. one, that is, thofe 
from Cartagena, and ftom Anzerma. From the laft of — 
them to the City Cali is 50 Leagues; and from.the firfi,

His Vale begins to fpread it felf from the City of © 

Popayan, among the Ridges. of Mountains I have 
mention’d, being 12 Leagues over, in fome. Places more). 
and in others lefs, contracting fo much at Times, and 
fo confining the River which runs through it, that there 
is no Poflibility of going on it in Boats, Floats, or any — 
other way, for the Stream is fo Furioufly Rapid, and: 
‘there are fo many Rocks and Whirlpools, that they fink — 
all that is on it, and many Spaniards and Indians, with 
Goods of much Value have been café away, without be-— 
ing able to reach the Shore, All this Vale from the €i- 


of feveral Nations and Cuftoms, 
rous, for the moft part Man-eaters, and fond of human 
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ty Cali to thefe Narrow -Pafles, was formerly full of 


Large and Handfome Towns, confifting of Spacious’ 


Houfes, ftanding clofe together. Thefe Towns and Iv- 


z= 


dians are all confum’d by War, and Length of Time; — 


for when the Commander Sebaftian de 
was their firft Difcoverer and Conqueror, came among 
them, they always receiv’d him in Arms, fighting feve- 
ral Battles with the Spaniards, in Defence of their Coun- 
try and Liberties, fo that-many of them perifh’d by the 
Sword. There is another Reafon, why they were fo foon 
deftroy’d, viz. That Capt. Belalcazar founded the City Calz 
in thefe Plains, and amidft the Jzdiap Dwellings, whence 
it was afterwards remov’d to the Place, where it now 
flands. The Natives were fo obftinate in refufing to be 
Friends with the Spaniards, whofe Dominion they look’d 
upon as infupportable, that they woud not fow, or till 
their Lands, which eccafion’d fuch Scarcity, that moft of 
them died. When the Spaniards were gone from that Place, 
Abundance of the Mountain Indians, who liv’d above the 
Valley came down, and fell upon fuch of the miferable 
Natives as remain’d, who were Sick and Starv’d, -moft of 
whom, in a fhort time they kill’d and devour’d; and thefe 


Belalcazar, who 


are the Reafons, why farce any of thofe People are left, 


On the other Side of the River Eaftward are the Moun- 
tains Andes, beyond which is another more {pacious and 
beautifal Valley, call’d of Neyva, through which the other 


_ Branch of the great River of Santa Marta pafles. On both 


the Sides of the Mountains there were many Indianz Towns, 
all of them very barba- 


Flefh. On the Top of the Mountain there are fome finall 
Vales, which make the Province of Byga, the Natives 
whereof are brave Soldiers. They boldly met the Spaniards 
that went thither, when Chriftepher de Ayala was kill’d, 
without the leaft Fear ; and after he was flain, his Goods 
were publickly fold at prodigious Rates, for they gave 1600 
Pieces of Hight for a Sow and one Pig; finall Pigs yielded 
500 Pieces of Hight each, anda Sheep of Peru, 280 Pieces 
of Bight, which I faw paid by one Andrew Gomez, now 
an Inhabitant of Cartago, to Peter Romero of Anzerma. The 
1600 Pieces of Eight tor the Sow and Pig, the el ae 
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ar, recoverd out of the Goods af. 
the Marfhal Don George Rebledo, who was the Buyer; and: 
I faw that fame Sow -eaten one Day, at an Entertainment 
made, prefently after we came to the City Cali, with Va- 
dillo. ‘ohn Pacheco, one of the Conquerors, who is now 
in Spain, gave 225 Pieces of Hight for a Pig, and Knives 
were fold for 15 Pieces of Hight each. I heard Serome Lewis 
Texelo fay, that when he went with Captain Atichael Mun- 
20x, upon the Expedition they call, de la Vieja} he gave 
thirty Pieces of Eight for a Packing Needle, to make a 
Pair of Packthread Buskins, and’I my felf have given Hight 
Pieces of Bight in Gold for a Pair of thofe Buskins; and 
a fingle Sheet of Paper ‘was fold at Cai for. thirty. Pieces. 
of Hight. : ed 
Much more might be faid here to the Honour> of. our 
Spaniards, for they value. Money no more than Dirt, when 
they want any thing. They gave an hundred Pieces. of 
Erght and more for Pigs in the Sows.Belly, before: they 
were farrow’d. I will not go about to argue, whether 
they were to be commended, who bought at thefe Rates, 
that there might be an Increafe, but the Reader may ob- 
ferve how much was difcover’d, and inhabited from the 
Year 1527to 1§47- This will make all Men denfible of the 
Honour that is due to the Difcoverers and Conquerors, 
who have labour’d fo much in thefe Parts; and how - rea+ 
fonable it is that his Majefty fhould reward thofe whohave 
undergone fuch Fatigues, and ferv’d him Loyally,. without 
treating the Indians barbaroufly ; for thofe who have been 
guilty of it, in my Opinion, rather deferv’d to be punifh’d 
than preferr’d. At the time when this Province was dif- 
covering, they bought Horfes at 3 and 4000 Pieces of Bight, 
and there are fome to this Day, that. have not been able 
to difcharge thofe old Debts, and tho’ their. Bodies are 
full of Scars, and worn out with long Service, their €re- 
ditors throw. them into Goal upon that Seore. ctl 
Beyond the Mountains lies the great Vale abovemen- 
tion’d, where the Town of Neyva ftood, and to. the Weft- 
ward of it, there are Greater and more Populous. Towns 
on the Hills, for I have already fhewn how. thofe in the 
Plains came to fail. The Mountain Towns reach to the. 
Coaft of the South Sea, and run on Southward, Their 
eh aie Houfes 
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large Trees, rais‘d like-upper Stories, in which many Ia- 
habitants live. The Soilis very fertile, and abounds in 
Swine, Dantas, and other wild Beafts, and. Birds, as Pea- 
cocks, Parrots, Guacamayas, and Pheafants; and there is 
Plenty of Fifh. The Rivers we may fafely affirm are ex- 
traordinary rich in'Gold.. Not far off runs the great Ri- 
ver Darien, much fpoken of, on. account of the City that 
ftood upon’ ‘it. Moft of  thefe Nations eat» Man’s. Flefh. 
Some of them have Bowsand Arrows, and others the 
Cltibs or Afazanas ‘abovemention’d,.as alfo long Spears and 
Darts. © Me 

Another Province lies above this Vale to the Northward, 
bordering on that-of Avzerma, the Natives whereof are call’d 
Chancos a People fo large, that-they look like Giants, broad 
‘back’d, ftrong, very long vifag’d, and broad headed, for in 
this Province, in'that of Ouinbaya, and other Parts of India, 
as I fhall obferve hereafter, they fhape the Child’s. Head, 
when firft it is born, as. they pleafe, fo that fome have na 
Nape of the Neck, others the Forehead funk, and others 
very long; which they do with little Boards when they: 
are juft born, and afterwards with Ligatures. Their Wo- 
men are as lufty as themfelves, and both of them go na- 
ked and barefoot ; wearing nothing but Adzures or Aprons 
to cover their Privities; and thofe not of Cotton, but ta- 
ken. fromthe ‘Barksof Frees, and made very thin and 
foft, a Yard long, and’ two Spans broad. In Fight ‘they 
ufe large Spearsand Darts; fometimes going out of their 
Country, to invade their Neighbours of Ayzzerma. When 
the Marshal. Robledo came to Cartago, the laft time, to be 
receiv’d as Lieutenant to the Judge Adichael Diaz Armeda- 
riz, he fent a Party of Spaniards to fecure the Road. that 
leads from! Anzerma ‘to the City of. Cali; who there found 
fome of thofe Jndians, that were coming down to kill a 
Chriftian, as he was driving Goats to Calz. They flew one 
or two of thofe Ivdians, and were amaz’d to fee their Bulk. 


Along the Hills coming down from the Mountain, which . 


lies do the Weftward,:and. in the! Valesi they form, there 
are’ great Powns, and abundance of Indians, reaching neat 
to the City of Gali; and: bordetidg on thofe of the Barba- 
cow. Their Villages lie ftatter’d along the Hills, the Hou~ 
wae ies 
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fes ftanding together, ten or fifteen in a Place, fometimes 
more and fometimes fewer. Thefe Indians were call’d Gor- 
ronesy becaufe when the Spaniards fettled in the Vale, be- | 
longing to the City of Cali, they usd to come loaded 
with Fith, crying Gorron, Gorren, for fo they.call Fifh, and 

our People not knowing anypeculiar Name they had, call’d — 
them Gorroves, from the faid Fifh, as they gave the Name 
Anzerma, above mention’d, from the: Salt, which the Je 


_dians call Anzer. The Houfes of thefe Natives, are large, 


round, and cover’d with Straw. : i oi 
They have very few Fruit-trees,:andmuch: low Gold, 


-not above 4 or 5 Carats fine, but very little higher. Thro’

their Villages run fome Rivers of good Water. Within 
their Doors they kept abundance of. the Hands and, Feet 
of Indians they had flain, by way of Grandeur, and. that 


nothing might be loft, they ftuffed .the Guts with Flefh 


-or Afhés, fome like Black Puddings, and others like 


Saufages, whereof they had great Store; and fo they kept 


“the Heads fet up, and feveral Quarters. When we came 
‘to thefe Dwellings, with the Licentiate Fohx de Vadilo, a 
‘Black belonging to: ohn de Ce/pedes, f{eeing thefe Guts, 


and fuppofing them to be Saufages, ran to take fome of 


‘them to -eat, and had ‘done it, but that they were fo ve. 


ry dry with the Smoak and Length of Time. Without 


the Houfes there is an incredible Quantity of Heads, Legs, 


Arms, and other Parts of the Body fet up in Order. Had 
I not feen this, and known there were many in Spain that 


_cou’d juftify it, as well as my felf, I fhow’d not venture 


to write that thefe People were guilty of murdering fo ma- 
ny Men to eat; but we know thefe Gorroxes are mighty Cae . 
wibals. They had no Idols nor any particular Place of 
Worfhip; but fuch as were appointed for it, convers’d 


_ with the Devil. Our Priefts and Clergy-men durft not go 


Hadit. 


to preach and teach among them, for fear of being eaten, 
till they were fubdu’d. 

Thefe Izdians are two, three, and four Leagues from the 
great Walley and River, and others more; and at times they 
come down to fifh in the Lakes and Ro Grande, whence. 
they return loaded.with what they take. They are fmalf 
of Body, and unfit for Labour, and wear no other Gar- 
ment, but only the Jdaures or Aprons, I have faid above 
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are us'd by other Indians; yet the Women are all wrapp’d. 
up in great Cotton Blankéts. The Dead of Note, are roll’d 
up in feveral of thofe Blankets, which are 3 Yards long, 
and 2 in Breadth. When they are thus wrapp'd up, they. 
bind them about with a Cord, made of 3 Strands, above 
200 Fathom long; having -plac’d fome Gold Ornaments 
among the Blankets. Others are buried in deep Graves. 
This Province is within the Diftri@, and under the Go- 
vernument of the City of Cali. yi 
Near them, aud in the Bottom made by the River,. 
flands a Town, not very great at prefent, becanfe the In— 
habitants, who were once numerous, have been confu "d 
by the Wars. There isa great Lake by shied buoknewRioH 
_ fwells when the River is flauded, and has its Drains, when 
it falls. In.this Lake they take an. infinite Quantity of 
Fifh,, which they give to Travellers; and trade with it to: 
the Cities of Cartage and Cali, and other Places. Befides 
what they eat and give away, they have great Stores of it 
to fell on the Mountains, and large Pans of Oil they draw 
from the Fifh. When we were upon Difcovery with the 


Licentiate Fohn de Vadille, we came to this Town in great 


Want, and found fome Fifh; and -afterwards, when we 
went with Capt. Robledo to build. the Town of Anzermas 
there was as much as wou’d have loaded two Ships. This 


Province of the Gorrones abounds in Indian Wheat and 
other Neceflaries, and has great Numbers of Deer, Guada- - 
quinajes, aud other wild Beafts and Birds.’ Tho’ the great 
Vale of C€aii is very fruitful, there are large Fields left in | 
common, and only ferve for the Deer and other Creatures 
to graze, becaufe there are not. People enough to poflefs.. .- 
fuch fpacious Plains.. 
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Of the Situation of the City of Cali, aad of the Ia- 
dians in sts, Difiritts, and who was the Founder of .

“WO come to the City Cali, we muft crofs- a’ fmall River; ¥ 
“# call’d-Frio'or Cold;:hid among Woods, and. Forefts. 
‘The Way to it is: down a Hill, above s Leagues in De- 
feent. The River runs fwitt and cold, as coming from 
the Mountains; whence it glides acrofs part of this Vale,” 


‘ands lofes its Name in’ Rie Grande. Beyond: this River 
the Road is along vatt Plains, where there are abundance: 
‘of fmall Deer, but very fleet. In thefe Plains the’ Spa=: 


niards Wave their Settlements or Farms, where their Ser- 
vants refide to look to their Eftates. The %zdians come 
to fow and reap the Jndian Corny belonging tothe Towns: 
which grows on the Hills. Near thefe’ Plantations ‘are 
many curious Trenches or Cuts that ferve to. water the 
Corn Fields, befides which there: are fome fmall Rivers of 
very good Water. Along the faid Rivers and Trenches 
are planted abundance of Orange, Lime, Lemmon, Pomgra- 
nate, and Plantan. Trees, and mighty Fields of Sugar- 
Canes; befides all which there are Pine Apples, Guaya- — 
vas, Guavas, Guanavanas, Paltas,and a fort of little Grapes: 
that have a hard Rind over them and are well tafted; alfo — 
Caymites, Plumbs, great Store of other Sorts of excellent 
Fruit in their Seafon, Spanife Melons, Plenty of European 
and Indian Herbs and Grain. Our Wheat does not’ grow 
as yet, but they fay it will thrive in the Vale of Lik, 
which is 5 Leagues from the City. Vines have not been 
planted, but the Country is like to produce them as weil 
as Spain. . 
The City is feated a League from Rio Grande, or the 
Great River aforefaid, upon a fimall one of excellent Wa- 
ter, coming down from the Mountains above it. The 
Banks are all delightful Orchards, always fall of the 
Greens and Fruit already mention’d. The Town ftands 
ona flat Spot, and were it not for the exceflive Heat,

¥) Efore I enter upon the Borders of Peru, or leave the 
B Government of Popayan, I think it will be conve- 
nient to. give an Account of the remarkable Springs there 
are im this Country, and: of thofe Rivers, of whofe Wa 


ter they make Salt, to fend to all thofe Nations, tho’ they. 


have no Salt Pits, as being remote fromthe Sea. When the 
Lieutenant Yobn de Vadillo went from Cartagena, we that 
were with him crofs’d the Mountains of Abibe, which are 
very. craggy, and. difficult, to. furmount, fo that we en- 
aed. in pafling them, many of our Horfes

‘come into the Plain, we found great Indian Towns wood 
ed with Fruit Trees, and confiderable Rivers running by 
them.

Of Aris, in the “Territory of the Qushacingas, a Shamelefs 
People, and both’ they and ;the Paffos very filthy, and 
not. look’d upon by their Neighbours. From the Town 
of Pafto, the Road -runs.to one of the fame Nation:call’d 
Fyuuer, and 3. Leagues farther to another nam’d Jez, 
Three Leagues again beyond that is, the .Storehoufe, and. 
Apartments, built - by, the. Jngas. and cad Cualisatran, 2 
Leagues ftill onward ‘from which is. the Ivdize Town of 
Ipales. All thefe Townfhips ‘produce little or no Indian 
Wheat, becaufe the Country is very cold, and that Grain 
extraordinary. tender, but there is Plenty of Papas, Quinio, 
and other Roots, the, Natives Plant. From. /piales, the 
way goes on to the little Province of Gxuaca, and before 
we come to it, begins the Road made by the -tygas, as 
famous in thefe Parts, as that Alznnibal cut through the 
Alps, when he enter’d -Jtaly, and this is much more to 
be admir’d, both in regard of the great Store Houfes, 
and Lodgings erected along it, and for its being carry’d 
with immenfe Labodr over fuch uncooth craggy Moun- 
tains, that it is amazing to behold. 

- On the fame Road is alfo a Rivet, near which is to 
be feen the Spot where formerly the toga Kings 
had a Fort, being their Place of Arms:to make Excurfi- 
ons, and ftibdue the Paffos. Over the faid River is a 
Bridge. made by Nature, and looks as if. it- were the 


Work of Art, confifting of a folid, lofty, and very re. 


thick Rock, with an Arch, or Cavity in the middle

Near it is a Spring fo 
hot, that there is no enduring a Hand in it for any 
Time, befides other Sources, but the Water of the River, 
and the Nature of the Country ais fo.cold,. that it is ve- 
ry uneafy to bear. Hard.by this Bridge, the Ingas de- 
fign’d to build another Fort, and had trufty Guards 
there, who took Care that their own .Men_ thould not 
flip back to Cuzco, or Quito, becaufe they look’d upon 
the Conqueft of the Pajfos, then in Hand, as*fruitlefs.

whereof there are many about, thofe Mountains, proceed- 
ing ‘in all Probability from great Veins of Sulphur.

“The Lords-and Commanders had feveral 
Wives; but one of them was to be-chief, and her Sie 
to Inherit. They ‘ador’d: the Sun, «and» when’ the “great 
Men’ dy’d they dug them Graves-on the Hills; or in 
Fields, where they laid their Bodies with their Trea- 
fure, Weapons, Garments, beautiful, Wives alive, and a 
confiderable Quantity of Provifion. This Cuftom of bury- 


Qa 
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ing the Dead was Prattis’d in moft of thefe Parts of the 


Weft Indies, by the Advice of the Devil, who perfwaded 
them, they fhould go-in that manner to the King: 
dom he had proyided for them. They made great La- 


mentation for their: dead, and the Wives that were not: 
- bury’d with the Servants, cut off their Hair, and wept 


continually, for a Year., ‘Vhey- us’d. drinking like thofp 
above mention’d,. never fail’d to eat in the moruing, and 
din’d on the Ground, without regardigg Table Cloths, or 
Napkins. After eating their Ivdiaw Wheat, and Fihh, or 
Flefh, they fpent the whole Day in drinking Chrcha, a 
Liquor, made. of their Cora, being feldom without the 
Cups in their Hands.. They were very “punctual at their 
Areytos, that is, their Dances, Men and Women holding: or- 
derly Hand in Hand, and moving round, to the Sound 
of a Drum, finging the A@ions ef their Anceftors, and 


drinking till they very drunk. Whea thus belide them- 
P felyes, 


felves, {ome took the Women they..lik’d,.whom.they car- 
ry’d into any Houfe, and lay with them, not thinking it 
any Difgrace, as being void of Shame, regardlefs of Ho- 
nour, and Defpifers of the World ; for they thought of no- 
thing but devouring what they got by their Labour. As far 
as we could’ judge they believ’d the *Immortality of the: 
Soul, and knew) there was-a Creator of all things,’ by 
obferving the GreatnefS of the Heavens, the motions of 
the Sun, Moon and Stars, and other wounderful Works 
of Nature; yet being deluded by the Devil, they thought 
he had Power over all things. However many of them 
being fenfible of his wicked Practifes, and that. he never 


- deals fincerely, hated, and rather obey’d. him out of Fear,. 


than for any Divinity they conceiv’d there was in him.. | 
They paid great Refpec&t to the Sun,.and Worfhipp’d him 
as a God. The Priefts were extraordinary fandtity’d, and 
much honour’d in all Places.. I could. fay. more -of the. 
Cuftoms of thefe Indians, which being almoft, general to. 
them all, I fhall delivet in paffing through other. Provinces, — 
and will conelude'this Chapter, adding, that thefe People 


of Tacunga in Fight us’d, Pikes made-of Palm-Tree Wood, 


Darts, and Slings. They are fwarthy, as thofe above;

Dio- 
cefles; .as every one wilt pleafe to call them, where was the 
Refidence of Commanders, and Governors; who had Po- 
wer to.adminifter Juftice, and to raife Armies, if any War, 
or Rebellion broke out; tho’ they did not do any thing 
of great Moment, without acquainting the yeas. To this 
Purpofe, matters’ were fo welb order’d, that’ any. News 
was-carry d: from Quito to Cuzco in 8 Days, by the Pott ; 
for there was alittle Houfe at every half League, in which 
two Indians always liv’d with their Wives. As foon as 
ever the News, that was to be carry’d on, came thither, 
one of the two ran that half League, without ftopping, and 


before: he came to the little Houfe cry’d out, delivering 


his Meilage;-which he who was in that Houfe having ‘hear’é 
he ran the ‘other haJf League fo fwiftly, that the Country 
being uneven, and craggy, no Horfes, or Mules could make 
fo much Speed. 
- From Maliambato the Road goes on to the River Amba- 
to, where there are alfo Store houfes, like therlaft. Three 
Leagues from thence are the fumptuous Apartments; ‘aid 
Store! houfés Of AZecha,; fo great, that L.was’amaz’d’to be: 
hold; them, but fince the Izgas loft their Dominion, all 
the Palaces, Store houfes, and other mighty Works of 
theirs are gone to Ruin, fo that fearce any. thing remains 
but the Plans, and fome Walls, which being of Stone, 
and curioufly wrought, will lait many Ages, without being 
quite confim’d.” About Afosha there are fome Indian Towns, 
in-all:Refpedcts like the laft fpoken of. 400 

To the Weftward are the Jzdians call’d Sichos, and to 
the. Eaftward the Pellaros, all .of them Abvunding in Pro- 
vilions 5 becaufe the Soil.is Fertil, and there are great 
Flocks of Deer, fome ‘of 'thofe we call Sheep:of Peru, and 
Plenty,.of Rabits, Partridges, -Turtle ‘Doves, and other 
Game. Befides the Spaniards in thefe Fields have Numerous 
Herds of Cows, which increafe confiderably, becaufe there 
is excellent Pafture; Multitudes of Goats, the Land being 
proper for them, fo that they want for nothing; ‘and ne 
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for Swine, there are more, and thofe better than in moft 


Parts of the Weft Indies, whereof sas good’ Hams, and’ 


Flitchies are made, as in any Part of Spain. 44

Riobamba, which are nothing inferior to thofe of. Aochay; 


and ftand in the Province of the Puruaes, amidft-pleafant, 
and. delightful Plains, much refembling thofe ‘of Spain in 
Temperature, Herbs, Flowers, and other Particulars, as is” 
well known to fuch as have travell’d through them. At

Riobamba the City of Quito was fettled for fome Time, tilk’ 


remoy'd thence, to the Place where it now ftands:; -befides. 
which there is another Reafon, why thefe Apartments of. 
Riobamba are memorable. For the Adelantado Dow Pedro de 
Alvarado, Governour of the Province of Guatimala, which 
borders on the mighty. Kingdom of New Spain, failing thence: 
with a Fleet, in which were Abundance of Gentlemen of- 
good Note, and Landing, with his Spaniards, on the then. 
much talk’d of Coaft of Quito, he ftruck into certain rough. 
and craggy Mountains, where his Men endur’d. Hunger, and 
ether Hardfhips. I cannot proceed without faying fome-. 
thing of the Toils and Difficulties thefe and other Spami- 
ards went through, inthe Difcovery of the Weft Indies, for 
1 am pofitively convinc’d, no Nation, or People in the 
World ever endur’d the like. It is very_wonderful that 


fo long a: Voyage,, and. fuch an immenfe Tra& of Land, 


filPd with fo many feveral Nations, fhould be, difcover’d 
in lefS than 6o Years, making Way through uncooth, and 
craggy Mountains, and. Deferts, where there was not: the 
leaft Track; and.thatall thefe fhould be conquer’d, and fub- 
du’d, and above 200 Cities newly founded :in them. No 


Doubt but thofe who have perform’d /fo much. deferve — 


greater Commendation, and Honour, than my Pen can ex- 
prefs, or my: Mind. conceive. One thing I can deliver as 
a certainty, which is, that they fuffer’d. fo much. Hungers 
and Fatigue, that many, threw away Burdens of Gold, and 
precious. Emerauds,, fors want of ‘Strength to carry: them. 
But to proceed; the coming of Dos Pedro de Alvanado, be- 
ing known at Cuzco, by. the authentick IJaformation of Ga 
brie] de Rojas, the Governour Don Francifco Pixarra, tho’ 
then bufy in fetling Chriftian. Inhabitants in ‘that, City, 
departed thenee to. take Pofleflion.of the South Sea. Coalt,. 
iol et ae q y ie andi 
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and of the Plains, and order’d his Partner, the Marthal 
Don Diego de Almagro to repair, with all poffible Speed 
to the Province of Quito, and take upon him the Command 
of the Forees then under his Lieutenant Sebaftian de Belal- 
cazar, and'fo to fecure all things the beft he.could. The 
active Marfhal travelld without allowing, himfelt Refl to 
the Province of Quito, and took upon him the Command 
of the Troops he found there, treating Captain Belalcazar 
roughly, for having departed from Tangaraca, without the 
Governours Orders.

pear’d upon his Coaft, and that he faid, a Strange People, 
jike thofe in the Ship fhould rule the. Kingdoms, after his 
Days., This ftately Palace is,now ruin’d, but’ ftill fhows

This Province of Caynares is very large, and full of Ri- 
yers, 10 which there is. much Wealth, In the Year 1544. 
fuch Rich Mines were difcover’d on, them, that the [aha-

Pieces of Fight in Gold, and fv prodigious was the Plenty 
of this Metal, that,many drew out in their Veflels more

Commanders 


Any affirm, that the Zv¢as did not fubdue thefe 
AVA Indians of Puerto Viejo, | now fpcak of, yet others 
Maintain the Contrary, declaring they had fovereign Pos 
weroyer them. «Lo this purpofe they generally tell us, 
that Guaynacapa came in Perfon to conguer them; and 
becaufe -they -refus’d to obey him in fome particulars, he 
made a Law, that they and their Succeflors fhou’d be 
oblig’d ‘to draw three of their upper,,and three of their 
lower Teeth; which Cuftom was long pradtis’d in the 
Province of the Guaacabilcas. But 1 do not wonder the 
Multitude, who-is all confufe -Notions,-without ever-hit- 
ting the Truth, fhould invent fuch Chimeras, which wife 
Men will reckon no’ better than Fables; and 1 take No- 
tice of here, once for all, that none may give Credit to 
fuch idle Reports, concerning the Affairs of Peru. For 
ny Part I only deliver thote things I did not fee my 
feif, as I receiv’d them frém Men of Judgment and Subri- 
ety. that were Eye Witnelles, which differ much from 
what the Giddibeaded Multitude give out. ‘ 

Yo. come to the Point, I have been inform’d by: old Jn- 
dian Commanders, who ferv’d under Guayzacapa, that in 
the Days of his. Father Topaynga  Yupangue, {ome of his 
Cemmanders, march’d iato this Country: with the Forces 
they -had drawn out of the {tanding Garrifons there were’ 
in feveral Provinces of ‘the Kingdom, who by Art and 
Policy drew thefe People over to fubmit to Topaynga 
Yupangue, and many of their Chiefs carrying Prefents, 
went to pay him Homage, in the Province of the Pzltas, 
whom he receiv’d with iingular Tokens. of AffeGion, and 
Favour; «giving fome of them that ‘came ‘curious Pieces 
of Woollen Cloth, made at Cizco. Being oblig’d to 
return to the upper Provinces, where he was fo a ee 

R oy’ 
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lov’d, that they call’?d him Father, and other honourable 
Titles, for his Goodnefs, which gain’d him perpetual Re- 
nowns he fet out upon affairs of the Government, with- 
out being able to vilit the Provinces of thefe Izdians where 
he left Governours, and fome Natives of Cuzco, to inftru&: 
them how they were to live, for the better civilizing of 
them, and to other good Purpofes. They were fo far 
from imbracing the good Will of thofe left among them 
by Topaynga, to put them into a Politer Way of living, 
than they were acquainted with, and fhew them how to 
till their Lands; that tho’ thofe Perfons did not opprefs, 
or offer them any Wrong whatfoever, they murder’d them. 
all, without {paring any one throughout all the Province, 
They tell us that Topayzga was inform’d-of this Cruel AG, 
bat having his Hands fullof greater Matters at that Time,. 
was fain to connive, not being then able to chaftife thofe, 
who had fo bafely murder’d his Commanders, and other 
Subjects.

Ome time after, the great.Guaynacapa reigning at Cuzco; 

came down in Perfon to vifit the Provinces of Ouito, 
when he fully conquer’d all thefe People; tho’ it is re-. 
ported, they firft flew more of his Men, and Commanders, 
than they had done of his Father’s, and that: more de- 
eeitfully, as | fhall thew in-the next Chapter.» It is to’ 
be obferv’d, that all I write, concerning thefe former AGti-: 
ons of the Indians, before the coming of the. Spamiards, 1 
receiv’d from themfelves; who having no nfe of Letters, 
found out another ingenious Invention to preferve the- 
Memory of their Actions, which | fhall fpeak of in my. 
fecond Part. Tho’ thefe Provinces made Guaynacapa Pre- 
fents of rich Emerauds, Gold, and fuch other things as 
they valu’d moft, yet there were no Store houfes, or Lod- 


gings 


gings built in them, as in others; the Reafon whereof 
was, becaufe the Country was unhealthy, and its Towns 
fmall, and therefore the Orejones would not refide there, 
as making fimall Account of it, fince they had Room e- 
nough to fpread in that they already poilefs’d. No Pco- 


ple ‘in’ Peru were. fo Superftitious, or offer’d fo many Sa- «2:4 


crifices as thefe. Their Priefts had Charge cf the Temples, 
and the Service of their Idols, reprefenting their falfe 
Gods, before whom at fet Hours they {ung Hynins, and 
perform’d fuch Ceremonies as they had learnt of their 
Anceftors: “The Devil appear’d in dreadful Shapes, to 
fuch as were appointed for that FuaGicn, whom all the 
Indians highly relpetted. One of thefe return’d Anfwers 
to their Queftions, and frequently to fave his Reputation 
made many extravagant Motions, to perfwade the People 
that the Devil told him ftrange things, and what was to 
happen afterwards, which feldom prow’d true, tho’ the 
Devil himfelf {poke.. Yet. there has been no Battle, or 
other Action of Note, among us Spaniards in all. our di- 
ftraéted Wars, but what the Indians every where foretold; 
yet could never particularize how, or where the thing 
would fall -out; for it is certain that the Devil only 
guefles at Futurity, and therefore always gives ambiguous 
Anfwers, toimpofenpon the ignorant. They offer’d Gifts, 
and kill’d Beafts by Way of Sacrifices, in their Guacas, 
which were their: Temples, or Places of Worfhip; and 
fome affirm, they fhed the Blood of many Indians, as a more 
acceptable Sacrifice. When they took any of their Neigh- 
bours in War, being all aflembled together, and made drunk 
with their Liquor, ther Chief Prieft kil?d them, with a 
Knife made of Flint, er Copper, and cutting off their 
Heads, offer’d them up with the Bedies to the Devil. When 
any of them were fick, they bath’d often, and offer’d Sa- 
crifices to beg Health. In their Funerals they obfervd 
the fame as has been faid of burying living Women, and 
had fuch Opinions concerning the Immortality of the Soul, 
as have been meation’d before.

Some of 
the Women here) are haadfome.:;Thefer Fadiaus) 1 fpeak.

Thefe People being Vicious, and of perver{fe Inclinati- 
ons,.tho’ they had Plenty of Women, and fome of them 
Beautiful, yet I have been.very well afli’d, that they pradtis’d 
the horrid Sin of Sodemy publickly without any Shame, 
and even to glory in, and’ boaft. ot it..

they know nothing of theirs former ail, Cuftoms, or: Superfti- 
woussfh.

Hoy the Indians of ‘Manta formerly Worlbipp da az 
_Emeraud as their God, and other things relating to 
them. ¢ : 


Y-Have. often read that fome Nations ador’d the like- 
[ nefs of a Bull, others that of a, Cock, others a ‘Lioa, 
and fo feveral Creatures, which were it not known to 
be undoubtedly true, would rather feem ridiculous than 
credible... The. Greeks were for fome Ages the moft re- 
nowned People in the World, and. Learning Flourifh’d 
among them.to. a great, Degree, and yet they were guilty 
of this Folly ; the Egyptions, Batkrians, and Babylomans were 
no lefs famous, or.more free fromthe fame Delufion; the 
Romans. excell’d-them all, and even they had fhameful and 
prepofterous Deities. Now fince thefe fo polite, and civi- 
lizd, Nations could “Err fo grofly; what. Wonder that 
thefe Indians we {peak of, tho’ they ador’d the Sun and 
Moon, fhould alfo-worfhip Trees, the Sea, the Earth, 
and. whatfoever elfe they took’ a Fancy to. It is true I 
have, been certainly inform’d, that in all thefe Parts they 
convers’d: with the. Devil, who deluded them, appearing 
Sal mb rer nt vifibly 
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Vifibly to their Priefts: In the great Temple of Pachacama~ 
they worfhipp’d a Fox, and other things!in> other Places} 
as 1 fhall have occafion'to relate. In this Country the Lord 
of Afanta had a very large, and rich Emerand, left: him» 
by his Anceftors as-a thing deferving: much -Honour,and’ 
Efteem, and thisthey fome Days expos’d to publick View, 
where it was Wworfhipp’d, and ador’d,yas if at had» con: 
tain’d fome Deity. When any of the Jsdians. were’ tick, 
after offering their Sacrifices, they went to pray to: the. 
Stone; to which they prefented other Stones, the Prielt,. 
who convers’d with the: Devil, ‘:perfwading them, » that: 
they fhould recover their Health, by means of: thofe of 
ferings, which afterwards the Cacique; and’ that. Impoftor, 
apply’d to their own Ufe, very many reforting to ALantay 
from all the Country about, to offer Sacrifices, and Gifts 
of Value. Some of the firft Spanifh Difcoverers of this 
Kingdom affur’d me, that much Treafure had . been found 
in this Town of Adanta, and that’ it {till yielded more 
Profit to the Proprietors, than any other Place about it. 
They add, that the Natives would never declare where 
that. large, and precious Stone was hid, tho’ they had of- 
ten threatned the Prime Men upon that Account, fo great 
was the Veneration they had for it. 

Manta is wpon the Coat, as are the other Towns I 
have fpoken of The Inland up higher is more Populous, 
and there are greater Towns; the Natives have a diffe- 
rent Language from that on the Coaft; but their Provi- 
fions, and Fruits are the fame, their Houfes of Timber, 
{mall and cover’d with Straw, or Palm-Tree Leaves ; 
both they and their Wives were clad. — They had fome - 
of thofe we call Peru Sheep; but not fo numerous as at 
Quito, and about Cuzco, nor were they fo Saperftitious as 
thofe on the Coaft, or fo guilty of Sodomy. There has 
been great Expetation of finding Gold Mines on thefe 
Mountains, and no Queftion is made, that there is a very 
rich one of Emerauds, which our Commanders could ne- 
ver prevail with the Natives to: difcover... Itis true, fome 
will have it, that Captain Olmos had \aformation of this 
Mine, which if he had, I believe he would ‘have reveal’d 
it to his Brothers, or fome other Perfons. A very great 
Wamber of Emerauds has been: found in the Territory 

of 
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of Puerto Viejo, and they are the fineft in the Weft Indies ; 
for tho’ there be more in the New Kingdom of Grana- 
da, yet the beft of them are inferior to the ordinary ones 
of this Country. ; 

The Caraques, and their Neighbours are another Race Caraques. 
of People, did not cut Works on their Faces, and were 
more ignorant than the others, as being free. They 
made War among themfelves, for very trivial Occafions. 
As foon as an Infant was born, they moulded its Head, 
and then bound it up between two Boards, fo that at 4, 
or 5 Years of Age, it was broad, or long and had no Pole. 
This was pradis’d by many, who not fatisfy’?d with the 
Natural Shape,..form’d. the Heads to their own Humour ; 
which they faid they did to render- them more healthy, 
and fit for Labour. Some of them, particularly thofe that 

- are below the Town of Colima, to the Northward, went 
naked, and traded with the Jvdiaws on the Coaft that 
runs towards St. Fobn’s River. They tell us, that Guay- 
zacapa, after his Commanders had been kill’d, as was faid 
above, came as far ‘as. Colima, where he order’d a Fort: 
to be. built, and feeing the Indias go naked went no far- 
ther ; but turn’d back Commanding fome of his Generals 
to fubdue as far as they could, and they then proceeded 
to the River of Savtiago.. Several Spaniards who are ftill 
| living, of thofe that,.came in with the Adelantado, or 
| Lord Licutenant Dew: Pedro de Alvarado, report, and J 
| heard it particularly from the Marfhal Alon/a de Alvarado, 
the Captains Garcilaffo de la Vega,.and John de Saavedra, 
and another Gentleman, whofe Name is Suer de Cangas, 
that when the Adelantado Don Pedro \anded -on. the Coaft, 
and came to: this.Town, they found. much Gold, and 
Silver. made up. into) Veflels,.and other things of Value, 
and fo, great).a Quantity of: Emerauds, as would have. 
yielded a vaft Sum of Money, had they: known and kept 
them; but moft Men affirming they were Glafg, tho’ fome-

The 
Indians that are left follow Husbandry, like the reft, 
watering their Lands with Trenches, and it appears that 
the Inga had their Store houfes, and Apartments here. 
There is one Sea Port belonging ‘to the Vale, which is 
advantageous, becaufe many of the Ships trading along 
the South Sea, between Parama and Peru take in Provi- 

fions at it. 2 | 
Fence we proceed to the Vale of Sasra, ‘and thort of it 
is another fimall Vale, without any River in it; but only 
‘a Source of Bood Water, which the Jxdians, and fuch as 
travel that way drink of; and perhaps proceeds from fome 
River that runs under Ground. The Wale of Santa, was 
formerly very populous, and had brave Commanders, and 
potent Cacrques, who at. firft durft ftand in Competition 
with the Ingas, who are faid to have brought them under 
rather by Kindnefs and Art, than by Force of Arins, and 
afterwards held them-in great -Efteem, building  ftately 
Palaces, and Magazines there, in regard that this Vale is 
one of the largeft of any we have yet pafs’d. A rapid 
and mighty River runs throtigh it, which fwells when it 
is‘ Winter on the Mountains, and fothe Spawiards have 
been drowh’d in paffing’ it. The Indians av prefent pats 
it in’Floats; being in my Time reduc’d to about 400, tho’ 
there were fornierly many thoufands of them. What I 
moft admir’d in travelling through this Vale, was the vaft 
Number of Places wall’d in, as has been mention’d above, 
tor Buryal of their Dead, which are all cover’d with Men’s 
Bones; the Graves of the deceas’d, and the Fields they till’d 
whilft living, being the moft remarkable things. They us’d, 
as in other Places, #e-water all Parts with Trenches drawn

Grain grows in this Vale, and the Nativestake much Fifh, 
The Ships trading along the Coaft always water at this 
River, and take,in other Neceflaries.. The Woods. being 
fo great, and the People fo few, infinite. Multitudes of 
Goats breed here, and are very troublefome to Paflengers.» - 

The Vale of Guambacho is two Days Journey; from. the 
laft, of which Ican add nothing, being in all Refpeds. like 
the others. I went in a Day,-and a half from it.to that 
of Guarmey, formerly very populous, and now breeding 
great Numbers of Swine, Cows, and Horfes. The next is 
that of Parmonga, no lefs delightful than the Reft, but I 
believe there are no Indians \eft in it, but what- live: in 
the, upper Parts. toward the Hills, for ‘there. is nothing now 
but defert Woods, and Groves. Only one,thing remarka~- 
ble remains, and is a handfome and well contriy‘d Fort, 
after their Manner, where the Trenches carry’d to water 
the upper Parts are very curious, and well worth obfer- 
ving. The Apartments were extraordinary fine, much 
Variety of Birds, and wild Beafts being painted about it, and 
the whole enclos’d with ftrong Walls, of good Workman- 
fhip. It is now quite ruin’d, and undermin’d ia. feveral 
Places, to look for Gold and Silver in Graves, fo. that it 
only ferves as a Memorial of what it was. Two Leagues 
from this Vale is the River of Guaman, fignifying, The 
Faulcons River; but iscommonly call’d la Barranca. . This 


the River {wells much, and is dangerous to pafs,fo that fome 
have been drown’dinit. A Days Journey fartheris the Vale. 
of Guaura, whence, we will proceed to that.of Lima.

The Pricfts-- were? highly “honour’d, and even the 
Lords, and Czeiques oblig’d them in many Particulars. 
About the Temple, they fay, there were many, and 
ftately Apartments; for fuch as came on Pilgrimage, and 
none thought worthy to-be bury’d near the Place, but 
only the Lords; Priefts, and Pilgrims; who brought Of- 
ferings to the Temple. On the great Feftivals of the 
Year, Abundance of People aflembled together and had 
Sports, and’ Mufick, after thetr Manner. When the Ingas 
conquer the Kingdom, and came to this Vale of Pacha- 
tama, it being their Cuftom to ere& Temples to the Sun, 
and finding this which was fo great, fo ancient, and fo 
much. Honour’d -by. all. the People.roand about, they con- 
cluded it would be a very diffieult Matter to put it down, 
and therefore agreed with the Caciques, and Priefts, that 
this Temple of Pachacama fhould remain as it was, pro- 
vided that another ftately one fhould be built, and that 
ef the Sun have the* Preference 5 which was according- 
ly done, and’ feveral Virgins appointed to ferve it, at 
‘which they ‘fay: the Pachacama Devil was highly pleas’d. 
The Indians at fir faid this Pachacama us’d to appear 
to fome of their Elders, and perfwade them that 
the Ged of: the Chriftians, and he were the fame, that 
fo they might neglect to enibrace Chriftianity, and adhere 
to his Worfhip: however they have been all- long fince 
Baptiz’d, and thefe Temples’aré quite gone to- Ruin.

Somewhat above 5 Leagues beyond this Vale of Afzlz 
is thet of Guarco,*large, aud fpacious, full of Fruit Trees, 
and particularly famous m this Kingdom. It avounds 
in very pleafant tafted, and fcented Guayavas, and Guavas; 
Wheat, and Afaiz thrive well, and ail other things of 
the Growth of Spain, or thofe Parts. The- Woods, and 
Groves afford a delightful Shade, with Trenches running 
through them, and great Numbers of Turtle Doves, 
Pigeons, and_other Birds. The Natives fay there were 
great Multitudes of People formerly, who ftcod at De- 
fiance with thofe on, the Mountains, aud others in the 
Plains; and that the J/agzs coming to fubdue all the 
Country about them, they difdaiaing to yield, and forfeit 
‘that Liberty they: were left ia by. their .Forefathers, be- 
hav’d themfelves {0 gallantly, that they maintain’d War ~ 
above four Years, during which Time many brave Adi- 
6us were perform’d, as we are told both by them, and 
the Orejonés of Cuzco.

Vidory, ona high: Hill, 
he erected the Nobleit  Fortrefs there was in the!whole 
Kingdom of Peru, founded -upon large fquate Stores, 
the Fronts of the Gates -curioufly adorn’d, and the 
Courts and Portals very fpacious. From this Royal Ba- 
brick there are ftone Stairs down into the very Sea, which 
beats againft them» with ifuch Force,’ that: it: isvamazing 
to think how they could bexbuilt fo curious and ftrong. 
Formerly this Fort was very well adorn’d with Painting, 
and in it much Treafure belonging to the Jyga. As 
large as this Struéture is, and as big as the Stones, there. 
is no, Sign. of any Cement, ‘or other thing to hold them. 
together, and they are fo nicely wrought that there ds 
fcarce any difcovering where they »join..

The News of Atoco’s Death being brought to Cuzco, the 
Generals Guancanque, and Ingaroque march’d out, by Gun 
fear’s Order, with a Numerous Army, and maintain’d a 
bloody War with Atabalipa, to oblige him to fubmit to 
his lawful Sovereign Guafear ; whilft he labour’d to ufurp 
the Sovereignty. Several Battles were fought, and in 
them the Indians fay, above rococo Men were kill’d, 
Atabalipa ftill getting the better. He coming to Caxamalea, 
Which is the Occalion of my mentioning this here, hear’d 
the News of the Strange People that were come into 
the Kingdoti, and that they drew near him; and con- 
cluding it would be very eafy to take and make them 
Slaves, hé order’d his General Chalicuchima, to repair to 
Cuzco and endeavour either to take, or kill his Enemy. 
Whilft he ftay’d at Caxamalca, Pizarro came thither, where 
thofe things happen’d which have been faid above, cad 
Atabalipa was taken. Thefe Wars, and the long: Con: 
tinuance of the Spaniards there, reduc’d Caxamatea to fuch 
a Conditon, that it feem’d to retain nothing but the 
‘Name of what it had been. Afterwards it began to re- 
cover a little, but other Wars enfuing, could not rife 
to what it had been before. All the Struétures of the 
Ingas, are gone to Ruin, as well here as in other 
Places. “>” 

* This Province is extraordinary fruitful, producing Corn, 
as plentifully as Sicily, with all Sorts of Grain, and Roots, 
and feeding Abundance of Cattle, as alfo Flocks of Foul. 
The ‘Natives are of a good peaceable Difpofition; have 
fome commendable Cuftoms for living comfortably , but 
do not regard Honour, and confequently are not ambi- 
tious; but very kind to the Spasiards that travel among 
thein. They are fingularly ingenious and induftrious in 
drawing of Trenches, tilling their Lands, building of

Houfes, breeding of Cattle, and working moft curioufly,

Thefe Chaghapoya Indians. are the faireft and moft a- 
grecable of all I have feen in thofe Parts; and their Wo- 
men fo beautiful, that many of them were prefer’d to be 
Wives to. the Jngas, and others plac’d in the Temples. of 
the Sun, and to this Day as many of them as remain are 
molt: lovely. Creatures, extraordinary fair and well fhap’d. 


Both they, and their Husbands wear woojlen Garments 3. 


and Llantos about their Heads, which.are the Ligatures 


by which they are diftinguifh’d from other Nations. When. 


fubdu’d by the Jngas they fubmitted to their Cuftoms,. 
Habit, Religion, ce. i ee: i 2 
Captain Alonfo. de Alvarado enter’d. this. Province, by 
Order of Don Francifco Pizarro, and-when he had fubdu’d 
it,, founded the City. Frontera, in) the, Year 1536, on a 
‘Spot of Ground. cali’d Leuwanto, ftrong by Nature, which:

los Guancas,- look’d upon as a healthy Place. The Ch.- 
chapoya, and Guanca Indians ferve the Inhabitants of this 
-City that are Proprietors, as do thofe of the Province 
of Cafeayunga, and others. There were great Apartments 
‘and ‘Magazines of the Jzgas in thefe Parts, their Towns 
are very healthy, and fome of them have rich Gold Mines. 
Men and Women are alk clad, had Temples formerly des 
dicated to their Gods, and Abundance of Sheep, and made 
curious: Cloth for the Jngas, as they do ftill, and delicate 
Tapiftry of great Value. Their Cuftoms, and the Pro- 
“duct of the Country differ’d little or nothing from what 
hasbeen already defcrib’d. About the City the Spaniards 
have their Farms, which yield them much Wheat, and 


‘other things of Spanifh Growth. To the Eaftward of 


it runs’ the Ridge of the Mountains Asdes, beyond which 
is Afoyabamba, and other great Rivers, and forse Nations 
of a lefs civiliz’d People than thefe I fpeak of. 

It is generally beliew’d that the Progeny of a fxmous 
Commander among them call’d Azcoalls fettled this way 
up the Inland, for they tell us,‘ that he feeing the 
Cruelty of the Izea2 Generals, abandon’d his Native Coun- 
try, and w@it away with fuch of the Chaneas as would 
follow him, and there is a mighty talk of the Lake where 
they are reported to have Pile their Towns. In the 
Year -rggo; above 200-Sudiams caine to the City Froztera, 
Gomez de. Alvarado being then Governeur, who faid, that 
a very great Number of them departing their Country 
fome Years before, had travell’d through many Provinces 
where they -mct with fo much Oppofition, that only thotfe 
here mention’d had farviv’d... They declar’d, that to the 
Haftward, there are large and ‘populous Provinces, fome 
of them abounding in Gold and Silver. ogee’ 
»-The-City of Leon de Guanuco was firft founded in the 
Year 1539, by Gomez de Alvarado, under the Direfion 
of the Governour Dow Francifco Pizarro. This Provinee 
of Guannco was firft fubje& to the City of Lima, whofe 
Inhabitants’ having more Lands’ than they were able to 
inake pood; and one Jlaropa, an Indian, being in Arms 
ravag d-alk' the Country about. This oblig’d Pizarro, tho’ 
oppos’d- by. the Councel of Lima to order the building of 
the New City of Leow, to curb the revolting Jvdidus, and

that 30000 Indians are faid to have been deputed to its

y Rom Caxamalca.to the charming Vale of Yauxa is- qe 
FR bout 80 Leagues. Eleven from Caxamalca is another 
large Province, formerly very. populous, call’d Guamacucho, 
and the. mid way a very pleafant and delightful Vale, 
which being fhelter’d by the Mountains, is hot, and a fine 
River runs through it, along whofe Banks, Corn, Vines, 
and all Spanifh Fruit grows in Perfection. This Province 
of Guamachuco was like that of Caxamalca in all Refpedts. 
In the beft Part of it is a large Plain, on which the 
Tambes, or Royal Palaces were built, two of which are 
22 Yards Broad ad about 200.in. length, all of Stone,. 
eoverd with mighty Beams, and curioufly thatch’d over 
with Straw after their Manner. The Wars have confum’d 
many of the Natives; the Climate is good, rather cold: 
than hot, abounding in all things for the Support of Man,. 
and paticularly great. Numbers of Sheep, and of Guanacos,. 
and Vscuuzas; which are. wild, on. the Mountains. :

‘Thefe-Jzdians tell a comical Story concerning their Orie 
ginal, which.is, That they are defcended from a Man, 
whofe Name | have: forgot, and a Woman:call’d Urochombe, 
who both of. them cameout of a:Spring; call’d Guaribilea. 
Thefe two bred fo:faft, that all the: Gzzzcas came of thenr. 
In Jviemory whereof they fay, their Anceitors built a great 
high Wall, and near it a Temple, where. they came to 
pay.their,Worhip. They own’d an univerfal Creater of 
all things, whom ‘they: aall: Ticedzracochzy.and beliewd the 
Immortality: of the Soul. Their Towns were divided iato 
Quarters, built with Stone, like the Forts, aud refembling 
fmall Towers, wide at the Bottom, and narrow at the 
Top. Formerly they were all free Diftri&s, and made 
War one upon another 5 but when fubdu’d by the Jugas, ap- 
ply’d-themfelves to. Husbandry, and bred much Cattie, 
wearing longer Garments than they had done before. A- 
bout their Heads they have.woollen Ferrets, four Piagers 
broad,-for their ‘diftinctive Mark ; fought formerly with 
Slings, Darts and Spears, and had bait a Temple cail’d 
Guaribilea, teat the Spring above mention’d. [| faw it, 
and iby it. were three or four Trees, call’d A4oles, like 


large Walnut Trees, which they reckoned facred, and. 


by them a Seat for-the great Men, who came to offer 
Sactifice, whénce ‘they defcended ‘on broad Stones, to an 
Enclofure, in which the Temple ftood. There were Por- 
ters at the Gate to guard it, and Stairs went down to 
the aforefaid Spring, where fands a great ancient Tri- 
angular Wall, within it was a Plain, ‘where they fay, 
the Devil-they-ador’d refided, and us’d-to fpeak to fome 
of them: ont LWOD es :f 
Thefe Indians add, they were told by their Forefathers, 
that a great Multitude of Devils once appear’d in that 
Place, whé did much Harm among the Natives, frighting 
them with hideous Figures ; but that 5 Suns were {een in’ 
the Sky; the Sight and BrightnefS whereof fo gdaunted 
thofe Devilsthat they vanifh’d, houling and fhrieking ; and 
the Demon Guaribilea, who refided in-that Place was never 
fegn again,all that Manfion of uP being burnt. However, ag 
* the 
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the Jxgas built a Temple of the Sun, they did not give 
over facrificing to Guaribilea; but now both Places are _ 
ruin’d, and overgrown with Briers. For when the Gce- 
vernour Don Fraacifco Pizarro came into this Vale, the fy- 
dians, fay, the Bifhop Father Vincent de Valverde broke down 
all the Idols; fince which Time they never heard more of 
the Devil. 1 went to fee this Temple, with Don Chriféopher, 
Son to: Mafter Alayaz, who fhew’d me this Piece of Anti- 
quity, and now the Jrdians are all Chriftians. This Vale of 
Xauxa is enclos’d with fhowy Mountains, ameng which 
there are many Vales, where the Guwancas fow their Grain. 
The City of Lima was founded in this Place, before they 


removd it to that where it now ftands; and much Gold, 
and Silver has been found here.. tb ig?

contain above roo Men, and fome Horfés. All thefe ways 
are full of Caves, where Men and Beafts may fhelter them- 
‘felves againft Rain and Snow. The Natives of this Coun- 
try weare pafs’d, have their Habitations among great 
Mountains, moft of the Tops whereof are generally co- 
ver'd with Snow, and they fow their Corn in clofe warm 
Spots, like Vales, that are fhelter’d by the Hills, oa many 
of which there are great Veins of Silver. 

From Parcos the Road goes down a Hill, to a River, 
bearing the fame Name as the Apartments, over which 
there is a Bridge built upon great Stone Piles. On this 
Mountain of Parces the Battle was fought between the 
Indians and €aptain Margovejo de Quinnones; and here 
Gonzale Pizarro put to Death Captain Gafpar Rodriguez 
de Campo Redondo.

Fter the bloody War there was at Cuzco between the 
Indians, and the Spaniards, King Mango Inga Tupangues,

Provinces of Viticos lying farther up the Country, be- 
yond the Ridge of the great Mountains Andes, Captain 
Roderick Orgonex had firft given him a Defeat, and refcu’d 
Captain Ruy Diaz, whom the Inga had kept Prifoner_ for 
fome Time. dango Inga being thus refolv’d, many of. the 
Orejonos of Cuzco, who were the Nobility of that, City, 
thought fit to follow him. Being come to Viticos, witla 
a mighty Treafure he had gather’d from feveral Parts, and 
his Wives and Retinue, he fettled in the ftrongeft Place, 
whence his Men made frequent Excurfions into the peace- 
able Parts, doing all the Harm they could..to the Spawir 
ards, whom. they look’d upon as their Mortal Enemies, 
as having oblig’d them to quit their Dominion and -Na- 
tive Country.

The Road runs on from hence to Uramarca, 7 Leagues 
farther towards Cuzco, and in the way travellers crofs 
the broad River call’d Bilea, which is near thefe Strv- 
@ures. On each Side of the River is a large Pillar of 
Stone, ftrong and with deep Foundations, to lay the 
Bridge over, which confifts of Cables made of Withes, 
in the Nature of the Ropes they ufe in Spaiz for Wells. 
Thefe Bridges, when laid, are fo firm, that Horfes may 
gallop over them, as if they were of Stone. This Bridge 
I went over,and it was 166 Paces in Length. About 
the Source of this River is the fertil Province: of the 
Soras, inhabited by a Warlike People. They and the Zu- 
canes usd the fame Tongue, went clad, and had much 
Cattle, and there were Gold and Silver Mines in both 
of them. The Jzgas valu’d them: fo much, that they 
reckoned’ their Provinces their, Peculiar Patrimony, and 
the Sons of the prime Men refided at the Court of Ciz- 
vo.

"From this River Aparima the way proceeds to the 
Apattments of Limatambo, afd ,beyond the’ Mountain 
Bilcaconga, where Don. Diego de Almayro had a Fight 
with the: Izdians, before he got. to'Cuzco, is the Valé 
Of Xaquixaguaya, Plain, and encompafs’d with His, but 
fmall. At the Entrance into it isthe Place “where 
Gonzalo, Pizarro, was routed and.’ executed, with others 
of his Followers, by the Licenciate Peter de la Cafta, 
the King’s Prefident. Here was a ftately- rich Palace, 
to which the Kings of Cuzco usd | to tepair for their 
Diverfion. In this, Place alfo’ Dox Francifco Pizarro or- 
der’d Chalicuchima, Atabalipa’s General tobe burnt.

On the Haft Side of it isa Vale, beginning at the City, 
fo that the Water of the two Brooks run to the Weit- 
ward. In this Vale, by reafon of its extraordinary Cold- 


~nefs, there are no: Fruit Trees, except fome Afolles. On 


the neareft, and higheft Hill to the Northward of the 
City. is a Fortrefs, which was once a ftately ftructure, 
for Bignefs and Strength, and tho” now ruin’d, ftill fhows 
what it was, the mighty Foundations being ftill vifible, 
and fome of the principal Towers ftanding. To the 
Northward, and Eaftward, are the Provinces of Ande/uyo, 
being the Woods and Mountains of the Azdes, and the 
great one of Chinchafuyo, being. the Lands towards Quito. 
On the South Side are the Provinces. of Collzo, and Con- 
defuyo, the firft of them to the South Eaft, and the latter.

One Part of the City was call’d Aanancuzco, and. the. 
other. Orencuzco, in which the nobleft Inhabitants liv’d,. 
and where there were fome very ancient Families, On 
another Side was the Hill of Carmenga, where, there 


were littl Towers at certain Diftances, which~ferv’d 


to fhew the Motion of the Sun, which they valu’d them- 
felves much upon. In the middle near the Hills, where 


the ereatell Part of the Town ftood was an _ indiffernt - 


large Square; faid-to have been formerly. a Bog, or Lake, 
and made good, and levell’d as it is with Stone and o- 


‘ther Materals, by the firft_ Founders. From this Square 


were deriv’d four great Rodds. That. they call’d Chiz- 
chafuyo ted to the Plains, and all the Hilly Couatry as 
far as the Provinces of Quito and Paffo. The fecond 
Wand Cendefuyo goes to the Provinces that are fubyect 
to:

as they now are. Thfs is likely a FiGion of theirs, but 
it is certain, that tho’ fo large, thefe Snakes arenot hurt- 
ful. 

Some Parts of the Andes, where the Jagas had Apart- 
ments, and Magazines were very populous; and the Soil:

The Indians affirm that the Na« 
tives of Ayavire, were of the Race of the Canas, and ha- 
ving maintain’d “War againft the Inga-Yupangue,. were fo 
weaken’d that’ it oblig’d\them to fubmit to his Servitude, 
rather than’ utterly ‘to! perifhs yet ‘he ‘being revengeful, 
after bafely murdering many’ Indians of Copacopa, and o- 
ther Towns near the Andes, did the fame by the People 
of Ayavire, fo that very few efcap’d alive, and fuch as ree 
main’d rang’d about thé Fields, and call’d upon their Fore- 
fathers, who had been’ long dead, bitterly bewailing the 
Defolation of their’ Country, @ 505 2 v0:

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(fpaAny.of thele. Indians fay they receiv’d a Tradition

a mighty Flood; and pretend they are of great Antiqui- 
ty, telling many Fables concerning their Original, which 
I think mot worth Writing, for fome fay they came out 
of a-Spring, others from a Rock, and others from Lakes; 
fo that there.is no regarding their Stories. They all 
agree, that their Progenitors liv’d very rudely, before 
they were fubdu’d by the Jugas, having their Towns on 
the Hills, whence they warr’d upon one another, and 
their Manners werevery Vicious. Afterwards, they learnt 
of the Jugas like the reft, went clad, and tho’ they al- 
low’d the Women to be loofe before they were Marry’d, 
yet if they afterwards prov’d falfe to their Husband, 
the Penalty was Death.

“ding to his Quality. Then they flew the Wives, Chil- 
Sdren, and Servants, that’ were to be fent to ferve him, 
caccotding ‘to their-vain Opinion.’ All ‘this ‘was then 
put into the Grave, with -fome Perfons alive. When 
che- -was thus buryd,- they all return’d to the Houfe . 
he was brought from, where they devour’d the Meat 
‘thathad ‘been gather’d; and drank the Chitha, or. Li- 
aor ‘provided, going out now and then to the Squares 
efore? ‘the \ Moufes; where “they alb dane’d together 
~weeping. -Vhis afted ‘fonte Days, at’ the end whereof 
they aflembled the pooreft Men and Women, and gave 
them what Meat and Drink was left. They fay they 
had ‘other Ceremonies, if the Perfon deceas’d was of ex- 
‘traordinary Quality.’ When'-all ‘this was -perform’d, the 
‘Wives that had not’ been kill’d, and other Servants 
‘went about the’ Town in their Mantles.and Hoods, 
fome of them carrying the dead Lords Aris, others 
the Ornament he wore on his Head, others his Gar- 
ments, Others the Dube, or Seat he-had. fate on, and 
fo’ of other things, following an’ Iadian, who went be- 
fore’ drumming: and «weeping, and all of them utter’d 
‘moft* difmal; and doleful) Expreffions. Thus they went 
all about the Town, finging Dirges, and in them re- 
peating all the Dead Man’s Ations, and other things 
to that-Purpofe. I remember when I went from do; 
Charcas, with one Fames de Uxeda, an Inhabitant of the 
City La Paz, in the Town of Nicafo, we faw fome 

Women going about in the aforefaid Manner, and un- 
derftood by the Interpreters that they faid, what we 
have mention’d; and one of thofe prefent added, as foon 
as thefe Women have done wailing, they willbe all 
drunk, and fome of them will kill themfelves, to go bear 

the dead Lord Company. I have feen them bewail the 

Dead in feveral other Places, and the Wonten tye Ropes’ 
about their Heads, to exprefS more Sorrow. 
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Befides they: cut. off their Hair, and: wore. their wort 
Cloaths, without taking any, Care of -themfelves, fpea- 


ding a whole Year in Lamentation, if the Dead Perfon. 


was a Cacique, and forbearing, to -hght Fire ‘in his 
Houfe for feveral Days. They alfo, kept. the Anniver- 
faries, adorning the Graves with Greens,) killing fome 


Cattle, and burning much Fat, of Lambs.by them. Then

Thefe People had very confiderable Temples, obferv’d 


their Ceremonies, and honour’d their Priefts ; keeping

Time they have many 
Churches and are all Chriftians. They formerly, as well as 
the other Mountain People, call’'d the Almighty Creator 
Ticeviracoche, and believ’d he refided in Heaven, yet a- 
dor’d many Gods, like other Heathens. They have.a 
Sort of Songs, which preferv’d fomething of their Hi- 


ftory, tho’ they had no ufe of Letters. They.are a. rati- 


onal People, and had fome Knowledge. of the Motions 
of the Sun and Moon, by which Means, they kept Ac- 
count of their Years, but thofe were only of 10 Months. 
They told me, they call’a the Year Aari,; a Month, and 
the Moon Ale/paquexa, and the Day Auro, When, fub- 
du’d by the Jngas, by their Order. they. built ftately, Tem- 
ples, both in the Ifland Titicaca, and at.

a sy Jndians themfelves inform us. that they. were not 


‘fo polite or civiliz’d before the. Inga fubdu’d them, 
as afterwards ; fince when there: have been fuch curious 
Works among them, as all Men admire, and the more, 
for that they have-very few Tools,.or Conveniences: for 
doing them, and yet they are.brought to. fuch Perfection. 
When the Spaniards conquer’d.the Kingdom, they found’ 
Curiofities of Gold; Silver;,and Earthen Ware, -fo artifi- 


cially joyn’d together, that:-they ook’d as if they had. 
naturally. grown in that Fesm, befides many other Rari-: 


ties

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Copper, and two: or ‘three Stones, and yet fo: delicately 
wrought in Foliage and «Figures, that our Workmen with 
ail their Tools and Conveniences, would find it a very 
hard Task to match them. Yhey have no other Furnace 
but a little earthen one, into which they put the Fire, 
and blow thro’ Trunks, inftead of Bellows.> Befides the 
silver Works, they make Gold: Pi€tures, Twilts or Laces, 
and feveral other things, and there are Children employ’d 
about it, who a Man would’ think cotild fcarce fpeak ; 
but they do little now to what they did under the Ingas. 
Their Chaquira: or fmall Beads, are fo nice and exaétly 
alike, as fhews them to be very able Goldfiniths, and 
the Jngas kept. many of them in feveral Parts. 

They are no defs.omafterly at Building, and according- 
ly all the Honfes and::Dwellings’of the Spaniards are their 
Work ; they make the) Brick and Tile, and lay great 
Stones, fo neatly one upon:another, that it is hard to fee 
where they join. They alfo make Images, and that in 
many Places, without anyother Tools. but Stones, and 
their own Ingenuity. I do not believe any Nation in the 
World ever drew Trenches thro’ fuchuncven difficultGround 
as they did, which has beew already mention’d.

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Captain Francis Cafar’ with only 60 Spaniards, travell’d 
over vaft Mountains, and forded mighty Rivers, in Spight 
of the Natives, and being befet in the Province of Guaca 
by above 20000 -of them, tho’ weak, and fpent with want, 
and ‘travel, he routed: them without lofing a Man, and 
whatiisono lefs ftrange, found a way, that carry’d him 
back''to Urdba in 18 Days, when’he had been travelling 
the other way almoft a Year. We have frequently feen 
many fuch inaecountable AGtions, but let it fuffice to fay, 
that 40; or 50° Spariards would fettle ina Province where 
there. were™ 36,' 0r° 400600 © Indians and’ fabdue them all. 
It is: yet ftraneer that fome Territories, which wete 
fearce habitable,°“on Account of the violent Rains, and 
Hatthquakes, fiace the coming in of Chriftians are become 
pleafant, and fruitful. 

On the other Hand, as ‘Providence has’ favotr’d’ fone, 
fo have we feen “fevere Jiidgments fall upon fuch as were 
cruel,‘aid Tyrafnical,'few of them*dyine a hatural Death; 
as particularly all the ‘chief Men’ concern’d in the killing 
of Atabalipa, moft of whom came to miferable, and un- 
happy Ends. Nay the bloody Wars in Peru feem to have 
been a Punifhment upon all that were there. Thus the 
inhuman Major Caravajal may be allow’d to have been 
the Executioner of Divine Juftice, on thofe that deferwd 
it, till his Turn came to attone with his Life for his owa 
grievous Offences. Marfhal Don George de Robleds, who 
fuffer’*d many Indians to be butcher’d in the Province of 
Poze, was in that fame Town condem’d, executed, and 
had no other Grave but the Bellies of the Izdians. Fer= 
dinand Rodriguez de Sofa, and Baltafar de Lede/ma being 
guilty of the like Cruelties, had the fame Pate. The Ade- 
lantado, or Lord Lieutenant Belalcazar, who deftroy’d fo 
many Indians at Quito, being depos’d by the Judge depu- 
ted to try him, dy’d poor and miferable at Cartagena, as 
he was going over Prifoner into Spain. Francis Garcia de 
Tovar fo much dreaded by the Indians, for having mur- 
der’d fo many, was at laft himfelf kili’d, and eaten by 
them. I knew one Rogue Adartin, an Inhabitant of the 
City Cali, who quarter’d our Indians that dy’d, when we 
came to that City, and hung them up to feed his Dogs, 
yet afterwards the Indians flew, and I believe cat him. I 
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could bring other Inftances, which .would.be- too: tedious, 
and. fome of thofe that have dy’d. fuddenly, an End more 
to be dreaded than the reft.” ad. f "247008 40 
Since thofe Times the Government has been: fettled int 
an excellent Form, fo that the Jvdians now , enjoy. their. 
_ Liberties. and Eftates, no Spaniard daring to moleft, or 
offend them,.for Fear of the Courts of Juftice,. which pue 
nifh them. with the utmoft Rigor. The King defrays the 
Charge of the Religions Men. that go over to the Weft. 
Indies, which has occafion’d thofe Parts to be- Abundantly: 
fupply’d with them, for. the inftrudting of the Indians, and: 
there are very many Monafteries. The whole. Kingdom is’ 
divided into Bifhoppricks, and thofe into Parifhes, all of- 
them well fervw’d, that neither Natives, nor Spaniards may, 
want any Chriftian Affiftance. Thus I conclude, having. 
begun to write this Account, in the City Cartzgo of the 
Province of Popayax, in the Year'15§41, and. ended, it. ini 
the City of Lima in Peru, in 1550, at the Age.of 32.Years,, 
1.7 whereof U. fpent in the.
